We met at 8. Thomas' Church in Somerville, October 18th« 1890. 

To the Ctuumittee to obtain funds for a Missionary, there was added a Layman 
f^om every Parish and Mission 8tati<m to aid and co-operate with the Clergy. 

The manner of oondnoting the meeting* of the Convocation was again discassed 
and it was decided to adopt the following plan : 

The meetings to be held every three months in the City of Memphis, and at 
the Cathedral of 8. Mary. 

It was further ordered that a programme be arranged by a Committee for the 
purpose, and to suggest topicR for discussion. 

A Committee was also appointed to arrange for the Clergy to accompany the 
General Missionary firom time to time to hold services at the Mission Stations, 
And at other places in this part of the Diocese.

I have given 
three Sunday snd all week day services at Bolivar when not engaged in the work 
in West Tenneatee as the General Missionary. My labors kaice been and atill are 
dhundamif but meet encouraging.

«iid eflbria are being made to build Chapels at each place. The work at Hum- 
lioldt Is most encouraging, and we ought to have a Chapel there at an early day. 
I dssirs to speak especially of the efforts of 8. Mary's Guild, Dyersburg. Here we 
iMve twelve foithfol and earnest Communicants and workers, but one male com- 
wnaieaiii. We bftve a lot paid for and about $300.00 in bank towards our 8. 
MMxfM Ghi^ ftind. All are working hard to that end. The Mission contributes 
96b90'VMiiitUy towards the traveling expenses of the Archdeacon. The Convo- 
^ttioii pMged in August last .tl,000.00 to the work of Missions in West Tennes- 
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«ee, bat for ten month* only $2aBM hw been paid of «»•* iiiiioiiiiU Mrvj 
Ohnrch, Memphis, hat piud $518.13, 8. Miiy'*, Memphis, $26.00. The briiinoe 
by Somerrille and Boliw. If the work goes on another year, and m aaawtant

The undersigned, Dean of the Convocation ot Nashville, herewith submits the 
following report ot the condition and prospects of the Missionary work in his dis- 
trict, in aooordance with Canon XII, Sea S-4, and By-law Ko. 2 of this Convo- 
cation. 

I.— MBSTIHG8 OP THB OOWOOATIOH. 

During the past Conventional year there have been three meetings, as re- 
quired by the Canon. 

The first was held at Spring Hill, Oct 28-^, 1880. Nine Clergy and two Lay 
Delegates were present The services were well attended. The resignation of 
the Rev. R. B. Metoalf as General MissionaTy was accepted, and the Bev. Thoe. 
Atkinson nominated as his successor. In the event of his not accepting, a Com- 
mittee was appomted whose duty it should be to nominate another Clergyman 
to the Bishop. Mr Atkinson declining, the Committee, at the lequeet of the 
Bishop, extended call to the Rev. B. J. H. Van Deeriiu, which he aeoepted, and 
took charge of the work Dec. 1, 1890. At this meeting, also, an appropriation 
was made to the work among the colored people, in charge of the Rev. Dr. W. 
0. Gray, NaahvUle. 

The Noond meeUng was held in Christ Church, KashvUle, Feb. 3-«, 1881. 
Present, seTen oltiiy and (bur Lay Delegates. Many were kept awi^ by iU- 
BOM* One interesting feature of this meeting was the holding of survioea simul- 
tOMOWly al all the Ohuiohes in the oi^, under the autoes of the Brotherhood 
of B. AndiiW, on the aeoond night of the session. The plan was well worked, 
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vith i^ood resnlts. All the serrioes were largely attended. The Gonyoeation 
oonfiimed the Oommittee^B aotion in secnring the Rer. Mr. Tan Deeriin a« Gen- 
eral ICiasioiMUT'' A Committee wa» appointed to report to the next meeting a de- 
niable plan for raising money tor Convocation Mieeions. 

The third meeting wae held at Gallatin, April 14-16, 1891. Good ottngrega- 
tions. Dnxing this session serricee were held at 8. Cyprian's Hall, (colored) 
and addresses were made by sereral of the Clergy. The chapel was filled to its 
Qtmost capacity. The closing senrice at Immannel Church was a Missionary 
meeting. One of the speakers on this occasion was Mr. P. M. Bedford. Histo- 
riographer of the Diocese, who gare a most interesting address on the History of 
ConTocations in thin Diocese, tracing them back to their small beginning>i, and 
indicating their rapid growth and progress in sacceeding years. The two fol- 
lowing resolntions were nnanimonsly passed at this meeting : 

First, " That the plan of the Committee appointed at the last meeting of the 
Conyocation to dcTise a more systematic method for raising money for ConToca- 
tioD Missions, be adopted." ^e plan is, that a mite-chest be placed in the 
hands of each communicant, and others within the bounds of the CouTooatton, 
with the request that they pledge themsehes to deposit therein each week a 
stated amount, from one cent upwards, according to their ability, and that the 
contents be lemoTed and sent once a quarter to the Treasurer of the Convoca- 
tion. 

Seeond, " That this Conyocation appreciates the aid rendered the Church by 
the Brotheriiood of 8. Andrew, and extends a cordial inyitation to them to co- 
operate with ns in the adyancement of the Missionary work of the Conyoca- 
tion.'' 

The last act of this most important and aggressiye meeting of the Conyocation 
should be noted, yii : The securing of pledges from' the members of the Conyo- 
cation and congregation to the amount of $325.00, to be applied towards the 
liquidation of the debt of $438.00 yet due the contractor for the building of Im- 
mannel Church, Gallatin. 

The results of these meetings haye been satisfactory eyery way, and measures 
haye been adopted (as may be seen from the aboye,) which will tell on this 
Conyocation for good in the near future. 

II. — BBPorr or mibbiohabt work withih thb oomrocATiov. 

Tfaia report, based for the most part on written reports of the Clergy, should 
include not <mly all work which is assisted by the Conyocation, but also all work 
within its borders which is strictly outside of Parochial limits. The General 
Missionaiy, the Key. B. J. Tan Deeriin, states that he entered upon the dutien 
of the office on the 5th of December. 1800, and has held regular monthly seryioes 
at the fbllowing places : Gallatin, Dickson, Cumberland Furnace, Murtreesbont, 
Ashwood and Cross Bridges. He has giyen Gallatin a regular Wednesday -night 
senriee also. He is working at Murfreesboro under many dincouragements. Ow- 
ing to past fidluree at this point the people, yery naturally, are waiting to B*»e 
whether we haye come to stay. He is confident, however, that all that i» 
needed here to secure sucoess is persistent work. 

The work at all the other points is interesting and hopefhl, and there ban 
been iniudi of pleasure and encouragement all along the line. In addition to the 
monthly Sunday seryices that he gives to Gallatin, he feels much satisfaction in 
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Haying that he has been ablo to arrange for a weekly Mrvice at that Mid8i<m 
through the kindness of two members of the Brotherh(H)d of 6. Andrew. He 
hopes the day is not far distant when the BrotherbiKid will be able to supply all 
the most promising Missions with more froquent services than the General Mis- 
sionary is able to give. He adds these most tme and pertinent words : *' The 
Gbnroh mnst, ol course, make but slow pntgresM where only a monthly service is 
sustained, and as the Convooation is unable to hnve int»re than tme Priest in its 
Mission-field, I do most fervently hope that the Brotherh(H>d of S. Andrew will 
see more and more the importance of the Convocation Mission work, and that it 
will ultimately make Mission work the raiaoti (Tctrc for its very existence. The 
Church needs badly the cooperation of her Lsit}*, and she mnst have it." 

The Yen, C. B. Perry, Archdeacon for work among colored people in the Dio- 
cese of Tennessee, reports as follows : ''Tfithin the Convocation of Nashville 
there are three Mission Stations, all connected with the work of Hofi'man Hall, 
and served by the Clergy and students of the Hall, viz : 

1st. S. Augustine's Mission, Nashville, worshipping in the basement of the 
future Church, on the lot comer Gay and Hpruce streets. Expenditure abont 
$200.00 beside the stipend of the Missionary, $400.00, which is received by the 
Rev. Meredith 0. Smith, who is also Principal of Hoffinan. Receipts for the 
year $259.00. Number of Sunday-school, eighty. There are six C<mimunicants, 
and five are preparing to be confirmed this mouth. 

2nd. Harrington Chapel at Hoffman Hall, Nashville. There are no expendi- 
tures, and no receipts. Number of Sunday-school, fifty-three. There are eight 
Communicants, and five are preparing to be confirmed this month. 

3rd. 8. Cyprian's Mission, Gallatin, worshipping in the little Hall built upon 
one comer ol the lot Expenditures $31.47. Receipts $4.18. Number of Sun- 
day-school, sixty -eight There are three Communicants. The Archdeacon ofB- 
oiates one Sunday each month, the Rev. Mr. YanDeorlin another ; the remaining 
Sundays are supplied by the students. Sowing schools are maintained by Mrs- 
Van Deerlin, and at S. Augustine's by Miss Trabue. 

A service has been held at Columbia, where the Brotherhood of S. Andrew has 
undertaken the organisation of a Sunday-school of colored children in connec- 
tion with which it is proposed t4i hold regular services. 

The Rev. W. M. Pettis, D. D., Rector of Clarksville, ((ays: ''In Trinity 
Church Parish we have carried on our Missionary work at S. Andrew's Chapel 
every Sunday. Wo hope to accomplish something there by persistent work. 
Already the results are most gratifying. Our Sunday-school there numbers fifty 
scholars and eight teachers, with two officers. Sometimes our number far ex- 
ceeds this statement, but this is our regular roster." He adds : " I have an ap- 
pointment once a month for Oraoe Church, Rossview, Montgomery county, which 
is in charge of Deacon Ross. Our contribution for Missions for the past year 
have fallen a little short of what they were the year before, owing to a stringency 
in general money matters. 

The Rev. E. B. Roes reports that services have been held regularly every Sun- 
day, with a good attendance, at Grace Church, Rossview. The Rev. Dr. Pettis, 
Rector of Clarksville, holds a monthly Celebration of the Holy Communion at 
this point Baptisms, 2. Presentnnmberof communicants, 40. Sunday-school 
teachers, 5; scholars, 40. Total Offerings, $82.07. A Ladies' Aid Sooiety is 
is actively engaged in Church work and general charity. There is also a Chris- 
tian Workers' Society of 11 working members, which devotes itself to the in- 
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ittniction <>f sach children ba oannot, for vhHouh reatMniB, attend the Saodaj- 
i)ob(M>l. It reports for the year ending April Int, 1891, 120 vitfitn, 891 ledAons, 30 
gifts, and qaite a quantity of books and literatnre distribnted. He reports that 
the Society has reached and inflaenced for good, a large nnmber of periums. AI- 
ttn, that this Parish, which is in the country, is raising money to buy a farm tor 
the home and support of the Elector. It considers this the first step towards the 
establi«hment of a permanent Parish. It is hoped to accomplish this within the 
next year. The farm would have been purchased last January, but for financia] 
troubles which caused the Vestry to defer their plans. 

The ReT. James B. Winchexter, Rector of Christ Church, Nashrille, states 
that in oonoectitm with his constant dnties in Chrixt Church Piirish, he hss for 
the pa«t year held MisKitm services in a rented house at Number 1318 North 
Market street. This \\*mw of three rooms, he first rented f<»r a poor r.itiii- 
1 J, and then on Sunday afteniotm openeil a Sanday- school, which, fn>m the very 
first was well attended, having now about fitly scholars taught by a number of 
Christ Church ladies, who have been faithful in going week after week, and have 
«mceeeded in teaching these poor, to respond in the services <if the Chnrch, hold 
^temate Friday nights, and also U* sing the anthems. He has baptized two 
^idults and sixteen infants at this Mission, also presented six adults for confirma- 
"Cion. The Mission will n(»w lie under the Rev. B. B. Ramage, who, as Deacon 
a n eharge of 8. Peter's Church, is doing good work in North Nashville. He ad- 
^ed that he has preached three times at the State Penitentiary to three or four 
hundred convicts gathered in the large Mess-Hail of the Prison, and has visited 
'Shem as opportunity allowed. He has also, through the courtesy of the Princi- 
pal of Ward's Seminary, held from time to time a short religious service with the 
^raholars. He lays, ** We greatly need a City Missionary in Nashville, where the 
:tfeld is ripe for the harvest, and yet with the present undertakings, we can take 
Mio further steps.'' 

The Rev. T. F. Martin, Rector of S. Ann's Church, Nashville, reports that he 
lias held service and preached on the third Sunday aflemoon of each month at 
liis Mission, five or six miles in the country. The congregations have usually been 
"▼ory good, and sometimes larger than the building could comfortably accommo- 
date. He states that the responses have been very much improved since the iti- 
trodnetion of the ** Service Leaflets," many now taking part who formerly would 
not attempt to use the Prayer Bc»ok. A Chapel is greatly needed in that neigh- 
borhood. But owing t(» the removal of a Church family most interested in the 
wodE, there is but little prospect now of building, unless aid fVom abroad could 
be obtahied. He proposes, however, to persevere in holding services in the 
sohool house once a month as heretofore, trusting that thus some good may be ac- 
complished to the glory of God and the salvation of souls. 1 cannot forbear giv- 
ing, in his own words, an account of a Missionary service recently held by him. 
He says: ** On the afternoon of Whitsun Day, in company with six members of 
the Brotherhood of S. Andrew, (S. Ann's Chapter,) I went to fill my monthly 
^ipolntmeat at the Parish School House. An express wagon carried most of 
Urn TUtj, and a buggy the rest The choir and organist of S. Ann's had pre- 
aeded na and met ns at the school-house, where a good congregation had assem- 
\MLf inolndiiig several members of S. Ann's. We had the full service for the 
e^taiiig of Whitsun Day, which was rendered very inspiring by the fine singing 
of the choir and the hearty responses of the members of the Brotherhood and 
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others present. The people seemed greatly pleased with the service and urged 
UR to give them another one of the same kind in the near Aitare." 

The Rev. C. M. Gray, Rector of S. Panl's Church, Franklin, reports five bap- 
tismi*, two adnlt8 and three infants, and fonr confirmations. Total amount of 
offerings to date, May 15tb, $443.77 fn»m all sources, not including what the La- 
dies' Aid Society may have raided and expended. One great improvement they 
have made is to put a nice fence around the Church property. 

At Grace Chnrch, Spring Hill, he has had four baptisms, infants two, adults 
tw(», and four otmfirmations. Tot^l of offerings from all sources, not including 
Guild, $502.83. The Beechcroa Gnild has recently pnt in this Church a hand, 
some Bishop's chair and a Hymn Tablet. This school has wtmderfully im- 
proved the music in the Chnrch and made the services bright, hearty, joyous 
and refreshing. 

The Rev. R. B- Metcalf, Rector of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, says: "We 
have a very flourishing Mission in oonnecticm with S. Peter's, the Chapel of the 
Advent, among the Cotton factory hands. There are forty communicants. A 
very flourishing night Hcbool is kept up six months in the year. Sunday-school 
and congregation large and (m the increase. During the last year there have 
been thirty baptisms and twenty-two confirmations. I hold service every other 
Sunday at the Mission, and celebrate once a month. 

The Rev. Yardry McBee, although but recently elected to the Rectorship of 
the Church of the Messiah, Pulaski, has already established two flourishing Mis- 
sions in connection with the Parish. He holds two services at each every other 
week. Congregations good and prospects encouraging. 

The Rector of S. Mary Magdalene's, Fayetteville, the Rev. Rowland Hale, be. 
ing absent on account of illness, the Senior Warden, Mr. A. S. Thomas, reports 
the Parish in good condition. Baptisms, adults 2, infants, 8. Total, 10. Con 
firmations, 4. Communicants 10. Sunday-school teachers 3. Pupils, 18. Totaj 
of offerings $046.71. 

Through the kindness of the Rev. A. A. Benton, D. D., I am able to report 
the following items : 

IHnity Churck, Wincliester. The Rev. W. T. Manning is in charge of this 
congregation, and reports twenty oommunioants. Sunday-school teachers, five. 
Pupils, twenty-five. The Church was closed for some months, but was recently 
re-opened. 

Chapel of the Holy Comforter, Montcagle. Communicants, members of Fair- 
mount School, 18. Resident in neighborhood, 6. Total, 24. Offerings for 
year to May 15th, $150.00. Sunday-school pupils, from neighborhood, 12. Col- 
ored Sunday-school for servants of school, 8. Sunday services with weekly Com- 
munion by the Rev. W. P. DuBose, D. D., of Sewanee. Daily morning and ev- 
ening prayer by Mr. H. Easter, Theological student, resident at Fairmount. 

Christ Church, Traey City, Communicants, 12. Sunday-school teachers, 7. 
Pupils, 35. The Church has been closed for some months, but was recently re- 
opened in charge of the Rev. W. T. Manning. 

Calvary Mission, Boarks Cove, Sewanee, Communicants, 32. Sunday-sohooi 
about 35. Contributions for three months past. May 15, about $4.00. The Cele- 
brations have been held very irregularly, owing to the difficulty of getting a 
Priest who was not engaged in other duties each Stmday. Preparations are be- 
ing made to put up a new Sunday-school room. But, while the people are ready 
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to cnii tribute work, money ij* very Kcarce. Messr*. Beatty and MoCrady have 
taken the serrices at tbi8 point. 

8, Morl^s Colored Mission, SewaneCy is in charge ol Mr. Hudson Stuck, The- 
ological student. Conimunicantf? 12. BaptiRmp, during the year 1890, 25. Con 
finnaUon^, 4, and a class of three now preparing. Regular monthly Celebration 
of the Holy Communion. Congregations averaginfr between eighty and ninety 
adults, far exceed capacity «)f the building now occupied f(»r wtiri<hip But the}* 
hope soon to leave their present quarter^ for the more commodious church of S, 
Paul's on the Mountain. Sunday-school, 75 pupils, with 5 white teachers. The 
experiment of haying colored teachers has been abandoned. The children are 
tractable and apt to Icam. The vested choir is .^till maintained and has proved 
of the utmost service to the Mission. Mr. Stuck and his as^^ociate, Mr. Holmes 
have been hard at work, and have met with some discouragements, but they 
think that there will be a marked improvement all along the line when the re- 
moval to S. Paul's takes place. The people are poor and the Ofiertories have 
iM^en small, and have gone, for the most part, towards repairing the dilapidated 
building used for worship. Uymn-B«K)ks, Prayer-Books and Vestments for the 
choir are sorely needed. The gentlemen in charge make a strong appeal for help 
from the outside, and greatly hope it will be successful. 

At 8. Barnabas Church, TnUahoma, in charge of the Rev. H. R. Howard, 8. 
T. D., and his assistant, the Rev. Edmund Phares, there have been 14 baptisms, 
adults, 5, infants, 9. Confirmations, 14. The year has been one of unusual vig- 
<ir and growth, though the Parish has sufiered much from the loss of some of its 
most valued mem^ers. A Chapter of the Brotherhood of 8. Andrew has been 
established at this point, which co-operates earnestly with the Clergy in the wide 
and important Missionary field attached to this Parish. A Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the King, and a Children's Guild, ** Faithful W(»rkers,^ under the auspices 
of the Guild of 8. Mary, have also been established. The Mission at Sherwood 
under the immediate charge of the Assistant Minister of the Parish, is in a fiour. 
iabing condition. Services are maintained regularly on the second and fourth 
Sundays of each month at the Church of the Redeemer, Shelby ville, by the Clergy 
of 8. Barnabas. The morning service always includes a Celebration of the Holy 
Communion. 

III.— THB BROTHBRHOOD OF 8. ANDRKW. 

Freqnent allusions have been made in the above report to this noble Brother- 
hood, which simply prove that much of the success attained during the past year 
in the Missionary field of this Convocation has been due to the self-denying la- 
bors of its members, a fact which, as already stated, was cordially acknowledged 
at the last meeting of the Convocation. It is hoped, and confidently believed, 
that the Brotherhood will continue to co-operate with our hard- worked Mission- 
ariea in extending the Redeemer's kingdom and building up the waste plaoes ol 
Zion. There are now eight Chapters of the Brotherhood in the Convocation, 
(one of them having been organised at Tullahoma during the past year,) with an 
aggregate membership of 116. All these are represented in the Nashville Local 
Coonoil, which was established for the better prosecution of the views of the Or- 
der, and for aggressive and co-operative work. This Bnitherhood is already an 
important factor in the work of the Church, and if it receives the support and 
sympathy it deserves, is sure to become one of the leading Church movements of 
the age. 
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iy.~ FURTHER OLBAJIIirOS FROM THB FIBLD. 

At mj request, the Rev. Dr. W, G. Oray, who ha^ been basily engaged dnriDg 
the pa8t jear in rairing fands for the endowment of the Episcopate, sent me the 
following report of that part of his work which had been prosecated within the 
bounds of this Gonyooation : 

** It is impossible for roe to make yon any adequate report ol work for the year 
while * on the wing/ and going day and night, as I have been for so long a time, 
preaching sometimes six sermons a week, besides walking, talking, and writing 
np notes for snbscripticms every day. Beside the mere fact f»f subscriptions, 
which now amount in all to nearly |40,000, (May 27th,) I have done an immense 
amount of Missionary work all over the Ditxsese. I have had Celebrations and 
other services in Parishes and Missions where there are no regular services — va- 
cancies existing — as well as in places where there is no Episcopal Church at all, 
and, in two instances, at least, where there never had been a service of the 
Church. 

** In Middle Tennessee, I have consumed a whole day, riding thirty miles os 
horseback, to see an isolated family who had hardly looked into the face of a 
Clergyman of the Church for a twelve-month. In other instances I have 
tramped around an foot to visit various families, living one, two, and three or 
more miles from the Parish Church. In one place I found a Church- woman who 
had not been at a service of the Church for six years ; also an aged couple, com- 
municants, who had not been able to receive the Blessed Sacrament for a period 
of time perhaps as much or more than two years. I cannot now give yon accu- 
rately the amount of .subscriptions to endowment in Middle Tennessee, but know 
it to be as mueh as $15,000." 

Wishing to have this report cover, as far as possible, every Christian enter- 
prise undertaken within our borders, I have secured the following statement of 
the work of the Woman's Auxiliary, (Nashville Branch,) through the kindness 
of its President, Mrs. W. C. Gray. This Branch now numbers some sixty mem- 
bers. For the work of this Conventional year it reports —

BbPORT of THB ABCHDBAC05 OF WORK AMOVO THB CoLORBD PbOPLK. 

To the Bight Rev. Bisk&p of Ibnnessee : 

The Archdeacon has spent the year in sapervising the work at Hoffman Hall, 
instracting its students, directing their Mission work, and visiting Mission points 
in the Diocese and giving them necensary supervision. 

HOFFMAJr BALL. 

The senrloes of the Rev. M. 0. Smith were secnred as Principal. Eight stu- 
dents hare been enroHed during the year. Both those in the Theological De- 
part and those pursuing their studies at Fisk University have successfully pros- 
ecuted their respecttve studies. A large expenditure was required for furnishing 
the Hall, putting in order the grounds, and other work necessarily involved in 
beginning such an institution. 

The support of the stadents has been met, chiefly, by money contributed in the 
form of scholarships. The Bishop of Missouri undertook the support of the one 
who is a candidate in his Diocese, at the rate of $200.00 a year — a pledge he has 
pntmptly redeemed, besides contributing |50.00 toward the aid of others. The 
Diocese of Milwaukee has contributed to the candidate from that Diocese $194, 
which, with aid from the Society for the increase of the Ministry, has supported 
the candidate from the Diocese and met some other special expenses. Chicago 
contributed $110.00 toward the support of the students, in addition to still larger 
gifts received before the beginning of the school year, and used for general ex- 
penses. S. Augustine's Xieagoe, New York, has very generously contributed to 
our work. It has contributed, in the form of scholarships, $1,200, most of which 
may be relied upon for ensuing years. In addition, they have contributed $650 
to the general expenses and furnishing, and $550 toward the purchase of the val- 
uable property which has been secured a^ioining the lot upon which the Hall 
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8tand8. It will tbns be seen that we have received from, S. Avfrnstine's League, 
$2,400. In addition to the above, valuable gifts have been received of honee- 
linen, clothing, and books for the Library. The Chapel, which wan originally 
fitted np by contributions of the congregations of colored communicants of the 
Church, having proved altogether inadequate in sise, will be enlarged during the 
summer, the expense being met by fhrther contributions from the same aonree, 
and the work done by the students of the Hall. The Warden and Principal have 
been assisted in the instruction of the students by the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
the Diocese, the Rev. Dr. Benton, of the University of the South, the Rev. Dr. 
Thompson, ot Detroit, besides some occasional lecturers. The oral examination 
of the Theological Department was conducted by the Bishop of the Diocese. The 
written examinations were submitted to the Rev. Prof. Benton, of Sewanee, the 
Rev. Proi. Gold, ol Chicago, and the Rev. Prof. Emcitus G. Emlin Hare, of 
Philadelphia. 

The marks awarded, so far as the papers have been returned, average for one 
of the two candidates for Orders, 81f , and the other 73^. The Undergraduate 
students all passed creditable examinations in their classes in the University, 
the one most in advance having graduated from the Preparatory into the Colle- 
giate Departments standing first rank in all his studies. 

The students have been actively engaged in Mission work in connection with 
the Chapel of the Hall, 8. Augustine's, Nashville, 8. Cyprian% Gallatin, and a 
work now beginning at Columbia. 

8. AUOUSTINB'B, NASHVILLE. 

A part of the foundation of the futnre Church of S. Augustine was built duiing 
the last summer upon the north end of the valuable property, comer of Spruce 
and Gay streets. A temporary roof has been placed upon it, and on Sunday 
September 21st, Holy Communion was celebrated and the Bishop formaUy 
opened it and held Confirmation. Since that time services have been regularly 
held by the Clergy and students of Hoffman Hall, and a Sunday-school of 80 
scholars. There have been 8 baptisms and 3 persons confirmed. There are now 
9 communicants. It is proposed to make still further improvements during 
the summer, the work being performed by the students of Hoffman Hall. A 
Sewing School has been held every Saturday during the year, conducted by 
Miss Trabue and other ladies of the Churches of Nashville. 

HARRIKOTOir CHAPBL, HOFFMAK HALL. 

Holy Communion is celebrated each Sunday in Harrington Chapel, Hoffman 
Hall, and an afternoon service attended, not only by the students, but by people 
of the neighborhood and by pupils and Faculty of Fisk University, a number of 
the students oi Fisk being oommunioants of the Church. There has been one 
baptism, and three of the students of Fisk University have been confirmed. A 
Sunday-school of 30 scholars is conducted each Sunday by the .students oi 
Hoflbian Hall. 

8. OTPBIAK'S, GALLATIN 

A lot of land was purchased, (100x100 feet), and during last snomier a smaU 
hall was built on one comer of it for use of services on Sunday, and during the 
w«6k as Beading Room, etc. A Sunday-school numbering 75 is held each Sun- 
day, and aervicea conducted by the Clergy and students of Hoffman Hall. Four 
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penona have l>eea oonfirmed and Holy Gommnnion celebrated four times. A 
Sewing School haa very tfaoceMfhlly been conducted by Mrs. Van Deerlln. It is 
proposed to farther extend the building, which has become too small for the at 
tendance. 

OOLUMBIA. 

In response to the invitation of the Rector of 8. Peter's Church, Columbia, 
and a cordial resolution of the branch of 8. Andrew's Brotherhood of that Parish, 
offering to aid in the work among the colored people, the Archdeacon presented 
the cause in 8. Peter's, and held a service for the colored people. He has ar- 
ranged for Mr. T. J. Brown, a candidate for Orders at Hoffman Hall, to spend 
the summer vacation at Columbia, and already an unusual interest has been 
expressed by the colored people in establishing a work among them. Several 
names have been handed in for confirmation, and it is believed that could land 
be obtained, and an inexpensive Church erected, there will be no difficulty in es- 
tablishing a work at this point. 

8. mark's, SBWAUBB. 

She services for the colored people in 8. Mark's Mission, Sewanee, have been 
conducted by candidates for Holy Orders ot 8. Luke's Hidl. 

I have been unable to obtain a report of the work, and have not visited it since 
the close of the University last year. 

Mr. Mitchell, a candidate for Orders, of Hoffman Hall, has , through the appli- 
cation of the Bishop, obtained appointment as teacher of the school with the pm> 
pose of aiding in this work. Through him I have learned that the attendance is 
very large, especially since they have entered into possession of the building 
(brmerly occupied by the congregation of 8. Paul's-on-the-Mountain, and that 
the opportunity tor reaching the colored people at this place is exceptionally fa- 
vorable, could systematic and c(»ntiuuous work be maintained among them. 

WORK IN WB8T TBITVBBBBB. 

The Archdeacon has made several visits to Immanuel Church, Memphis. This 
Mission has continued, with a remarkable increase oi prosp^ty, during the Rec- 
torship of the Rev. H. R. Sargent. Mr. Sargent, early in Uie present month, 
resigned in order to take up special work in New York city, to which he felt 
himself spescislly called. He has been succeeded by the Rev. Geo. H. Fen- 
wick, who had lately been ordained to the Priesthood. The marked improve- 
ments in the building and furnishings of the Church, and the large number added 
by confirmation and otherwise, will appear in the report of the Missionary- in- 
eharge, and therefore will not be reported here. Mr. Sargent and Mr. Fenwick 
have held occasional services at Mason. Until they rebuild their Church, which 
it is hoped will be done this 8ummer, it is impossible to give any trustworthy 
statistics. The Rev. F. W. Dunn, of Oeorgia, worked very sucoesstully at Ma- 
son for several weeks, but was obliged to return to his own Diocese. A goodly 
number of the former communicants remain loyal to the Church, and, with the 
arrangements made for the ensuing year, the Archdeacon believes that the Mis 
non can be re-established in a strong and permanent condition. 

Dr. Gtoo. W. Honesty, whose confirmation at 8. Augustine's was reported to * 
the last Convention, one of the most popular and trusted teachers in the public 
schools of Nashville, and one of the Faculty of the Meharry Medical School,

will, in Septembor, open in the '' Ganfield Memorial ", in Memphis, a buardiog 
and day sohool of high grade, which will fit boys to enter College, and will thus 
enable ns to rapply well-trained yonng Ohnrchmen in the Colleges provided for 
the colored people. Dr. Honesty will soon be advanced to the Diaconate, and 
will aid in the work at Mason. 

8. PHILIP'8 BOLIVAR. 

8. Philip's, Bolivar, continnes to be carried on by the Rev. W. W. Cheshire an 
Deacon-in-Charge. Its report will, no donbt, as nsnal be ocmtained in the report 
of the Rev. Mr. Wootten, Rector of S. James Church, Bolivar. 

8. 8TBPHBll'8 BURLB80N. 

I have been nnable to visit :8. Stephen's Chapel, Burleson, since last fall, the 
inclement weather having made the roads impassable, the times I have at. 
tempted it. Bnt the Rev. Mr. Sargent made several visits fur me, and celebrated 
the Holy Communion. From the report of the Rev. 0. P. Alston, Deacon -in- 
Charge, it appears that there are now 17 oommunioants, an increas of 5 over last 
year. A Sunday-school is regularly held. The Communion Alms amount to 
$1.00, and other offerings for Domestic and Foreign Missions, to $10.00. The 
Church has been ceiled, a bell place in a new belfry, the property enclosed with 
a fence, and a number of donations received, among them an altar oi oak, with 
Cross and Bucharistic Lights, and a stove. Further improvements are proposed 
during the summer, and a gift oi $100.00 for building purposes has been received 
from a friend in the Bast 

On the whole, the Archdeacon believes that he can report the condition of the 
field most encouraging, and that the extent to which the Church can reach forth 
fier helping hand to the colored people of Tennessee is limited only by the sup- 
ply of laborers and means to support them. He gratefully acknowledges, not 
only the affectionate and fatherly support of the Bishop of the Diocese, bnt the 
cordial welcome and co operation from Clergy and many of the must influential 
Li^-people of the Diocese. 

Bnt he cannot dose this report without expressing a very urgent wish that the 
Clergy and congregatio|i8 will contribute more material support. In addition to 
the $4,000.00 received as the annual appropriation for this work, from the general 
funds of the Church, more than $15,000 have been contributed to work among 
the colored people in this Diocese. It is painful to the Archdeacon, while seek- 
ing this support In other states, to have to reply to the frequent question, " What 
is Tennessee herself doing/' that so far as it passes through his hands, there is not 
$200.00 a year oontribnted. Can he not ask that every congregation in the Di- 
ooese contribute some offering, however small, not only to aid his own labors, 
but as a mark of interest which would be greatly appreciated by the colored 
people, and add a powerful argument to his appeal for aid from other Dioceses.

Tout Conimi88i<nier o( Endtiwnient reppeotfhlly imports that haviufi^ accepted 
\-onr nnanimonft invitaticm to make a thorough canvaRH of Tennenflee in behalf of 
a ftind for the Endoxrment of the Epicctipate, he UiKt no more time than whh 
necei<Miry in pr<*paratiou for entering npon hiM work. 

Snitable rabjioription bookn and blank noten wer*^ prepared and printed, and 
arrar.gementH were made for tentporary nnpplieitfor his PariKh until such time a.^ 
he might be able to Kecnre a regolar aaniHtant. 

Fn>m the very fir»«t, the importance of dividing the Diocei*e into three^ if pon- 
i>ible, wa»t recognized. In early timeft snch divittion had been c<msidered a civil 
and political nece^ftity ho far a-^ the State i8 concerned. The Supreme G«>urt had 
three brancheg, one for the ea^t, another for the middle, and a third for the we«t. 
The University of TenneBsee toUowed the t^ame lioeH. And later 8till, the State, 
like a Christian mother, completed the compassitmate care of her moat helple^i) 
children, the iuBane, by the same three-fold provision. 

Three books are provided in which HubHcriptions were to be entered, marked 
reFpeoUvely, Eai«t, Middle, and Wetit Tennetutee. 

The note8 were arranged to be payable at pome bank, and to bear interest 
from dat«. 

Provision was made for subscriptions in notes to extend, if desired, over the 
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space of five jeara. An additional space alKirded opportanities for sabscriptionti 
in lots, lands, bonds, or any suitable cominoditj'. 

The work was began in Nasbrille at the Cai^Cal and center of the State, and 
the first months were ooonpied in going over the God-larored region known an 
Middle Tennessee. An enoonraging response was made from the reiy first, and 
the great need found respoucJFe echoes in the hearts of earnest Logmen and 
women who were prompt to d<» according to their ability, what was necessary in 
order to secure favorable com^deration at the hands of the next General Conven- 
tion. 

In the fall of the year the work for the western portion wfti commenoed at 
Memphis, and went forward with a remarkable swing until the finsneial crash, 
like a thunder-bolt, with the accompanying flash which blinded, and bewildered 
and appalled even the best of business men, weakened for a time, the stream 
which was flowing into the Endowment ftind. 

Still, in spite (»f the general depression everywhere, the importance of the 
movement was perceived, and those who were most remote, and had almost de- 
spaired, caught eagerly at the hope of better things, and the bright prospect o^ 
lengthening the cords and strengthenmg the stakes of our beloved Zion. 

The last part oX the first year's work has been done in East Tennessee, and 
there, as in otlier parts of the Stat^ the movement has been welcomed almost 
as an inspiration, and the success has been much greater than could possibly 
have been anticipated. 

The cold, diy figures, in their totals oi cash and notes together, stand as foL 
lows: 

Total subscriptions thus far, for If est, about 916,000 00 

For Middle, about 15,000 00 

And For East, about i),000 00 

Making in all a sum toUl of $40,000 00 

I submit with this report, and as part of the same, sheets showing i^ll and mi- 
nute details of the financial part of the entire work, which will, of course, be ex- 
amined and reported upon by a competent Auditing Committee. 

Of scarcely lese importance than the Endowment fund itself, is the Missionary 
work which this movement has carried along with it. In nearly all the Parishee 
and Missions in the Diocese have services been held, and eepeoially in a very 
plain way has the Divine Constitution of the Holy Ministry been set forth, the 
importance attached to it by God the Father, its exaltation and oontinnanoe by 
His Son, Jesus Christ our Lord, and the provision for its perpetuation through 
all time by the Apostolate which, by Divine provision, early glided into the 
Episcopate as the special office with which our Lord solemnly promised to be 
" always, unto the end of the world." 

Day and night has your Commissioner traveled and talked and written and 
preached, not only where the Church is already established, but where her voice 
is rarely heard, and in several places where it had never been heard before. He 
has held as many as six, and, in one instance, eif^t services in one week, in ad- 
dition to applications and solicitations from every member and firiend of the 
Church that he could find, for the furtherance of the prime object of his mission. 

It is pleasant here to record, that the Clergy everywhere welcomed him with 
open arms, and nearly all of them have subscribed to the fund. The same is true 
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of the Liitf > and while sot all who hare been approached have seen their way 
at preeent to help on the good work, thero hare been throaghoat the State, 
oolj a rary few nnpleatant repalses on the part of those solicited. 

A fia&ee at the sabaisriptioo books will show that fh>m the Bishop himself, 
who eaonot bear to be ranked seooml in any good work, down to the hnmblest 
LajnMMi in the l>iooeee, wfthont regard to sohools of thonght or individnal pref- 
erenee, all hare hailed this mote of the chnroh as an advance step, a forward 
movement which will go on "oonqaering and to conquer,'' nntil the Apostolic 
plan shall be fnlly realised, vis., a Bishop in every principal city. 

Here I cannot refrain from pressing npon the attention of the Conrention the 
^mportanoe of dividing, if it can be, even with great effort accomplished, Into 
three Diooeeesy and not merely into two. My arguments are almost entirely on 
the praotioal Me of the question 

(a). If we divide into two, If est Tennessee will undoubtedly be the new Di- 
ocese, by whatever name it shall be known. Dfoceee of Memphis, perhaps. 

That would leave considerably more than thrm'fowtks of the State under one 
Bishop, that one too, who has idready been seriously if not permanently disabled 
by the veiy effort to meet the demands of so vast a territory ; a terrltoiy whose 
demands, if Christ's work be done in it, are constantly and rapidly on the in- 



(b). The growth now going on in East Tennessee, and the potentialities which 
are looming np in dassling sueoession, demand immediately the entire time of 
one Bishop to prepare for the wonderftd future so rapidly coming to that reckon, 
whose nssonrees are practtcally inexhaustible. If we miss the opportunity af- 
fiyrded by the Oeneral Convention of 1892, it wHl necessarily delay the whole 
matter until ISB5, an irreparable loss of three most valuable years, in view of 
the marvelous development of that region which is going on with accelerating 
paee. 

(c). The question of support seems to be the great obstacle in most minds in 
the way of this " ocmsummation devoutiy to be wished," Let us see if we can- 
not remove it. 

Twen^ thousand dollars each for the three Dioceses is what is now aimed at 
as the sum to be reached by the ftmd for Bndowment. Most likely more will be 
realised, espeeially in two of the Divisions at any rate. Then we will have for,— 

Bishop of West, the interest on 120,000.00, $1,200.00 plus the assessment Say 
total salary of 12,300.00. 

Bishop of Tennessee, the interest on $20,000.00, $1,200.00 plus the assessment, 
$2,000.00 equaU $8,200.00. 

Bishop of Bast, the interest on $20,000., $1,200.00 plus the assessment Say a 
total salary of $2,800.00. 

West Tennessee has now an Bpsicopal residence. A gentleman in Cleveland 
pledges that if the new Bishop for the Baxtem Diocese will live there, he will do- 
nate an Bpiseopal residenoe. And I will confident y add that the portion which 
will still retain the old name, Diocese of Tennessee, will not be long behind the 
the others in the matter of a permanent home for the Bishop of the Diocese. 

(d), A i^ce at the map befbre you will show that the division contemplated 
will leave the old Diooeee still the centre, and the predominating mother praoti* 
oaDy unshorn of her glory, as it regards extent of territory. She wiU stand there 
with 18,000 square miles of the best country on the globe, while Bast Ten- 
nessee has more than 13,000 square miles, and West a littie more than 10,000. 
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Each part, however, affording abandant scope for the energies of any one man, 
no matter how strong he may be by nature and by grace. 

(e). The last, and perhaps the most forcible argument to many minds, is pre- 
sented in the large resalts, both spiritnal and material, which are sure to follow, 
to the Ghnroh in Tennessee. 

The accessions to the Ghorch, the increased power and ability to meet the de- 
mands of the situation, will soon dismiss the question of adequate support of the 
Bpisoopate, irom all minds ; so effectually will the practical Laymen, who are 
coming to the front, have disposed of the question, by making the fund of each 
portion ample for the entire salary of the Bishop. 

The anticipated results do not rest upon an Individual opinion. In all cases of 
division, a new impetus has been given to Church life and growth, with rosulti^ 
even more remarkable when the territorial limits were small than when they 
were larger. A few instances not far removed from our own locality, may be 
presented. North Carolina was divided in 18d3, and, as I learned from Bishop 
Watson, in the fifth year afterward the old Diocese was found stronger in Bap- 
tisms, Confirmations, Communicants, and in offerings for Church purposes, than 
the whole had been before division, and the new Diocese, of which he was Bishop, 
had grown in similar proportions. 

I am assured by Clergy and Laymen from North Carolina that they wish 
another division of the State. It is hard for them now, as it has so lately proved 
difficult in Yirginia, to decide on a line of division, a practical question which 
need not trouble Tennessee at all. 

West Yirginia, a mountainous region, with comparatively few Church people, 
and they so scattered that Bishop Peterkin had to meet many of them by horse, 
or on foot, responded in a wonderful way to increased Episcopal care and atten- 
tion. A salary of $1,800, and no house to live in, was all that could be prom- 
ised him when he b^an his work. In three years' time an Episcopal residence 
had been bought and paid for in Parkersbnrg, and his salary increased to $2,- 
500. Other statistics, material and spiritnal, tihowed like sratifjing increase. 

Most marvellous of all is the case of the little Diocease of Eaitt<in, a nmall ru- 
ral region upon the eastern side of the Chesapeake Bay. Only nine counties and 
a population of 150,000. Easton, with 3,000 inhabitants, being the largest town, 
gave name to the new Diocese. Now, mark the result : In two years' time the 
old Diocese of Maryland was not conscious of having given up any part of iu 
territory, so had it grown in that short space of time. In four years' time the 
new Diocese had as many new Churches as old ones. Think of Uiat Not only 
were all the Churches in the jurisdiction repaired and beautified, and a new life 
infhsed into them, but as many new ones had been built as there were old oue»; 
existing at the time of division. During these same four years the fund for the 
endowment of the Episcopate was increased from $2,000 to $58,000. Can Ten- 
nessee know of such results and then hesitate to embrace the opportunity which 
an almost marvellous unanimity of sentiment and judgment opens up before 
herf I trow not. 

It is a matter for congratulation that, owing to the kindness of railroads, and 
the hospitality of the people generally throughout the State, the entire expenses 
of this move, including subscription books, blank notes, etc., outside of regular 
salaiy, amounts to less than $100.00, and it would have been still less but for the 
fact that some of the railroad passes were a little late this year in reaching the 
Commissioner, and a few railroad fares had to be paid in January. It is recom- 
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mended that thU Convention {mmm a vote of thanks to the varions railroads in 
the State, which have so materially aided the fond, and that a certified copy of 
the nisolntaon be sent to the proper officer of each railroad. 

TRBA8URBR8. 

Toar Gummissiuner wishes to make one very earnest reqaest of the Conven- 
tion. 

A heavy responsibility has rested on him in the matter of taking care of the 
cash which has come into his hands from time to time. During the great finan- 
cial pressore he sofiTered great anxiety and shifted money from Savings banks 
into positions deemed, at the time, safer, but not always proving advantageous. 
Still he is prepared for settlement, and his request is as follows : 

That the Convention appoint three Treasurers of the fund for the Endowment 
of the Episcopate, who can give bond, and receive all money now on hand, and 
all other money that may come, and henceforth, as fast as it does come in, giv- 
ing to the Commissioner receipt for the same, and proceeding to invest under in- 
structions from the Convention. Thus will the Commissioner be relieved of 
a great burden of responsibility. 

He ventures t» nominate the men for these positions, vii., Albert T. MoNeal, 
of Bolivar, for West Tennessee ; ^. S. Thomas, of Fayetteville, for Middle Ten- 
neiisee ; John H. Craigmiles, of Cleveland, for East Tennessee. 

Tout Commissioner wiU add that he has had no consultation on the subject with 
anyone of these men nor mentioned the matter to them at all, up to the time of 
writing this report 

Another remark ought to be made, vii., that a few persons were willing to 
give notes without interest and a very few others to pledge subscriptions without 
giving notes. All such subscriptions have been accepted. 

One more word. An attempt was made to make the cash on hand from time 
to time to pay 4 per cent to the fhnd, but owing to the attempt to make all 
funds secure at the time of the financial crash, the interest received scarcely 
equals the deoHne on stocks and bonds in which the investment was made.

Since onr last Diocesan Convention, the Church in Tennessee has been called 
on to mingle her tears with those of Georgia in the death of her beloved Bishop* 
the Bt Bev. John Wartros Beckwith, S. T. D., D. D. 

Bishop Beekwith was bom at Raleigh, North Carolina, February 9, 1831. 
eradnaled from Trinity, Hartford, in 1863. Ordained Priest in 1886. Ministered 
in Wadesboro, Korth Carolina, and " All Hallows Parish," Maryland, until the 
war between the States, when he served as Chaplain. After a ^ort ministry in 
Demc^oUs, Alabama, and a most snocessfhl Rectorship in Trinity, Kew Orleans, 
he was elevated to the vacant chair of the saintly BUiot, on April 3, 1868. This 
oflloe he filled until November 86, 1800, when his purified soul was called to join 
" the ghniotts company of the Apostles,'' in Paradise. 

Wherever the electric news could go, it was said by men of all vocations, who 
knew him, " A great man is fallen this day In IsraeL" 

JUaohed, That the Convention of Tennessee, now assembled, do place on rec- 
ord, aa a token d our afllMtion, the following tribute to his memory. That his 
eloquence, consecrated to the ** King of Kings," entitled him to the name of "the 
Ctolden Movth." That his courage, based on ooosdentions convictions, made 
him "bold as a lion." That his child-like faith, amid the upheaval of modem 
thought, was a conquering power among men. And we can say of him in the 
words of the Psalroiiit, ** Thy gentleness hath made me great '^ 

Beaolved, That Tennesse and Georgia, so closely allied by the associations of 
the past, with common interests, are henceforth bound by stronger chains. Her 
Bishop was a fHend of our Diocesan, and, like him, spent his labors under a 
Sonthem sky, among Southern people Side by side, after the dreadfhl ravages 
of war, they have struggled to upbuild their Ihocesan work, with their sons in 
the Ministry calling for bread, and their children of the Laity unable to respond* 
They have lived into a brighter day, and may the Apostolic Father of this Di- 
ocese, before he Joins the company of his fellow-disciples, see many more of his 
dreanu realised. 

Eesohedf That Georgia has the fnost cordial sympathy of Tennessee, while 
Tennessee looks to Georgia as never before, for boys to come to the great Uni- 
versity of the South, where those boys, having received a blessed heritage from 
the beloved and true Bishops, BUiot and Beekwith, can find the ideal of manhood 
cmfblded, ever inspiring their thoughts with humility, courage and unselfishness. 

Seiohed, That while offering our tribute to the memory of the Sainted Bishop 
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of Georgia, we caDnot forbear expressing oar gratitude to Almighty Ckid for the 
Apostolic Priest left in oar midst, whose bands mast uphold a wox^ that has at- 
tracted onr whole nation.

The Bishop, Clergy and Lai^ of the Diocese of Tennessee, in Conyention assem- 
bled, sensible of the great loss the Ohnreh Militant has soffisred in the death of two 
of her most eminent Bishops, the Bt Bey. B. F. Paddoek, D. D., diocesan of 
Massachusetts, and the Bt Bey. 0. F. Knii^t, D. D., diooesao of MUwaukee, 
would hereby express and make record of their sympathy with the diocese and 
friends and family of each Bishop, and giye testimony in the following memo- 
rial: 

Bishop Paddock was known in the Church as a wise, Oodly, aotiye adminis- 
trator of his diocesan affairs. In the discharge of his duties he was flsithftil in 
the least as in the greatest matters. As was said of him by one of his Prieets: 
" He exemplified the genius of fliithfhi&ess." As a carefbl, loying pilots he 
guided his diocese through many diflSculties and threatened dangers, and won 
the trust and oonfidenoe of all with whom he had to do. The prosperous and 
growing condition of his diocese at the time of bis death bears testimony to his 
wise and able administration. His wnrk as a prudent^ braye, laying BiKhop, will 
be acknowleged among men so long aa they liye who knew him. 

Bishop Knight, though serying in the Apostolic office not quite two years, yet 
senred long enou^^ to proye to the Diocese their wisdom in choosing him their 
chief Pastor, and to the whole Church his eminent fitness for his high office. 

In his brief Episcopate his gentle, loying nature so impressed itself upon his 
Diocese that to-day they mourn for him as if they had known no other Bishop. 
His wise, prudent counsel guided all alike into peacefhl prosperity, and the Dio- 
cese receiyed an impetus from his short administration that will show in in- 
creased prosperity for many years to come. He was a most scholarly and ef* 
fectiye preacher, and his words had great weight with them that heard them, 
and they will not soon forget them. 

Be it resolved, thertfare, by this Conyention. that this memorial be spread 
upon the Journal thereof, and that a copy be sent to the Secretary of each Dio- 
cese, and to the family of each deceased Bishop.

Report of Committbb oh Education. 

Id readiog nn the subject of edacation, one is impressed witli the faot that too 
many good things, and too many true things, have been written to be compassed 
by the patlenoe of a Diocesan Convention. But of such things, both now and <>ld, 
the partial oondnsion is, that old things and methods are not necessarily the 
best Kor are things good simply becanse they are new. 

The pant year has not been modest in expressing its opinion in books and 
ioamals as to the most dexirable meth(»d8 of training young minds. But no par- 
ticular improvement seems to have been made upon the old and tried methodK 
of the Church, viz.: to honestly instil into the mind of the pupil whatever knowl- 
edge may seem most desirable, and that with the notion ever in view, that of ali 
the rules of the art of education, the rule of God, as taught by the Catholic faith , 
is the only principle of education that completes the ideal method, and that wil] 
ever bring peace and patience and contentment to the seething masses of men 
and women, so many of whom are now as sheep without a shepherd. 

With this end in view. Christian education brings out of her treasury, then, 
things new and old. Equally with secular education she would not break with 
what is best in the past ; she would keep abreast with what is good in the pres- 
ent, and she would hold herself ready to assimilate any improvement in the fn- 
tore. 

Upon this line it is pleasant and profitable to submit below a record of what 
has been done in the way of Christian Education during the past year, by true 
and patient workers, hodged in and crippled oftentimes for want of means ; but 
ever prosecuting their work with an energy and self-consecration that no money 
could purchase. 

TUB UHIVBRBITY OF THB SOUTH. 

Though not more especially under the control of this Diocese than of any <if the 
fourteen to which this institution belongs, still a report of its condition is ex. 
pected to be made fnlly to each of the Diocesan Conventions each year. As to 
its financial prospects, a statement in gxlenso was made to your Convention last 
ni^ht by its Commissioner of Endowment, and your Committee believes that 
with Judicious management the outlook of the University, as to its finances, 
need be bo source of uneasiness except that which would allow its friends to re- 
lax their interest and efforts f(»r its mMntenance and extension. 

Since the last C<mvention, the administration of the University has passed into 
the hands of the Rev. Thomas F. Gailor, 8. T. D., as its Yice-Chancellor, whose 
name is another guarantee of its successful progress. ^ 

Nearly 1,000 students have matriculated during the past 10 years. This indi- 
cates the remarkably wide influence which is exerted by the institution. Of 
these stndents, 82 are now working as Clergymen, and working well, most of 
them in the South. The Walsh Memorial Hall is rapidly going up, a spacious and 
splendid stone building. It will be completed by June Ist and has been entirely 
provided for. The work and discipline of the students are very satisfactory, 
and the Register shows an increase in the number over last year. The Theological 
Department is in good condition, having about 20 students upon its roll. Each 
strong Parish in this Diocese, and in fact in every one of our Dioceses, sh(»uld 
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peL In Church EiatnTj, TTordiiworth— 4 vols. lu Pastoral Theolo^, the 
Prarer-book CommeDtarj and Lectures. 

Oonnes of lectures have been delivered to theMudents by the Bev. A. A, 
Bentozi, D. D., of the Univeriity of the South ; the Rev. G. H.Thompion, D. D.. 
Rector i>f 8. Matthew^n Church, Detroit; and O. W, Hubbard, M. D., Dean o^ 
the Meharry Medical 8cht)o). Special lecture* have been delivered by the Bibh' 
of the Diocei«e, and the Rev. F. A. Shoup of the Univeraity of the South. 

It is intended, in the fall, to open a boarding and day school for boys, at Mem- 
pbiSf ipfaere it is proposed to fit boys to enter the Collegiate Department of Fisk 
XJniver.Hity. The sorvioes of two experienced teachers have already been se- 
cured, and the Caufield Memorial building will be utilise«l for this purpose.

The Convention was called to order, the Rev. P. A. 
Shoiip, D. D., in the Chair. 

Mr. P. M. Badford read 

RBRORT of THB HtSTORlOQEAPHBR. 
RBY. MR. GAT'8 MtSSIOKB IH BAST TBVVB88BB, 1862 tO 1859. 

Kev. John Gay came to Tennessee sometime in the spring of 1852. Until then^ 
very little Miaionary work had been done in East Tennessee by our Church. 
There were but two churches in that 'livision of the Diocese, one at Enoxdlle 
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iwu\ one nt Gnjenvilh*. The territory over which his efforts wpre directed, w- 
cording to hiH entimate. wah 90 niileA long hy 40 milei^ wide. The principal poiot' 
viHtod were Chilhowee, Tellico, Loudon and Ducktown, and, as often as ipo«6^' 
lilff, at Cleveland. Charleeton and Loninville. A Mr James, an Kngli^buian, lia^ 
*;i«tabli8hed a mannfactory at Chilhowee. In ]85:{. a youu); man trom EofrlvHl ' 
named Bhepherd, arrived there and married a danghter of Mr. James, studied fo^ 
the Ministry, wa»< made Deacon in September, 1854, and Priest in 18ii5. He,i!^ 
conjunction with Mr. Gay, planned a church and laid the corner-suuio. In Jal, 
ISt^G, the Bi8hop, a<'Comi»anied by Mr. Gay, made a vinitation to this ont-of-the- 
way place nndor very great difficuitie8 and much diffcomforr. over bad, rongli 
roadH, in bad weather, rain and thunder atonnx forcing tlieni to seek nhelter 
whf*re they could find it. 

There being no house of worship, services were held in an npper naim in Mr. 
James* factory. At an early hour of the day, Sunday *i2, people began t«> assem- 
ble around the factory from all the surrounding country. The lowlands border- 
ing on the Tennessee, the coves of the mountains, poured forth their contributions 
«if men, women and children, who came on foot, on horseback and by wogunii, 
until the multitude could, with difficulty, be accomodated in the place prepared 
' for their reception. It seemed scarcely possible that so large a number of people 
could be drawn together for wonhip in a country so lately occupied. They came 
in crowds, and for a space of five or six hours, during which the services lasted, 
they were serious, attentive, and decorous in their dep<irtment. 

The servioes began by an address explanatory of our worship by prescript forms 
followed by morning Prayer, the baptism af a child and a sermon by the Bishop. 
The aflenKMm service was read by Mr. Shepherd. The Bishop preached again. 
This was the only visitation ever made to this remote and secluded neighborhood. 

In VHiii Mr. Shepherd, after collecting abont one thousand dollars from various 
])erKous, to be used in building a Church at Ijouisville, left for parts unknown. 
And so ended the Missions at Chilhowee and Louisville. 

On leaving Chilhowee, the Bishop and party proce<ided to chit mouth of Tel- 
lico, the residence of ('(»1. Miles, where a Church had been conimeni*e<l, but 
which was n(»t yet in a condition for service. They then passed on to L«iudou. 
Jlere also wa!» a Church commenced, but not fit for use. In 1854 this latter, al- 
though not plastered, had services in it In 1855 it was consecrated, the Bishop 
being assisted by Rev. Messrs. Humes, Gay and Shepherd. Early in the morn- 
ing a large congregation filled the htmse to its utmost capacit}', while nearly as 
many st<Mid around the dm>rsand under the trees surrcmnding thf Church. ThH 
Tit^igii boring towns sent their quotas of living freight by the railroad and <»ther- 
wise, so that the congregation was great. Rev. Mr. (lay rea^l the deed of en- 
dowment and the letter of c<msecrati«iu. There was an afternoon service. 

Mr. Gay left the 1)i(»cese in 1859. and there is no reconl of any <me holding ser- 
vices at Lt»udon until some time during the war, when Rev. AVm. Vance lived 
in th<* parsonage. Subsequently the Diocesan Convention directed the ]>arson- 
age to I>e sold, and no resident Minister has been there since. The Episoopal 
families dwindled down to two. The Church was neglected, except at divers 
times, when a spasmodic effort would be made by somebody to resuscitate a 
congregation. After Mr. Gay left, the Bishop considered the Parish hopelessly 
defunct. He said, '* There exists scarcely a remote possibility that a congrega- 
tion will ever be gathered again at London.*' 
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lu 1870 Bii$hi>p QuiuUrJ vUited Li>ad(>n. He found tlie building occupied by 
^^tt ll6tho«ItdtA. At a later date he found the windows broken, the wall8 de- 
^i^ed. and the houm» qnite nseleM for purposes of divine worship. 

In 1886 an effort was made to sell the property. The attempt was fruitless. 

Iq1887 the Guild of the Church ot the Epiphany at Kuoxrille made an appeal 
to the Dif»oeMn Convention to place Grace Church, London, in their care. This 
**&«• rsfused. So the Church stands solitary and unused. It is only a question 
^f time for it to rot and disappear. 

«f ast after the war. there being no Church at Athens, it occurred to the minds 

^f the Athens people that, as the Church at Loudon was doing no good, and no 

Pi^c^spect of it ever being used again as an Episcopal Church, they asked and ob- 

^^Ined pemiissiou. and were allowed, if possible, to have it removed from Lou- 

**^:>B to Athens. The attempt wa** resisted. The Loudon people declared that 

^^ DO coHe would they consent to the removal. The parties sent to remove the 

^ ViiMing were driven off by a mob of the citiiens of Loudon. A threat to resort 

legal meanH had no better effect. 

St. Andrew's. Riverside, was a most beautiful edifice, built of brick, with mar- 
ie dresaingA. stained glass windows, oak ceiling, and elegant furniture, costing 
bout $4,000, and erected at the expense of Mr. Andrew Humes and Col. John 
[cGhee, on a beautiful sight near the mouth of Tellico river. It was near the 
'^«pot where in former days the United States kept a garrison, in sight of old 
^ort London. It commanded a fine view up and down the river, and overlooked 
^ lovely and fertile agricultural district. Mr. Gay, in 1854, for some reason, re- 
signed the charge of this station. The Church was built on the lands of Mr. J. 
IS'. Miles, and has S4)metimes been called the Miles Chnroh. 

In 1857 the Church was ready for consecration. Bishop Polk, Kev. Messrs. 
Gay, Gierlow and Ingrabam accompanied. Bishop Otey . In speaking of the oc- 
easioQ the latter says, ''The Church of 8. Andrews, Riverside, is situated in a 
sparsely populated neighborhood. With the exception of three or four families, 
thertt were (ew. if any others, for ten miles around who have any acquaintance with 
the services of our Church. Wheu I approached the Church and beheld over ev- 
ery grate of the yard, a cross. Three crosses on the nM)f, and in the gable, a bel- 
fry'. And on ontfring the Chui-cb, saw under the Chancel window an altar that 
might projHTly bu called high, occupying a large space with three steps rising to 
itii base with tiv^* cnisscs pninted on its fn>nt. A movable cn>8s on a super-altar 
raised on the principal altur and a er(»ss on the window above, and, besides all 
thi.^, two large candlesticks of turned wood placed there, not to give light in the 
house, but avowedly t(» enlighten the inner man, the mind and s«»ul by the injb- 
teri«<us power of symbolism. I felt that the time had come for nie to interpose 
and arrest by my Huthority, if I had any, the steps of error now manifestly i>u- 
ward to a false uiid mischievous system. I therefore orderly, calmly, deliberate- 
ly, without violence or harshness of word or manner, directed the Minister-in- 
vbarge to take the candlesticks aud the movable eross into the Yestry room^ 
This prc»cecding gave offense to Mr. Miles, and has been made the occasion of s<;- 
verc animadversion by some others beyond the limits of the Diocese. On thi^ 
other baud, my sourne has been commended in the warmest terms of approval 
by Bishops, Clergymen and Laymen in very nearly all the Dioce.^es of our Uniou 

• ♦ * charged especially with the duty of seeing that those over whom I 
am placed teach no other di;ctriiie than that which this Church has received. 
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I felt as much in duty bound to remove fmin the G«)unmnion table of a Chord 
I was called on to consecrate, every instrnmeut of error or symbol that wotdc 
inculcate strange doctrine contrary to God's word as I would be to take awaj 
from the Church an altar to the unknown God, or t<i remove a shrine of the Yir 
gin Mary if placed within the Chancel. * « * The papers prepared for the ao 
of consecration were returned to the party aggrieved by my pniceeding with 
information that I declined to take the building under my spiritual jnriidictioxi — ^ 
And there I supposed the matter would end. Next day, however, the request t^^ 
consecrate was preferred under such circumstances and with such assurances a^ 
led uie to accede to the wishes of the parties. The edifice was consecrated." 

In 1859, Rev. Mr. Downing in charge, disagreed with Mr. Miles beyond recon — - 
oilement, and left. The Church had several Minii^ters in succession, bat none of 
them remained long. 

During the war the Church was closed. Mr. Miles went South, and was ab- 
sent about 10 years. The Church was neglected by his agent or tenant, and felC- 
into ruins. When Mr. M. returned the Church lay prone to the ground. An&^ 
so ended the effort at Tellioo. 

In September, 1854, Rev. Mr. Gay accompanied the Bishop to Duoktown. 
The road from Cleveland was rough, leading a great part of the way close along 
the banks of the Ocoee river, which is hemmed in by high hills and lofty cragged 
mountains, afii>rding barely room in many places for a passway between them 
and the river. The first day's travel brought them to Parks' Mill, (20 miles,) 
where they were hospitably entertained by Mr. Parks. The night gathered in a 
large number of travellers and laborers, which afforded an opportunity for re- 
ligious services. Next day they arrived at the Copper Minea, and were received 
and entertained by Mrs. Cogden, a lady member of the Church. The mining 
district embraces an area of some six square miles, and there were about 2.000 
workmen employed as operatives. As these operatives were working night and 
day, it could uot be expected that they could gut together exoopt on Sundays. 
There was no Church edifice of any kind, or a common place of assembling. 
Many of thone people came from Cornwall, England, and heuoo had some 
knowledge and attachment to the Church. Tho proprietors of the mines, living 
mostly in New York, were lukewarm, and backward in providing for the ser- 
vices of the Church, or for any kind of religious instructitm. 

The Bishop and Mr. Gay remained there two or three days, and held services 
in private houses. On Sunday a congregation met at the house of Mrs. Cogden, 
and the Holy Communion was administered to five persons. 

Mr. Gay visited Ducktown nine times, and baptised Hvq children. An eligible 
lot was given on which to erect u Church and a parsonage. Preparations were 
made to build a Church that would cost about $1,200, and fitted to seat 300 per- 
sons. It was never built. Since Rev. Mr. Gay left the Diocese no erne has been 
found to take up his work. This is a sad record.

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cyhoDhftDd thU date of j|«6.63, which will be used in liqaidating the balance of 
11(96^ doe Bi«hop Qnintard m per said report, a copy of which, with an ad- 
dttdarince the meeting of the Convention, has herewith been iiled. 

It will be seen that there are arrearages dne by unndry Parinhes and iLfiMions 
MBOBDUng to $1,742.70, of which $566.00 18 due from 8. Paul'i*, Chattanooga 
•lone. This Committee, speaking for the C«mrention, would respectfully urge 
UielAymeh of this Parish to clear off this indebtedness and enable the Conven- 
tion to pay its obligations. Assurances have been secured by the Committee that 
the balance dne by 8. Luke's, Jackson, and Christ Church, Kashville, will shortly 
^ liquidated. The balance of the arrearages is hiostly due by Parishes and sta- 
tion! nnable to pay. This Committee would again urge that the assesment of 
the Conventitm upon the Parishes should be reported as a per capita tax upon ev- 
«7 member of the Parish, and that Rectors should see to it that this idea is im 
pie^^ed upon their respective congregations. 

The Committee would herein express its appreciation of the successful labors 
ot the present Dit>eesan Treasurer.

The Gonnmittee appointed on work among colored people beg leave, respect- 
fally, to report, ^at they find mnch reascm for satisfaotitm in the prosperous con- 
dition and masked increase of the Church's work among colored people of the 
Diooeee, and that there is room for great gratitude that we have a Bishop who 
so kindly and wisely, and in such a peacefVil manner, has realiied the idea of 
Apest4>lic overaight towards the colored children of the Gburoh. We believe 
that the thaalie of this O«»nventfton are due to the Oommissioo for work among 
the o«»lored people, for the generous response that they have repeatedly made to 
the application for aid to the work, and their hearty support of the plans of the 
Archdeaccvn, whom they have supplied to the Diocese. Thanks are also due to 
8. Augustine's League, New York, for the very liberal aid extended to the work, 
as well as to others who have contributed generous gifts to fVimish and support 
Hoffman Hall. 

Special acknowledgement is due to the President and officers of Fisk Univer' 
sity, for the cordial invitation which was given to share the advantage of that 
finely equipped and admirably conducted institution ; and for the fraternal man- 
ner and hearty co-operation, which has marked all their relations towards the 
Hall. 

The f«>llowing letter from Dr. Oravath illustrates his high character, and is a 
tribute to the wofk at Hoffman Hall :

The site purchased i8 a beautiful and commanding one. and the two buildings 
which have been erected are pleating in architecture, and are admirably suited 
to the purposes for which they have been erected. 

The four young men who hare been studying in our Literary Departments 
have been diligent students, and have endeared themselves to the Faculty by 
their gentlemanly and manly deportment, as well as by their faithfiiliiess as 
students. 

I have been greatly impressed by the earnestness and devotion of the Warden 
and the Principal, and the wisdom with which the educational work has thus fir 
been conducted. 

Hofflnan HaU, if loyally sustained by the sympathy and contributions of the 
Churches, has before it a future of great usefulness.

In view of the generous giftt, and liberal appropriations received from without 
the Diocese, your Gommitte believe that the time has come when Tennessee her- 
self^ should contribute generoudy to this work. The importance of being repre- 
sented in the Gommission by so sealous and experienced an advocate as the Rev. 
Dr. Gray cannot be overstated ; and the many thousand dollars contributed to 
the work, from the Gommission, and from elsewhere, are largely due to the in- 
terest he has awakened. No provision, however, is made for the travelling ex- 
penses of the members of the Gommission; it can easily be seen that no such pro- 
vision could be made firom the general funds of the Church. Without murmur, 
Dr. Gray has personally borne the expense of these repeated trips to Washing- 
ton. It would seem that the Diocese, which is honored and aided by being rep- 
resented by him, should meet the greater portion, at least, of this expense. 
Your Committee believe, however, that if the Diocese realises its responsibility, 
and the great opportunities that are now opening before it, it will do much more 
than this. We earnestly recommend, therefore, that there be adopted a general 
system of contributions to this work. 

In view of the above facts, your Committee recommend the following resolu- 
tions: 

B09ol»ed, That the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of Tennessee, in Con- 
vention assembled, desire to record their gratitude to their Bishop for his eamesl 
and laborions efforts on behalf of the colored people of Tennessee, and pledge 
their heartieit oo-operatioa.

— A lot has been given, where it is believed a suita 
ble building will be erected during the year. 

S. Thomas' Church, Somerville. — $624.00 have been raised for Rectory by La- 
dies' GuUd. 

S. Andrew's Oollterville. — Church consecrated, $1,990.47 having been raised 
on building fund. 

S. Luke's, Jackson. — Beredos and new Chancel erected, «t a cost of about 
$1,200, adding greatly to the beauty of the Church and building. 

Zion, BrowBsvilie.— #800.00 oontributeii for repairs on Ohondi and building. 

S. Mary's Cathedral, Memphis.— $800.00 raised by Guild for Rectory. 

S. John's Church, Knoxville.— #34,000 subscribed for a new Church building, 
to be erected at once.

4th— Friday. I left New York for Newport in company with my friend, Rer.

In the morning I preached In Trinity Churob, 
Newport This is one ef the old colonial Cfaurohee still remaluiiig in our country.

The pews are as originally constructed — large, square boxes, in which a drctwsy 
congregation could eojoy a good nap.

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•wnt to me aboat $$00.00, for wbiob I was rery tbankfhl. At night services 
were held in Key Cbapel. The congregation was made np entirely of Sweden. 
Swedish hymns were snng, bnt the service was in Bnglish. 

13tb — Sixth Sunday after Trinity. At the eleven o'clock serrice at 8. Angns- 
tine Chapel, Sewanee, I advanced the Kev. BdiKard Francois Hnbert Joneph 
Mass^ Deaooti, to the Priesthood. The candidate was presented by the Rev. 
Telfair Hodgson, D. D., Dean of the School of Theology. The sermon was 
preached by the Bev. Thomas F. Gailor. Mr. Mass6 is the assistant Priest of the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan in Uie Holy Trinity Church, Paris, France. He remained with 
me nntil iTharsdi^, when he left for Paris. 

20tb— Seventh Snndi^ after Trinity. I attended the oelebration of the 
Blessed Sacrament at S. Augustine Chapel. 

24th~Thnrsday. Granted letter dimissory to the Bev. Theodore C. Foote 
to the Bcolesiastical Jurisdiction of Ohia 

25th— Friday. ^ My grandson, Charles Todd Quintard Wiggins, who I had bap- 
tised in private, was received into the Church by the Bev. Thomas F. Oailor in 
S. Luke^s Oratoiy. At the same service I confirmed one person. 

S6th— Saturday. I confirmed Bnoeh Bnsley. Esq., in S. Luke's Oratory. Both 
of these candidates were presented by the Bev. Mr. Qailor. 

27tb— Bighth Sunday after Trinity. Assisted atthe elevien o'ekwk service at 
S. Auguatine Chapel, sod at night preached for the colored congregation at S. 
Marks. 

31st— Thursday . At 9 o'clock the Board of Trustees of the University of the 
South assembled in 8. Augustine Chapel. The Holy Comnunion was cele- 
brated by the venerable Chancellor, Bishop Gregg, asaisted by Bishi^ Beokwith. 
I delivered a hastily prepiM^ address on the " Post-bellum History of the Uni- 
verrity." After the services the Board m«|t in Convocation Hall and organised. 
The Commenoement Sermon was preached by the Ber. William B. Hnntington, 
D. D., Beoter of Grace Church, Kew York. An address, was delivered by the 
Rev. E. K. Potter, D. D., President of Hobart College. The week was occupied 
by various literary exercises until Thursday, which was Commencement Day. 

On Thuradaj, the fifth of August^ the Bev. Dr. Hodgson sent his resignation 
as Yioe-Chaiioellor to the Board of Trustees. His resignation was purely volun- 
tary, and entirely unexpected. The Bev. Thos. F. Gailor was eleeted his suc- 
cessor on Wednesday, the sixth.

I a^sirtted at the serrioe in S. Angoii- 
tine's Chapel. The sermon was preached by the Rev. Byron Holly, of Suath 
Carolina. 

24th--Twelfth Snnday after Trinity. At 7 a. m. I celebrated the Blessed Sac- 
rament at the Chnrch <vf the Advent. At 11 o'ch»ck I said the Litany and 
preached. At 4 p. m., in the Chapel of Christ Gharoh, I confirmed two candi- 
dates presented by the Rev. J. R. Winchester. At night Evening Prayer wod 
said at the Chnrch of the Advent by Mr. Winchester, after which I preached* 

31st— Thirteenth Snnday after Trinity. Accompanied by the Rev. Dr. Hodg- 
son, I visited Christ Chnrch Mission, Tracy. I saiif the Litany and celobrnted 
the Blessed Sacrament Dr. Hodgson preached an excellent sermon from Rev. 
iv., 3. At night I said Evening Prayer, assisted by the Lay- Reader, Mr. 'Sot- 
throp, and preached.

6th. I visited Christ Chnrch, Sonth Piitsbnrg. 

7th— >FoQrteenth Snnday after Trinity. The Parish being vacant by the resig- 
nation of the Rev. Mr. Blacklock, I said morning service, preached, and cele* 
brated the Blessed Sacrament. At Evensong I preached and confirmed one 
person. 

11th— Tbonday. The ladies, resident at Sewanee, met at Fnlford Hall to 
consider what might be done to promote the work of the Chnroh In the Parish of 
S.-Paol-on-the-Mtmntain. Addresses were made by Dr. DnBose and myself 

14th— Fifteenth Snnday after Trinity. I visited S. Peter's Chnrch, Columbia. 
In the morning I preached/ and at 5 p. m. said Evensong. Met the Testry and 
discnssed filling the Rectorship made vacant by the resignation of Dr. Beckett. 

18th— Thorsday— 'Foundation Day at Sewanee. The oomer^stone of the 
Walsh Memorial building was laid by the Chancellor of the Univeivity. I as- 
sisted with Dr. DuBose at the ftineral service of Mrs. John M. Lea, who died at 
the summer home of her son, Overton Lea, Esq., at Monteagle. Mrs. Lea wa<i 
the daughter of the late Judge Overton, a lady ot exalted Christian character, of 
great loveliness, and whose loss to her family is unspeakable.

The BldK^ kft next di^ for Sewaaee, from which place he addressed me the 
following latter :

MtHbabBmhop: 

I feel that I mo^t congratulate yon upon the most auspicious opening of Hoff- 
man Hall as a school of Prophets among our colored brethren, and must thank 
yon for yoar kind invitation to be present on the occasion, and to ^eak a word 
of exhortation to the students. 

I have been more than pleased with what I have seen. Tour buildings are 
wisely planned and well built i w«»nder that ytm have secured such buildings 
fi)r so «mall an outlay. But I must urge you to buy the lot, adloiniag that you 
hsre, for I am sure that, cultivated as a garden by the studonts themselves, it 
Would contribute largely to their support, and I am sure that you can find lib- 
enl Churchmen who will give the few hundred dollars necessary for its purchase. 

The enthusiasm, the experience, the intelligent devotion which you have se- 
oared in the person of the Archdeacon whom you have placed in charge of your 
woriE among colored people, and head of this school, must make it a success. 
And the young brother whom he has placed in immediate charge of the school 
leema to me well fitted for what be has undertaken. 

Then, too^ I must add that I was amased by the magnitude of the institutions 
which I have found at Nashville for the higher education of colored men« Un- 
doubtedly Nashville is the centre of this work for all the south-western States, 
«s Waahingtoo City is for the States of the sooth-east. And lastly, I was re- 
joiced to see the cordial relations already existing between the authorities of 
Hoffinao Hall and those of PIsk University. I praise God for this, for I see in 
it no small faotor of what I believe must be the great success of this agency for 
the extansian of our beloved Church among the colored people.

Thole was mttek debate m to the pdrer of the Committee, and it was decided to 
hold attoiber Mieettng in June or July. 

UMH-Twen^ f earth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I visited the 
Ohnxeii of the Advent. Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Mr. Bat^. 
I eaid the Litaoy ; preached, and confirmed three candidates. In the afternoon 
I visited the Msff on of Oirist Chn^h in North Nashville, accompanied by the 
Bev. J. B. Winchester, i confirmed six candidates whom be presented. At 
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Dight I visited Ghriftt Gborcb Parish. Bvening Prayer was said by Mr. Winobes- 
ter, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Rodrigaex. I confirmed a class of eigfataen and 
delivered an address on the power of personal holiness. 

2l8t — Friday. I visited the Mission at Cnmberland Furnace. 

23rd— Sunday next before Advent I said Morning Prayer in 6. James' 
Church ; preached, and celebrated the Holy Communion. At night I said Even- 
ing Prayer ; preached, and confirmed two candidates. 

34th— Monday. I visited a number of families in the outskirts of the Mission. 

24th— Tuesday. On reaching Dixon, I heard of the death of the Bishop of 
Georgia. I was greatly shocked, for I had not heard of his illness. I immedi- 
ately telegraphed Dean Barrett to learn the day and hour of the Bishop's fhneral. 
Finding that I could reach Atlanta in time, I passed on at once to Atlanta, 
where I arrived on Wednesday morning at 6:30 (/clock. I was very glad to find 
the Yice-Chancellor of the University on the train, en route to Atlanta to pay 
tribute ot respect due to the departed Bishop. The funeral services were appoint- 
ed for 10 o'clock. The Bishops and Clergy passed in procession fhim the Dean's 
house to the front entrance to the Cathedral, where the body ot the Bishop rested. 
It was borne up the aii^le by vested Priests. The Bishops of 8onth Carolina and 
Florida, and a large body of the Clergy were present As the body was borne 
up the aisle I recited the opening sentences ; the anthem was sung by the sur- 
pliced choir; the lessons were read by the President of the Standing Committee 
— the Rev. Mr. Hunter, of Columbus. During the singing of a hymn, the Bishop 
of Florida and myseli took our places on either side of the ooAn. After the 
hymn I recited the Kicene Creed, and the Bishop of Florida said the prayers . 
During the singing of another hymn, the body was borne out of the Choroh, pre- 
ceded by the Bishops and followed by the Clergy. On reaching the cemetery, 
the Bishop of South Carolina said the Burial Service, except the Committal, 
which was said by the Yery Rev. the Dean. I felt the death of Bishop Beck- 
with as a personal bereavement, having known him intimately for maqy years. 
He was a gentleman of very polished manners, generous and large-hearted, and 
one of the best polpit orators in the Church in the United States. He was born 
in Mecklenburg county, Tirginia, in 1S93; was consecrated the second Bishop of 
Georgia on the 2nd of April, 1868, and was the eighty-rixth Bishop in the line of 
succession in the American Church. I trust that a Committee will be appointed 
to draw :np resolutions which may be forwarded to his fkmily, and to the 
Standing Committee of Georgia. After the fhneral I presided at a meeting of 
the Clergy of the Diocese of Georgia, and appointed a Committee te take action 
in regard to the Bishop's death. 

30th— First Sunday in Advent— Feast of S. Andrew. Accompanied by Mr. 
Bartow B. Bamage, I visited Christ Church, South Pittshorg. At the llo^olock 
service Mr. Bamage read the Litany ; I preached, and celebrated the Holy Bu- 
charist After the service I assembled the Vestrymen and proposed the name 
of the Rev. Charles T. Wright as the Rector of the Parish. After the meeting 
of the Vestry, I carried the sacred elements which had been left upon the altar 
to the residence of a sick person and gave her the Most Comfortable Sacrament 
The mem^Mrs of the Vestry walked in procession to the house, and after the ad- 
ministration we returned to the Church in the same order. At 3:30 p. m. I baQ- 
tiled two infants in the Church. At 7 p. m. Mr. Ramage said Evensong, and I 
preached.

Morning Prayer was «aid at Trinity Church, Ma84>n, at nine 
o'clock, by the Rev. Meaarfl. Bnrford and McGlohon. At 11 o'clock the service 
for the ** Form and manner of Ordering PrieRts ** wm began. I preached the 
tiermoD. The Rev. 8. Bnrford presented the Rev. Howard Dnmbel), Deac<m, 
for the Holy Order of Priesthood. The people from the village, and plantatiouR 
for miles around, poured into the Kaored edifice at mid-day to witness the pn)mo- 
tion of the faithful young Deacon to the higher order of the Ministry. I left for 
Sewanee on Thursday evening. 

7th— Second Sunday in Advent. A very cold, dark day. In the morning I 
drove to Monteagle. At 11 o'clock, in • the Church of the Holy Comforter, I 
preached, and confirmed four candidates — pupils of the Fairmount School. Re- 
turned to Sewanee after service, and at 3 o'clock I officiated at the funeral of 
" old Lewis," a very honest and upright colored man. At 4:30 p. m., in S. Au- 
gustine's Chapel, I confirmed ten students of the University and addressed 
them. At 8:30 p. m. I preached in 8. Mark's (colored) Church, and confirmed 
one caodidate. 

11th — ^Thursday. In Christ Church Chapel, Nashville, I baptised Mary Buroh, 
infant daughter of Mary Burch and Charles Schifl*, Esq. At 12 o'clock I con- 
firmed a sick person in private, presented by the Rev. J. R. Winchester. At 
4:30 p. m. I delivered a lecture in Harringtcm Chapel, Hoffman Hall, on ** Per- 
sonal Holiness." President- Cravath and a goodly number of Fisk University 
students were members. 

14th— Third Sunday in Advent. I visted Trinity Church, Clarksville. In the 
morning I preached, confirmed seventeen candidates presented by Dr. Pettis, 
delivered an address, and celebrated the Holy Communion. Under Dr. Pettis' 
active Rectorship this Parish has been greatly strengthened, and Pastor and peo- 
ple are working heart to heart for building up Christ's kingdom. I left at 5:30 
a. m. Monday. Sorely needing rest, I left with my family on the 17th for Beau- 
fort, South CaroUna. 

21tt — Fourth Sunday in Advent. I assisted in the services at S. Helena's 
Church, Beanfort, both morning and evening. In the morning the Rector, the 
Rev. D. P. Hay, preached a most excellent sermon, specially addressed to the 
class confirmed the previous Sunday by Bishop Howe. 

24th — Christmas Bve. The Rev. Mr. Hay called upon a dosen or so of the 
merchants of Beaufort for Oflferings for the inmates of the Poor House. The 
contributions consisted of groceries, canned fruits, fresh meats, hams, etc. He 
gathered a supply sufficient for a week or two. We drove out to the Poor 
House ; Mr. Hay made an address; I said prayers and gave the Benediction. 

25th — Feast of the Nativity. I preached, and, assisted by the Rector, cele- 
brated the Blessed Sacrament in S. Helena's Church. 

28th — First iSunday after Christmas — Innocents' Day. I preached, and, as- 
sisted by the Rector, celebrated the Blessed ^rament in S. Helena's Church. 

1801— Jajtuart. 
4tb—Seoond Sunday after Christmas. In the morning I preached, and, as- 
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sisted by the Rector, celebrated the Hi»ly Commauion in 8. Helena'^ Gharcb. 
There was a large congregatiun, and my sermon was addressed to young men. 
At 5 p. m. I preached again, and, at the request of the Bishop of Soath Carolina, 
confirmed two candidates. 8. Helen's, or 8. Helena's Pariah, is one of the oldest 
in 8oath Carolina. As early as April 19, 1660, a colony came from Yirginia, ac- 
companied by their Chaplain, the Rev. James Morgan, Priest of the Choroh of 
England. There was a notable Rectorship in this Parish— that of Ber. Joseph 
Walker, D. D. He came from Maryland in 1823, and was Rector fur fifty-five 
years. Daring his Ministry twenty-six yoang men went out from this Parish w 
Priests of the Church. Two of the number became Bishops. 

6th— Feast of the Epiphany. Morning Prayer tras said by Mr. Hay. I said 
the ante-Communion 8ervice and made an address. 

9th — Friday. I left Beaufort for Charleston, where I was the guest of Bishop 
Howe, and on Saturday delivered an address to the Woman's Auxiliary Society, 
in Grace Church. 

11th — First Sunday after Epiphany. In the morning I preached and cele^ 
brated the Holy Communioui in the Chnrch of the Holy Communion, Charleston. 
At night I preached a sermon to young men, in Grace Church. There was a 
very crowded congregation. 

18th — Second Sunday after Epiphany. In the morning I ordained the Rev. 
M. 0. Smith, Deacon, Priucipal of Hoffman Hall, to the Priesthood, in the 
Church of the Advent, Ifashville. The candidate was presented by Archdeacon 
Perry. Rev. Dr. Shoup and Archdeacon Perry assisted in the service. In the 
afternoon, at 4:30, I preached to a very crowded congregation in Harrington 
Chapel; Hoffman Hall. 

20th — Tuesday. Accompanied by Archdeacon Perry, I visited the Mission at 
Gallation, where, at night after services by the Rev. Messrs. Tan Deerlin and 
Perry, I preached. At S. Cyprian's (colored) Mission I preached and confirmed 
four candidates. 

22nd— Thursday. Visited Shelby ville. Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. 
Dr. Howard ; I preached and confirmed one person. 

23d— Friday. Visited S. Barnabas, TuUahoma. Evening Prayer was said by 
the Rector, Dr. Howard ; I preached, confirmed five candidates and addressed 
them. Left at 12 o'clock at night for Chattanooga, and on Saturday I visited 
the Mission at Harriman, a new town on the Cincinnati Southern Railway. The 
town is not yet twelve mouths old, but has already a population of some 2,500. 

Although wretchedly unwell, I held services in 
a Hall, where I preached, confirmed two candidates and celebrated the Holy 
Communion.

Returned in the even- 
ing to Chattan«>oga, where I was ohliged to give up, and continued in bed until 
the following Thursday, in the hands of a physician. I returned to Sewanee on 
Thursday night, and was confined to my room until Feb. 8.

8th — Fourth Sunday in Lent. lu the morning I preached in 8. James' Church, 
and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament, the Rector assisting. At night I preached, 
confirmed four candidates and addressed them. 

9th — Monday. At night, after Evening Prayer in S. Philip's Church (colored) 
by Mr. Wootten, I preached. The Deacon-in charge, Mr. Cheshire, has been ill 
all theLenten season and was unable to present any candidates for confirmation. 

15--Fitth Sunday in Lent. I attended morning service at S. PaulVon-the- 
Mountain. Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Dr. Benton, assisted by Mr. 
Bartow B. Ramage. 

19th — Thursday. I assisted at the opening of the Lenten Term of the Univer- 
sity of the South. The Rev. Dr. Gaiior said the service; I made an address and 
was followed by the Vice-Chancellor- 

20th — Friday. At night I visited 8. Peter's Church, Nashville ; preached, 
and c<mfirmed two candidates. Dr. Gray said Evening Prayer. 

22nd— Palm Sunday. In the morning I visited Calvary Church, Memphis. 
The Church was packed t^ its utmost capacity, the aisles being filled with chairs, 
and yet hundreds went away who could not get in the sacred edifice. The Rec- 
tor, the Rev. S. Burford, has been roost diligent in preparing his class for con- 
firmation. He said Morning Prayer, assisted by the Rev. Peter C. Wolcott, of 
the Diocese of Iowa. I preached and confirmed fifty-three candidates. After 
confirmation I delivered an address to the newly confirmed. At 8 p. m., I vis- 
ited Immanuel (colored) Church.

S8th — Saturday. At 4 p. m. I confirmed one candidate in Calvary Church, 
Memphis. I delivered an address to a large and very attentive congregation on 
the '' Intermediate State.'' After the service, I proceeded to the Sunday •scho<il 
room of Calvary Church and consecrated a very beautiful altar, a memorial (»f 
the late Miss Annie Treadwell, one of the most earnest and devoted daughters 
of the Church, whose life was very beautiful and whose death was very peace 
ful.

14th — ^Thursday. I celebrated Holy Commnnion in Harrington Chapel, Hoff- 
man Hall. I confirmed one person in private. 

15th — Friday. I delivered a leotnre in Fisk University at 8 p. m. At 4:30 p. 
m. I preached in Harringtim Chapel, confirmed three candidates and addressed 
them. 

16th--8atnrday. Visited Trinity Chnrch, Clarksville. 

17th — Whitsnn-Day. In the morning Litanf was said by the Rector, Dr. Pet- 
tis; I preached, confirmed eleven oandidatei< and celebrated H<ily Commnnion. 
I preached at night 

18th — Monday in Whititnn-Week. Celebrated the Holy Commnnion in Trinity 
Chorch. 

19th— ^Tuesday in Whitson-Week. C<mfirmed one person in Christ Chnrch 
Chapel, Nashville, in the morning. In the afternoon I attended an examination 
of two Theological students in Hoffman Hall. At night I visi^ S. Angnstine's 
congregation, (colored) Nashville ; preached and confirmed two candidates. 

2l0t— Thnnday. Ofllciated at the faneral of Mrs. Thomas J. Morris, a faith- 
fal member of S. Barnabas Chnrch, Tnllahoma. The service was held in the 
Chnrch. After the Lesson, Mr. Morris was presented for confirmation by Dr. 
Howard. It was a most impressive scene. Later in the afternoon I made an 
address at the decoration of the graves (»f the Confederate dead.

At 
night Evening Prayer was said by the Rector, the Rev. George W. Dumbell ; I 
preached, confirmed twenty candidates and addressed them. 

S0th — ^Tuesday. In Immanuel Church, Memphis, at 10:30, a. m., I ordained 
the Rev. George H. Fenwiok, Deacon, to the Priesthood. The candidate was 
presented and the sermon was preached by the Rev. Henry R. Sargent. I was 
extremely unwell, and wae greatly assisted in tiie services by the Rev. Mr. Bir- 
ford. Later, I confirmed one candidate in the Chapel of the Sisters of S. Mary.

I was compelled im- 
mediately after the consecration service to return to my room> leaving the office 
Morning Prayer and the Holy Bucharist to the Clergy. Returned to Memphis 
in the evening. From this date to June 2nil I was confined to the house. I 
was fortunately the guest of my firiend, Dr. Saunders. Of the Doctor's and Mrs. 
Sanndera' kindness^ it is impossible to speak too highly.

7th— Second Sunday after Trinity. At 8 a. m. I celebrated the Holy Com- 
mnnion in Fnlford Hall, and at 11 o'clock I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament 
in, S. Augustine's Chapel, the Yice-ChanceUor preaching the sermon. 
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14th — Third Sunday after Trinity. I visited S. John'8 Church, Knoxrille, ud 
ordained to the Diaoonate Hr. Dwight 8. Marfield. The candidate was pro- 
rented by the Rev. Dr. Ringgold. I was assisted in the senrice by the Rer. 
Thomas W. Hnmei^, S. T. D., and the Rev. R. A. Holland, S. T. D., Reotiv of 
S. George's Ghoroh, 8t Lonia. I preached and celebrated the Holy Ckimnm- 
nion. Mr. Marfield is a graduate of the Oeueral Theological Semioary, and g'les 
to Oxford, England, to prepare {or the Priesthood. At night I attended the 
Commencement services of the University of Tennessee, in the Opera House. 
The Rector of the Parish conducted a religions service. The Baccalaureate ser- 
mon, which was of great strength and beauty, was preached by the Rev. Dr. 
Holland, after which I closed with Prayer and Benediction. 

The Bishop of Mabsachusbtts. 

The death of Bishop Benjamin Henry Paddock, S. T. D., fifth Bishop of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the one hundred and sec<md Bishop in the American line of sue 
cession, was not merely a loss to his Diocese, but to the Church at large. He 
was consecrated September 17th, 1873. He was a man of fine culture, deep and 
loving piety, wise in the administration of his Diocese. He was a generous- 
hearted man, a man of broad sympathies, in touch with all that is best in hu- 
man nature. His loss I sincerely deplore, and pray God to send a sucoeiwor who 
will uphold, as he did. Faith <mce delivered to the Saints. 

Thb Right Rbv. Cyrus Frbdbric Ekight, D. D., D. C. L. 

I was greatly shocked by the intelligence of the death of the excellent Bishop 
of Milwaukeee. He was a man for whom I cherished a very warm friendship. 
He was scholarly, a thorough-going Churchman, and one who held and preaohed 
and illustrated in his life the ** Faith once delivered to the Saints." He was. 
bom in Boston, Mass., March 28, 1831, was consecrated Bishop March 26, 1889, 
and was the one hundred and thirty- third Bishop in the American line of auc- 
cession. His loss is to be deeply deplored, both by his own Diocese and th» 
Church at large. 

Thb Cokvkntion of 1890. 

Our last Convention, which met at Sewanee, was in many respects a most im- 
portant one. 

First of all, it was made the occasion of much congratulation, and the expres- 
sion of hearty loyalty to the Bishop of the Diocese, accompanied by a sobstan- 
tial gift to him, on the completion of the twenty- fifth year oi his Bpisoopate. I 
desire to return my most grateful acknowledgements for every kind word qMken, 
and for every generous deed that was done. 

Secondly, a committee, consisting of three members firom Bast Tennessee, five 
from Middle, and three fVom West Tennessee, was appointed to report on the 
question of an Assistant Bishop, It was resolved unanimously that the Oom- 
mittee was opposed to the appointment of an Assistant Bishop, and with equal 
unanimity, it was resolved that in the opinion of the eomimttee appUoation 
should be made to the next General Convention for permission to divide the Di- 
ocese. The committee further recommended that the Rev. W. C. Gray, D. D., 
should be appointed a Commissioner to raise an adequate Sndowment ftind. On 
motion of Mr. Scales, the report of the Committee was adopted, and a commitlee 
was apointed to oonfBr with Dr. Gray, who kindly accepted the positimi of 9f- 
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kncial Agent of the Convention. Dr. Orajr immediately addressed himself to 
le -Wmirk in hand with an energy oharaoteriatio of the man, and with a determi- 
ation to ancceed. The Doctor has viiiited the principal congregations in the Di- 
zeae and ha« mot with a sacoese, which, to my mind, is phenomenal. I hardly 
link there is another man in the Diocese who coald have done the work he has 
30oiiipH«hed. Before engaging in his task, he sought for grace and gaidanoe in 
le life-giving sacrament oi the altar, and received the special benediction of his 
^iithop. His report, which will be presented, will tell somewhat of his labors, 
nd niake glad the hearts of all by the success he has achieved. 

At tbo Convention of this Diocese in 1866, immediately after my election, ren- 
•Intiona were intrudnced by the Rev. George White, D. D., which I promptly sec> 
mded, looking toward the divisitm of the Diocese into three Jurisdictions. The 
-eaolntions recite that, ** Whereas, the State of Tennessee, being 400 miles in 
ength and 150 miles in breadth, has always been popularly, as well as geograpb- 
cally, divided into East, Middle, and West Tennesitee, and all the civil and eco- 
loniical arrangements of the State are ctntrolled by these natural divisions, and 
there being in each division only one city of controlling importance — Enozvilio 
Ln the Eastern divisitm, Nashville in the Middle and Memphis in the Western — 
Providence seems to have designated for us each of these cities as an Episcopal 
See, whence nhall radiate the inflnence and agency which may bring the whole of 
ibis fruitful land into subjection to Christ." I think the restilutions were favor- 
ably acted npcm, though it is not so recorded, nor was any committee appointed 
to present the subject to the General Convention. They were generally 
thought to be premature. The suggestion, however, was undoubtedly a wise 
one, and in ejuict accordance with primitive order. Whatever action this Con. 
vention may take on this subject should be of a conservative character, and de- 
cided upon only alter mature deliberation. 

THB TrBASURBR 07 THB D1OOB8B. 

I desire to make public acknowledgment to the Treasurer oi the Diocese, Mr. 
Charles T. Dobb, for the admirable way in which he has managed the financial 
affairs of the Diocese, and the great help he has been in enabling me to perform 
the duties of my office. I pray God's blessing may abide with him, and I sin- 
cerely trust he will be unanimously re-elected. 

Tbb Otbt Mbmorial Church. 

I hare caused to be erected at Sewanee a substantial stone Church in memory 
of the Right Reverend James Hervey Otey. D. D., LL. D. I desire it to be 
known as the Otey Memorial Church. It will be the Parish Church of Sewanee. 
I have caused this to be built a^ a fitting memorial of the first Bishop of Ten- 
nessee, and the first Chancellor of the University of the South. Bishop Otey 
was consecrated on the 14th day of January, 1S34, and was the thirtieth Bishop 
in the American line of succession. He ceased firom his labors and entered into 
God's eternal peace, on the twenty-third day of April, 1863, being aged 63 years, 
two months and twenty-seven days. He was bora in Bedford county, Virginia, 
and was descended from an honorable ancestry. The grandfather of the Bishop 
was a valiant soldier in the war of 1776 He raised and equipped a military 
company at his own expense, refusing, after the war, all offers for remuneration. 
The Bii^op's father, Isaac Otey, was a well-to-do farmer, firom whom he inher- 
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ited thoite sterling qaalitieA of mind and heart whioh distingaished him through 
life. The name of Isaac Otej may l>e foand for thirty years on the legislative 
Journals of Tirginia, ss a reprssentative of Bedford county. In 1820, Bishop 
Otey graduated from the Uniyersity of North Ganilina, and for the variety bs 
well as correctness of his attainments, received the degree (»f Bachelor " Belles- 
Lettres," a distinction unknown, until then, in the annals of that institution. 
On October 13th, 1821, he married Miss Blisa D. Pannill, and, very soon after his 
marriage, removed to Maury county, Tennessee. He was induced to return to 
North Carolina and take charge of the Academy at Warrenton. While there 
he was baptised by the Rev. William Mercer Green, who was then in charge of 
that Parish, and was afterward confirmed by Bishop Raven8cn)il. He was or- 
dained a Deacon of the Church October 10th, 1825, and on June 7th, 1829, he 
was admitted to the office of Priest at the hands oi the same great Bishop. Re- 
turning to Tennessee, hejestablished himself in the town of Franklin, where he 
opened a school for boys. "And fur eight years his time wan divided between 
the labors of the Pedagogue, and the Pastor and the Missionary.'' In that school 
there was one boy of whom the Bishop was ever justly proud, the renowned sci- 
entist, Matthew F. Maury. He was consecrated Bishop on January 13th, 1834; 
in Christ Church, Philadelphia, by the venerable Bishop White, assisted by the 
two Bishops Onderdonk and Oeorge W. Doane. Bishop Doane preached the 
sermon, and the other two Bishops acted as presenters. During the whole of his 
Bpiscopate the important subject of Christian education was upiiermost In his 
mind and very dear to his heart. He brought the subject before the Convention 
of 1834, again at the Convention of 1835, before the Convention of 1886 he again 
pressed the subject on the attention of the members of the Convention, and the 
" the committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop's address having 
reference to the establishment of a Literary and Theological luittitution in this 
Diocese, respectftilly report that this Convention fully concurs in the views ex- 
pressed in said address." He spent the month of October in the principal towns 
in West Tennessee, and in addressing the people on the subject of "our proposed 
Literary and Theological Seminary.'' The financial crisis of 1837 blighted all the 
Bishop's hopes in this matter. In 1839, he opened a school for boys in Colum- 
bia, where he at that time resided. Who shall say that all this was so much 
labor lost, or prayer unheededT "May we not plainly see," says Bishop Green 
in his memoir of Bishop Otey, " in these hopes and strivings, the buried seed and 
struggling germ which, after thirty years of patient waiting, ripened into the 
University of the South, an institution which now bids fair to realise the most 
sanguine hopes of its wise and pious founders." 

As Bishop of Tennessee, he was called upon to endure privations and trials, 
and he enters in his Diary more than one record like this, " Disappointments, 
hardships, labors, ingratitude of men, bereavements, sorrows afflictions are the 
way -marks whioh are chiefly and most plamly visible on the path of my pilgrim- 
age. Buty then, God's mercies and blessings have also abounded." In a letter 
addressed to me, he says, " I have visited, on an average, every congregation of 
my Diocese twice every year. I have travelled by all sorts of conveyances, in 
all weathers,— storm and tempest as well as sunshine; have preached, labored, 
and taught from house to house, have traversed mountains, and the lonely wil- 
derness where no man dwelt, and have left no expedient untried to make ftdl 
proof of my ministry. I have, most painfully to myself, exercised discipline of- 
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tener than all the Bishops of the sooth-west, — all that I might fioUh my coarse 
vith joy, and testify to the Go^el of the grace of €Kid. Forgive me this ftKtl 
iRh boasting, as saith 8. Paul. I have gone generally over the soath-west. At 
one time the limits of my spiritoal jarisdiction, laid npon me by the Church, were 
Kentneky and MisMiari on the north, to the Galf of Mexico on the sooth, and 
fftretohing between the eastern shores of Florida and the Pacific.'' 

To sncb a Bishop it is meet and right that the Diocese should rear a memorial; 
nay, every Priest and Layman should feel it a privilege Ut contribute toward the 
perpetuation of the memory of so grand a character. 

The Chnreh is occnpied by the congregation of S. Paurs-on-the-Mcmntain, and 
the Rev. Dr. Benton is the Rector. The Rector and Vestry of Calvary Church; 
Memphis, will pot in the central Chancel window, a figure of the Oood Shep- 
herd, but there remains the sum of $400.00 to pay ior ftimishing, and this I ask 
the members of this Convocation to contribute in order that the Church mi^ bfi 
consecrated at the next C4»romencement of the University of the South. 

As the cimclusion of my annual address, I append the following list of ordina- 
tions which have been held in this Diocese since its organisation.

Rbpobt of thb Gbnbral Missiokabt fob East Tbnubmbb. 

The ICiflsionaiy for East TenneA^ee respeotfally roport^ to the Diooeun G6n> 
vention as follows : 

Services at the Miiwions ia Johnson City and Mnrristown, and at 8. Paal'it 
Church, Oreeneville, have continued withont interruption, except daring the 
month of Octoher, 1890, when the Missionary was confined to his house by «nok- 
nes><. 

In giving details of the work attempted and done, it may be well to state in 
the beginning that " changes and chances'' have affected its progress and hin- 
dered its growth, especially in Johnson City, where, a year ago, we confidently 
anticipated the speedy building of a Church and a rapid increase in numbers. 
The obstacles have been unexpected and somewhat peculiar. It will be renoem- 
bered that at the start, we had here & lot of land, and a considerable amount 
subscribed, while the plans and specifications had already been prepared for a 
Church building. At a meeting held to appoint a building and finance commit- 
tee, at which there was a large attendance, an unexpected opposition to the ^rsl 
locatum was shown, and a minority of those present supported a motion to accept 
a new offer of three lots of land from the Carnegie Land Co., and it was claimed 
that as a greater number of Church people lived in that section, the Charch 
should be built there. The Missionary and some others opposed the change* es- 
peciaUy <m the ground that the Church was needed in the present center of pop- 
ulation and at once. As a result, however, of this movement, the whole question 
was postponed with a new committee to look at the new location and report. 

Through the summer little progress was made, and after several new propo- 
sitions had failed of acceptance, a meeting was held in November, and by a unan. 
imous vote the *' Carnegie " site was adopted, and ten persons subscribed $1,000.. 
00 before they left the spot. This was increased to $1,500, and there was every 
prospect of work beginning at once. Within two weeks the financial disaster in- 
volving the C. C. C. Railroad occurred, and with that a snspensicm of the wh<ile 
project ; as those interested were nearly all in some way connected with this un- 
fortunate corporation, and were thus involved by non-payment of salaries long 
over-due. Nothing has happened since to change the aspect of affairs, though 
from time to time matters have looked brighter, and it was hoped that the money 
for the payment of creditors would come. 

During the winter the severity of the weather, and the all-prevailing mud, 
would have prevented the beginning of our work, but with the return of summer, 
many are disheartened, and have lost interest in the Mission, as there seems so 
little prospect of anything being done. No further progress can be made without 
the Church. If we had that, our congregation would at once increase, and we 
should be in the centre of a new and beautiful section of the city, with a rapidly 
increasing population. Many families now in that vicinity go but little to Church 
on account of the distance, and would gladly attend Church services so near 
their own doors. 

In our Hall, which has been used since August last, we have held services reg- 
ularly with a good attendance. A leaky roof prevented service on Christmas 
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Day and one Sanday, Imt we are now in gtod o«mditifm again. Manr are de- 
terred by the two flight8 of stairu by whioh it i« reaohed, thoagh with its simple 
bat Ghnrohly appoiotmenta it Aimishes a pleasant place to worship. 

The Ladies^ Onild has nearly paid for the organ, and the cost of Chanoel lumi- 
lore was met by the regnlar offerings. The Hall has been famished free by the 
Carnegie Land Go. It is pleasant to record the gift of an Oxford Qnarto Bible, 
with Prayer-Book and Hymnal, lor the Altar, from Mr. B. P. Dotton, of New 
Tis/rk, an old friend of the ICisi«ionary. 

It has been difficnlt Ut establish and continue Sunday-schools in the Mission.^, 
aM no one could be found to act as Superintendent But we have now at John- 
eon City, a devoted Churchman who has gathered the few children every Sun- 
day morning, and is aliMi acting ad Lay Reader. 

We can only, in our present distress and disappointment, look to Sim who is 
onr *' strength,'* and who so often woudrously for us, when our hands hang help- 
leas. May He enable us now to plant more firmly our Mis:ii(m by opening the 
way for the building of a Temple for His worship, and thus to gather in many to 

the Fold of Christ. 
At GreenviUe, after the curiosity occasioned by the re-opening of the (»ld Church, 

and the advent of a new " parson " had snbsided, the few Church people found 
out kaw few they were. And, although they were thankfbl that once again they 
could worship as they desired, and could receive the Blessed Sacrament at the 
long disBsed Altar, yet they feel their feebleness, and one could hardly wonder at 
their little ooorage or hope. In many ways they needed to learn the "first prin- 
oiplea," and espedally how to givCy whether little or much. And so through the 
summer the work dragged. Old time dislike of the Church, and ignorance of what 
•he truly is, has not disappeared, and attempts at revival brought up the old 
pntjudice also. There was nothing to do bnt to move steadily forward, to keep up 
the services, whether with many or few. In the winter we could not use the 
Church, as there were not sufficient means for heating, and too much ventilation 
throogb broken windows. So we were driven to private houses and neighbor- 
hood services. But of late ,and Just before the visitation of the Bishop, there 
has been a pleasant change. Some of the ladies determined to do what they 
oonld, and the result gladdened all our hearts. We hail no carpet, as the old 
one refused to hold together. A new crimson carpet for Chanoel and aisle makes 
OS feel more respectable, and the windows are once more whole and and clean. 
Other needed repairs we hope to make, especially as we have a pledge fh>m S. 
Peter's Chnroh, Salem, Mass., (the Missionary's old parish), of endeavors to ren- 
ovate the whole interior. 

The visit of the Missionary's wife to her and his old home created such an in- 
terest on the part of the Rector and others, that a pledge of $150 was made for this 
maoh-needed work. So we may hope, with so great a change as this restoration 
ooold make on the ancient sanctuary, that gains would follow in larger numbers, 
and accessories to the flock or Christ Early in the summer, through offerings 
firom the '* Oreeneville" Club, and the " Woman's Auxiliary," of S. John's Par- 
ish, S[nozville, necessary changes were made in the Chancel, and the robing 
room was enlarged. These offerings also aided in paying the amount necessary 
for sexton, and the small expense attending the service. The old organ, too, 
was found capable of repairs, and to-day is in very good condition. The dis- 
graoefol hog-hole under the Church has been filled by one of our best friends, 
aided by the city. There is to-day much to encourage us in Greeneville, and we 
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flat baroDd all else, the ipreateat comfort we can know, ** without which noth- 
ing Iff atrone,'' \m the realisation of £Rs preaenoe, who says now aa of old " Fear 
wZ, HUle flock," " we are His people, the sheep of Hia pasture."

The Sixtieth Annual Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Tennessee met to-day at 11 a. m. The Holy 
Eucharist was celebrated by the Bishop of the Diocese, as- 
sisted by the Eev. Geo. Patterson, D.D., and the Eev. F. P. 
Davenport, D.D. 

The Rev. D. Troy Beatty, the Rev. J. L. Scully, and the 
Rev. B. B. Ramage, were ordained to the Priesthood. 

The Rev. F. P. Davenpoft, D.D., preached the Conven- 
tion Sermon. 

At 11:15 p. M. the Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop. The Secretary called the roll, and the following

Annual Address. 

Ilretltren of the Clergy and Laity : 

For the first time in many years our raoks have heen broken, by the death of 
the Keverend CharieK D. Flagler, Rector, for the past seven or eight years, of S. 
LukeV Church, Cleveland, and <»f the Venerable Thomas W. Humes, ordained 
Deacim by Bishop 0t<*y in March, 1845, and on the Slst of July, 1845, or- 
dained Priest. He was a native of Knoxville, and continued in the Rectorship of 
8. Jobn'a Church from the vear of bis ordination to the Priesthood until 1861, 
when he sustaine I great injury fnun an accident, which laid him up until 1863, 
wbeu be was again made Rector of S. John's, and continued to officiate unti' 
1869. He is thus spoken of by the Rev. Dr. Park : -'Dr. Humes was a refined 
and cultured gentleman ; a decided and ctmsistent Christian ; a sonnd. orthodox, 
evangelical, edifving preacher (»f the Gospel of Jesus Christ; an ornament to so- 
ciety, and an hcmor to Knoxville." Dr. Humes was in every position of life, a 
marked character. As far back as 1837, when he was (»nly twenty-two years of 
age, he was appointed a Director of the Louisville, Cincinnati & Charleston Kail- 
way Company. In 1840 he was the edit«>r of the '* Knoxville Register." As a 
clergyman, be was most active in the discharge of all parochial duties. He was 
largely instrumental in organizing and building up Epiphany parish, East Knox- 
ville. He was thonmgbly possessed with the missiimary spirit. After the close 
of the lai« war, he w&s elected President of the University of Tennessee, and con- 
tinued to fill that office until 1883. At no time in the history of the institution 
has it been more successful than when Dr. Humes was its President. For the 
laj*t fifty years his name has been prominently connected with every movement 
that bad for its object the benefit oi the community in which he lived. He found 
time, daring all bis active work, to write a book of several hundred pages, en- 
titled, " The Loyal Mountaineers." It is a narrative of some of the stirring 
events of the war \n East Tennessee, and it forms a valuable contribution to the 
hi8tt»ry of that eventful period. Dr. Humes was a man of great gentleness—a 
man of strong convictions, firm in bis purposes, but always, and at all times, the 
Christian gentleman. Never physically robust, he lived to a good old age, when 
he peacefully entered into that rest which remaineth for the people of God. 

The Rev. Charles D. Flagler, like Dr. Humes, came to the Churcb from the 
Presbyterians. He came to this Diocese from Central New York. He was a 
man of most genial temper, large-hearted, and thoroughly devoted to the 
Church. 1 sincerely regret that, in consequence of my absence from the Dio- 
cese in presenting the claims <if the Commission on Colored Work, I was unable 
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to minister at his sick bed or to officiate at his funeral. His death wm very 
peacefal- 

Danng the past year there have been more changes among the Cleii^ than for 
many years. The following have removed from the Diocese since the last Ck>n- 
vention, to- wit : Revs. E. Spmille Borford, Edward W<H>ten, W. O. WelU, Geo. 
W. Dombell, E. J. H. Tan Deerlin, Isaac N. Marks, If . C. Martin, H. R. Sar 
gent, Rowland Hale, Yardry McBee, J. E. Canon, George H. Fenwick, and 
Dwight S. Martield. Thei^, with the two deaths recorded, anm up to the nam 
ber of fifteen. This is nearly one-third of all the Clergy whose names appear on 
onr last Convention list. This fact is one gieatly to be depltired. Where there 
are such frequent changes among the Clergy, it wonld seem imp(»ssib!e to bnild 
up the Diocese. It is a matter which greatly depresses the Bishop in bis efforts 
to advance the Kingdom of ChrisL Several of our best Parishes are now vacant. 

Of the deaths of Bishops Bedell, Galleher, and Bo<me : 

The Right Rev. Gregory Thursttm Bedell, D.D., was bom in Had«on, New 
York, 27th of August, A. D. 1817, and graduated at Bristol College, Briatul, 
Pennsylvania, A. D. 1836. He was ordered Deacon on the 19th of July, 1840, 
by his great. uncle, the Rev. Richard Channing Moore, D.D. He was ordained 
Priest, by the same Prelate, in August, 1841. In 1843 he became the Rector of 
the Church of the Ascension, New York, where ho remained until his elevation 
to the Episcopate. He was consecrated Assistant Bishop of Ohio, in 8. Paors 
Church, Richmond, Va., on the 13th of October, 1859, by the Right Rev. Wil- 
liam Meade, D.D., assisted by six other Bishops, qu the death of Bishop Mcll- 
value, March 13th, A. D. 1873, he became Bishop of Ohio. In 1875 the Dioceso 
was divided, and a new See created under the title of the ''Diocese of Southern 
Ohio.'' Bishop Bedell elected to take charge of the i>ld Diocese, and remained 
Bishop of Ohio. He was a mau of devout and holy life, an accomplished schol- 
ar, as his writings sufficiently attest. 

Thomas Nicholas Galleher, the third Bishop of Louisiana, was born in Wat^h- 
ington, Kentucky, on the 17th day of February, A. D. 1839. He was ordered 
Deacon the 17th of June, 1868 ; was ordained Priest in Trinity Church, New Or- 
leans, 30th of May, 18G9, by the Rt. Rev. Joseph Pere Bell Wilmer, D.D. He re- 
ceived the degree of S. T. D. from Columbia College in 1875, and was consecrated 
Bishop of Louisiana, in Trinity Church, New Orleans, ou the 5th day of Febma- 
ry, A. D. 1880, by the Right Rev. William Mercer Green, D.D., assisted by Bish- 
ops Wilmer, of Alabama, Robertson, of Missouri, and Dudley, of Kentucky. 
Bishop Galleher was bom a gentleman. He was a most devout Christian man, 
of unaffected simplicity of manner, genial, generous, and large-hearted. He ad- 
ministered his Diocese with great discretion, and, although a great sufferer from 
the disease which ended his valuable life, he was most active in the discharge of 
the duties of his high office. He died early in December of 1891. 

William Jones Boone was elected Bishop of Shanghai at a special meeting of 
the House of Bishops, held in the city of New York on the 24th day of April, 
1884, with Episcopal Jurisdiction in China. He was the sou of the Right Rev. 
William Jones Boone, D.D., who was consecrated Missionary Bishop of China on 
the 25th of October, 1844, and died at Shanghai, July, 1864. He was a nephew 
of the late Bishop Blliott, of Georgia. Through his visit to Sewanee he ronsed 
up the missionaiy spirit of the Theological students to a high degree, and the 
"Bishop Boone Missionaiy Society'' was organized, and has done very effisient 
work. Bishop Boone was a man of very lovely character, a fine scholar, and 
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pare himself up, body and soul, to the ^ork which the Master had coiuniitted to 
his stewardship. 



After the last Convention, I left Clarksville on Frday, 19th of June, and ar- 
rived in Nashville, where I officiated at the funeral ot Mrs. Mark Young, daugh- 
ter of mj friend, William H. Gordon, Eoq. 

JtrjfB. 

21st — Fourth Sunday alter Trinity. Celebrated the Holy Commanion in S. 
Angustioe's Chapel. 

22nd — Monday. Accompanied by the Reverend the Vice-Chaticellur of tint 
University of the South, Dr. Oailor, I left for New Orleans, under an appoint- 
ment of the presiding Bishop, as one of the three Bishops commissioned by him 
to consecrate the Rev. Davis Sessuma, Assistant Binhop-elect ot the Diocese (vf 
Loniaiana. Being the oldest Bishop, it was my good fortune to fill the office of 
oonseorator. The Bishops assisting were, Bishops Tuttle, Galleber, Garrett, 
Watson, and Bishop Thompson, of Mississippi, who also preached the 8erm<»u. 
I felt that it was a very high privilege for me, the first Vice-chancellor of the 
University of the South, to consecrate to the high office of a Bishop of the Cath- 
olic Choroh a former student of the University. 

JtTLT. 

Sixth Snnday after Trinity. I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in S. Augus- 
tine's Chapel, Sewanee. 

12th— Seventh Sunday after Trinity. I visited, for the first time, the Otey 
Memorial Church. I was assisted in the services by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of 
Bast Carolina, and by the incumbent, the Rev. Dr. Benton. The two £uchar- 
istio candles were lighted by Dr. Benton. I put this on record, for 1 would have 
it known that at my first service in this Church the Eucharistic lights were 
used. 

Eighth Sunday after Trinity. I visited White Chapel, Montgomery county, and 
on Sunday morning prayer was said by the Deacon in charge, the Rev. Edward 
B. Boss. I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion. At night Mr. Ross 
asid Bvensong, and I preached. 

IHnth Sunday after Trinity. I preached for the colored congregation at Se- 
wanee, now occupying S. Paurs-on-the-Mouutain. 

30th — ^Thnrsday. The Board of Trustees of the University of the South as- 
sembled. There were present, of the Bishops - Gregg, Quintard, Pierce, Howe, 
Dudley, GaUeher, Thompson, Watson, Weed, and Sessums — the largest number 
that has attended a meeting of the Board since 1882, when the "colored ques- 
tion " was under discnssion. 

At the opening service, in S. Augustine's Chapel, Bishop Pierce, of Arkansas, 
preached, and Bishop Gregg celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. 

August. 

On Tnesday, August 4th, Dean Hofftaian, of the General Seminary, who had 
preached the Baccalaureate Sermon — and a most excellent sermon it was—and 
Dr. MaUoiy, editor of The Churchman, who preached the Bishop Boone Mission- 
mry Sermon, were received by the Board of Trustees. At night I gave a general 
reception to the Dean and Mrs. Hoffman. The Commencement Day was by far 
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the best we hare C'Ter had. 1 qnote the following from the acc«iant as pub- 
lished in Th€ Churchman hv Dr. Mallorr : 

''On Monday the annaal ctmteitt in oratory between the two Literary Societies 
of the Univertfity t<Hik place in Forensic UhII. and Dean Huffman declared, in 
announcing the result of the contest, that he bad heard much student oratory, 
both North and South, but that he heard none that was equal to that at Se- 
wanee." 

The Rev. Dr. Malbtry, in his account of his visit to Sewanee, i^aya : **0n 
Thursday the culmination of all the week's proceedings was reached ic the im- 
posing ceremonials of Ccminiencement Day. Probably nowhere else in America 
is there any such formal and stately collegiate cere mony as at Sewanee. The 
Vested Choir, the uniformed cadets, the uudergrad nates in cap and gi>WD, the 
Theological student^ vested, the candidates for degrees, the titled Alaroni in the 
hoods of their degrees, the Facnlt}', properly robed, the Vice-Ohaneellor in nis 
crimson and ermine garments, officers of the army aud navy iu uniform, officers 
of other colleges duly vested, the Dishops iu full canouicals, and the Chancellor 
in bis robes of office, moved slowly iu procession from Convocation Hall to St. 
Augustine's Chapel. Here, entering iu reverned onler at the west door, and 
passing up the main aisle to the chancel, a special ficrvice was said and «ang, 
and the work of conferring diplomas and degrees began." 

The procession was formed in Convocation Hall. At the Chapel yard the long 
line opened rauks, aud the venerable Chancell<»r, fcdlowed by the Biithopa and 
Clergy, passed through to the choir, which preceded the Bish(»ps, singing, "The 
Church's One F<»undation." 

9th — Eleventh Sunday after Trinity. At 10 o'clock I consecrated the Otey 
Memorial Church. The Vestry met the procession of Bishops and Clergy at the 
door of the Church, where the request to consecrate was made by Gen. E. Kirby- 
Smith. There were present the Bishops of Texas, Kentucky, East Carolina, and 
Florida. The sentence of consecration was read by Bishop Weed. I celebrated 
the Blessed Eucharist, Bishop Dudley being Gospeller, and Bishop Wataon 
Epistoler. A most admirable memorial sermon was preached by the Rev. Wm. 
C. Gray, D.D., who was one of the last Presbyters ordained by Bishop Otey, and 
whose whole clerical life, dating from 1859, ha$ been passed in the Diocese of 
Tennessee. I thank God out of a lull heart that I have been enabled to baild 
this monument to the beloved and revered memory of Bishop Otey. 

12th — Wednesday. Baptized my grand-daughter, Elizabeth Barrington Wig- 
gins, in Otey Memorial Church, assisted by the Rev. A. A. Benton, D.D. 

Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. Drove to Fairmount, accompanied by the Rev^. 
Stewart McQueen, of South Carolina. In the Chapel of the Holy Comforter I 
celebrated the Holy Eucharist, Mr. McQueen assisting. I preached from the 
text, "Thy dead shall live again.'' 

At night I assisted at the service at Otey Memorial . The sermon was preached 
ba the Rev. A. C. A. Hall, of the Cowley Fathers, and the sabject of hia dia- 
course was: Prayer; from S. James, 4th chapter, 2d and 3d versea. 

On Tuesday, the 18th, Father Hall began a retreat for the Clergy and oandi- 
dates for Holy Orders iu Otey Memorial. 

18th — ^Tuesday. Assisted the Rev. Dr. Gray at a marriage in the Charoh of 
the Advent, Nashville. At the request of the Rev. Henry R. Pyne, I Tinted 
the North to present the claims for the ''Commission for Work Among Colored 
People." On my way I spent a Sunday iu Louisville, and on the ttdrteenth 
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Sanday after Trinity I preached in the morDing in Christ'^ Church, and in the 
aflemoon I officiated at the funeral of Mrs. Perkin.s, the wife of the Rector of S. 
Panr«. 

:^h — Fourteenth Sunday alter Trinity. In the morning I celebrated the 
Ble88ed Eucharist in S. John'n Chapel, Stamford, Connecticut, and at night I 
preached in S. Luke's Memorial Church. 

Sbptbmbbr. 

Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity. In the moniing I preached and celebrated the 
BleAsetl Sacrament in Trinity Church, Bristol, Rhode Island. 

11th — Friday. I assisted the Bishop (}| Albany at a Confirmatioii service at 
Tannersville. 

Sixteenth Sunday aller Trinity. In the nu»rniug I preached and celebrated 
the Blessed Sacrament at the Church of the Transfiguration, New York. The 
Rev. Dr. Honghton, the Rector, acted as server. 

14th — Monday. I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in the Chapel uf ihc Sis- 
ters of S. J«»hn the Baptist, New York. 

Seyenth Sunday after Trinity. I visited S. Peter's Church, Westchester, of 
which the Rev. Frank M. Clendeunin is Rector, and received generous help for 
colored missions. I was engaged for higher s<?rvice at Port Chester, but after 
entering the pulpit and beginning ray sermon I was taken suddenly ill, and had 
to apologise to the congregetion and leave the Church. 

Eighteenth Sunday after Trinity. I visited New York. In the morning I ad- 
dressed the Sunday School of Grace Church. At 11 o'clock I preached and pre- 
sented the claims of the Commission. In the afternoon I took the train for Syr- 
acuse, where, at night, I presented the claims of the Commission in S. Paul's 
Church, of which the Rev. H. R. Lockwood, S.T.D., is the incumbent. 

28th — Monday. I presented the claims of the Commission in Zion Church, 
Rome, New York, of which the Rev. Dr. Egar is Rector. From Rome I went 
to Watertown, where I was the guest of the Rev. Dr. Olin, Rector of Trinity 
Church. The Church was built by the present Governor of New York, Roswell 
P. Flower, and his brother, at a cost of about $200,000. Here, as at many other 
places, I plead the cause of Missions to the negroes. What was the outcome of 
my efforts I do not know, as funds were sent directly to the Commission. 

OCTOBBB. 

Ist—Thursday. I preached for the Rev. Harry Riddel in Immanuel Church, 
Brooklyn. 

4th— Nineteenth Sunday after Trinity. At the request of the Bishop of New 
York I instituted the Rev. A. L. Wood as Rector of S. Paul's Church, StapIetoD, 
Staten Island. In the morning I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist at 7:30 
o'clock. At 11 o'clock I preached, and the newly-instituted Rector celebrated 
the Holy Communion. 

Twentieth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I presented the claims of the 
Commission, at the Church of the Advent, Boston, and celebrated the Blessed 
Sacrament At night I preached at the Church of our Savior, Roslindale, of 
which the Rev. Rowland Hale, formerly of Tennessee, is the incumbent. 

12th — Monday. In the Church of our Savior, Roslindale, I baptised an 
adult, Mrs. Marian Estelle Libby. 

13Ui. I attended a meeting of the Missionary Board at the Bible Houa^ New 
Tork. 
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Twentj-first Sunday after Trinity. I officiated at the opening serrioes of the 
new St. Luke's Chnroh, Brooklyn, of whioh the Rev. Dr. Bradley is Rector. I 
preached an*! celebrated the Blessed Sacrament. The Bishop tif Long Island 
was present, although too unwell to conduct the service. In the aflemoou I 
made an address at the Sunday School Festival. At night there was a grand 
musical service — the Cathedral choir from Garden City uniting with S. Luke's. 
Hundreds of people were unable to gain admission to the Church. I said the 
closing service and gave the benediction. 

Twenty-second Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preached for the Rev. 
Dr. Tan De Water, in S. Andrew's, Harlem. There was an immense congrega- 
tion present. Assisted at Evensong with the Fathers of the Order of the Holy 
Cross. "^ 

28th — Feast of SS. Simon and Jnde. I assisted at the consecration of the Rev. 
Isaac Lee Nicholson, S.T.D., to the Bish(»prio of Milwaukee. The Right Rev. 
Dr. McClaren, Bishop of Chicago, was the consecrator. Other Bishops assisting 
were : Bishops Whittaker, Paret, Grafton, Talbot, of Wyoming, Hare, and Leon- 
ard, of Utah. I was obliged to leave before the close of the service, in order to 
keep an engagement made for me by the presiding Bishop at Norwich, Connec- 
ticut. 

29th— Thursday. At 9:30 I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. After the ser- 
vice the presiding Bishop, accompanied bj Bishops Hare and Talbot, arrived. 
As Bishop Hare was engaged to address the Woman's Auxiliary Society at 
Providence, Rhode Island, at night, he, immediately on his arrival, made his ad- 
dress to the congregation and left. At 2:30 p. M., after a brief service in Christ's 
Church, which was jBlled with faithful women from all parts of the Diocese of 
Connecticut, the presiding Bishop made an address, and then introduced me to 
the Society, and I spoke on Colored Missions, and was followed by Bishop Talbot. 

31st — Saturday. Having returned to New York, I had an important interview 
with Mrs. Loomis White, President of the Saint Augustine's League, which has 
been so helpful to Hoffman Hall. 

NOVBMBBR. 

Feast of All-Saints. I spent the day with my friend, the Rev. Dr. Brown, of 
S. Thomas's Church, New York. In the morning I celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion at the 11 o'clock service, and Dr. Brown preached. At night Bishop 
Hare told his story about his visit to Japan in an exceedingly interesting way. 

2nd — Monday. I made an address before "Saint Augusine's League," in the 
Parish House of S. Bartholomew's Church. 

Twenty-fourth Sunday after Trinity. I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in 
S. John's Church, Stamford, and preached to a crowded congregation at the II 
o'clock service. 

9th — Monday. I left for Sewanee, where I arrived on Wednesday, the 11th. 

Twenty-tilth Sunday after Trinity. I visited S. Peter's Church, Nashville, in 
the morning. Preached, confirmed fifteen persons, and celebrated the Holy Eu- 
charist. In the afternoon I met ex- President Hayes and Dr. Curry, who repre- 
sent the Slater and Peabody funds for the education of the colored race. Ad- 
dresses were made by President Hayes, Dr. Curry and myself, in Fisk Univer- 
sity. Later I said service in Harrington Chapel, Hoffman Hall. At night I 
preached in the Chtirch of the Advent. 

17th— Tuesday. I attended the meeting of the Woman's Auxiliary Society, in 
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the Cbarcb of the Advent. Addresees were made by the Rer. MesBrs. Winches- 
ter, Page, RcMlrignes, and Canon Johnson, of Ti»ronto. At night I preached in 
S. AngQStine'tf Gbnrcb, and confirmed two candidates. 

18th — Wednesday. I addre«sed the members of the Belmont School. In the 
evening I preached and confirmed five candidates in Harrington Chapel, Hoff- 
man Hall. At night I preached in the Chnrch of the Advent, after Evensong by 
the Rector, and confinned Ave candidatCf*. 

22d. 1 visited S Peter's Chnrch, Columbia. The Rector being nnwell, I said 
Morning Prayer, and Archdeacon Perry preached. At 4 p. m. I officiated for 
the colored congregation, which ban been gathered and served by Mr. Brown, 
one of onr Theological students from Hoffman Hall. The Chapel was crowded, 
the music fine, the responses excellent. I preached and confirmed Ave candi- 
dates. At night I preached in S. Peter's Church, confirmed twelve candidates, 
presented by Mr. Metcalf, and addressed them. 

24th — Monday. I confirmed four persons in private on three occasions. At 
night, having retnmed to Nashville, I addressed the students of Hoffman Hall. 

39th — First Sunday in Advent. At 7 a. m. I celebrated the Blessed Sacra- 
ment in S. Augustine's Chapel, Sewanee, and confirmed two young girls. At 
eleven o'clock I preached in 8. Augustine's, and at 4 p. m. I confirmed twelve 
students of the University and addressed them. At 8 p. m. I preached to the 
colored oongregatitm at S. Paul's-on-the-Mountain, and confirmed four candi- 
dates. 

Dbcbmbbr. 

6th — Second Sunday in Advent. I visited S. Luke's Church, Jackson. In the 
morning I preached, confirmed seventeen candidates and addressed them, and 
celebrated Holy Communion. I preached at night, after Evening Prayer by the 
Rev. I. N. Marks. 

8th — ^Tuesday. I visited Somerville, to see what arrangements could be made 
for the comfort I'f the venerable widow of the late Dr. Ridley, who had met 
with an accident which will prevent her walking for the balance of her life. 

9th — Wednesday. ' On reaching Memphis I received intelligence of the death 
of Bishop Galleher, of Louisiana. I took the train immediately for New Or- 
leans, where I arrived on Thursday at nine o'clock in the morning. Funeral ser- 
vices were held in Christ's Church at eleven o*clock. There wore present, of the 
Bishops, the Bishops of Alabama, Tennessee, Northern Texas, and Mississippi. 
I was very thankful that the services began with a celebration of the Most Com- 
fortable Sacrament, Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, being celebrant. It is well 
for us to bear in mind that the administration of the Holy Communion was, in 
primitive times, associated with the burial of the body. Thus Monica, the 
mother of S. Augustine, as she lay a-dying, said : " Lay this body anywhere. 
Let not the care for that in any way disquiet you. This only I request: that 
you would remember me at the altar of the Lord, wherever you be." S. Augus- 
tine writes: " And behold the corpse was carried to the btirial. We went and 
returned without tears, for not even did I weep in those prayers that we poured 
forth unto Thee, when the sacrifice of our ransom was offered for her, as the 
manner is, while the oorpse was beside the grave, previous to being laid therein.'* 

I returned to Memphis on Saturday morning. 

13th — Third Sunday in Advent. I visited Calvary Church, and preached io 
the morning. I was very glad to welcome back to the Diocese oi Tennenoe my 
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frieod and former Presbyter, the Rev. F. P. Davenport, D.D. I had (irdained 
him to the Priesthood in 1876. 

14th— Monday. In the Chapel of S. Mary I received four ladies tt) the Order 
of Associate Sisters of Saint Mary. 

16th — Wednesday. In Calvary Church, at 11 o'clock, I baptized Mrs. Wiiliaiii 
Carroll, and her daughter three years of age. 

20th— Fourth Sunday in Advent. I visited S. Paul's Church, Chattanooga. 
In the morning I ordered Robert Black, a student of the University of the 
South, belonging to the Diocese of Georgia, Elvin S. Taylor, and A. C. Killhef- 
fer, Deacons. The Tice-Chancellor of the University of the S'lUth preached 
the ordination sermon, and the candidates were presented by the Rev. George VT. 
Dumbell. At night I preached and ccmfirmed a gentleman, who, I was told, had 
travelled two hundred miles to receive the Sacramental Rite. 

2l8t — Feast of S. Thoma.". In the mor^ung an early Euchariet in S. Paul's 
Church. 

22nd — Tuesday. Accompanied by Mr. Bradley Patterson, of Bridgeport, I 
visited Christ's Church, South Pittsburg. At night, after Evens<mg by the Rec- 
tor, the Rev. Charles T. Wright, I preached, confirmed four candidates and ad- 
dressed them. While in South Pittsburg I received a telegram announcing the 
extreme illness of my grandson, who entered into his rest 6th of March. 

25th — Friday — Christmas Day. Two celebrations ot the Holy Communion 
were held in the Otey Memorial Church. The incumbent, Dr. A. A. Benton' 
celebrated at 7 o'clock, and at 11 o'clock a very excellent discourse on the Incar- 
natitm was delivered by the Rev. M. M. Bent<m, after which I celebrated the 
Holy Communion. 

27th — First Sunday after Christmas- I preached and celebrated the Blessed 
Sacrament in the Otey Memorial Church. 

January, 1892. 

Second Sunday after Christmas. At 7 a. M. I celebrated the Blessed Sacra- 
ment in Harrington Chapel, HojOfman Hall. At 11 o'clock I visited Holy Trinity 
Church, where I was assisted in the services by the Rev. P. A. Rodriguez. I 
preached, confirmed three candidates, and celebrated the Holy Communion. 

Sickness in my family oalled me back to Sewanee. 

9th — Accompanied by the Rev. Dr. Shonp, I visited the Mission at Harriman. 

First Sunday after Epiphany. The Rev. Dr. Shoup said the Litany. I 
preached, confirmed six candidates and addressed them. Feeling extremely un- 
well, I was confined to the house ft*r the remainder of the day. At night ser- 
vices were said by Dr. Shoup and Mr. Killhefier. In the afternoon I received a 
telegram announcing the death of Mr. Thomas J. Morris, of Tullahoma, with 
the urgent request of the family that I would officiate at the funeral on Monday. 
I rose at 4 in the morning, and lefl Harriman at 5 o'clock. Arriving at Chatta- 
nooga I found a special train provided to convey me to Tullahoma. After a 
brief service at the house, the funeral services were held in S. Barnabas Church. 
Arrived at Sewanee at 8 o'clock the same evening, and found several of my fam- 
ily still very ill. 

On the 6th of January I sent out a pastoral letter asking the Clergy of the Dio- 
cese to contribute more largely to the support of Missions in the Diocese of Ten- 
nessee. 

17th — Second Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preached in Otey Me- 
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tnorial Church and celebrattn] tbo Most CoinfortAbltt Sacrament. I was detaioed 
at home during the we«tk, in ccmsequence of the extreme and continued illnesd 
of my family. 

23r(l— Saturday. I vi.'^itod the Church of the Holy Trinity, Nashville. Though 
quite unequal to the trip, I went to Nashville for the ordination of Mr. Scully. 

I received intelligence of tlie death of the Rev. Thomas W. Humes, S.T.D. 
When such men pai^s away we know and (eel that the world is poorer, and our 
<u«rn»w is The Holy S«'rrow. 

** When good men cease to live, 
When brightening ere it die away, 
Mouut.<< up their*Altar flame. 
Still tending with iutenser ray, 
Til Heaven whence first it came. 
Say noi it dies, that glory, 
Tis caught, unquenched, on high« 
Tht>se saint>Iike brows so hoary 
Shull wear it in the sky. 
]So smile is like the smile of death, 
When all goiid musings oast 
Rise wafted u ith tbo parting breath, 
The sweetest thought the last." 

24th — Tbinl Sunday afler Bpiphany. At 11 o'clock in the morning, assisted 
by theRev. Primitivo Rodriguesc, and the Rev. John Polk, Deacon, 1 ordered 
Mr. J. L. Scully, Deaccm. I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion. 
Mr. Polk said the Litany, Mr. Rodrigues assisting in the Eucharistic service. 

Fourth Sunday after Bpiphany. I attended 11 (»'clock senice at Otey Memo- 
rial Church. The Rev. M. M. Benton read Morning Prayer and preached. I 
received intelligence of the death of Col. George W. Polk, of Ashwood — the last 
remaining brother of Bishop Polk. He was a man of very exalted character, 
tbonmghly devoted to the Church. He received the Blessed Sacrament just bo- 
fore his departure out of this life, and entered into his rest in the confidence of a 
certain hope. 

Fbbruabt. 

7th— Fifth Sunday after Epiphany. 1 visited Chnst's Church, Nashville. At 

II o'clock I preached and celebrated the Holy Eucharist. At night 1 confirmed 
a cla^ of fifteen and addressed them. The several members of my family, who 
for the past six weeks had been extremely ill, I decided to remove to Charles* 
ton. South Carolina, where we arrived on Wednesday, the 10th. 

Friday — 11th. I went out some thirty miles to " Wappaoolah,^' the residence 
of my friend, Frank Hey ward, Esq. 

Saturday. I visited "Goose Creek," — properly S. James' Parish Church, 
Goose Creek. The first Missionary was the Rev. Samuel Thomas, who arrived 
trom England in 1702. The present Church edifice was built in 1706. On the 
ground floor of the Church are twenty-five large, square pews— very suggestive 
of rest and repose in case a sermon was unduly long or dry. Above the east 
window are the Royal Arms of England, and at the west end, attached to the 
gallery, is a large hatchment bearing the arms of Ralph Izzard, Esq. On the 
wallft of the Church are many mural tablets, recording the lives of Saints de- 
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parted; and in the surroandingchnrch-yard are many interesting historical moI^ 
nments. 

14tb — Septoagesima Sunday. I read prayers, preached, and celebrated the 
Holy Sacrament, in Strawberry Chapel. This Chapel was bnilt in 1725, as s 
Chapel-of-ease to Biggin Parish, or S. John's^ Berkley. I read Morning Prayer, 
preached, and celebrated the Holy Communion. Most of those present received 
the Most Comfortable Sacrament. I was told there had not been a service io 
the Chapel for a year past. This Chapel, like '' Goose Creek " Church, has been 
entirely restored since the earthquake. 

15th — Monday. Returned to Charleston, and at 5 p. M. I baptiied two chil- 
dren of Dwight and Lillie S. Hughes, 

I visited Snmmerville, accompanied by the Rector of S. Paul's Parish, the 
Rev. James G. Glass — a ''Sowanee boy.'' In the morning I preached in S. 
Paul's Church. There was no evening service. 

Returned to Charleston on Monday, and left the same evening, aeootnpanied 
by Prof. Wiggins, for Atlanta, Ga., to be present at the oonaecration of the 
Bishop-elect of that Diocese — the Rev. Cleland Kinlooh Nelson. The oonaecra- 
tion services were held in S. Luke's Cathedral, Atlanta, Ga., on the Feast of S. 
Matthias, Wednesday, Pebmary 24th, 1892. The Commisnon appointed by the 
presiding Bishop were : the Bishops of Tennessee, South Carolina and North 
Carolina— the Bishop of Tennessee being the consecrator. The preacher was the 
Rt. Rev. Nelson Snmmerville Rulison, D.D. The Presenters were : The Rt. 
Rev. C. Whitehead, D.D., and the Rt. Rev. Leighton Coleman, S.T.D., LL.D. 
Other Bishops present were: Bishops Jackson, of Alabama, and Watson, of East 
Carolina. 

28th— Quinqnagesima Sunday. In the morning I preached in S. Ann's Church, 
Nashville. In the aftemo<m I confirmed one person in the Church of the Ad- 
vent, and at night I attended the closing of the Rev. Dr. Color's " Mission " in 
the Advent. 

March. 

2nd — Ash- Wednesday. In the morning I said the Litany, preached, and cele- 
brated the Blessed Sacrament, at S. Mary Magdalene's Church, Fayetteville. 

6th — First Sunday in Lent In the morning I visited S. Ann's Church, Nash- 
ville. I preached, and confirmed ten candidates presented by the Rector, Rev. 
T. F. Martin. 

7th — ^Monday. I attended the funeral of my grandson, in Otey Memorial 
Church, the Rev. F. A. Shoup, D.D., officiating. " These are they which follow 
the Lamb whithersoever He goeth, and in their mouth was found no guile, for 
they are without fault before the throne of God." 

The f\ineral of Mrs. John Kirkman took place to-day in Nashville. She had 
long been an invalid. Her life was very beautiful and saintly, and, while in 
health, she was most active in Church work. She was a life- long member of 
Christ's Church. 

13th — Second Sunday in Lent At 9 o'clock in the morning, in Harrington 
Chapel, Nashville, I admitted to the Order of Deacons, George Wlklter Honesty 
and Henry Alexander Hartley. Both of them came to the Church from the 
Methodists. I preached the Ordination sermon, from the text : " These men are 
the servants of the Most High God." At night, after service by the Rev. A. A. 
Benton and the Rev. M. 0. Smith, I preached at S. Peter's Church. 
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15th — Tnesdav. YUited S. Barnabas' Charch, Tallahoma. At night I 
preached, and confirmed three candidates presented by the Rev. Dr. Howard. 

16th — Wednesda}'. I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in S. Barnabas' 
Cbnroh, at 6:30 a. m. 

17th — Thnrsday. I attended the opening serrices of the Lent Term of the Uni 
rersity of the South. Dr. Ckiiior said the service at H o'clock. Addresses wBre 
made by Dr. Gailor and myself The weather was most inclement The weather 
bnreao reported the snow at Nashville had reached a depth of seventeen inches 
on the level. The fall at Sewanee was not so great '' ye ice and snow, bless 
ye the Lord, praise Him and magnify Him forever." 

I9th — Saturday. I transferred D wight S. Marfield, Deacon, to the jurisdiction 
of Ohio. Transferred the Rev. Isaac N. Marks, Priest, to the jurisdiction of 
Milwaukee. Transferred the Rev. William 6. Wells, Priest, to the jurisdiction 
of 8«»nthem Ohio,-'aii^ so tkeif move on. 

20th — Third Snnday in Lent. I had intended going on a visitation, but a snow 
storm prevented. I assisted at the morning service at S. Augustine's Chapel. 
Sewanee. 

23rd — Wednesdav. I visited S. Lnke's, Cleveland. In the morning I preached 
^nd celebrated the Holy Communion. At night I preached and confirmed two 
candidates. 

25th — Friday — Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin Hary. I visited the Mis- 
sion at Athens, accompanied by the Rev. J. H. Blacklock. Though the night 
was stormy and inclement, there was a fair congregation, many men being pres- 
ent Mr. Blacklock said Evensong and I preached. 

27th — Fourth Snnday in Lent. I visited the Mission at Winchester. In the 
morning I baptised Mi. Arthur Marks and his infant son ; preached, celebrated 
Holy Communion, and confirmed two candidates. 

ApriIi. 

3rd. I visited the Parish at Spring Hill, where, in the morning, I preached, 
confirmed three candidates, and administered the Holy Communion. At night 
services were said, as in the morning, by the Rev. C. M. Gray, and I preached. 

Monday. S. Paul's, Franklin. Morning and Evening Prayer were said by 
the Rector, Rev. C. M. Gray, and I preached at both services. 

6ch — Wednesday. I attended a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Co* 
lumbia Female Institute) and was elected President of the Board-^the office 
having been made raoant hy the death of Colonel George Polk. 

8th — Friday. Accompanied by the Rev. R. E. Metcalf, I visited the Parish 
of the Church of the Messiah, at Pulaski. Evening Prayer was said by Mr. Met 
calf, and I preached. 

Saturday morning I celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted by Mr. Met- 
calfe. The Rev. Vardry MoBee had Jnst resigned the Rectorship of the Parish 
and removed to Texas. 

10th — Palm Sunbay. I visited S. Peter's Church, Columbia, in the morning, 
and in the afternoon the colored Mission. I preached on both occasions. At S. 
Peter's Church, in the morning, I confirmed eleven candidates. In the after* 
noon I preached to the colored con^egation and confirmecl ten candidates. On 
both occasions I addressed the candidates. 

14th— Thursday in Holy Week. At night I preached in Holy Trinity Church, 
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Nashville, and confirmed fifteen candidates presented by the Ror. M. ('abell 
Martin. 

rith — Good Friday. I officiated in S. Ann's Church, Nasbville, and preached 
on the Incarnation. 

Easter Even. I preached in S. Peter's Chnrch, Nasbrillc, Evening Prayer be- 
ing said by the Rev. Bartitw B. Ramaj^e, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Ma^-tin. 

17th — Easter Day. In the morning I visited the Chnrch of the Advent, Nash- 
ville, preached, confirmed candidates, and celebrated the Holy Omtmnnion. 

The music was exceptionally fine, and I greatly enjoyed the service. 

At night I officiated in Christ's Chnrch. Evening Prayer was sud by the 
Rector, assisted by Mr. Rodriguez. I preached, confirmed twenty seven candi- 
dates and addressed them. 

20th — Wednesday. I visited Trinity Church, Clarksville. The Convocation 
of Nashville was in session ; and on Tbnrsday ra<irning I preached at II o'clock. 
At 7 p. M. I united in the bonds of H<ily Matrimony, in Trinity Church, Lucy 
Clark and Edward Munford. The Rev. Dr. Pettis assisted at the betrothal. At 
8 p. M. I preached, confirmed a class of — candidates and addressed them. 

24th — Low Sunday. In the morning I visited Calvary Church, Memphis, 
preached, confirmed a class of thirty-one, and delivered an address. At 4 p. n. 
I visited S. Marj^'s Cathedral. Evensong was sung by the Dean. I delivered a 
brief address and confirmed a class of Jif teen (t). Immediately after a service at 
the Cathedral I confirmed two additional candidates in the Chapel of the Sis- 
ters of S. Mary. At night I, officiated at Grace Church, Rev. Geo. Patterson, 
Rector. Evensong was said by Dr. Patterson. I preached, confirmed twenty- 
seven candidates, and delivered an address. 

25th — Monday — S. Mark's Day. Reached Somerville in the evening, and at 
night I preached in S. Mark's Church and confirmed eight candidates, five of the 
number being men. 

26th — Tuesday. At 9 in the morning I made an address and celebrated the 
Blessed Eucharist. Leaving Somerville, accompanied by Col. Gallaway, I drove 
eighteen miles to Mason, and at 3 p. m. I preached in S. Paul's Church, con. 
firmed fifteen candidates presented by the Rev. George Honesty, M.D., Deacon- 
in-charge. Dr. Honesty deserves very great credit for his work at Mason. He 
has built a comely Church on the ground of the old S. Paul's, which was de- 
stroyed by fire. He has won back to their allegiance to the Church many who 
had strayed into strange pastures. The Chnrch life in the congregation is of 
much higher and better type than has ever existed in the Parish. At 4 p. m. I 
left Mason on my return to Somerville, where I arrived just in time for Evening 
Prayer. The Rector, Mr. McGlohon, said the service, and I preached. 

27th — Wednesday. I celebrated the Holy Communion at S. Thomas' Chnrch, 
Somerville, and made an address. At 2 p. m. I baptized Margaret Montreville 
infant daughter of Frederick and Eva Juny.

I celebrated the Holy Communion in S. Andrew's Chnrch, Col- 
lierville, assisted by Mr. McGlohon, and made an address on ''The Parish and 
Parish Work." Taking the ti^n at 11 o'clock, Mr. McGlohon and myself pro* 
oeeded to LaGrange. Evening Prayer was said by Mr. McGlohon. I preached

and eonfinned three candidates. Immediately after the service I proceeded to 
the boQse of Dr. Dake WilliaroR, whom I confirmed.

Sanday — SS. Philip and James' Day. lu the morning I visited the Church of 
the Good Shepherd. Evening service was said by the Rev. Howard Dnnibeli. 
I preached, confirmed a class of fifteen and addressed them. At 4 p. m. I read 
Evening Prayer and preached, at the Missiim of S. Andrew in Sontb Memphis. 
At night I visited the congregation of Inmianuel Charch. The service wa^ ex- 
cellently well snng by Dr. Bonesty and a surplioed choir. 

I reached Knoxville on Friday, the 6th, and <m the third Sunday afler Easter 
Morning Prayer was said by the Rector f»f S. Johu*8, in the Opera House, and I 
preached. The congregation are erecting a very beantifal Cbnrch on the site of 
the old S. John's. It is rapidly nearing completion, and, when finished, will be 
one of the most beabtifnl Chorches in any of oar Dioceses. The stone of which 
it is bnilt is a very beantifnl variety of Georgia marble. Dr. Ringgold bad a 
large class for confirmation, bnt it was decided best not to present them until 
the new Church was completed. At night Evening Prayer was said in the 
Church of the Epiphany. Service was said by the Rector, Dr. Graham, assisted 
by Dr. Ringgold. I preached, and confirmed three candidates. 

9th— Monday. I visited S. Luke's Parish, Cleveland, where the Rector, the 
Reverend Joseph Blacklock, is doing a thoroughly 'g<»od work. I preached, 
confirmed a class of six yonng men and addressed them. And this rounds out 
the record of my official acts for the Conventional year. 

It baa been a year of very considerable trial to me. What, with sickness in 
my fiunily, and my own individnal ill healthy^I have been unable to make as com- 
plete a visitation as I should have wished. And this brings me to speak of the 
work which must come before this Convention. 

It will be remembered that at the Convention of 1890 I proposed the election 
of an Assistant Bishop. Bnt the Committee appointed by the Convention 
brought in a report recommending, nnanimtmsly. the erection of a new Diocese 
—"The Diocese of Memphis/' or, " West Tennessee." 

This matter is to be brought before this Convention for discussion. 

There are two distinct questions involved . 

(1.) Is the division of the Diocese of Tennessee into two or more juritidictions 
desirable t 

(2.) Is such division practicable at this time t 

It will be remembered that at the Convention in Clarksville, in Mi^, 1883, the 
following resolution was adopted : 

Hesolvedy " That the division of the Diocese is both desirable and practicable 
snd the consent of the Convention is hereby given thereto." 

This resolntion carried almost unanimously. 

Indeed, at the Convention in 1865, when I was elected Bishop, it was 

Betolved, " That in the opinion of this Convention, now seems to be the time 
to lay the foundation for this growth of the city of our God, to-wit : The erection 
of three Jurisdictions within the bounds of the present Diocese — ^the Diocese of 
Knoxville for Bast Tennessee, Nashville for Middle, and Memphis for Western/' 

We may, therefore, I suppose, take it for grsnted that for the last twenty-six 
years the Diocese, as a Diocese, has been in favor of such division, and I thfnft 
there can be no two opinions as to the desirability of such division whera it is 
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practicable ; bat (2) there is another quo^tioD which mnnt materiallj affect my 
portion before this ConveDtion, and that is whether we shall be farthering the 
be^t inl^rents of the Charcb by urging a plan which is not entirelj' practicable, 
and by losing the opportunity of doing something which may not be what many 
members of the Convention desire, but which will nndoabtedly relieve oor pres- 
ent needn. 

Is division entirely practicable at this time ? 

Let me a.<«k yoa two quest ions : 

Do you think that the erection of West Tennessee into a separate Diocese will 
be permitted under the provisions of Art. Y. of the Constitution of the Church in 
the United States T That Article provides that the new Diocese cannot be con- 
stituted if '* it shall contain less than six Parishes, or less than six Presbyters 
who have been /of* at least one year canonically resident within the bounds of 
such new Diocese. According to the Clergy list of the Convention of 1891 there 
are but five Clergymen who meet this requirement in West Tennessee. 

Secondly : Will the General C«>uvention set apart East Tennessee as a Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, as is suggested in this report? Florida has passed a resiilu- 
tion asking the General Covention to set apart S(»uthem Florida as a Missionary 
Jarisdiction, and that Diocese is going before the Convention with a petition, al- 
though the Clergy of Florida, who have a better case than we would have, ad- 
mit that they are not very hopeful of success. 

Ought this Convention to commit itself to this pctlicy, and thus run the risk of 
further delay in obtaining the relief that is so urgent? 

God knows that in this matter I seek only the good (»f the Church. I think 
not and care not for my own comfort, or dignity, (»r convenience. I am not 
responsible for the fact that age has^ome upon me— that I lack but two years of 
my three-score and-ten, and that I cannot work as I once worked. What we 
need is further Episcopal supervisitm. How shall we get it f Shall we insist on 
division for weal or woe, rule or ruin f Or, is there any other way T We could 
at once get an Assistant Bishop ; and no man, with the history of the Church be* 
fore him, can say that the idea of a coadjutor Bishop is either unprimitive or un- 
catholic. 

I lay the case before this C(»nvention, and ask relief of some kind. 

I desire to call your attention to Canon YI., Title 3, SecUoA 3, of the General 
Convention, which provides that ** whenever one Diocese is about to be divided 
into two Dioceses, the Convention of such Diocese shall declare which portion 
thereof is to be the new Dioc^e, and shall make the same known to the General 
Convention before the ratification of such division.'' 

It ought, therefore, to be thoroughly known what plan is proposed for the Di- 
vision of the present Diocese. Up to the present time the counties west of the 
Tennessee river have been claimed as a sufficient jurisdiction for a new Bishop. 
If it is proposed to out off any considerable portion of what is known as "Middle 
Tennessee," it must be distinctly understood by this Convention ; and I am not 
at this moment prepared to say that I should not feel bound, in my place in the 
House of Bishops, to use whatever influence, personal or canonical, I may have, 
to prevent what I now think would be most injudicious legislation. 

I shall not take part in the discussion, but trust to the good sense of the Cler- 
gy and Laity, that they will not let enthusiasm for an idea run away with their 
practical wisdom. 

Should the Convention decline to regard division as practicable at this time, I 
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isball urge them moBt earDesUy not tc> postpone aoiioo, but to elect an Assistant 
Bishop, subject to tbe approval of the General Coovention. 

It is not my fao!t, and certainly cot the faalt of tbe Commiftsioner, that a saf- 
£cient endowment has not been raised ; and oar daty to the best interests of tbe 
Chorcb caun4it be changed by the '' feeling of disapp<»intment that tbe Conven- 
tion has gone back on its own action/' nor by the irreligion of those who, having 
^ven to the Lord, want to take back their gifts because their efforts were not 
crowned by that particular form of sncoess which tbey anticipated most sin- 
cerely. 

THE TBBARUBBR OF THE DIOCESE. 

I wish again to acknowledge my obligations to the Treasurer of the Diocoso 
for his uniform attention to my personal wants, and to the needs of my house, 
hold. Since Mr. Dobb has filled this office, the financial affairs of the Diocese 
have received the most careful attention. At very considerable trouble to him- 
self, and great inconvenience, he has been most helpful to the Bishop, and has 
done t-he utmost in his power to serve the Dioce<e. I am not merely thankful 
to him, but am most grateful. " All hard work is not manual,'' says Dr. Barrow 
in his sermon on '' The calling of a gentleman." ** There are other instruments 
of action beside the plow, the spade, the hammer, the shuttle, nor doth every 
work produce sweat, and visible tiring of tbe body. The head may work hard 
in contrivance of designs; the tongue may be very active in dispensing advice, 
persuasion, comfort, and edification in virtue ; a man may bestir himself in going 
abont to do good; these are the works employing the cleanly industry of a gen- 
tleman.'' And when these works are undertaken for God, and the advancement 
of Chfist's Kingdom, they surely bring a bles-oing. 

On motion of the Rev. W. M. Pettis, D.!)., it was 

Resolted (4), That Committees be appointed to draw up resolutions upon the 
deaths of the Bishops of Louisiana, Ohio and China, and of the Revs. Thos. W. 
Humes, S.T.D., and C. D. Flagler. 

The Chair appointed the Bevs. W. M. Pettis, D.D., J. H. 
Blacklock, C. T. Wright, and Messrs. J. W. Scales, and J. 
D. Aydelott ; and the Bevs. Geo. Beckett, D.D., Samuel 
Binggold, D.D., B. E. Metcalf, and Messrs. A. Y. Smith 
and CJol. C. Dancy, upon the two Committees respectively. 

On motion of the Bev. W.,M. Pettis, D.D., the reading of 
the report on the division of the Diocese was called for. 

The Bev. W. C. Gray, D.D., read 

Report op Committbb on Division of the Diocbbb. 

Your Committee, appointed at the Diocesan Convention of 1891 to prepare and 
present a 9€heine fox dividing the Diocese of Tennessee into two or more Dio> 
oesea, respectfully report that they consider the demand for as many as three 
Dioceses as of great importance. But, inasmuch as the fund for the endowment 
of the Episcopate has not, as yet, reached such proportions as will be likely to 
secure the consent of the General Convention to the erection of more than on^ 
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new Diocese in Tennessee, at this time. We rectimmend for the actirni of the 
Conveotioo the following oonnie : 

Ist. Take all steps necessary for secaring the oouKent of the Oeneral Conren- 
tioD, in October next, to the erection of that part of the State known as West 
Tennessee into a new Diocese. In this p<»rtiou of the State, bounded on the 
west by the Mississippi river, and almost entirely on the east by the Tennessee 
river, are the following twenty-one counties : Benton, Carn>ll, Chester, Crockett, 
Decatar, Dyer, Fayette, Gibson, Henderson, Hardin, Hardeman, Haywood, 
Henry, Lake, Lauderdale, Madison, McXairy, Obion, Shelby, Tipton and Weak- 
ley — a little more than 10,000 sqnare miles. 

2nd. In order to secure additiimal Episcopal supervision in the remainder of 
the State, and for the immediate relief of our anxious and over-burdened Di(»ce- 
sau, now in the 27th year of his Episcopate, we recommend that an Assistant 
Bishop be elected for the Middle and Eastern portions of the State. 

Middle Tennessee includes the Mlowing forty-one counties: Bedford, Canmm, 
Clay, Cheatham, Coffee, Cumberland, Davidson, Dickson, DeKalb, Fentress, 
Franklin, Giles, Grundy, Hickman, Humphreys, Houston, Jackson, Lawrence, 
Lewie, Lincoln, Macon, Marshall, Maury, Montgomery/ Moore, Overton, Put- 
nam, Perry, Pickett, Robertson, Rutherford, Smith, Stewart, Sumner, Trous- 
dale, YanBuren, Warren, Wayne, White, Williamsim and Wilson — about 18,000 
square miles. * 

East Tennessee includes the following thirty-four counties: Anderson, Bled- 
soe, Blount, Bradley, Campbell, Carter, Claiborne, Cocke, Granger, Greene, 
Hamlin, Hamilton, Hancock, Hawkins, James, Jefferson, Johnson, Knox, Lou- 
don, MoMinn, Marion, Meigs, Moftroe, Morgan, Polk, Rhea, Roane, Sco^t, Se- 
vier, Sequatchie, Sullivan, Unico, Union, and Washigton — more than 13,000 
square miles. 

Making a total, for Middle and East Tennessee, of seventy-five counties and 
thirty-one thousand square miles, 

3rd. The Provincial System is sure to prevail in the Church in the United 
States, and Tennessee will be a Province containing several Dioceses. Let us 
not divide with the idea of separation, but preserving a bond of union ; not 
breaking up the close relation between the different parts of our bel(»ved State, 
but multiplying Dioceses or Sees in the Province of Tennessee for the more ef- 
fective working of this part of the Lord's vineyard. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

SECOND DAT. 

Thursday, May 19th, 1892. 

Morning Prayer was said at 9 a. m. by the Bishop. 

At 9:30 A. M. the Convention was called to order by the 
Uev. P. A. Shoup, D.D., in the Chair. The roll was called 
by the Secretary, and the minutes of yesterday's procee<l- 
iugs were read and approved. 

Mr. Leon Trousdale, of the Church of the Advent, Nash- 
ville, appeared and took his seat. 

The Eev. T. F. Martin read 

Kbtort op thb Standing Gommittbb. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Tennessee respectfally submit the 
ft'liowing report : 

Jalj 1, 1891. — ICembers-elect met and organiied by the election of the Rev. 
T. F. Martin, President, and Wm. F. Orr, Secretary. At this meeting consent 
was given to the consecration of the Rev. Isaac L. Nicholson, S.T.D., of S. 
Mark's Church, Philadelphia, as Bishop of the Diocese of Milwaukee. 

Sept. 10, 1801. — Recommended Mr. Daniel Troy Beatty to receive Deacon's 
Orders. Elected Mr. Duke R. Johnson as one of the Trustees of the Episcopate 
Bodowment Fund, in place of Mr. W. A. Goodwyn, who declined to accept the 
poMtion, to which he bad been appointed by the Diosesan Convention. 

Action upon the papers submitted by the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Georgia, with reference to the translation of Bishop Ethelbert Talbot from 
Wyoming and Idaho to Georgia, was, on motion, postponed. 

Sept. 2S, 1801. — The application of Mr. Irenaeus Trout for dispensation from 
the study of the learned languages received, and, on motion, was not approved. 

Nov. 2, 1891. — ^Ivin S. Taylor's application was again considered, and he was 
recommended to the Bishop for immediate ordination as Deacon only. 

Nov. 9, 1801. — The papers of the Rev. Henry Alexander Satnmin Hartley 
were laid before the Committee, and, on motion, action was deferred until the 
Bi«ihop could be consulted with reference to them. 

The recommendation of Elvin S. Taylor for Deacon's Orders only was signed 
by the members present, and transmitted to the Bishop. 

Nov. 24, 1801. — The papers of the Rev. Henry Alexander Satumin Hartley, 
late of the Methodists in Canada, were again presented in due form, and he was 
recommended for entrance on a course of study for the Holy Ministry. 

Mr. Irenieus Trout was also recommended as a suitable person to enter on a 
course of preparation for Holy Orders. 
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Deo. 4, 1891. — Mr. Alexander C. Killheffer was recommended for Deacou'6 Or- 
ders. 

Dec. 28, 1891. — Consent was given t<» the conKecration of Rev. Cleland Kin- 
loch Nelson, D.D.. as Bishop ol the Diocese of Georgia. 

Jannarj 13th, 1892. — Con^eut was given to the Diocese of ^ringfieUl to elect 
an Assistant Bishop, under the provisicms of Tanon XVI., (Tine I.,) Section V., 
p. 61 ot Digest. 

January 18, 1892. — Mr. John L. Scully, recently of Canada, wa.s recommended 
to the Bish<»p for ordination to the Deaconate. 

Feb. 29, 1892. — Mr. Engene A. Johnson was recommended as a fit permm to 
enter on a course of preparation for the Holy Ministry. 

The Bishop of the Diocese'was present at this meeting, and laid before the 
Committee the deplorable financial condition of the Diocese, bnd asked that they 
take such steps to remedy it as they might see fit. Action was deferred until 
the Treasurer of the Diocese could inform the Committee further as t<i the c<»ndi- 
tiou olalSairs. 

March 14th, 1892. — A resolution was passed requesting the Finance Committee 
to send to all the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese a statement of the pre^- 
ent distressing financial condition, and urge them to make some immediate ef- 
fort for the relief (»f the Bishop and the Diocese. 

May 9th, 1892. — Papers of the Rev. Daniel T. Beatty were favorably consid- 
ered, and unanimous consent given to his ordination to the Priesthood. 

May 13th, 1892 — Unanimous consent was given to the admission of Rev. B. 
B. Ramage, Deacon, to the Sacred Order of Priests. 

May 16th, 1892.— -Unanimous consent was given to the admission of Rev. J. 
L. Scully, Deaccm, to the Sacred Order of Priests. 

Wm. P. Orr, Secretary. T. F. Martin, President, 

On motioii of the Kev. Thos. P. Gailor, S.T-D., it was 

Resolved (5J, That the Revs. Peter 6. Sears and F. A. De Rosset be invited 
to seats in the Convention. 

Applications were read from Grace Meuiorial Church, 
Chattanooga, and the Mission at Johnson City, to be ad- 
mitted as Parishes in union with the Convention. An ap- 
plication was also read from Christ's Church, Eugby, to be 
dropped from the roll of Parishes. 

The applications were, on motion, referred to the Com- 
mittee on New Parishes. 

The Eev. W. C. Gray, D.D., read 

Report of thb Commissioner of Episcopal Endowment. 

To the Bight Rev. the Bishop of Tennessee j and the Clerical and Lay Repre- 
sentatives of the Diocese, in Convention assembled : 

I respectfully submit my second report, as agent ior the endowment of the 
Episcopate in Tennessee, preparatory to the division of the Diocese. 
Upon accepting the invitation of the Convention to continue the work for 
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aflother year, Ihe first matter in hand was to prepare for transferring the funds 
collected to the castodr of the Trustees of the fund appointed by the Convention. 
Mesitris. Simmons and Orr accepted the trust conveyed to them by the Conveu 
tinn, promptly. When Mr. Goodwyn was seen he was on the eve of leaving 
for Canada, where he intended to spend the summer ; and. as he was not 
willing to accept the trust, unconditionally, it was necessary to wait and have the 
matter farther considered by correspondence. This correspondence I need not 
detail, an Mr. 6o<»dwyn has requested that the Standing Committee shall lay the 
correspondence before this C<mvention. 

Suffice to say that in every step I wan careful to bare the alvicu tiiii approval 
of the Bon. H. H. Lnrton, one of the Chief Justices of the State. 

Mr. GiMidwyn finally offered his resiguation, when it was discovered that a ma- 
jority of the Standing Committee were absont from the city for the summer, and 
Mr. Go«»dwyn's place could not be supplied in the way provided by the Conven- 
tion until their return in the Fall. 

In the meantime your agent was worried and perplexed in this time of great 
financial distress, to properly take care of the monies already received, and the 
^ains coming in fnmi time to time, as notes were tailing due and being paid. 

Finally, Mr. Buke R. Jolmson was elected by the Standing Committee. The 
Trustees orgauiied, and by November 4th a transfer was effected of the funds 
then on hand. (See itemised statement at the close of this report.) 

My hope for continued success in the second yearns efforts l(»oked to three 
sonrces of supply. 

Ut. There still remained a few congregations and scattered neighborhoods of 
Church families as yet nnvisited by me. 

2ad. There still remained, as I believed, a considerable amount of gleaning 
to be done by another visit to the places already canvassed, but not so thorough- 
ly as desired. 

Brd. I felt confident that the success attained, when known, would inspire 
men of means, in all parts of the State, to give larger sums to the fund, making 
it a complete success. 

I intended to pursue the same course as before, going first over Middle, then 
West, and finally, in the Spring, over East Tennessee. 

I knew the times were bad. I knew financial conditions were not improving. 
I knew that people were feeling depressed and disheartened everywhere, but I 
determined to go on as bravely as I conld, hoping almost against hope, t went 
fur the second time over a considerable portion of Middle Tennessee. 

I never witnessed a sadder state of things. People scarcely knew how they 
were to live. They had no spirit nor ability to subscribe to anything. Every 
nsit had a depressing effect upon myself, and the contrast between the gloom 
now, and the cheer and encoarageinent of the former visit, was painful in the 
extreme. My efforts to increase the fnnd were almost futile. 

I decided upon December, the latter part, for my visit to TVest Tennessee, and 
resolved that if conditions were no better there I would give np the effort,, not 
go to Bast Tennessee at all, and content myself as best I could, with trying to 
secure one new Diocese instead of two. 

Upon arriving in Memphis I fonnd the financial atmosphere more gloomy 
than ever. Cotton was selling for a less price than would pay for the raising of 
it, and its depression depressed everything else. All the friends I mot, many o^ 
whom had themselves already subscribed liberally, advised against my attempt- 
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ing to make any canvass in the city at all. They said, emphatically, tbat sacb 
an effort would disparage, and not at all benefit, the oaase. 

I listened to their advice, and desisted. I came back to Nashville, let my 
Assistant Minister go, so as to stop expenses, and to enable me, at once, to 
pnt an period to my own salary as agent of the Endowment Fand. 

My own Parish had greatly suffered and run down, my people had become 
greatly disheartened and depressed by my being away from them so much, and, 
seeing I conld hope to aceomplitth nothing lor the Episcopal Fond, 1 threw 
myself once more, with all my might, into my Parish work, to save it Imm 
further decline and loss. 

I cannot express in my report all the care, and anxiety I have had, in tryinis t<> 
do faithfnl work for the Chnrch in the whole Diocese, without letting m}: own 
flock nndnly suffer — all the correspondence required, the explanations demanded, 
and other things incident to such an undertaking — ^but I can say that I have en. 
deavored to do it conscienciously and In the fear of God.

Your Committee respectfully reports the active and vigorous condition of all 
the Church Schools in the Diocese. 

THE UNIVERSITY OF THE SOUTH. 

The University of the South, under the Rev. Thos. P. Gailor, S.T.D., the 
Vice-Chancel lor, is beginning to develop its Departments according to the origi- 
nal plan of the inBtitntion, and to extend its courses of study in Post-graduate 
schools. A Medical School, under Dr. H. W. Blanc, B. S., the Dean, was organ- 
ized on April 10th, 1892, with a Faculty of oix Professors, and is meeting with 
decided success. In this matter, as in the work of previous years, the University 
is trying to set up an honest and high standard of medical education, and t ) 
maintain, in this Department, her old reputation, of which, a distinguished edu- 
cator recently said, that " the University of the South has done more to raise the 
standard of academic degrees in the South than any other Univen^ity, except 
perhaps, the Univernity of Virginia." 

In recognition of the resolutions of the Bankers' Association at ^elma, Ala. 
Imma, last y^ar, and for the benefit of young men who do not desire to take 
literary or scientific degrees, the University has established a course oi instruc- 
tion on broad lines, which is called the ** Course in Finance and Economy.'* 
This includes a stndy of B<M)k-keeping, Commercial Law, Commercial Geography, 
English Literature and History, the History, Theory and Practice of Banking, 
History of Finance, Politital Science and Economy, with practical instruction 
in Stenography and Type-writing. It is under the immediate charge of an in- 
}>truct(»r of ability and experience, and has already met with remarkable encour- 
agement, about thirty students being in attendance. 

The Theological Department, under Rev. Telfair Hodson, D.D.,LL.D., Deao, 
is doing gf>od work ; but it is found impossible to care for the young men who are 
applying ffom varions Di<»cese8for admission, but who have no moans of support. 
If Theological scholarships were provided for each Diocese in the South, to for- 
Dish board, etc., for students, the Theological Department would be crowded. 
As it is, besides about twenty regular students in Theology, St. Luke's Hall is 
full of men who are either candidates or postulants for the Holy Ministry. The 
Professors in the Theological Department are supported by the ofiferings of the 
Dioceses of the South.

The Universitj rbgister shows, this year, in spite of the financial depreasion in 
the Soath, a large increase of students, and it is thought that the number will 
reach, at least 350 for the year. The average age of the students, now in attend- 
ance, is lS-1 years, showing that the institntion is developing on real Univer- 
sity lines. 

A Law School, it is hoped, will be organised before the close of the year, and 
this will complete the number of higher professional schools, and place the 
University firmly upon her proper plane before our people. This report would 
not be adequate without a mention of the fact that during the past eighteen 
months three works, of decided scholarship and importance, have been put out 
by Profe&sors of the University, each of which has attracted wide attention for 
its learning and ability. 

FAIRMOUKT SCHOOL, MOKTBAOLB. 

This school is under the control of Mr. Henry ESaster, under whose business 
management many material improvements have been made. Mrs. G. W, Spruille, 
well known in this State and others, is at the head of the educational de 
partment, and has brought the internal administration up to the highest point o^ 
efficiency. Fairmount is limited in numbers, and offers exceptional advantages 
in the way of Individual personal attention to pupils, and a summer session is 
the most perfect of climates, with winter vacation in Southern homes. 

THK COLUIIBIA FBMALB IKSTTTUTB.— RBV. GBO. BBCKBTT, 8.T.D., RBOTOR. 

The Faculty is complete and unsurpassed in fidelity and labor, and the work of 
the pupils has never been more satisfactory. TVe are anxious that all the firiends 
of the Church should regard this school more particularly as their own. It was 
founded in the prayers and efforts of two of our noblest Bishops, and although 
its career has been varied, and in former years, sometimes discouraging, we thank 
God that it has outgrown the days of its weakness, and is now thoroughly pre- 
pared to do a great work for the education of our daughters on Christian princi- 
ples. No school in the South can surpass it in its apparatus and means for 
illustrating every Department of a fhll collegiate course. Thd museum is con- 
stantly adding to its already vast and valuable collection, and we solicit from 
the friends of education and of the Church, whatever specimens in art or science 
may be thought valuable for instruction. We would remind our friends that the 
Institute buildings, museum, etc., are not private property, but are owned by 
the Church. 

HOFFMAN HALL. 

Hoffman Hall, Rev. C. B. Perry, Archdeacon, has had upon its roll, this year, 
nine students, five of them in the Theological Department, and four in the Col- 
legiate Department These last attend Fisk University. In the Chapel of the 
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fiintltvtioii, HArri::ft<>n Chapel, oa the 8eo«»nd Sanday in Lent, two o( Ha sta- 
dents were ordained, both oomiiig to as fn»m the Methodi8t8, Rev. Geo. W. 
fioneety, formerlj a phyttdan and pnblie sehital teacher, and the Rev. Henry 
fiartly, D.D., fi»nner Secretary of the Nova Scotia Conference o( the African 
MetbudMt. Rev. M. 0. Smitn i« Principal of the Hall. 

IT. mark's school. 

A lM>ardinf and day school for b(»y8 and young men has been opened at Mem- 
phis, under the Rev. Dr. Honesty and his wife, both experienced and efficient 
teachers. There are five boarders and seven day pupils in attendance. The 
school is specially intended to meet the wants of the steadily increasing number 
of yoong colored men mho desire to be fitted to enter college. It aliio thus 
acta as a Preparatory Department for Hoffman Hall. By consent of the Trus- 
tees and with the interested approbation of the sops of the original donor t»f the 
property, the school occnpies the long nnnsed Canfield Memorial, which, by the 
personal labors and vigorous effitrts oi Dr. Honesty, has been, to a great extent, 
repaired and improved. It is believed that when this school becomes well- 
known and established it will exercise great influence am(»ng the colored peo- 
ple. 

A Day School has been maintained at St. Cyprians, Gallatin, with Mins 
Warren, teacher, a colored oommunioant of our Church, and greatly aided by 
the gratuitous laborers of Mrs. Tan Deerlin. About twenty -five scholars attend, 

A Parochial Day School has also been maintained in the school-rooms of Im- 
mannel Church, Memphis, Mrs. Williamson, teacher. Thirty scholars attend. 

Thniugh a genenms gift, sent through the Rev. M. Sargent, by a lady in the 
North, a school-house has been built in Tipton County, next to St 
Stephen's Church. Dr. Alston's last report mentioned that this was not yet 
sufficiently completed to begin the school, more means being needed for seats, 
stoven, and the like. 

* 8T. JAMBS' HALL, BOLIVAR. 

This School, in charge of the Misses Mason, has fifty -four day pupils and one 
boarding pupil. There has been a loss of patronage from removal to other towns 
and death of two day pupils, bat no loss by reason of dissatisfaction. Boarding 
pnpils woald be numeroas bat for the late resumption of work last Fall, when 
parents had already made contracts. 

There are six teachers employed, and nine branches taught, besides the usual 
Snglish coorsos. 

The school has been well advertised, and by pernonal canvass made known in 

some new places, and it is believed that this will bear good fruit in increased 

patronage next year

The Kev. W. 0. Gray, D.D., read 

Report op the Cohmittbr ok Cokstitution akd Cakoks. 

We, the Special Committee appointed to revise the C<mstitation and Canons of 
the Chnrch in thi^ DiocebC reyiH'CtfuIiy rec<»uimend the following amendments to 
the Constitution and Canons, viz: 

CONSTITUTION. 

(1.) Make two sections out of Article 3. In the second line, after the word 
"last" insert •' regular,'' s<» that it will read: ''The last regnlar preceding," dc. 

After the words "place apptiinted" add the clause, ''due notice being given 
through the iSecretary of the Diocese." The first Section of the Article to end 
with the above words. In lieu of the remainder of the Article the following to 
constitute the 2nd Section of the same : 

•iWD Section. Special meetings of the Convention, when necesKarr, maj be 
called bj the Bishop ; or, in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, from sickness, absence, or other cause, by the Standing 
Committee. At least thirty days' notice shall be given of the time and place of 
such meeting to all the Clergy entitled to seats, and to all the PariHhes and Mis- 
sions entitled to representation. No other business shall be transacted than 
that for which such Convention was called. 

(2.) In Article 4, second line, erase the word " Ministers" and substitute the 
word '' Presbyters." And in the 4th line erase the word ''Church" and substi- 
tute the word " Parish ;" and add to the same sentence the following c!aase ^ 
" And each Mission one delegate, except where the Mission has representation 
thn»ugh a Parish." 

At the end of Article 4 add the following : " It is understood that the Conven- 
tion may take measures for the suspeuriion from representation of any Pariah or 
Mission failing to pay saoh assessments as the Convention may impose." 

(3.) In Article 7th, after the words "rote thereon," in the 4th line, add the 

rDff: "but in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability of the 
to act, on account of absence, sickness, or ior any other cause, the Con- 
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yention shall be called to order by the Presideut of the Standing Committee, and 
6hall be organized as provided hy Canon/' 

(4.) In Article 10 change the punctuation in the 5th and 6ch lines so that it 
will read a«$ follows: ** The Vestry shall appoint two Wardens out of their own 
body ; and they shall also appoint a Secretary and Treasurer, and delegates to 
the Diocesan Ctmvention/' 

(5.^ In Article 11 insert in the last line the words '' a minority/' so that it 
will read : ** A majority of all oongregatitms shall be present by their delegates, 
and a majority of all the Clergy." Add to this same Article the words, '^Imme 
diately after an election the Convention shall proceed to sign the Canonical tes- 
timonials/' 

CANONS. 

(6.) Add to Sections, Canon I., the words, ''Delegates from Mission Stations 
which are not represented through any Parish shall be appointed by the Mission- 
ary in charge of such Stations, or, in case there is no Missionary in charge, by 
the Bishop of the Diocese.'' 

(7.) Place Canon YIII. immediately after Canon IV., so that it shall stand in 
its proper place among the other Canons defining the duties of the annual Con- 
vention. 

(8.) Insert the following as Canon 6, and make the necessary change in the 
numbering of the following Canons. 

Canon 6. S. Mary's Church, Memphis, having been transferred to the Bishop 
of the Diooese, and by the said Bishop accepted, to be known and used as his 
Cathedral Church, that congregation shall still be entitled to the same repre- 
sentation which, under the Canons, was alloived to it as a Parish. 

(9.) Change Canon 11 so that it will read as follows : 

Sec. 1. At each annual Convention af^sessments shall belaid upon the several 
Parishes and Missitm Stations to provide for the Episcopate, to meet the contin- 
gent expenses of the Diocet^e, and its dnes to the General Convention, such as. 
sessments to be apportioned by a Committee consisting of the President of the 
Finance Committee, the Treasurer of the Diocese, and one Layman from each 
Convocation. 

Skc. 2. The banis of assessment on each Parish and Mission shall be the reg- 
ular current expenses of the same, the per centage to be determined by the Com- 
mittee. 

8bo. 3. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall regularly charge the assessmentson 
bis books against the several Parishes and Mission Stations, crediting them with 
payments when made, and shall report annually the state of his accounts with 
each Parish and Mission, which report shall be entered on the journal of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 4. When any Parish shall fail to pay its assessments for three consecu- 
tive years it shall not be entitled to representation in the Convention, and such 
disability shall continue until its arrearages are paid. 

Sec. 5. Any Parish, after payment of the current assessment, which shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the Episcopate Endowment Fund any sum of money not 
less than fifty dollars, and shall designate the same to be applied to the perma- 
nent endowment of the Episcopate, shall thereafter, in all assessments levied up- 
on it, in accordance with this Section, receive credit for an amount equal to the 
interest of said sum so paid the Treasurer at 6 per cent., and no credit shall be 
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allowed of interest upon any flotn paid by any Parish or MiMion nntil tbe expira- 
tion of one year from the date of payment, 

Sbc. 6. There shall be elected ammally, by the Gbnvention,, three Trastee^ 
of the Episcopate Endowment Fond, who sball bare the ears and inreetnent of 
all fnndrt paid in. They BbaN pay the net inconoe arwing from gald fond to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, with necessary instractions as to how tbe aame shall 
be credited. They shall also make an annual report to tbe 0»Dvention. 

(10.) In the Canon on tbe trial of a Clergyman, strike oat the present GanoD 
and snb8titote the following : 

In Cancm 14, (as here numbered), after tbe words **hie duty to" in Sec. 
1, 5th line, insert the words 'present the matter to the Standing Committee^ 
who shall examine into the case, and whenever the Standing Gomroiitee," Ac.

4 o'clock p. m. 

The Convention was called to order, by the Eev. F. 
A. Shoup, D.D., in the Chair. 

P. M. Eadford read 

Report of tub Historiourafubr. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Ires, of North Caroliaa, came to Teunessee iu 1J^32 
to preside over the 4th Diocesan Convention. On June 28th he ordained Mr. John 
Chilton a Deacon, and three days thereafter, on July 1st, he ordained him Priest. 
This was the first ordination in the Diocese. The reason tor departing from the 
n:iual custom of ordinations was obvious — the efficient prosecution of his work 
in a distant field rendered this course highly necessary. The Committee on the 
State of the Church applied to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society for 
Missionaries. The Rev. Thos. Wright was sent from North Carolina, and arrived 
in Xashville on July Ist, 1832. 

After a few day's stay in Nashville, Rev. Thos. Wright, in company with Rev. 
W. Chilton, left for their destination — the Western District. They stopped and 
held services at ClarksviUc; Paris, Jackson, and Brownsville. As Jackson was 
the home of Mr. Chilton, he located there, and to<»k charge of the Mission at 
Brownsville, giving services at both places until 1840, when he died. 

Rev. Thos. Wright went on to Memphis, a town of 1200 inhabitants, located 
there, commenced services, and established the Parish of Calvary, and later, a 
Church at Randolph, some distance up the river. He died in 1835, after a hard 
.struggle to get together a congregation. To make a beginning: Rev. Thos. 
Wright once said : 'The day of nmall things should not be despised." Could 
he now present himself before this Convention he would probably a^k the ques- 
tion : ** What have you been doing since I went away f ' 

Let History answer : Bi8h<»p Otey made a visitation here in 1836. He found 
the congregation languishing fur the want of a Minister. The few friends of the 
Church stood steadfast in their attachment to her principles, and made repeated 
efforts to engage a Clergyman. It was thought that if one could bo procured he 
would be comfortably supported, and a Church speedily erected. In 1835 there 
were' 10 commnnicauts. In 1838, Rev Mr. Weller took charge. He discovered 
that no Vestry had been elected, and but three communicants could be found. 
A change came on. A lot was purchased 74 feet front, by 148 deep. (The same 
lot upon which Calvary Church now stands.) Upon this lot a frame building, 
52 feet by 20 feet, two-stories high, was erected, the upper story to be used as a 
parsonage, the lower floor as a temporary place of worship. A bell and an 
organ were procured, and as soon as the house was ready, a Sunday school wa3 
oommeoced. Dr. libeller remained less than a year. He came March, 1838, and left 
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February, 1839 — went to Vicksburg, Mississippi, where he died of yellow ferer in 
1840. 

Immediately on Rev. Dr. Weller's leaving, Rev. G. W. Alston, then aDeaoon, 
was called, and accepted the charge. The outlook was very promising. The 
young Rector — excellent in everything — had the house finished, and the Chapel 
fitted up for wors^hip. It ws.s styled a Chapel, and considered only as a tem 
porary arrangement. In 1840 there were 16 families, 31 oommunioante. Kiue 
of those iamilies lived in the country, at snch a distance that frequent attend- 
ance was prevented — ^the attendance, however, was good. In 1842 the Churofa 
accommodation was not nearly sufficient for those who demred to attend. A 
new buihling was erected ; commenced in the spring of 1843; on May 12, 1844, 
the new Church was conftccrate<(. At the consecration the Communion was ad- 
ministered to about 100 persons, out of 115 belonging now to the Parish. The 
new building, 100 teet by 48, was of brick, and furnished with seats for 500 
persons. The condition and prospects of the congregation were very encour- 
aging. Through the exertions of a few gentlemen a fine organ was procured. 
The tower was not yet erected. 

The congregation suffered a severe loss in the death of Rev. Mr. Alston, 
which occurred on June 17, 1847, whilst he was in attendance at the Diocesan 
Convention in Columbia. The death of the young Minister was a great shock, 
not only to his own congregation, but to the Church throughout the Diocese. 
*^ He was a burning and a shining light.'^ 

On December 25, following, the Rev. David C. Page was called to fill the 
vacancy. Dr. Page was a man to be remembered, dignified, courtly, genial, a 
fine scholar, a great lover (»f music, a good man, and a true gentleman. In the 
fall of 1848 the tower was completed, which rendered the building more Churchly 
in appearance. Calvary Church, at that time, was very plain in the interior. 
There was a side-door on Adams' street, and the communion table was rai.sed 
high, on quite a wide platform. The pulpit and reading desk were odd enough 
to look funny. They looked like pockets on a school girl's apron. Just two 
balconies high up on the wall, with little doors behind ; the stairway, leading U> 
thene, was outside from the Vestry. Dr. Page generally read the service and 
sermon from the chancel. Tall, dignified, and clerical, his fine voice and action 
suited the wider platform. It was, with much regret, that through some mis- 
understanding, his connection with Calvary was severed. 

In 1850 it was discovered that the Church lot had been deeded to the Rev. Mr. 
Alston — the Chancery Court changed that. In 1853 the congregation had 
increased so largely that the Wardens found it impossible to meet the demand 
for pews. In 1854 a new edifice was talked of, but none commenced. In 1855 
a fatal sickness prevailed in Memphis — the Rector's wife died, and soon after he 
left. Rev. Thos. Wardwell, being temporarily in Memphis, took charge at once, 
and remained about a year. In 1856 a renewed effort was made to erect another 
Church somewhere further South in the city. It was feared that many families 
would become estranged because there was not seating room in Calvary. There 
were 140 families, and but 72 pews. These latter rented for $3,000 a year, so 
that poor people, or even persons of moderate means, were excluded. The 
Rector's salary was $1,500 a year, which left ample margin for the salary of 
another Clergyman, and there were families enough to make a good beginning 
for another prosperous Parish. This condition of things led to the organisation 
of Grace Church, and later, of St. Mary's. 
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In Janaarj 7, 1857, the Rev. Dr. Quintard (now the honored and beloved 
Diocesan of Tenneiseee) became Rector of Calvary. In Jane, 1858, he resigned 
to take charge of the Ghnroh of the Advent, Nashville, then ooiniog iuto exist, 
eooe. Daring Dr. Qnintard's Rectorship the snm of $6,000 was expended in some 
ohangee made in the Gharch edifice. The pnlpit and reading desk, before 
illaded to, were taken down, and among other improvements, a large Gothic 
window was placed in the chancel. On Rev. Dr. Qaintard's removal. Bishop 
Otey took charge of the Parish, as he said^ '^ until the Vestry could elect a 
Rector.'' In the fall of 1659, Rev. Geo. White, of Florence, Alabama, became 
Bsdatant to the Bishop. On Jannary 18, 1860, Dr. White was called to the 
Rectorship. Memphis had now a population of over 22> 000 souls. Dr. 
White 8to(»d at his post during the war. His Church was not closed, and hence 
escaped injury. No records were kept from 1860 to 1866. Dr. White died on 
the 30th of April, 1887. He bad been in failing health for several years. In 
April, 1883, the Rev. Davis Sessums was appointed as an assistant Rector. 
He remained until March, 1887, when he resigned and left. Dr. White was His* 
toriographer of the Diocese from 1875 to his death. His first act, afler the war 
was over, was to urge a division of the Diocese, and resolutions, to that effect^ 
were offered in 1866. One year later he put himself on record as being opposed 
to all kinds of fairs, shows, baiaars, rafiies, tableaux, balls, etc., for any relig- 
iona object. At the General Convention of 1877 he introduced a resolution re- 
questing the Bishops to express their opinion in the premises. His resolution 
^was adopted, 180 ayes to 23 nays, and a pastoral letter was issued by the 
Sisbops. To sum up his work in a few words, (for lack of space) he said : " I 
cannot speak t(K) highly of the promptness with which the ladies (and he might 
liave added gentlemen) respond to every call made upon them to advance the 
c-anse of this Church." 

On the decease of Dr. White the Rev. Mr. Buribrd was called to the Rector* 
»hip. He arrived in Memphis on May 12— the 55th Ani.nal Convention then 
being in session. What has been done since is known to you all. 

Dr. Wright, if present, would find that **out of small things" there have 
«volved great results. In 1832, when he arrived in Memphis, the town had 
1200 inhabitants. In 1891 there were more than that nnmber of communicants 
in her Episcopal Churches. 

Out of Calvary has come Grace Church, organized in 1853, begun in rented 
roimip. Not much accomplished until 1857, when Rev. Mr. Schetky became 
Pastor. In 1868 Grace Church was " admitted." For want of funds a Church 
could not be built. A lot was purchased for the purpose, but sold again for 
lack <»f money — the time of building was deferred, as the congregation was not 
willing to go into debt The services continued in rooms. There were, however, 
120 communicants reported. 

Rev. Mr. Schetky resigned, and left in the fall of 1859. Rev. Edward Mc- 
CSnre at once took charge, and continued services until the war broke out, when 
al! effort ceased. In May, 1864, Rev. Jno. Wheelock took charge. The " day 
.of small things" was again at hand. He had eight communicants, out of a con- 
gregation of about 30-— only one man amongst the lot, and he barely making s 
livini^ consequently Mr. Wheelock got no salary. The weekly offerings were 
sbont foor dollars. In 1866 Rev. Mr. Wheelock died. By this time his congre- 
gation had increased largely, and near $1,000 was collected. Afler Mr. Wbee- 
luek came Bey. B. F. Brook. A Church was purchased, also a Rectory in 1867 
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(on Hernando street.) In 1868 the sum reported, raised for church porposes, 
amounted to $14,699. This financial statement, compared with that of 1864, is 
surprising. Rev. Mr. Brook resigned in 1869, and was sucoedeed hy Rev. Jas- 
OArniichael, who remained about eight years — left in 1879. Heretofore rent had 
been received for pews ; the system was abandoned and seats made free. Rev. 
G. 0. Parsons succeeded Mr. Carniichael in February, 1878. He came from St. 
Lazarus, which Parish became extinct. He died of yellow fever in the fall of 1878. 
Mr. Parsons was succeeded by Rev. Edgar Orgiin, who died in 1883. In 1884 
Rev. W. P. Case became Rector ; at this time Church property was valued at 
$7500. He resigned December, 1885, and was succeeded by the present beloved 
Pastor, Rev. Geo. Patterson, D.D.,'in 1886. A more convenient location was 
found on Lauderdale street. The old Church was sold, and another purchased 
and elegantly fitted up. The last report showed 267 communicatns, with a very 
large and flourishing Sunday school. 

8. mart's. 

The work of establishing this congregation was begun by a few ladies of Cal- 
vary Church in 1855. It was a work of faith. A Church was built, and on 
Ascension Day, 1858, was consecrated. Rev. Richard Hines became Rector, and 
in 1860 he reported 55 communicants. From 1860 to 1865 all is blank. After 
the war was over Dr. Hines returned, and services were resumed. In 1871 S. 
Mary's Church was offered to the Bishop for a Cathedral Church, and was 
accepted. Dr. Hines became Dean. This change required an enlargement ot 
the Church edifice, which was done at once. Up to 1871 no record had been 
kept. Rev. Geo. C. Harris was made assistant Minister. In 1873 Dr. Hines 
resigned, and Rev. Mr. Harris became Rector and Dean. 

In 1877 the Cathedral officers were Rt. Rev. C. T. Quintard, Bishop ; Rev, 
Gee. C. Harris, Dean, and Rev. C. C. Parsons, Chancellor. There were, at this 
time, 181 communicants. S. Mary's School, under the direction of the Sisters 
of S. Mary, had about 100 pupils. In 1879 a new Altar was built and consecra. 
ted. In 1882 Rov. Geo. C. Harris left the Diocese, and the present devoted 
Rector, Rev. Wm Klein, took charge, and is there now with over 300 commu- 
nicants. 

S. LAZARUS. 

Directly alter the war Rev. Jas. W. Rogers established a congregation in 
Stillman Uall — the prevailing idea being that there was not Church accommo- 
dation in Memphis for the members of the Church. When the Articles of Associ- 
ation were presented to the Convention, the name was seriously objected to, 
which deferred, for one year, the " admission." In 1867 the difficulty was re- 
moved, and Rev. Jas. W. Rogers became Rector. Subscriptions were raised* 
and a new Church erected. In June, of that year, Mr. Rogers obtained leave of 
absence to visit Europe. Rev. Dr. Wheat was placed in temporary charge. The 
congregation did well, and over $5000 raised for expenses. Mr. Rogers never 
returned to S. Lazarus, but went over to the Church of Rome, and was subse- 
quently deposed from the Ministry. Honorable Jefierson Davis, Gen. Gideon J. 
Pillow, and many other distinguished men, belonged to this congregation. In 
1874 Dr. Wheat resigned; Rev. Chas. Stewart succeeded him, but only for a 
short time. On January 7, 1877, Rev. C. C. Parsons took charge and was the 
Rector until February, 1878, when the congregation was merged into that of 
Grace Church. The Parish became extincr. 
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CHURCH OF THB GOOD SHEPHERD. 

Rev. Jas. J. Yaolx, Bonietime in 1865, began a Mission in Chelsea, just in a 
private house, and later two rooms were hired and fitted up for service. 

There were many English people living near, who, for various reasons, had 
neglected the Church. Two lots were purchased, on which a Rectory and 
school-house were built. In 1867 there were reported 60 communicants, and 
u)(mey raised to pay for lots and huilding, |5,500, and there was expended on 
the property nearly $7000. In April, of this year, the comer stone of the Church 
was laid. In 1869 there were 75 communicants. Rev. Mr. Vaulx left in 1870, 
and the Rev. C. C. Parsons t(»ok chage tenip(»rarily. In 1872 the Parish was 
'* admitted,'* and Rev. P. S. Ruth became Rector. He resigned in 1874, and 
Rev. T. C. Tupper took charge, but did not stay long. In 1876 Rev. V. 0. Gee 
came and carried on services until 1878. when the yellow fever drove him off. 
On Jnly 9tb, 1879, Rev. A. J. Yeater took charge. He did not stay long. In 
1881 the Parish was put in charge of the Dean of the Cathedral — Rev. H. A. 
Grantham performing some services that year. Rev. W. Klein gave such 
services as his duties allowed until 1886. In November, of that year, Rev« 
Henry Dnnlap was called, but his health failing, ho left, in 1887 for California. 
Church property valued at $10,000. On Easter day, 1890, a bell was put in 
place ; there were now reported 50 communicants. This Parish had been blessed 
with several laymen who know no such word as fail. Mr. W. R. Kendall, since 
the inception of the work, has always been at the helm, efficiently directing 
matters, and never leaving the post of duty ; officiating as Lay Reader when no 
Clergyman could be had. 

NoTB.— The Pastoral letter, issued by the Bishop in 1877, had the desired 
effect. Ffteen years have elapsed, and it is astonishing to note the unanimity 
with which it has been acquiesced in every where. Whether the order was a 
jodicionsone or not, there are differences of opinion — a silence and a mental res- 
ervation. It is certain, that in some parts of our Diocese — especially in the 
VTestem part— congregations, for some reason or other, have dwindled down 
almost to extinction.

Report of Committee on Work Among Colored People. 

' Y.'Ur Committee beg leave to report that their information on the snbj^t of 
the colored work during the past Conventional year is chiefly drawn from the 
appended report of the Archdeacon for Colored Work in the Diocese of Tennes- 
see. According to this report there are at present nine congregations with well- 
appointed Church buildings and Sunday-schools attached. Besides Hoffman 
Hall, in Na>(hvine, a Boarding and Day School has been maintained at the Can- 
Held Memorial, Memphis, and Day Schools at Immanuel Church, Memphis, and 
at Gallatin, all of which are reported in healthy and growing condition. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the work among the colored people 
can be best carried on by a carefully trained Ministry of their own race, and that 
all efforts that are made should have this end in view. As in the case of all 
Missionary etiterprise, the Church cannot bo considered permanently and proper- 
ly established amongst the negro populati(m until men of their own race have 
been sufficiently educated to take charge of the severai congregations. The reas- 
(ms for training a native Ministry wherever the Church is planted seem equally 
valid when applied to the Missionary work amongst the colored people in our 
midst. The efforts now being uiade in Nashville and Memphis to give a sound 
education to picked men set apart for the Christ's Ministry are in the right direo - 
tion, and even at this early stage 8how encouraging results ; but it a colored 
Ministry, at all commensurate in numbers and strength with the needs of the 
work, is to be trained, a far wider interest nmst be aroused in the Church, and 
the Laity must come forward and sustain the work with liberal gifts. Hitherto 
most of the funds employed have come iirom without, but it is thought that 
more help might be secured within the Diocese if the Church people of Tennessee 
were appealed to with an earnestness corresponding to the needs of the work.

To tlie Bt, Rev, the Bishop of Tennessee : 

The Archdeacon for Work among the Colored People begs leave to report : 
The work in the Diocese has continued to grow continuously and encour- 
agingly. 
Hoffman Hall, which naturally forms the center of the work, has had on its 
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n>ll nine (9) stndents. On the ftecoud Sunday in Lent two of these were made 
Deacons, in Harrington Chapel, the Chapel of the Hall; ordained by the Bishop 
of the Diocese, presented by the Archdeacon, the Principal of the Hall assisting 
the Bishop. The Rev. Prof. Benton, of the Univormty of the South, who at the 
time was delivering a coarse of lectures to the students, was present and read 
the Litany. Dr. Cravath, the President of Fisk University, oocnpied his official 
seat. The Chapel was well filled by representatives of white and colored peo- 
ple, including membi'rs of the Faculty and students of the University. 

One of the Deacons, Rev. A. S. Hartley, D.D., has, at the invitation of the 
Bishop of Georgia, taken charge of S. Augustine's Mission, Savannah ; the other, 
Rev. George W. Honesty^ M.D., returned to his work in Memphis, which will 
be spoken of later in this report. 

During the year the instruction of the Theological students has been carried 
on in a thorough and scholarly manner by the Principal, Rev. M. 0. Smith. 
Special courses of lectures have been given by the Rev^ Dr. Benton, (as has al- 
ready been mentioned), by the Rev. James DeWolf Perry, D.D., of Philadel- 
phia, and the Rev. Alfred G. Brown, of Louisville, Ky. 

The opening sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Gailor, yioe-Ohanccllor of 
the University of the South, and lectures delivered by Gen. E. Kirby-Smith and 
the Rev. John Coleman. 

The undergraduate students have continued their studies at Fisk University, 
^th wftich relations have continued moat cordial and friendly. 

Services and Sunday-schools have been maintained in Nasnville, both at S. 
^ugnsUne's and at Harrington Chapel, the work being conducted by the stu- 
dents, under the direction of Rev. Mr. Smith, there being enrolled at the Sun- 
day school of S. Augustine's 60 scholars, and at Harrington Chapel 85 scholars. 

S. Cyprian'^, Gallatin, has continued to grow satisfactorily under the students 
'who have had it in charge. At present there are 21 in the Sunday-school. There 
are ftmr o<»mmnnicants, to whom the Archdeacon has administered Holy Com- 
mniuon from time to time ; but twelve have been instructed for several months, 
and will be confirmed at the next visitation of the Bishop. A Day-school and 
Sewing-school have been maintained during the year — the teacher of the former 
a colored communicant, ''Miss Jennie Warren"; but in both these schools, as in 
other work, Mrs. Van Deerlin has given most devoted and efficient aid. 

At Columbia, the Mission under the charge of Mr. S. J. Brown has met with 
remarkable success. There have been two confirmations held — ^four at the first, 
and ten at the second. A building has been fittel up in a neat and ohurchly 
style, the benches the gift of Dr. Beckett's school. To the kindness of Dr. 
Beckett and Mr. Metcalf mnch of the success is owing. The Sunday-school 
numbers seventy, and the congregation has already taken the first steps towards 
self-support. 

In East Tennessee the Archdeacon has hold a number of most encouraging 
services — at Chattanooga, at Cleveland, and at Knozville. The Rev. W. H. 
Wilson, the travelling Missionary under the control of the Commission, has been 
assigned to this Diocese for six months, beginning July 1st, to work in this dis- 
trict, and there is every reason to believe that strong Missions can be built in 
each of these places. 

In West Tennessee, Immanuel Church, Memphis, has been left vacant by the 
resignation of the Rev. Mr. Fenwick. The Archdeacon spent Holy Week and 
Easter at this point, and found many signs of encouragement and growth ; and, 
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in ^pite of their being somewhat scattered and without a Pa«tf>r, their Easter Of 
fering cleared off an accumulation of debt of somewhat over $200. 

S. Mark's School has been established, under the Rev. G. W, H<»Desty, (whose 
ordination has been already spoken of), in the building of the Canfield Memorial, 
by the kind permission of the Trustees, and with the hearty ondorsoroent of the 
members of Mrs. Canfield's family. The building, which was very mach oat of 
repair, has been made neat and home-like by the labors of Dr. Honesty and hit) 
wife, both of whom are efficient and experienced teachers. A good beginning 
has been made, and it is believed that this institution will soon fill an important 
place, not only in the general educational work of the colored people, but also 
in preparatory work for those not far enough advanced for the Collegiate or the 
Theological Departments of noffman Qall. 

S. Paul's, Mason, which has also been under the charge of the Rev. Dr. Hon- 
esty, has built a new and neat Church, almost wholly at the cost and by the 
manual labor of the congregation. The Archdeacon has administered Commu- 
nion several times, holding a special opening service of the new Church, and ad- 
ministering baptism on that occasion. The Bishop has lately visited the Parish 
and confirmed 18 persons, while there is nearly half that number organised into 
a class by Dr. Honesty, waiting the next opportunity for confirmation. 

On Palm Sunday the Archdeacon visited S. Philips's Church, Bolivar, admiu- 
istering Holy Communion at 7 in the morning, when nearly every oi»mmanicant 
received. Ho held services also, with good congregations, both in the afternoon 
and at night. At 11 o'clock he administered Holy Communion and preached at 
S. James' Church, as he had done for Trinity Church, Mason, when he visited S. 
Paul's. The Church building of S. Philip's, Bolivar, is in sad need of repair. 
The property is altogether too valuable to remain so ; bivt, in the present finan- 
cial distress, neither S. Philip's congregation nor S. James, though most friendly 
to them, can be expected to bear the expense unaided. 

The Archdeacon has also visited S. Stephen's Church, Burlison, holding three 
services. A new school-house has been built during the year, and more interest 
continues to be manifested by the people, under the faithful ministrati(»ns of Mr. 
Alston. 

Besides these visitations, the Archdeacon has visited Brownsville, Covington ^ 
and several other places, becoming acquainted with the people and preparing for 
iuture work. He has also, in the interests of the work, visited Cleveland, Tole- 
do, Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Evansville, and a num- 
ber of smaller places, collecting substantial aid to the work in the Diocese.

It Rhoald be obderved that this report includes eleven weeks ooly ; this will 
explain the apparent shnnkage. 

The Committee beg to call attenti<»n to the fact that, notwithstanding repeated 
rpqaest«. Parishes are not snfficiently prompt in making their returns, and in 
some instances those received are imperfectly written. This entails very con- 
siderable clerical work upon the Committee, and materially affects the results 
of their report. 

The Committee is glad to observe that, in spite of the financial depression and 
the wide-spread influence of ** hard times,'' the offerings are In advance of last 
year. 

The following facts call fttr special remark : 

Christ Church, South Pittsburg. — Two lots of ground presented to the Broth- 
erhood of S. Andrew, by the Deptford Land Conipany, on which the Brother- 
hood has erected a very neat Mission Chapel, in which service is conducted 
every Sunday. 

S. Andrews, Collierville. — The Parish has placed pews and memorial chancel 
windows, costing $222.20. 

8. Thomas, Somerville — The congregation has bought a fine lot of land of 
three acres, with a very suitable house for a Rector's residence. 

Christ Church, Nashville. — Have aetermined to pn»ceed at once to build their 
new Church. The congregation has subscribed very handsomely to the fund. 

S. John's, Enoxville.— The new Church is progressing rapidly. The congre- 
gation expects it will be ready for worship at midsummer. 

The Mission work, throughout the Diocese, is very encouraging. Much is due 
to the earnest and faithful labors of the Brotherhood of S. Andrew. Christ 
Church Mission, Johnson City, and Grace Mermorial Mission, Chattanooga, have 
been admitted as Parishes. The Church is being carried into new fields with 
encouraging success. The special needs of the hour are mare men, more Mtm- 
estness, mare means. The harvest is truly great, but the laborers are few. Maj 
God, in His infinite wisdom, increase our faith, intensify our seal, and prosper 
the work intrusted to our care.

I.— MOTUrOS OP THB COVTOCATIOV. 

Three meetiogs bare been held daring the past Gonventionai jear. 

The first at Colombia, Oct 13-16. Nine Cleriey and three Laj delegates pres- 
ent Services at S. Peter's Chnroh, at the Mission Chapel of the Adyent, and at 
Cross Bridges ; and one in the interests of the Woman's Anzfliaiy. Two Priests 
also held services for the colored congregation in charge of the Beotor of S. Pe- 
ter's. The osnal Missionary meeting was held on the third night» and the dosing 
service was held nnder the anspices of the Brotherhood of S. Andrew's. Good 
ooogregations from first to last The Dean visited Ashwood and Mt. Pleasant, 
and arranged for services to be held at these p«>ints. 

The event of this Convocation was the election of the Bev. W. J. Pagii as Gen 
oral Missionary. 

The second, at S. Ann's Chnroh, Nashville, Feb. 9-12. Fifteen Clergy and six 
Lay delegates present, being the largest attendance rec(»rded. The oongrega- 
tioDB at all the services were nnprecedently large. Business meetings were held 
twice each day, at which qaestions of interest were introdoced and disonssed. 
Beports of Missionary work done since the last meeting were presented by the 
Clergy, and, among others, that of the Bev. W. J. Page, in charge as General 
Missionary Hiace Nov. Ist, which exhibited abundant evidence of his being the 
right man in the right place, well suited for the onerous duties attaching to the 
important office assigned him in this Convocation. On the last day a service was 
held in behalf of the Woman's Auxiliary, and at night a Missionary meeting, at 
both of which addresses were made by several of the Clergy. 

The third, at Clarksville, April 20-21. Beside the Bishop of the Diocese, who 
did us the honor to be present at the meetings, there were in attendance ten of 
the Clergy and four Lay delegates. Business of importance was transacted, and 
the reports from the Clergy were of great interest, indicating that much earnest 
and successful work is being done all along the line within the bordera of this 
Convocation. On the second day of the session the Bishop preached a powerful 
and eloquent sermon on the ''Primitive and Catholic Custom «>f Bemembering 
the Faithful Departed in our Prayers and Oblations." It was listened to with 
wrapt attention by all present. The same night a good service was held in the 
ioterests of the Brotherhood of S. Andrew, at which addresses were made by 
several of the Clergy and Laity. This brought to a close a most interesting and 
profitable meeting of the Convocation. 
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The atteadanoe at all these meetiDgs had been reasonably large, and thej 
haye done mach toward promoting a religious spirit among the people, whom 
they were specially designed to reach. 

n.— SBPOBT OP MI88IONART WORK WITHIN THE COHVOCATIOR. 

The Dean is reqnried by Canon XII., Sec. 3 (4), and By-Laws No. II., to 
, snbmit to the Bishop, each year, a detailed aocoont of the work within the 
bonnds of the OonTOcation. based, for the most part» on written reports of the 
Clergy. It should, to be complete, include not cmly all work which is assisted 
by the Convocation, but all other work within its borders which is strictly 
outade of Pan»chial limits. 

The Rev. W. J. Page entered upon the duties of his office as General Mission- 
ary of the Convocation, Nov. iBt, 1891, and is doing good work in his new fields 
The first Sunday in the month he officiates at Cumberland Furnace. Here 
there is a Church, with an active and encouraging congregation composed 
principally of the laboring element. Mr. Page holds three services, at this point, 
on Sunday, and has baptised six children. Mnrfreesboro is Mr. Page's point fo^ 
the aeoond Sunday. There is no Church bulling here, and the few earnest com- 
mmnioants worship in a hall. The congregations are good, coming from the de- 
nominations; and the Missionary thinks services can be continued here 
without intemptions, the results will be fruitful. White Chapel comes for her 
visitation the Third Sunday ; two services on that day. This Church is in charge 
of a Deacon, the Rev. B. B. Ross. The Mission is in a prosperous condition, 
numbering about f«>rty cimimunicants, most of them being from the best people 
in the community ; the Sunday school here is well organised. The Rev. Mr. 
R«is8 teaches a large class of men and women, and the poor are well looked after 
Ummgh the Ladies' Aid Society. If this point continues to receive -the ftande 
necessary for its development, there i« a possibility of establifthing here a 
thoroughly organised Parish ; the need is a lot, and money enough to build • 
Rectory, in <irder that the Parish may maintain a resident Priest. A veiy in- 
teresting Missionary point, viidted by Mr. Page on the fourth Sunday, Is Gallatin. 
A Church has been built at this place, chiefly through the progrcM, self-sacri- 
fice and untiring exerti<ms of a noble band of women. The Church here ie • 
beautiful Gothic edifice, the center of attraction to Church-people. The interior 
of the Cburoh is complete, and now, that the last vestige of debt has been wiped 
out, the Church will soon be ccmsecrated. 

Mr. Page also goes to Dickscm for services the first Thursday in each month 
and will shortly visit Mt Pleasant, Ashwood, Lawrenoeburg, Wayne, Napier 
Furnace, Cedar Hill, and Springfield, all these coming under his Jurisdiction. 
The general outlook he reports encouraging, having already met one hundred 
and fi^ oommunicanta. 

He doeee hia interetting report with the following aummary of hia work to 
April 7th, 1802 : Servicea,71; visit8,S75,' celebrationa of the Holy Gommnn 
km, 16; fimeralay 5; baptiams,6; ofierings, $113^31. A good record, whidk 
speaks for itself. The Rev. Dr. Wm. M. Pettis, late Rector of Trinity Chnieb 
Glarkaville, reports aa followa : " Our parochial work haa gone on with some «b^ 
eeoragingaymptoms of growth, whilst our efforts in 8. Andrew's Chapel, onronlj 
Mission now, have met with promising success. Notwithstanding theatrpBg 
sffiirts made in South darkaviUe by the difforent denominations^ our Missieo 
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haa steadily grown in numl)ers and efficiency. The Mission has been put upon a 
firm basis, and the work there can be more easily carried forward than when we 
first took hold of it. The Rev. E. B. Koss, Deacon in charge of Grace Ghurcb, 
Montgomery Co., (White Chapel,) states that sickness and mach work keeps 
him from sending a detailed report of what has been done and is doing at thiti 
Mission. Regular services are held at the Church two Sundays in each mouth. 
Sunday school is flourishing. Two good aud useful Charitable Societies are at 
work. He expects that there will be a good class for Ctmfirmatiou at the next 
visitation of the Bishop. 

The Rev. J. R. Winchester, Rector of Christ Church, Nashville, roportri as 
follows : Services have been held Friday nights in the Mission at North Nash- 
ville. Mr. Robert S. Morris has kindly come to ray assistance since the death of 
Dr. A. Matthews. The outlook in most promising. I have nine baptisms since 
last report. A class is being prepared for confirmation. .About one hundred in 
the Sunday School. We have a small sum towards securing a chapel. The 
teachers, under Mr. Morris, are most faithful. He adds : In North Nashville a 
Mission-room has been opeued. I have baptized four children and two adults. 
Several of our most earnest young men have consented to assist me in this work, 
opened by Miss Ella Bonner. 

The Rev. Bartow B. Ramage, Deacon in charge of S. Peter's Church, Nash- 
ville, states that, up to the first of the present year, in addition to his regular 
Parish work, he has been in charge of two Missions. One, that of Christ Church, 
on North Market street ; the other, in West Nashville. At the former, he 
generally held one service, fortnightly, and at the latter, weekly. Since the 
first of the year, the Rev. J. R. Winchester, Rector of Christ Church, has been 
ill charge of the North Market street Mission, and the local council of the 
Brotherhood of S. Andrew has had charge of the West Nashville Mission. Since 
January Ist Mr. Ramage has done no work at either Mission, being most of the 
time at Sew anee studying. The statistics of the Misson in North Nashville are 
included in the report of the Rev. J. R. Winchester as above. 

The Rev. J. L. Scully, in charge of S. PauFs Chapel, South Nashville, sayn 
that the work at this Chapel is under the direction of the Rector of the Holy 
Trinity. Owing to the Rector having to go South on account of ill health, the 
work closed for awhile, but it is now in a fair way. During Lent there were 
two services each week ; on Wednesday at 7:30 p. ii., and on Thursday at 4 
p. M. These were well attended. The Sunday school meets cow at 3 p. m. 
This is dismissed at 3:45, and a Bible class is opened, which numbers from fifteen 
to twenty each time. The object sought in this class is to have a board of 
workers capable of teaching classes in the Sunday school, and doing more ef- 
fectual parochial and Mission work. The promise for the future is bright, and it 
is believed that there is the nucleus of another Parish in South Nashville. 

The Rev. R. E. Metcalf, Rector of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, reports that 
he holds two services regularly each month at the Chapel of the Advent, one o[ 
them including a celebration of the Holy Communion. Special service from 
time to time. Sunday school every Sunday. Night school is held five nights in 
the week for nine months in the year. He reports twcLty baptisms and fifteen 
confirmations at this point. He has, also, held six services at Elkmont Springs, 
and one each at Pulaski and Ashwood, and has given the services of one Sunday, 
at the Church at Gallatin. A regular monthly service is sustained at Cross 
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'lid^s, VDder the aruipices of the Oulauibia chapter qf the Brotherhood of S- 

indrew. 

The S. BamalMUi Associate Ifisaion continues to he iu charge of the Rev. H. 

^. Howard, S.T.p., and his assiiitant, the Rev. Edmond Phares. It now em- 

»races Tollahoma, Shelby ville, and bj recent appointment of the Bishop, Win- 

bester. Several other Missions in the sarroanding coantry are carried on by 

he Clergy, with the active and earnest cooperation of tbe.Tallahoraa Chapter of 

like Bn>therh(>od ofS. Andrew. The outlook is promising. 

No reports from Sewanee, Fayetteville, Pulaski, Franklin and Spring Hill. 

III.— Misaioirs. 

This report would be inoomplete if it did not note, and duly emphasise, the 
fact that ^ye ** Missions " have been held within the borders of this Convoca- 
tion daring the past year. 

The first, at S. James' Church, Cumberland Furnace, in November, lasting 
f^ven days, was conducted by the Rev. W. C. Oray, D.D., assisted by the 
Rev. W. J. Page. 

• The second was held at the Church of the Holy Trinity, Nashville, the Rev. M. 
Cabell Martin, Rector, by the Rev. W. M. Pettis, D.D., Rector of Trinity Church. 
Nashville, from Dec. 1 to Deo. 9, inclusive. 

The third Mission was held by the Rev. Otis A. Olaaebrook, D.D., for Christ 
Church Pari.4h, (the Rev. J. R. Winchester, Rector,) in the Church of the Ad- 
vent, kindly offered for that purpose, from Jan. 26th to Feb. Ist, inclusive. 

The fourth ''Mission'' was held at Nashville, by the Rev. Thos. F. Gailor, 
8.T.D., Yice-Chancellor of the University of the South. The "Mission" began 
Sunday, Feb. 21st, and continued through the following Sunday, covering eight 
days. 

Tlie fifth ''Mission'* was held during Lent, in North Nashville, by the Rev. J. 
K. Winchester. 

It may be confidently asserted that the members of all the Parishes in the 
city have, by these "Missions," been more closely draiirn t<»getber and united in 
love than ever before ; and the Clergy of Nashville have labored the more earn- 
estly in bringing to the minds ot all classes the Oospel and the Church as we 
have received them. The various c<mgregations in the city entered with re- 
bewed energy and deeper consecration upon the Lenten services, the Clergy 
meeting upon Wednesday night for a joint service under the auspices of the 
Brotherhooil of S. Andrew, held in turn at the different Churches. This combi- 
natiou was agreed upon in order to encourage mutual sympathy and interest, 
and to insure one hearty night service f(»r men every week during the six weeks 
before £ast«;r. The plan worked admirably, with g(K>d and abundant fruit for 
the glory of God and the good of His Church. 

lY.— THB BROTHERHOOD OF 8. ANDREW. 

In outlining the Missionary work of this Convocation, as above, frequent allu- 
sions have been made to the Brotherhood of S. Andrew. The Brothers of this 
devoted Society, whose two watchwords are united prayer and aggressive work, 
have been active, and constant in co-operating with the Clergy in their labors t<> 
advance the Kingdom of our Redeemer. 

This Convocation has lost heavily by removals during the past year, no les^ 
*ban four of its Clergy having taken work in other fields — the Rov. Dr. Petti 
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and the ReT. Messrs. Hale, If cBee, and If. Cabell Martin. The last three hare 
removed to other Dioceses. The ReT. Mr. Martin, so long the efficient Secrete 
ry of this body, takes with him the sincere regrets and gratefhl appreciation ol 
his brethren, and the hope and prayers that in a wanner climate his health may 
be fully restored. The Rev. Dr. Pettis continues in this Diocese, and will, we 
are sore, cany to another GonTocation the seal and devotion which have made 
him for years past the staancb supporter of our Missionaiy interests. 

I cannot conclude this report without again calling attention to the fiuthful 
and suocessfhl labors of our Oeneral Missionary, the Rev. W. J. Page, and to 
the sacred responsibility which rests upon us of holding dp his hands. Where 
there is one man there should be three, but since, under present circumstances, 
there can only be one, all the more imperatiTc our duty to give that one our 
most earnest prayer and generous support. 

Never was there a time when the needs were greater on all sidee than now ; 
never a year which has witnessed greater seal and energy on the part of deigy 
and people than the one which has just drawn to a close. The good Lord in- 
crease that seal and energy a thousand fold, and make us equal to the ever-en- 
larging work, and meet for the' glad inheritance that awaits the fUtiiAil Ijaboier I

OonvooaUon work in East Tennessee is mmoh more difficult than in the more 
thickly-populated Middle district The last Journal of the Convention gave the 
names of ten Clergymen as living in the city of Nashville, and twenty-two within 
the bounds of the Convocation of Nashville, while we have only four available 
for Convocation work ; and these are scattered over an immense territory, which 
adds greatly to the cost of getting together in oonocil. But we have done what 
we could, and the result is as follows :

Onr Mission at Johnson City has jnst organised as a Parish, and has begnn the 
erection of a Chnroh. Two Mission Chapels hav^e been bnilt, one at Mingo Mines 
And the other, S. Andrew's, Deplford. 

Three other Chnroh buildings are in course of constmction within the Deanery 
^one at KnoxTille, one at Harriman, and one at Johnson City— so that we hope 
lo hare five new Chnrobes finished before the year is ont. 

Onr Oeneral Missionary, Mr. Wells, accepted a call to GhUion, Ohio, the latter 
part of Febmary, and, since that time, the Dean has been looking after the work 
at Monistown, Greenville and Johnson City ; and, with the help of a very ac- 
ceptable Lay Reader, Mr. Henry C. Amos, he hopes to maintain regular services 
at these places. 

There is a class in preparation for confirmation at each of these three place?, 
and the Dean hopes to have them ready to present by midsummer. 

Frequent services have been held at Loudon and Lenoir, by the Rev. Dwight 
Maifield. 

Mr. Blacklock has held two services at Athens, where service should be held 
as often, at least, as twice a month, and he is ready and willing to prosecute the 
work, but is hindered by the lack of funds. And so is the Dean, the Convoca* 
tion having made no provision for the traveling or other expenses of the Clergy, 
who volunteer to do Mission work. 

S. Paul's, Chattanooga, the largest Parish in the Deanery, was for months 
without a Rector, and, therefore, I have nothing to report from that important 
portion of the Deanery ; but all our hearts have been gladdened lately by the 
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coming of Dr. Pettis, \i-ho, in bid late Parish, was a Utwer of stroDgth to the 
cause of HisBions. 

The endden death oi onr lamented brother, Rev. Mr. Flagler, and the removal 
of Mr. Dumbell, reduced onr working force one-third, and left bnt four men to do 
the work of forty. 

Mr. Blacklc'Ck spent a week at Whitwell, a Missionary village of Marioq c(»nn- 
ty, where the staple indnstries are mining and coke baming, and these employ a 
majority of the population. The eutire plant is controlled by the owners, the T. 
0. I. Goal & Railway (-ompany. Several of the employees, as well as the man- 
ager and book keeper, are oommunicant8, bnt are deprived of the ministrations 
of the Church. He visited these in their homes, celebrated Holy Communion 
twice on Sunday, in private honse^, read Morning Prayer and preached in the 
school house on the same day, and baptized five children. Whitwell is only 
about fifteen miles from South Pittsburg, and should be reached from there. 

During the past year an effort has been made by a Chapter of the Brotherhood 
of S. Andrew, connected with Christ Church, South Pittsburg, to do some little 
work outside of the Parish Church. For the purpose of accomplishing this ob- 
ject, a Sunday-school was organised in a suburb of the town called DeptfonL In 
this they have met with remarkable success. Two lots were given them by the 
Deptford Land Co., and on these a neat Church has been built and furnished^ 
This is being paid for, almost entirely, by the young men of the Brotherhood. 
In this building Sunday school and services are held regnlarly every Sunday, 
and it is hoped, that by hard and persistent effort, a strong Mission may be es- 
tablished. 

We hope to reach other points during the coming year.

1. Sesohed, That the dirision of this Diocese is both desirable and practica- 
ble, and the consent of this GonTcntion is hereby giren. 

2 Besolved, That the portion of the Diocese, known as West Tennessee^ 
being and consisting of all that part of the State of Tennessee lying between 
the Mississippi River on the West and the Tennessee River on the Bast, and in- 
cluding the whole ot the County of Hardin, through which the Tennessee River 
flows, be formed into a new Diocese. 

3. Besolved, That our deputies to General Convention beinstmcted to present 
t(» that body, on behalf of this Convention, the proper application for the admis- 
sion of said new Diocese. 

4 Resolved, That in the division of the Diocese, herein contemplated, all 
Church property now held by the Convention within the limits of the new 
Diocese, shall be vested in the Convention of said new Diocese, and after the 
organisation of the new Diocese is complete, this Convention will have executed 
all proper instruments of conveyance or transfer. 

5. Resolved, That all of the fund in the hands of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 

known as the Episcopal Endowment Fund, amounting, as per his report to this 

Convention to the sum of $2,627.00, shall be the property of that one of the 

Dioceses which the Bishop of Tennessee may elect, and the endowment for the 

same fund raised by the Rev. Dr. Wm. C. Gray, agent within the limits of the 

new Diocese, shall be the property of the Diocese.

2. We hare also exaimned the statement of the Trustees of the Episcopate 
Endowment Fond, and make the same part hereof as Exhibit ** B." Acoompa- 
uying ktSd statement is a list of the notes taken by the Rev. Dr. Gimy, Agent of 
the Ccmvention for this fhnd, which list we feooniMeiid shall be filed with and 
kapt by the Trmmamr ef the Diocese. 

A number of notes given in 1887, for the purpose of paying the salary of an As- 
sistant Bishop, were also handed to this Committee, which notes we recommend 
shall be tamed over to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The Committee recommend for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. It is the sense of the Convention that the Endowment Fund above men- 
tioned shonld not be invested or loaned on personal security, but the securities 
shonld be stocks, bonds, or realty, which in the judgment ot the Trustees will be 
amply sufficient to secnre and protect the fund. 

2. That the resignation of Mr. D. R. Johnson, one of the Trustees of said 
fmd, be not accepted, in the hope that he will reconsider the same. 

3. That the list of notes taken for the Endowment Fund, and the old notes 
taken in 1867 for the salary of an Assistant Bishop, as recommended above, be 
filed with the Treasurer of the Diocese for reference and safe keeping.

REPORT OF THB TRUSTBBS OP THB BPISOOPATB BNDOWMBNT FUND. 

To the Ckmvention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Tenl 
nessee: 

Before the Trustees of the Episcopate Endowment Fond, appointed at the 
meeting of the Convention in Clarksville, in Jane, 1891, had any meeting, one of 
their number, Mr. Goodwyn, declined to serve, and his place was filled by the 
appointment of D. R. Johnson by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. The 
Trustees thus constituted met for the first time on Sept 24th, 1891, when Rev« 
W, C. Gray, the Commissioner of the Episcopate Endowment Fund, turned over 
to the Trustees the sum of $3,910.15, the amount reported by him to the Conven. 
tion at Clarksville as on hand at that time. Subsequentiy the Commisdoner 
handed the Trustees cash amounting to $2,161.54, and notes to the amount of 
130,091.50, and $75.00. 

Great credit is due to the Commissioner for the faithful manner in which he 
has performed his task, and his success is wonderfiil when we consider the times 
— times of depression — existing over the country. Of the notes received by the 
Trustees a few have been paid, but quite a number are past due and unpaid. The 
cash is safely invested, as your Trustees believe. In regard to the notes, we 
deem it proper to state that a large proportion of them are for small amounts 
given by women and minors, and so having no legal status. "We do not regard 
them as a good guarantee fund, such as is likely to be required by the General 
Convention. The annexed tables show the amount of cash received, and from 
which division of the Diocese, etc.

Report of Special Oimmitteb. 

The Ch arch, in the Proyidence of 6<h!, irt called upon to mourn the death of 
the Rt. Rev. John Nicholas Galleber, S.T.D., late BUhop of Loai«aua. He wan 
a man beloved bj all who knew him, of ripe learning, gentle and lodng, always 
ready to i<ee both sides of a queHtiou in an honest and tme light, yo man was 
less partisan, and no man was more devoted to the Kingdom of Ghid, as the 
Body of the Divine If aster. Those of os who knew him cherish a personal love 
for him, which will ever remain to as a sacred heritage. 

William Jones Boone, D.D., Missionary Bishop of Shanghai, was bom May 17 
1846. He was ordered Deaccm by Bishop Beckwith in S. PanKs Church, Peters- 
burg, Ya., July 26, 1868; ordained Priest by Bishop Williams, of Japan, in S. 
John the Evangelist Chnrch,|Honkong, China, Oct. 28, 1880 ; consecrated Bishop 
in the English Church of the Holy Trinity, Shanghai, by Bishop Williams, of 
Japan, assisted by two English Bishops. He was the nephew of the Rt. Rev- 
Bishop Stephen Elliott, of Georgia, and a most devoted Christian soldier, who 
finally laid down his life in faithful service of the Master. 

We, the Bishop, Clergy and Laity of the Di<»ce8e of Tennessee, in Convention 
assembled, sensible of the great loss, not only to hlK Diocese, but to the Church 
at large, suffered in the death of the Rt. Rev. 6. T. Bedell, D.D.,LL.D., of the 
Diocese of Ohio, desire to put on record a testimonial of their appreciation of the 
high worth of the deceased and their sympathy with the Diocese and family thus 
bereaved. Bishop Bedell is well-known to the Church in his wise and loving ad- 
ministration of the functions of his high oflSce,.* in his large-hearted generosity, 
jn his broad toleration, in his strong defense of the faith, and in the wise ccmu- 
sels he has lefl us in his published writings. His munificent gifts to the Church 
in her Missionary and educational departments show his earnest love for the 
Church, and constitute a grand memorial. 

Be it resolved, therefore, by this Convention, That this memorial of these ser- 
vants of God be spread upon the Journal thereof, and that copies be sent to the 
Secretaries of the Dioceses and to the families of the deceased Bishops.

The Church in this Diocese is called upon to mourn the death of two of its 
most devoted Priests — the Rev. Thos. W. Humes, D.D., LL.D., of Enoxville^ 
and the Rev. Chas. D. Flagler, of S. Luke's Church, Cleveland. 

Dr. Humes went to his rest full of years and honor — a ripe scholar, a learned 
theologian, earnest and eager for the cause of Missions to the last. His name 
will live in the minds and hearts of the people of East Tennessee, to whose ad- 
vancement, in all good and righteous things, he gave his long and active life. 

Mr. Flagler was in his prime. He had hardly reached the meridian of his 
days. Strong as a Churchman, devoted as a Pastor, with clear and reasoned 
convictions, he gave promise of doing a great and noble work in the Master's 
vineyard. *' Right dear in the sight of the Lord is the death of His Saints," and 
whether in the ripeness of age, or in the days of early manhood, the call is given 
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to come up higher, sorely the harvest is here, though the seed is gone, for their 
lives were hid with Christ in God.

CONSTITUTION. 



Ths Clbbot akd Laitt of thb Protbstant Episcopal Chubch in llic 
State of Tennessee, for the pnrpose of promoting the cause of religion and pietr, 
establishing order, and secnring to themselves and posterity the advantages of 
the ministry and ordinances of the Church, do ordain and establish this Constitu- 
tion: 

Artiolb 1. The Diocese shall be known and distinguished by the name of 
the DiooBSB OP Tbkitbbsbb. 

Art. 2. The Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Uniteil 
States of America is hereby acceded to and adopted, and its antliority fully 
recognised and acknowledged. 

Abt. 3. Seetian i. A Convention of the Church in this Diocese shall be held 
annually, at such time and place as the last regular preceding Convention may 
appoint; and the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, for 
any good or urgent cause moving thereto, may change the time and place ap- 
pointed. 

Sec n. Special meetings of the Convention, when necessary, may be calle>l 
by the Bishop, or, in case of vacancy in the Episo(»pate, or the inabilitv of thv* 
Bishop to act, from sickness, absence or other cause, by the Standing Commit- 
tee. At least thirty days' notice shall be given of the time and place of such 
meeting, to all the Clergy entitled to seats, and to all Parishes and Missions en- 
titled to representation. No other business shall be transacted than that for 
which snob Convention was called. 

Abt. 4. The Convention shall be composed of the Clergy and Lay Delegates, 

Notb: — ^The changes here recorded in the Constitution, Articles 3, 4, 7, 10 and 
11, wiU have to be voted upon in the Ccmvention of 1893 before being finally 
ftdopted.^[T. F. 0. 
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criDBtitQtiDg one delibentire body. All Presbyten of the ProtMtant Episcopal 
Charcb cuionicmllj resident in this Diosese shidl be entitled to seats in this Gon- 
TentioD. Each Parit^b in union with this Convention may send three delegates, 
any one of whom may repre^nt it in the Conrention, and each Mission one dele- 
gate, except where the Mission has representation throogh a Parish ; proridedt 
no person under ecclesiastical censure or process shall be entitled to a seat in 
this Convention ; and, provided, it is understood that the Conrention may take 
measures for the suspension firom representation of any Parish or Mission failing 
to pay such assessments as the Conrention may impose. 

Art. 5. Fire members of the Clerical and five of the Lay order from different 
congregations, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn. 

Art. 6. In all matters that shall come before the convention, the Clergy and 
Laity shall deliberate in one body, and the concurrence of a majority shall give 
validity to any measure ; bnt when two members require it, there shall be a vote 
by orders. 

Art. 7. The Bishop shall be, er-ojflao. President of the Convention. He 
may make any motion, but shall not enter into debate ; and be may deliver hiR 
sentiments on any subject after it has been discussed, and before any vote 
thereon, but in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability of the 
Bishop to act, on account of absence, sickness, or for any other csuse, the Con- 
vention shall be called to order by the President of the Standing Committee, an«l 
shall be organized as provided by Canon. If there be no Bishop present, a Pres- 
ident shall be appointed from the order of the Clergy. 

Art. 8. A Secretary shall be elected annually, whose duty it shall be to 
record the proceedings of the Convention, to notify the Parishes generally of the 
time and place of meeting of the Convention, to preserve its Journals and records, 
to attest the public proceedings of the body, and faithfully deliver into the hands 
of bis successor all books and papers relative to the concerns of the Convention 
which may be in his possession. A Treasurer shall also be elected annually, 
whose duty it shall be to receive and disburse the funds of the Convention, by 
the order thereof. He shall render an account of his transactions to each An- 
nual Convention. 

Art. 9. A Standing Committee of five persons, three Clergymen and two 
Laymen (who shall be communicants), shall be chosen at each annual meet- 
ing of the Convention, with power to fill vacancies in their body, and generally 
to perform all other acts which may be required of them by the Canons of the 
General Convention or the C<mvention of this Diocese. 

Art. 10. Section t. Each congregation shall, on Easter Monday (or as soon 
thereafter as may be) in each year, elect a Vestry, consisting of not less than five 
or more than eleven persons, who shall be male commnnicants of the Church, 
whose duty it shall be to attend to the temporal concerns of the Church. Qual- 
ified voters in such election shall be registered communicants of the Church, and 
no others. 

Sec. ii. The Vestry shall appoint two Wardens out of their i»wn body ; and 
they shall appoint h Secretary and Treasurer, and delegates to the Diocesan 0>n- 
vention ; and shall exercise all other powers vested in them by the usages of the 
Church ; and they shall continue in office until a new Vestry is chosen. In all 
meetings of the Vestry the Rector shall preside, or, in his absence, the Senior 
Warden, or one appointed by the body. 
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A&T. 11. The electioa of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be hy a oononrrent 
vote of the Clergy and Laity in Convention assembled. The vote shall be taken 
by orders, and a twu-thirds vote in each Order shall be necessary to the election 
of a Bishop. Immediately after an election the Convention shall proceed to sign 
the testimonials. 

Art. 12. Any proposition for the alteration and amendment ot this Constitu- 
tion mast be made in writing, and assented to by a majority of the members in 
Convention. It shall then lie over for consideration until the next Convention, 
and shall reqaire for its adoption the suffrages of two-thirds of the members 
present. 



CANONS. 



CANON I. 

OP THB COWVBNTIOH. 

Section 1. Every CtmyentioD of thi.4 Diooeae shall be opened by a pablio of* 
iioe of devotion, which shall include a celebration of the Holy Eacharist, at 
which service there shall be a sermon by the Bishop or some one appointed by 
him. 

Sbc. 2. Within the five days immediately preceding the meeting of any Con- 
vention, the Bishop, t>r, if there be no Bishop, the President of the Standing 
Committee, shall furnish the Secretary with a complete list of the Clergy canon- 
ically lesident in the Diocese, setting forth those who are entitled to seats in the 
Convention, and giving their respective cures, parishes, stations, or places of res- 
idence. At the time appointed for the meeting of the Convention, and after the 
office of devotion required by the first section of this Canon, the Bishop, or, if 
there be no Bishop present, the President of the Standing Committee, shall call 
the Convention to order, and the Secretary shall pn>ceed to call the names of the 
Clergy from the aforesaid list, and the Clerical members will take their seats ac- 
cordingly. 

Sec. 3. If it shall appear that a sufficient number of the Clergy are present 
to constitute a quorum of that order, the chair shall appoint a committee to 
examine and report upon the credentials of Lay Delegates; and, when said com- 
mittee shall have made its report, the Secretary shall call the names of the Lay 
Delegates from the list so reported, when, if it shall appear that there is a suffi- 
cient number of Parishes represented to complete the quorum, the Convention 
shall proceed to elect a Secretary for the ensuing conventional year, after which 
the chair shall declare the Ccmvention to be duly organised. 

Sbc. 4. If, at any time after the organisation of the Convention, the right ol 
any Lay member to sit in the Convention be called in question, the point shall 
be determined by a vote of the Convention, and this whether the person has 
already been admitted to a seat or not 

Sbo. 5. The Chaplain of the University of the South, if not canonically resi- 
dent in the Diocese, shall be, ex officio, admitted to a seat upon the floor of the 
Convention, with all privileges ; but he shall not be entitled to vote. 

Sbc. 6. It shall be the duty of the Yestry of each of the Parishes in union 
with this Diocese to elect three Lay Delegates and three Alternates, who shall 
be members of their respective Parishes and communicants in good standing, to 
represent their several Parishes in the Convention. Delegates from Mission 
Stations, which are not represented through any parish, shall be appointed by 
the Missionary in charge of such Stations, or in case there is no Missionary in 
charge, by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

The Lay Delegates from each Parish shall be furnished with a certificate 
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flettinfi; forth their eanouicAl qnalifications aad the fact of their election ; which 
certificate shall be signed by the Rector, or, if there be no Rector, by the clerk 
of the Vestry, or one of the Wardens; and sach certificates shall he prima fade 
evidence of their right to seats iii the Convention. 

Sec. 7. In case ai.y Yestry shall fail to elect Lay Delegates, or in case all 
the Delegates elected from any Parish shall fail to attend the Convention, the 
Rector of such Parish shall bavo authority to appoint one Layman, who shall be 
a commnnicant of his Parish, to represent the said Parish in the Convention. 

Sec. 8. All elections shall be hy ballot, provided however, that the ballot 
may be dispensed wfth by the ananimoas vote of the Convention. 

CANON" II. 

OP THE SECRETARY. 

Section 1. In addition to the duties of the Secretary, as prescribed by the 
Constitution, ho shall be charged with the publication and distribution of the 
Convention Journal, undt^r such instractions as be may receive from the Con- 
vention. He shall transmit a copy of the Journal to each of the Bishops ; to the 
Secretary of the House of Deputies ; to the Conservat(»r of Ecclesiastical Docu . 
ments appointed by the General Convention ; to the Library of the University o| 
the South ; to the Secretaries of the several Diocesan Conventions. He shall also 
transmit a copy to each Clergyman and Lay Delegate of the Convention, and 
ten copies to each Parish. 

Sec. 2. Tho Secretary shall have authority to appoint an Assistant Secretary ; 
and in case the office of Secretary shall become vacant, the duties thereof shall 
devolve upon the Assistant Secretary, or, if there be no Assistant, the Bishop 
shall appoint a Secretary pro tempore. 

Sec. 3. All expenses incurred by compliance with the first section of this 
Canon shall be paid out of the Contingent Fund of the Diocese. 

CANON IIL 

OF THE REGISTRAR. 

Sbctioh 1. There shall be a Registrar of the Diocese elected by the Conven- 
tioD apon the nomination of the Bishop, whose duty shall be to collect and pre- 
serve such papers, reports. Journals, records, and other doonments relating to 
the history and property of the Church in this Diocese as are now, or may 
hereafter become, the property of the Convention, and to keep the same in a safe 
and c<mvenient place, subject to the inspection of the Bishop or the Convention 
at any time. He shall make a report of his official acts at each annual Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Registrar shall have authority to make such exchanges of Jonr> 
nals and other documents with the officers of other Dioceses as he may think 
necessary or expedient, to render the archives of this Diocese as complete as 
possible, the expenses to be paid out of the Contingent Fund of the Diocese. 

CANON IV. 

OP THE CHANCELLOR. 

The Bishop shall nominate and the Convention shall elect a Chancellor^ 
learned in the law, who shall be the adviser of the Bishop upon all legal matter» 
tooching the interests of the Diocese. He shall hold office until his successor i» 
elected. 
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»CTI«S OF ■BTTOBa. WARMBS AJI» TK8TST. 

Sscno5 1. The Rector of a Parish shall bare tbe exclnsive cbarge of all 
things affecting tbe spiritual intereats of the Parish, sabject only to tbe Bisbop. 
It shall be bis dntj to take order coBceming the worship of tbe Cbnreb, together 
with all that appcfftaiDs IhereimtOL He may appoint^ firom time to time, fit per- 
sons to assist him in all dnties which may lawliilly be performed by lay persons. 
He shall be. at all times, entitled to access to tbe eburcb^ to open the same for 
pnblic worship, for catechetical or other religions instructions, marrisges, bap- 
tisms, innerals. and all other offices antborixed by tbe Cbnrch. He shall have 
spiritual direction and control of all Sunday-schools^ Parish-school:*, and other 
educational and charitable associations connected with the Parish^ and shall 
preside at all Pafish and Testry Meetings. 

Sec. fL It shall be the duty of tbe Wardens, under the Rector, to protect the 
church property, and to proride for all things necessary for tbe orderly worship 
of God, and for tbe administration oi tbe Sacraments and Ordinances of the 
Church. 

Sbc. 3. It shall be the duty of the Testry to give order for the expenditure of 
all funds of the Parish, other than those for special and charitable purposes, to 
elect and call the Rector, and to provide for tbe maintenance vi the Parish. 

CAXON VIII. 

OF YACAHT PARISHES. 

Section I. Whenerer a Parish shall become vacant it shall be the duty of 
the Yestry to give immediate notice thereof to tbe Bishop, who shall render the 
Testry such assistance as may be in his power in filling the vacancy. 

Sec. 2. In case the Testry of a vacant Parish fail to make arrangements for 
maintaining the services of tbe Church during the vacancy, the Bishop shall 
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littve power to ftcnd 8nch Clergy as may be at hi8 disposal for that pnrpose ; and, 
io all sach caseis the Clergy bo sent shall have access to the cbarob. 

Sec. 3. In case any Parish shall remain vacant for twelve months and shall 
fail to render to the Bisb( p what be shall consider a sufficient explanation of its 
iailnre to procure a Rector, he shall report the fact to the Convention, and, upon 
a vote of the Convention, such Parish shall be dropped fVom the Roll of Parishes 
and become a Miitsion Station ; and, in all such oases, the ohnrch and property 
belonging to the church »hall be open to the use of all Missioiutries who may be 
lawfully sent. 

CANON IX. 

OF NBW PARISHBS. 

Section 1. Any number of persons, not less than ten, may associate them- 
selves together to form « new Parish. If the proposed new Parish is not to be 
within the limits of a Parish already established, they shall sign and forward tA 
th« Convention Articles of Association in the following form, to>wit: 

ARTICLES OP ASSOCIATION OP 

Parish 

Whereas, the following named persons, communicants of the Protestant Bpfo- 

copal Church, residents in and vicinity, in 

Tennessee, vis.: with others, have associated 

together for the purpose of organizing a Parish according to the Doctrine, Dis- 
cipline, and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ten- 
nessee, they do hereby declare the following to be the articles and oonditiona of 
their association : 

1. The title of this Parish shall be the Recti»r, Wardens, and Yestrymen of 



2. The Parish acknowledges and accedes to the Constitution, Canons, Doc- 
trine, Discipline, and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Chnroh in the Dio- 
cese of Tennessee. 

3. The aflairs of this Parish shall be conducted by the Vestry, consisting of 
the Rector, Wardens, and Yestrj'men thereof, according to the Constitation and 
Canons of the Church. The Rector, when present, shall preside, ex-ifffido, at \ba 
meetings of the Vestry. 

4. The Rector of this Parish shall be elected by the Wardens and Vestrymen 
in open meeting duly convened for that pnrpose. 

5. The Wardens and Vestrymen of this Parish shall all be registered commn- 
nicants of the same. 

6. The Parish, or any Trustees in whose name the pn>perty of the Parish shal| 
be vested, sha.l not by deed or by any other means, without the consent of the 
Bishop in whose Diocese this Parir^h shall for the time canonically be, nuder hitt 
hand, or, in caM of a vacancy in the Episcopate, of ihe Standing C(»mnuttea of 
s&id Diocese, by a major number thereof, under their hand.^, previonsly had and 
obtained, grant, alien, or otherwise dispose of any lands, measnages^ tenements 
or hereditaments in them vested tor the use and benefit of said Parish, nor ebarge 
nor encumber the same to any person whomsoever. 

7. All real estate shall vest in the Convention of the Protestant Episeopal 
Church in the Diocese ol Tennessee, in trust for this Parish. 
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If, opoD presentation of these articles, the Convention gives its consent, tlie 
Parish shall be accounted duly established. 

Sec. 2. If the proposed new Parish is to be formed within the limits of an ex- 
isting Parish or Parishes, application Ihall be made to the Bishop, who shal^ 
forward the application with snch endorsement as he shall see proper, to the 
Standing €k)mmittee, whose doty it shall be to inform the anthorities of said 
existing Parish or Parishes that such application has been made, and that any 
objection to the formation of the proposed new Parish will be daly considered, if 
made in writing. After sixty days from snch notice given, the said Committee 
shall act upon the application. If consent be given. Articles of Association 
shall be signed and forwarded as above ; and, opon a vote of the Convention, 
the Parish shall be dnly established. 

Sec. 3. Toting by proxy in Parish meetings shall not be allowed. 

CANON X. 

OF PAROCHIAL BBOISTBBS AKI> REPORTS. 

Section 1. In every Parish, the Church Wardens shall provide a Parish 
Register, in which the Rector or Minister in charge, or, if the Parish be vacant, 
the Wardens, shall record the name of each child baptised, with the date and the 
names of its parents and sponsors — the names of all persons confirmed, married 
or buried, with their re^ective dates. The said Register shall also contain a 
list of all the communicants in the Parish — all entries to be attested by the 
person making the record. At each Mission Statitm a like Register shall be 
kept by the Missionary, or some one appointed by the Bishop. 

Sec 2. Immediately before the annual meeting of the Convention, the 
Minister of each Parish and Mission Station (or, in case any Parish is vacant, one 
of the Wardens), shall make an accurate report to the Bishop of the nnmber of 
baptisms, confirmations, marriages, and funerals, recorded during the conven- 
tional year preceding. Such report shall also give the number of communicants, 
accounting for the loss or gain during the year; a report of the Sunday and 
Parish-schools ; a statement of all moneys raised, and how expended — specifying 
the several amounts for Missions, (Diocesan, IXomestic, and Foreign,) with such 
other particulars as may be of general interest. 

This report shall be made up to and to include the Sunday next preceding the 
annual meeting of the Convention, and snch parts thereof as the Bishop may 
direct shall be published in the Journal. 

Sec. 3. Parish Registers shall be open to the inspection of the Bishop, and 
he may call for any information they may contain at any time. 

CANON XI. 

OF D10CE8A5 FUKDS. 

Section I. At each annual Convention assessments shall be laid upon the 
several Parishes and Mission Stations to provide for the Episcopate, to meet the 
contingent expenses of the Diocese, and its dues to the General Convention, such 
assessments to be apportioned by a Committee consisting of the President of the 
Finance Committee, the Treasurer of the Diocese, and one Layman from each 
Convocation. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer uf the Diocese shall regularly charge the assessments 
on his books against the several Parishes and Mission Stations, crediting them 
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with payments when made, and shall report annaally the state of his acoonnts 
with each Parish and Mission, which report shall he entered on the jonmal of 
the Convention. 

Sbc. 3. When any Parish shall fail to pay its assessments for three consecn- 
tire years it shall not be entitled to representation in the Convention, and snoh 
disability shall continue nntil its arrearages are paid. 

Sbc. 4. Any Parish, after payment of the Current assessment, which shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the Episcopate Endowment Fund any snm of money not 
lesit than fifty dollars, and shall designate the same to be applied to the perma- 
nent endowment of the Episcopate, shall thereafter, in all assessments levied 
npon it, in accordance with this Section, receive credit for an amount equal to 
he interest of said sum so paid the Treasurer at 6 per cent., and no credit shall 
be allowed of interest upon any sum paid by any Parish or Mission until the ex- 
piration of one year from the date of payment 

Sec. 5. There shall be elected annually, by the Convention, three Trustees of 
the Episcopate Endowment Fund, who shall have the care and investment of all 
funds paid in. They shall pay the net income arising from said fund to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, with necessary instructions as to how the same shall 
be credited. They shall also make an annual report to the Convention. 

CANON xir. 

FINAKCB COMMITTBB. 

• 

There shall be a Committee on Finance, which shall consist of two Presbyters 
and four Laymen— one of whom shall be the Treasurer of the Diocese. Said 
Committee shall be elected by ballot, and shall serve for three years at the 
three successive Conventions next succeding the one at which they are elected. 
Any vacancy occasioned by absence may be filled by the Committee. 

CANON XIII. 

OF DTOGBSAN MISSIONS AND CONVOCATIONS. 

Section 1. The Bishop, Clergy and Laity, in Conventicm assembled, shall 
constitute the Board of Missions for the Diocese, and shall set apart one night 
during each annual ses^iim for the consideration of the Missionary work of the 
Church. 

Sbc. 2. For its Missionary operations the Diocese shall be divided into three 
districts, as follows: — 

All that part of the Diocese lying east of the Cumberland Mountains com 
monly known as East Tennessee, to be known as the Convocation of Enoxville. 

All that part of the Diocese lying between the Cumberland Mountains and the 
Tennessee River, commonly known as Middle Tennessee, to be known as the 
Convocation of Nashville. 

All that part of the Diocese lying west of the Tennessee River, commonly 
known as West Tennessee, to be known as the Convocation of Memphis. 

Sbc. 3. (1.) Each Convocation shall consist of the Clergy actually residing 
within its limits ; and of Lay Communicants, one from each Parish and Mission, 
to be chosen according to rules adopted by Convocation. 

Each Convocation shall, under the supervision of the Bishop, conduct the 
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Mi88ionar7 work within its limits, and ehall seek to create and foKter a miwioo- 
ary spirit among the people, and shall report to the Diocesan Missionary Board 
once each year, concerning the condition and prospects of the Missionary work 
] 1 the Diocese. 

(2.) Each Convocation shall meet at least three times each year, for the pro. 
motion and extension of Missionary operations. When the Bishop is present he 
shall preside, and an offering shall be taken at each meeting for Diocesan Mis- 
sions. 

(3.) Each Convocation shall have a Dean, who shall be appointed by the 
Bishop on nomination of the Convocation, and a Secretary and Treasurer, who 
shall be chosen at the first meeting after the Annual Convention. 

All appointments of Missionaries shall be by the Bishop. 

(4.) The Dean, as the Bishop's representative, shall have the general over- 
sight of Missionary work in his district, and shall preside at the meeting of Con- 
vocation in the absence of the Bishop. He shall also make a full report to tiie 
Bishop at the time of the meeting of the Annnal Convention. 

Sbc. 4. (1.) The Bishop, with the Deans of the Convocations, and threo 
Laymen chosen annually by the Convention, one of whom shall be the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, shall constitute the Miasionaxy Board of Managers, who shall re- 
port to the Convention each year the oondition and prospects of the Diocesan 
Missionary work, the names of Missionaries and Stations, the annual receipts 
and expenditures, and the names of non-contributing parishes, if there be any. 

The Board of Managers shall have charge of all arrangements for the Mission- 
ary service at the meeting of the Convention, provided for in Section 1. 

(2.) All mttneys collected or otherwise received by the Conv4»cstious shall bo 
appropriated by vote of Convocation, bat a statement of all such receipts and ex- 
penditures shall be made to the Diocesan Treasurer in time to be incorporated in 
his annual report. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of every Minister having charge of a congrega- 
tion within the Diocese, on at least two Sundays in each year, to be appointed 
by the Board of Managers, to see that there be made and reported offerings for 
Diocesan Missions, and also to urge upon the people their bounden duty of otm- 
tribnting according to their means to this object. 

CANON XIV. 

TRIAL OP A CLERGYMAN. 

Section 1. Whenever the Bishop, from public rumor or from private infor- 
mation, Hhall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the imputation 
of an offense for which he may be lawfully tried, and that the interests of the 
Church require an investigation, it shall bo bis duty to present the matter to the 
Standing Committee, who shall examine into the case, and whenever the Stand- 
ing Committee shall receive reliable and trustworthy information that a Clergy- 
man of this Diocese has committed an offense within the offenses enumerated in 
Canon I., Section 5, and Canon II., Section I, Title II., of the Digest of Canons 
of the General Convention, it shall be the duty of the Standing Committee to in- 
vestigate as to the truth of such information pursuant to Title II., Canon I., Sec. 
tion 5, and Title II., Canon II., Section 2, of the Digest of Canons of the General 
Convention. 

If after investigation it appears that reasonable grounds exii^t for believing 
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that SDoh information is true, they shall present the charge to the Bishop la the 
following form : 

Jb the Bight Reverend A. B., Bishop of Tennessee : 

The Standing Committee of this Diocese respectfally represent that C. D. has 
been acoosed npnn reliable and trautworthy iotormation [Here recite the mode, 
manner, charge, or charges], and the committee are of the opinion that there are 
enfficieut grounds for presenting the said 0. D. for trial agreeable to the Canon in 
60oh cases made and provided. [Signed by the Standing Committee. ] 

The offense of which the accused is alleged to be gnilty <(hall be speci^ed 
with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circumstances, and shall be 
held and deemed sufficiently correct when it states the offense so plainly that its 
nature may be easily understood. No presentment shall be entertained in any 
case for an offense alleged to have been committed more than three years before 
the date of the presentment, and no Clergyman shall be put on trial twice for 
the same offense. 

Sec. 2. Upon the receipt of the foregoing presentmeut, the Bishop, or, if 
there be no Bishop, the clerical members of the Standing Committee, if he or 
they shall find that the facts charged do not constitute an offense, he or they 
may dismiss it in whole or in part ; but if he or they, acting as aforesaid, shall 
deem it expedient to proceed with the trial of the case, the said Bishop, or the 
said clerical members of the Standing Committee, in the event there be no Bish- 
op, shall make or cause to be made a list of all Presbyters residing in the Dio- 
cese and entitled to seats in the Convention, excepting the accused person, the 
accuser and the clerical members of the Standing Committee. He or they shall 
then summon the accused and the President of the Standing Committee to at- 
tend at a time and place to be named in the summons, for the purpose of re- 
ducing the said list to five, the President of the Standing Committee and the ac- 
cused striking off the names alternately, the President of the Standing Com- 
mittee having the fir^t strike. Service of the said summons and of all notices 
and citations in the progress oi the proceedings shall be pursuant to Title II., 
Canon I., Section 3, of the Digest of Canons of the General Conventitm. 

Should the accused fail to attend, or omit or decline to exercise the privilege, 
the Bishop shall strike off the names in his stead, and shall then summon the 
five Presbyters whose names remain on the list, and thus selected, to meet at 
some time not exceeding ninety days, and at such place as he (the Bish(»p) shall 
deem most expedient. 

Sec. 3. The Bishop, or, if there be none, the clerical members of the Stand- 
ing Committee, shall forthwith furnish to the Standing Committee and the ac- 
cused a list of the Presbyters summoned to constitute the Court, with a notice of 
the time and place of the meeting of the Court. The Standing Committee shall, 
at least sixty (60) days before the trial, furnish the accused with a copy of the 
presentment, notice of the time and place of trial, together with a list of wit- 
nesses who may then be known t4) the Standing Committee. 

The said Committee shall also appoint a Church Advocate, who shall be a 
communicant (for this purpose a communicant is defined as one who has received 
the Holy Ci>mmunion at least once during the past year from the date of selec- 
tion for this office) and of the profession of the law, who shall conduct the pros- 
ecution ; and the accused may employ counsel with the like qualification.^ the 
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oertifioate ol his or their Rector to be presented as the evidence of his or their 
qoalification. 

Sec. 4. As soon as practicable after their appointment the members of the 
Court shall assemble and choose a President from their own number, and a Sec- 
retary, either from their own number or otherwise, as to them shall seem fit, and 
make such rales as are in their judgment necessary for the conduct of said trial. 

They shall also be authorized to employ a stenographer. The Court shall also 
appoint a lay adviser, who shall be a communicant of the Church and of the pro- 
fession of law ; such adviser may be present at all proceedings of the Court, but 
shall have no vote in any case whatever. It shall be his duty to give in person 
to the Court an opinion on any question, not theological, upon which the Court 
or any of the members thereof, or either party, shall desire an opinion. If a 
dispute shall arise whether any question be or be not theological, it shall be de- 
cided by the Court by a majority of votes. 

The laws of Tennessee, so far as they relate to the law of evidence, shall be, as 
far as practicable, the rule by which the Court shall be governed, and these 
laws shall also be the rule of decision as to the competency of witnesses, save 
and except the accused shall at his own request, but not otherwise, be a compe- 
tent witness; his failure to make such request shall not create any presumption 
against him, but if offered in his own behalf he shall be subject to cross-examina- 
tion like other witnesses. The trial shall be conducted according to the prac- 
tice in the Courts of Tennessee as far as practicable. 

8b€. 5. It is hereby declared to be the duty of all the members of the Church 
to attend and give evidence, when duly summoned to do so, in any ecclesiastical 
trial or investigation under authority of this Church ; but in case there is groand 
to suppose that the attendance of any witness on the trial cannot be obtained, 
it shall be lawful for either party to apply to the Court, if in session, and if not 
to any member thereof, who shall thereupon appoint a Commissioner to take the 
deposition of such witness, and such party so desiring to take the deposition 
shall give to the opposite party ten days' notice of the time and place of taking 
such deposition; accompanying such notice with the interrogatories to be pro- 
pounded to the witness. Whereupon it shall be lawful for the other party, 
within six days after such notice, to propound cross-interrogatories, and such in- 
terrogatories and «ross-interrogatories, if any be propounded, shall be sent to the 
Commissioner, who shall thereupon proceed to take the testimony of nuch wit- 
ness, upon oath or affirmation, and transmit it under seal to the Court; but no 
deposition shall be read at the trial, unless the Court has reasonable assurance 
that the attendance of the witness cannot be procured, or unless both partiesi 
consent that it may be read. 

The oath to be administered to each witness, orally or before his examination 
by interrogatories, shall be : ''I do solemnly call Ood to witness that the evi- 
dence I am about to give shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so help me Ood.'' At the option of the Court, or a majority of its mem- 
bers, or of the Commissioner, any witness may be permitted to affirm, such 
affirmation being of a solemn nature and regarded as equivalent to the oath. 

Sec. 6. Before pleading to the merits, all exceptions to the personnel of the 
Court, to the venue of the trial, or the presentment, or any charge, specifioation 
or count thereof, or plea in abatement, shall be presented, urged and determined 
by the Court before proceeding to hear the case on the merits. Should the ao- 
euaed neglect or refuse to appear or to- answer in person or by counsel, in acoord- 
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•noe with the notice served on him, as aforesaid, except for some reasonable 
canse to be allowed by the Goart, they shall proceed to announce him in con- 
tumacy, and notify him that sentence of suspension or degradation will be pro- 
nounced against him by the Court at the expiration of three month.<«, unless 
within that time he tender himself ready, and accordingly appear and take his 
trial on the presentment. But if the accused shall not tender himRclf before the 
expiration of the said three months, sentence of suspension or degradation from 
the ministry may be recommended by the Court, to be pronounced against him 
by the Bishop. 

If on or during the trial the accused shall confess the truth of the charges as 
stated in the presentment, the Court may dispense with hearing further evidence 
and proceed to render judgment, but if he shall appear and proceed to trial on 
the presentment, the Court shall adjudge him guilty or not guilty, according to 
the eridence. If he be found guilty, the Court shall declare to the Bishop to 
what ecclesiastical censure he ought in their judgment to be subjected. 

8bo. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings, which shall 
contain a copy of the presentment, specifications, notice to the accused and his 
answer, with the evidence, both oral and written, and the final judgment of the 
Court An attested copy of this record, made out by the Secretary, or by the 
stenographer and certified by the Secretary, shall be forthwith at the conclusion 
of the trial delivered to the Bishop, who shall in the consideration thereof be 
authorised to appoint a lay adviser, with the same authority and same duty a» 
the lay adviser of the Court, and obtain from him, when advisable, an opinion on 
all matters not theological. The Bishop shall also have the same authority iu 
passing upon all motions for a new trial. 

If the judgment of the Court be not guUty, the Bishop shall give his oertifi.- 
oate of acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of the presentment and specf- 
fications, and the accused shall not be subject to a second trial on the same 
charges. If the Court shall judge him guilty on one or more points at issue^ the 
Bishop shall pronounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be 
proper, provided the penalty shall not be greater than that expressed in the 
judgment of the Court. Before pronouncing any sentence the Bishop shall sunt- 
mon the accused and any two or more clergymen to meet him, at such time a^ 
in his opinion may be most convenient, in some Church to be designated by him>, 
which diall for that purpose be opened at the time to all persons who choose to 
Attend, and the sentence shall then and there be publicly pronounced by thei 
Bishop, but no sentence shall be pronounced until tiie expiration of twenty days 
from tbe adjournment of the Court, nor shall the penalty be greater than that 
expressed in the judgment of the Court 

At any time within fourteen days after notice of the judgment of the Court to 
the accused he may make application to the Bishop for another hearing. Thiae 
application must set forth the exceptions he takes to the proceedings or findingsi 
of the Cburt both of law and offset, and no other matter shall be considered of 
passed upon under the application for new trial by either party, except such an 
bear upon the points to which the exceptions had been or are therein taken, yni- 
Tided always that new evidence discovered since the trial may be contiiderod on 
such motion for a new trial, when such new evidence shall be presented in the 
form of affidavits, as required by the laws of Tennessee and practice there- 
under, li the Bishop thereafter disapproves the judgment, he shall order a new 
trial, stating his grounds for such decision, or he may approve the judgment, and 
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iQ that case within thirty days thereafter proceed to saoh ecolesiastical censure 
as the ease may in hiR judgment require, whether it be adjnonition, saspension 
or degradation from the ministry. 

If the Bi«bop shall order a new trial, the same shall be had as before pre- 
scribed, save and except that the names of the Presbyters selected for the first 
trial shall be omitted from the list (»f Presbyters from whom the new Court sbaVl 
be stricken. 

Skc. 8. The Bishop may, upon the recommendation of the Standing Com- 
mittee, suspend any clergyman against whom proceedings are instituted under 
this Canon from the exercise (»f his official duties pending the trial. If a clergy- 
man of this Diocese, while under suspension after trial and sentence, shall repeat 
the offense for which he is suspended, he shall be presented and tried ior the 
offense committed during such suspension, just as if no suspension existed. 

Sec. 9. Every summons, notice, or citation mentioned in these proceedings 
may be served by delivery of a written notice to the person to be summoned, 
notified or cited, by a person duly appointed in writing by the Bishop, the Stand- 
ing Committee or the Court, as the case may require. Should the accused absent 
himself from the Diocese, so that he cannot be served personally then the 
Bishop, npon notice thereof, may suspend him, at discretion, from the ministry 
until he returns to the Diocese or accepts service elsewhere. 

CANON XV, 

OF YACANCIBS. 

Section 1. All officers shall remain in office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall have authority to fill all vacancies, not otherwise 
provided for, which may occur by death, resignation, or other cause, between 
the sessions of the Convention; and all officers so appointed shall continue in 
office until the next meeting of the Convention. This shall apply as well to all 
Trustees of Literary or Benevolent Institutions elected by the Convention. 

CANON XVI. 

altering canons. 

Section 1. All proposed amendments, additions or alterations to the Canons 
of the Diocese shall be referred to the Ci>nimittee on Canons to be reported npon; 
and no Canon shall be acted npon unless by unanimous consent of the Conven- 
tion with(mt one day's previous notice thereof given in open Convention. 

CANON XVII. 

REPEALING CLAUSE. 

Section 1. All Canons herelolore passed by the Ci>nventi 'n of this Diocese 
are hereiiy repealed. 

Sec. 2. Whenever there shall be a repealing clause in any Canon, and the 
said Canon shall be repealed, such repeal shall not operate as a reviver <»f the re- 
pealod Canon.

litv. FatJicr in God : — As Doan of the Couvocation, i herewith submit tbu 
following report : 

During the past Conveulioiml year there have been three meetings of this Con- 
vocation. The first was held at the Memorial Church of the Messiah, Pulaski, 
on September 28th and 29th. Present : The Bishop of the Diocese, six Priests, 
and (me Laj Delegate. The Bishop celebrated the Holy Communion, and the 
Ctmvocation Sermon was preac!.odby the Rev. TV. J. Page, General Missionary. 
The Rev, T. F. Gaiior read an exegesis of Phillippians ii., (7)— Subject : " The 
KcnosiSf or SelfEmptying of the Son oi God." He also preached, by re- 
quest, on the first night of the session. On the second night a Missionary Meet- 
ing was held, and addresses were given by several of the Clergy. Resolutions 
were adopted regarding the removal from the Diocese of the Rev. M. Cabell 
Martin, so lonjj the faithful and beloved Secretary of this Convocation. Re- 
ports of th(* Clergy present (t»llow«'d, showing that good work is being done all 
along the line. The Bishop's words to the Convocation made a deep impression 
upon all whose privilege it w.is to h<;ar them. G(»od attendance at all the ser- 
vices. This Parish has Ix^eu without the ministrations of a Priest for some 
time. The meeting of the Convocation wa-* evidently a blessing to it. 

The second meeting was held in S. Peter's Church, Nashville, on December 
Cth, 7th and 8th. Attendance : Tun Priests and four Lay Delegates. The Ctm- 
vocation Sermon was preached by the Rev. Robert E. Lee Craig, Rector of Trin- 
ity Church, Clarksville. The resigr.ati(m of the Rev. C. M. Gray as Treasurer of 
the Ctmvocation was accepted, and the Rev. T. F. Martin appointed in his place. 
Resolutions were passed expressive of the sorrow felt by this Convocation in 
parting with the Rev. Dr. W. C. Gray, (soon after consecrated Bishop of South 
Florida,) and the Rev. Chas. M. Gray — the one its Dean, and the other its 
Tieasurer for many years — whose earnest and untiring labors have d<me so 
nmch toward upbuilding the good work in Middle Tennessee. Par nohUe 
fratrum. A most gratifying rcp<»rt was made by our General Missionary, the 
Kev. W. J. Page. All the Missions assfgni'd him have greatly prospered under 
his mniistr}'. and have so enlarged their Offerings as to leave but a comparative- 
ly small balance (»f the salary pledgi^d him, to be raised hy the Convocation 
a^ such. An essay on "Chnreh Unity" was read by the Rev. J. R. TVinches. 
tcr, and was discussed by serernl of the Clergy. The Rev. Dr. Gray, then 
liishop-elee-t ofStMith Fhirida, gave, by request, an address on " The work of 
the late General C< nvention," and on the last night of the session, as ope of the 
appointed Missionary >|»eakers, hade larewell to theCimvocation, which mourns 
it's l(».ss in his removal, lint n-joiees in his well-deserved promotitm to the exalted 
oflSce of a Bi>h«'p in the (.'hurehof G d. Large congregati(ms from first t*» last. 

The third meeting wais held at Christ Church Rectory, Nashville, on December 
29th. There were in atiendance the Bishop of the Diocese and ten Priests, in- 
cluding the Rev. Dr. Patterson, H«'etor cf Grace Church, Memphis. The Bishf»p 
of Georgia, also, honored us wtth his presence. The question as to whether or 
not it would he de-irabh; to have a called Convention was discussed. The Bish- 
<ip finally decided, and so announced, that he W(»uld change the date of the next 
meeting of the ConveiiiionJV«»n» Mny 17th to April lOth. 
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The report of the General Missionary, the Rev. W. J. Pago, is appended, indi- 
cating, to a very large degree, the Missionary work done within the boanda of 
this Convocation daring the last eleven months. Misaona other than those as- 
signed him will be di^y reported elsewhere in the Journal. 

I cannot forbear noting, with sincere gratitude to Almighty God, two events : 
(1) The consecration of the beantifal and commodioas Chnrch at Gallatin, 
where the work has been sustained by the Convocation from its smallest begin- 
ning, years ago, until now ; and (2) the firm establishment of theChoroh under 
the faithful ministrations of the Rev. Bartow B. Bamage, at Mnrfreesboro, 
where a very desirable lot has been sebared and paid for, and where there will 
doubtless be a Church erected at an early day. 

There is much to cheer us in our work, though, as a Convocation, we have 
met witli heavy losses. The removal, last year, of the Rev. Dr. W. M.Pettis 
and the Rev. M. Cabell Martin, (noted in my report for 1882,) and the removal 
this year of the Rev. Dr. W. C. Gray, (now Bishop of South Florida.) and of the 
Kev. C. M. Gray— all true and tried friends and staunch supportersofthe cause of 
Missious — are events that have occasioned us a sorrow which we do not attempt 
to disguise ; but with great pleasure we have welcomed to our ranks the Rev. 
Robert E. Lee Craig, Rector of Trinity Church. Clarksvllle, and the Rev. Geo. 
Di^gen, Recti)r t»f the Church <»rtho Advent, Nashville, the Rev. John Peamley, 
Rector of S. Mary Magdalene, Fayetteville, and the Rev. J. H. Williams, who 
has in charge several Missions in Nashville and the Mission at Spring Hill. 

It is with equal pleasure wo note the complete restoration to health of the 
Rev. R. E. Metealf, Rector of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, who, for some 
HKtnths, was incapacitated for work bj' severe trouble with his throat. Mr. Met- 
call was the first General Missionary employed by this C<mvooation, and to his 
indomitable zeal and energy as such was largely dae the erection of the beauti- 
ful Church at Gallatin, alluded to above. 

On the whol«», looking over the past year's work in this Convocation — its re- 
sults, its bright promise— we liud manifold evidences of progress on all siden, 
which eneour.-ig(; us to hope for a still larger and richer blessing npon this inter 
csting portion of the Lord's vineyard, a blessing surely pledged to laithful 
prayer and untirin^i ellort.

The Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. Charles T. Dobb, read 
his report, which was, on motion, referred to the Standing 
Finance Committee.

— Application of Mr. Alexander Patterson to be admitted to 
the erdir of Deacons only granted, and he was recommen dod to the Bishop for 
ordination. 

At the same meeting the application of the Rev. Albert Anton Amadoas 
Sobaffler, Ph.D., a minister of the Helvitic Church of Switzerland, to be admit. 
ted as a candidate for Priest Orders, was received, and he was recommended to 
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tho Bishop as a suitablo porson to enter apon a coarse of preparation for the 
Holy Ministry. ^ 

December 29, 1892.-~Petition8 of Rev. A. C. Killhellor and Ror. Elvin S. Tay- 
lor, asking for ** a dispensation from an examination in the Latin, Greek and 
Hebrew languages, and all other branches of learning not strictly ecclesiastical,*' 
were received, and the dispensation granted. 

At tho same meeting, tho Rev. Bart<»w B. Ramage was elected a member of 
the Standing Committee to fill the vacancy caused by the elevation of Rev. Wm. 
C. Gray, D.D., to the Episcopate, and consequent removal from the Diocese. 

January 2, 1893. — Rev. A. C. Killheffer and Rev. Elvin S. Taylor were, recoiii- 
niendcd to the Bishop for ordination to Priesthood. 

March 13, 1893. The Standing Committee, in response to a letter from the 
Bishop asking their advice, recommend that the place of meeting of the Con- 
vention this year bo changed from Knoxville to Nashville, provided it meets 
with Dr. Ringgold's approval. 

March 20, 1893. — Consent given to the consecration of the Rev. Frederick R. 
Graves, Priest, as Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Shanghai, and oi tho 
Rev. JohnM. McKim, Priest, as Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Yoddo,

THE BISHOFS ADDRESS. 

To the Diocesan Conreniion of the Churchy held afNaahville, Tenvessee, April 
19^/<, A. I). 1893: 

The all-important question for you to consider at this Conveiiti«>n, raj breth- 
ren, irt the matter of securing additional Episcopal snpervisiou. So great is the 
need, and so pressing are the present demands in this diroctitm, and so unable 
am I physically to meet the requirements, that I have exercised my canonical 
privilege and advanced the time of meeting of this Ctmvention ; and so anxious 
have I been to secure a good attendance at this Ctmvention that I have also 
changed the place of meeting from S. John's Church, Knoxville, to S. Ann's 
Church, Nashville, as this city is more centrally situated, and more easily 
reached than Knoxville. 

I consider this Convention one of the most important in the history of this 
Diocese. A great responsibility rests upon you as members of a Church Coun- 
cil met to advise with each other and consider matters of vital import connected 
with the Church of the Living God. Think seriously, examine carefully every 
step you take. Above all, seek earnestly and can fully to know what is the di> 
vine will, and then try, by God's go(»d grace and His Holy Spirit, to carry out 
the same to good oflect. 

I beg that you will now carefully and seriously attend to what I have to say 
to you, my brethren, in regard to securing additi(»nal Episcopal supervision. 

When I presented to the House of Bishops the petition for divisi(»n, I gave my 
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fall and free coD<4ent to the division of the Diocese. The Committee on New 
Dioceses in the ]t)wer House rejected the petition. It was subsequently referred 
to the Committee ou Constitutitm Amendments, where it was acted upon favor- 
ably ; but in the House of Bishops it was rejected, wberereupon a Committee of 
Conference between the two Houses was asked for and appointed. Tbe Rev. 
Dr. Gailor was appointed Chairman from the House of Depnties, and the Bishop 
of Maryland Chairman from tbe House of Bishops. The outcome ol the oonfer- 
enoe was that the Committee reported to the House of Bishops as follows : 

" Reaolvedy That the House of Bishops does not consent to the proposed di- 
vi8i<»n of the Diocese of Teimessee." The Bishop of Maryland, in presenting bis 
report, gave, among other reasons for n(m-consent, the following : 

'' First. That there are now only some forty places in the Diocese of Tennes- 
see which, as Parishes or Missionary Stations, require the personal visits of the 
Bishop. 

''Second. That the whole uumlier of communicants in the Diocese are only 
about 5,000, and the proposed divisiim would leave only 3,100 in one Diocese, 
and 1,000 in the other. 

"Third. That there are, at this date, by the clear acknowledgement of the 
memorialists, (mly five Priests in the proposed new Diooesef canonically settled 
for the pr(»per time. 

** Fourth. That the provision suggented for the support c»f tbe Episcopate does 
not appear to be sufficient. 

"Fifth. That if the strength of the present Bishop is not sufficient for the 
whole Diocese, as at present, the proper remedy at this time would be found in 
some other way." 

This resolution rejecting the petition of the Diocese of Tennessee was signed 
by John Scarborough, Bishop of New Jersey, and William Paret, Bishop of Ma- 
tyland. As I was not present at the House of Bishops, nor even in the city of 
Baltimore at the time this action was taken, I beg to say that I am fally con- 
scious, and, I trust, more auJ more hnmbly conscious, as the years roll on, oj 
the responsibilities of a Bishop in the Church of Grod. Clergy may come and go, 
tbe Laity may change, but a Bishop has no choice, no opportunity of transfer- 
ring or sharing with (»thers, for one moment, that solemn and persistent burden 
of obligatitm which be owes his Diocese. The Clergy and Laity have this com- 
fort, at least, that if one member suffer, all the members suffer with it But it 
is only the Divine Heart that can know a Bishop's conscious responsibility f r 
the condition of his Diocese. It is, therefore, with a sad heart that I feel com- 
pelled to-day once more to lay before this Convention the needs of the Diocese 
<»f Tennessee, and to say that, using to the utmost the strength that remains to 
nie, I feel utterly unable to meet the demands that increase upon me from day 
to day. Even when I was stronger, when I was first elected Bishop, I was sat- 
isfied that the State of Tennessee was too large a field for any one Bishop. At 
cmr first Convention after tbe war, when I was elected Bishop, I seconded reso- 
lutions looking to the subdivision of tbe Diocese, but knowing lull well how ut- 
terly inopportune and ill- timed they were. Since then, as tbe need of addition- 
al Episcopal supervision has forced itself upon me with increasing seriousness, I 
have longed for some arrangement that would relieve me from that strain, and 
give the Diocese the opportunity for development which I believe is all that is 
needed to put it in the front rank of Southern Dioceses. 
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In roceiit years somo have bold tho opinion that We^4t Tonnosseu wa8 boiit fit- 
ted for a Rcparate jurisdiotion. And yet, ontnide of Memphis, it id evident that 
this portion of the State haH not kept pace with the EH8t4>rn portion in coninier- 
cial and niannfacturing enterprise. Tho pniFpectH of the Church nre eouDequcut- 
ly not a8 bright in West Tennessee as we had n^ason to hfipe some years ago; at 
least that is the opinion of many who have examined the statistics of popula- 
tion and financial development. For this reason, at the Convention of 1890, I 
made np my mind that the important and pressing need was additional Episco- 
pal oversight. I doubted the willingness of the General C<mventi(m to erect 
West Tennessee, urtder tho existing circunibtances, into a separate Diocese, and, 
therefore, I urged the Convention to elect an Assistant Bishop, inth^ following 
words : 

''My present proposition is that an Asssistant Bishop be elested, who shall 
reside in Memphis." 

The Committee aj)p()inted to consider this pnrt of my address reported adverse- 
ly to the Convention; and the Ctmvcntion, by an almost unanimous vote, favored 
a division (»f the Diocese rather than the election of an Assistjint Bishop. The 
Rev. Dr. Gray was elected Commissicmer to raise an endowment fund ft»r tho 
erection of the proposed new Diocese. In 1891, in my address t(» the Ccmven- 
tion of that year, I commended Dr. Gray\s labors as pommissioner. and said 
that, whatever action the Convention might take on the subject of Episcop-il re- 
lief "should be of a conservative character ai\d decided upon only afltor niHture 
deliberation." The Conventicm of 1891 declared again in favor of divisitm ol tho 
Diocese, and a Committee was appointed '* to devise a scheme for such division, 
or divisions, and to report on tho first day of the Conventiim in the year 1892." 

All this time it was well kn(»wn that I was in favor of an Assistant Bishop 
rather than a division of tho Diocese. In my address to the Ctmvention of 1892 
I said : 

" I think there can be no two opinions as to the desirability of such division 
where it is practicable; but there is another question which nmst materially af 
feet my position before tliisC<mveution, and that is : "Whether we shall be fur- 
thering the best interests of the Church by urging a plan which is not entirely 
practicable, and by losing the opportunity of doing scunething which may ii«it 
be what many members of the Convention desire, but which will undoubtedly re- 
lieve our present needs. Is division entirely practicable at this time f Let mo 
ask you two (|uestions: Do you think that the erection of West Tennessee into 
a separate jurisdiction will be permitted under provision of Article V. of tho 
Constitutitm of the Church in the United States f This Article provides that 
the new Diocese cannot be constituted 'if it shall contain less than six Parishes, 
or less than six Presbyters who have been for at least one year cauunically resi- 
dent within the bounds of such new Diocese.' According to the Clergy list <»f 
1891 there are but ficv who meet tliis requirement in West Tennessee. Sec- 
ondly. Will tho General Convention set apart East Tennessee as a Missionary 
Jurisdiction, as is suggested in this report? Florida has passed a resolution ask- 
ing the General Convention to set apart Southern Florida as a Missionar}- Juris- 
diction, and that Diocese is g(>ing before the General Convention with a petition, 
although the Clergy of Florida, who have a better casu than we woiiM have, ad 
niit that they are not very hopeful of success. Ought this C<»nveiitioii to com- 
mit itself to this policy, and thus run the risk of further delay in obtaining the 
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relief that i.<< k(» urgent f What wo need is farther Episcopal supervision. Uow 
fthall we get itf Shall we insist on division for weal or woe, rale or rain t or, 
is there any othnr way t Wo cinild at once get an AHMistant Bishop; and no 
man. with the history of the Chiiroh befori) him, can say that the idea of a coad- 
jutor Bishnp is4Mther unpriniitive or uncatholie. I lay the case before this Con- 
vo:itii»n, and ask f(»r relit^f of s<»nu) kind, should the Convention decline to regard 
divi'«ion as practicable at this tiin<^ I shall urge them most earnestly not Ui 
p»a«tpoiiH artiiin, but to eloot an As istant Bishop subject to the approval of the 
General C(»nvcntion." 

The acti<in of the Convention o( 1892 on the subject of Episcopal relief was the 
ad<»ption of a resolution to properly memorialize the General Convention of 1892 
ior ** the erection of a new Diocese in West Tennessee." In case this effort 
failed the Deputies to the Goneral Convention *' were instructed to make every 
effort to have East Tennessee set apart as a Missionary Jurisdiction." 

To sum up the whole matter, the^. let me say I have, from the time of my 
olecti(m as Bishop, always desired a divisi<m of the Diocese, and favored the 
making of such division whenever it should become practicable. But such a time 
liatt never yet, in my opinion, arrived. In order, therefore, to secure immediate 
Episcopal help I have asked the Convention over and over again to elect an As- 
8if«taut Bishop as the most practicable means of obtaining the relief so maoh 
needed. But the Convention has taken an onposite view of the matter, and has 
twice g(me to the General Ctmveutiou asking ft»r a division, and baa been twice 
refused. The latest effitrt was made last year. I have already quoted from my 
address to the Convention of last year, in which I urged the election of an As- 
aititant Bishop, because I considered division not practicable at the time. My 
opinion, as I gave it, was based mainly upon the impossibility of meeting the 
Constitutiimal requirements. The Convention, however, adhered to its former 
position, and memuriulized the General Couvuutiou for division. Not wishing to 
oppose the strongly expressed desire i)f my Convention, I determined to say or 
do nothing that would contravene their plan or defeat its accomplishment. 
When, therefore, I presented the memorial in the House of Bishops^ I used the 
following words : 

'* I give my hearty and cordial consent to this petition." 

Fearing that in case the petition should be reiused I might iu some way be 
connected with its failure, I left the whole matter to the General CouTention, 
aud departed from the city of Baltimore. Being requested by the Clerical Dep- 
uties to send them my consent for division, I immediately complied, sending my 
hearty Ciniseut, not only by t<»legraph, but in writing also. These documents 
are open to yinir cxuniinatidn. I have, also, iu my possession a letter from the 
Bishop of Maryland, who was Chairman of the Committee of Conference held be- 
tween the two U<)uscs, in which letter are the following words: 

** The dccihion did not turn upon your wishes iu the matter at all, aud the Con- 
stitutipnal difficulty was set aside without full discussion, though I am free to 
say that I think the divisitm would have been unconstitutional." 

The Chairnian of the Committee of the Uouse of Clerical and Lay Deputies 
wrote me as follows on the subject: 

** Division failed not l)ecauso the Bishop opposed it — for he did not do that — 
l>Qt because iitlier ci.nsidiTatitms iuflueneod the Houhc of Bishops." 

Tbeee written documents arc all ready for your examination. 
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From these facts you will see, in the first place, that I gave my hearty con- 
sent for the division to both Himsea, for I have always favored divisi«»n, and 
still do favor it as soon an practicable. Secondly, Thai when acUtm was Uken 
on the matter I was not in the city of Baltimore. Thirdly, That whether I fa- 
vored or disapproved of divinion it was indifferent to the case, for it was decided 
on entirely other groands. The attitude of the Hishop of Tennessee in the mat- 
ter, one way or the other, did not enter into the qnostion at all. 

But, leaving out of consideration my actiim and yours in the matter, and my 
wishes and your wi-ihes, what might have been or what we wished had been, 
the fact remains that we have n(»t secured additional supervision. I am phys- 
ically unable t<i carry on the wi»rk a one ; that tact every one of you must rec- 
ognize. 1 Hill sure all of you desire as earnestly as I do to have additional Epis- 
copal oversiglit. The only way to obtain this relief at (mce is to have an Ats- 
sistaiit Bishop. The responsibility rests upim you, and I look to you to provide 
me with the help of which 1 ntaud so greatly in need. It is utterly impossible 
for me to do the work which clamors on every side, and which only agt»niies me 
with a sense of weakness. I am bound in ctmscience, and by my consecration 
vow, to urge upon you the conditicm of the Diocese, and the necessity ^oi some 
immediate action being taken f<»r a more general Episcopal oversight. The Bish- 
op is the chief Missionary i>f the I)i<»cese. But what can he do when his health 
and strength have failed binif With all my heart then, 1 beg that you will 
follow the example of Springfield, and elect an Assistant Bishop. By electing 
an Assistant Bishop we can secure the relief we need, and in the way recom- 
mended by the Committee of the House of Bishops already quoted in the follow- 
ing words : 

** If the strength of the pre8out Bishop is not sufficient for the whole I>i(»cese, 
as at present, the proper remedy at this time would be found in some other 

way." 

Evidently intimating this source of relief. Without sUch additional assistance 
I do not see how we can advance one step towards meeting the immediate and 
pressing demands of the Diocese. I ask, therefore, for the appointment of a 
C(»niuiittee, consisting of in»t loss ihon futir Clergymen and three Laymen, who 
Khali consider that portion of my address relating to the subject of an Assistant 
Bishop 

May Almighty God direct and assist you in all your doings, and richly bless 
you in your labors.

30tb. The Board met. The Hon. Hilary A. Herbert, Chairman of the Kaval 
Committee of the Honse of Representatives, was elected Prenident of the Board. 
I was appointed on the following Standing C<mimittee8 : (1.) Conditicms of ad- 
missions to and discharge from the Academy. (2.) Subjects of stady and stand- 
ards of scholarship. (3.) English stadies, Modern Langnagcs, Drawing, Phys- 
iology and Hygiene. 

June. 

3rd. Commencement exorcises were held. I delivered the address in the 
Chapel of the Academy, afcer which the cadets resumed their arms and marched 
to the band-stand, where diplomas were delivered by the Hon. B. F. Tracy, 
Seoretary of the Navy. 

4tb. I visited Washington to see Mr. Pellew, Secretary of the Commission 
for Work among the Colored People. 

5th~Wbitsun-Day. At night I preached in S. Andrew's Church. 

12th — Trinity Sunday. In the morning I preachod and colobrntcd the Blessed 
Eucharist in S. Paul's, Stapleton, Staten Inland. In thr* nlicrnoon I preached 
the last sermon of the term at 8. Austin's School, (»r which the Rev. George W. 
Dumbell, D.D., late of Chattanooga, is Rector. 

14th — Tuesday. I preached at the Commencement exercises of S. Austin's 
School, delivered an address, and presented the diplomas and prizes. 

16th. I left for Tennessee. I was detained at Lynchburg, Ya., by an acci- 
dent on the railway. 

19th — First Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preachod at S. Paul's 
Church, Lynchburg, of which the Rev. T. M. Carson is Rector. 

20th and 2l8t. I spent at Johnson City. 

On Tuesday, 21st, I preached and confirmed three candidates. 

22nd. I visited Rogersville, and held services at the residence of Harry Clay, 
Esq., grandson of the statesman, Henry Clay. I preached to the company as- 
sembled. 

23rd. I reached Morristown, and at night said Evening Prayer at the Hall 
fitted up as a temporary Chapel. A thunder storm came on jnnt at the hour of 
service, and the congregation was therefore small. The music was very good. 

26th — Second Sunday afler Trinity. In Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee, af- 
ter service by the Rev. Professor Shoup, I preached. In the afternoon I was 
too unwell to venture out, and was confined to my room for the week following. 

July. 

3rd — Third Sunday after Trinity. At 11 a. m. the Rev. Dr. Gailor preached at 
S. Augustine's Chapel, and I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. At 5 p. m. ser- 
vice was :>aid by Dr. Gailor, after which I confirmed eleven candidates, ten of 
them being students of the University. 

10th — Fourth Sunday after Trinity. I visited Christ Church Mission, Tracy 
City, in the moining, and baptized an adult. After the baptism I consecrated a 
new altar, very skilfully carved by Mr. Harry Easter, the Lay Reader, and 
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placed in the sanctnary to the dear memory of his mother. At 10 a. m. Mr. 
Easter said the Litany ; T preached, e<mflrmed six candidateR, addressed them, 
and celebrated the Holy Communion.

I left at 3 p. m. for Nashville, for a visitation to S. Peter's Church, of 
which the Kev. Bartow B. Ramage is Rector. Satnrday I devoted U\ visiting. 

17th — Fifth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preached, confirmed (me 
man, and celebrated the H<|Iy Communion. At night Evening Prayer was said 
by the Rev. Mr. Ramage, and I preached. 

18th — Monday. Acccmipanied by Mr. Ramage. I left for Mnrfreesboro. Onr 
visit was chiefly to spy out the land, and it was decided that Mr. Ramage shall 
begin work here in September, giving the Mission one Sunday and one week day 
service. 

24th — Sixth Sunday afler Trinity. I visted S. Thomas' Church, Somerville, 
preached both morning and night, and confirmed one candinate. I was the 
guest of Mrs. "Williams, widow of General Williams, formerly of Memphis, and 
who was a member of Cavalry Parish away back when I was Rector of that Par- 
ish. Two of her sons and her daughters were present with her. My visit was 
very delightful. After a day in Memphis, I arrived at Sewanee on Wednesday, 
the 27th. 

28th. The Board of Trustees of the University of the South met in S. Augus- 
tine's Chapel at 11 a. m. The Chancellor, Bishop Gregg, being too infirm to 
leave his house, it fell to my lot to take his place. I celebrated the Blessed Eu- 
charist in S. Augnstine'y. Bishop .lackrion, <»f A iabamn. rrml the Epi'^tle, and 
Bishop Dudley, of Ki^ntnckj'. read the Gospel. Bishop IMm-i', ot Arkansas, 
preacliod \\\v stMnmn. Iiimii'diutely after the s«».rvitM» the Boaril ussemblod in 
Convocation iiali. I proidcd as Acting Chancellor. Although only Acting 
Chancellor, 1 could not help recalling the day when I planted the Cross where 
S. Luke's Oratory now stands — 

"To consecrate anew the vast domain which Christian men had set apart hmg 
since for training Christian youth." 

3l8t — Seventh Sunday after Trinity. The C«'niniencenient Sermon was 
preached by the Right Kev. C. K. Nels«m. Bishop of Georgia, and at night the 
8ernK»n before the Missionary Society was preached by the Rev. George J. Ma- 
gill, of Newport, Rhode Island. 

August. 

2nd. At 8 p. ui. the annual address before the Literary Societies was deliv- 
ered in Forensic Hall by Hugh R. Garden, Esq., President «»f the Soatheni So- 
ciety, of New York City. 

3rd. In the evening the Alumni Association mot in Forensic Hall, when ad- 
dresses wore delivered hy the Yice-Chancellor of the University and the Bishops 
of Loui^iaMa and Georgia. 

4th— Conniieiuenient Pay. This was n day long to be remembered. The Bish- 
op ol Kentucky pronounced it the lin(?st. Coniniencenient he had ever witnessed. 
The C()niniencenient Address was delivered hy Chi(»f Justice Bleckley, of the

Sapreme Guart of Georgia. It fell to my lot to confer Honorary Degrees on 
Bishop Kelson, of Georgia, Chief Justice Bleckley, and Major Garden. As I 
wish to preserve the first form in which I ever conferred a degree in the Univer- 
sity of the South, I quote it :

7th — Bighth Sunday after Trinity. Accompanied by the Rev. Joseph Chesh- 
ire, Jr., I drove to Fairmount. Dr. Cheshire preached, and I celebrated the 
Blessed Sacrament. 

11th. At the written request of the Yice-Chancellor, I presided at the opening 
of the Trinity Term of the University of the South. Addresses were made by 
the Yice-Chancellor and myself. 

14th. Ninth Sunday after Trinity. I presided at the 11 o'clock service at S. 
Augustine's, the Assistant Bishop of Springfield preaching. At night the Rev. 
Dr. Murdoc)i lectured. 

24th — 8. Bartholomew's Day. I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in S. Au- 
gustine's Chapel, assisted by Uie Rev. McN. DuBose. At 10:30 I attended the 
opening of the Theological School in the Oratory of 8. Luke's. An admirable 
discourse was preached by the Rev. Dr. Angelo A. Benton. 

28th — Eleventh Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I read service and 
preached at Christ Church Chapel, Nashville, Rev. Mr. Winchester officiating 
at 8. Peter's, and Mr. Ramage at the Church of the Advent. 

30th. I presided at the first Commencement ot the Medical School of the 
University of the South. A brief service was said by Dr. Shoup, after 
which Dr. Hodgson delivered an excellent address. The Yice-Chanoellor 
ccmferred the degree of Doctor of Medicine on two graduates, after which I 
made an address.

Ist Transferred the Rev. Edmond Phares to the Diocese of Springfield. 

2nd. Arrived at Clarksville. 

4th— Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preached and institnted 
the Rev. Robert B. L. Craig as Rector of Trinity Parish, Clarksville; and at 
night the newly instituted Rector preached, and I confirmed six men. 

5th. I confirmed one person at 2 p. m., and left for Nashville at 3 o'clock. 

6th. I devoted the day to the afiairs at Hoffman Hall. 

7th. At 4 p. m. I laid the corner-stone of Christ Church, Nashville. A num- 
ber of the Clergy were present. Most of the service was held in the Chapel, and 
I delivered my address there, as I feared to speak in the open air. I was to*day 
greatly shocked to learn of the death of Arthur H. Marks, son of Gov. Marks. 
He was one of the most brilliant young men in the State of Tennessee. It was 
my privilege to receive him into the Church by Holy Baptism on my last visit 
to Winchester. 

8th. I consecrated Immannel Church, Gallatin. There were present of .the 
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Clergy : The Rev. Messrs. Ramage, Scully, Metdalf, Howard, and Page, the 
Missionary in charge. Mr. Page read the request to consecrate, and Mr. Met- 
oalf read the sentence of consecration and preached an admirable sermon. The 
other Clergymen assisted in the service. 

11th— Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning I preached at Otey 
Memorial Church, and confirmed five candidates—all from Cowan. At night I 
preached for the colored congregation at St. Paul's- on- the-Mountain. 

13th. The Rev. Bartow B. Ramage came up from Nashville to help me make 
up my triennial report for the General Convention, and remained wlih me until 
Saturday. 

15th. In the morning I ordained the Rev. John Feamley to the Priesthood 
in Otey Memorial Church. Rev. Dr. DuBose preached the sermon, and all the 
Clergy present assisted in the laying on of bands. I celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion, Dr. Gailor and the Rev. J. J. Perry assisting. 

18th — Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning, assisted by the Rev. 
James Glass, of South Carolina, I gave the Blessed Sacrament t(» the. Right Rev. 
Alexander Gregg and family in private. 

21st. At night I preached in Christ Church, Scmth Pittsburg. After the ser- 
vice the Convocation of Enoxville convened, all of the Clergy of East Tennessee 
being present. 

22nd. I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. 

23rd. Dr. Ringgold celebrated the Blessed Sacrament at 7 a. m. This was 
one of the most snccessfnl meetings of Convocation it has been my privilege to 
attend. 

25tb'— Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity. I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist at 
7 a. m. in S. Augustine's Chapel, and at 11 a. m. pre8ided at the service. 

OCTOBBR. 

3rd. Lofl Sowanee for Baltimore to attend the General Convention. The 
Convention assembled in Immanuol Church. 

5tb. The opening services were most impressive. The edifice was packed to 
its utmost capacity. The sermon was preached by the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Alabama. The Bishop of Minnesota celebrated the Blessed Sacrament. The 
Lord Bishop of Frederickton was Epistoller, and the Bishop of Maryland Gos- 
peller. The House of Bishops assembled at 3 p. m., with Bishop Whipple in the 
Chair. The Standing Committees being appointed, I fi>und myself on the Com- 
mittee on the Prayer Book,;and Chairman of the Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion. Bishop Neely was again elected Chairman. Six Bishops, consecrated 
since the last meeting of the House, were introduced, to-wit: Bishops Jackson, 
Sossnms, Brooks, Nicholson, Hale, and Einsolving. 

I introduced Bishop Sessums, having been his consecrator. 

8th. I presented the petition from the Diocese of Tennessee to the Honno <»f 
Bishops asking for the erection of a new jurisdiction within the bounds of the 
present Diocese. Dr. Gray, a Deputy from the Diocese of Tennessee, presented 
a similar petition to the House of Deputies.

11th. I assisted at the consecration of the Rev. George Herbert Kinsolving, 
8.T.D., Assistant Bishop-elect of the Diocese of Texas, in the Church of the 
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Bpipbany, Pbiladolphia. Thirteen Bishops were present and assisted in the im- 
podtiun of hands. 

14th. In 8. James Charch, Baltimore, I ordained the Rev. H. A. 8. Hartley 
to the Priesthood. The sermon was preached by the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Georgia. I celebrated tba Holy Communion, with Archdeacon Moran as Epis- 
toller, and the Rev. T. W. Cain as Gospeller. 

16th— Eighteenth Snnday afler Trinity. I preached in the morning at 8. Mi- 
chael's Church, Reistertown ; and in the afternoon I delivered an address in the 
Hannah More Academy. 

23rd— Nineteenth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning and at night I 
preached at S. Paul's, Stapleton, Staten Island. 

30lh— Twentieth Sunday after Trinity. On my way home from the meeting 
of the General Convention I stopped at Lexington, Ey., preaching morning and 
uight at 8. J(»bn'8 Church for the Rov. Roger Hansom Peters, a graduate of Sc- 
wauee. 

NOYEMBBR. 

1st — Feast of All-Saints. In the morning I celebrated in the Chapel of Christ 
Church, Nashville. The Rector said Morning Prayer. 

6th — ^Twenty-first Sunday after Trinity. I officiated morning and night at 
Otey Memorial Church, Sewanoe, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Magruder. At night 
I confirmed one person. I preached at both services. 

13th — Twenty-second Sunday after Trinity. In S. Peter's Church, Columbia, 
assisted by the Rev. Dr. Beckett, I preached morning and night. 

14th. I met the Standing Committee in Nashville at 11 o'clock, and subse- 
quently I met the Clericus. 

16th. I went to Winchester to visit my friend, Judge Peter Tumey. I found 
him extremely ill, but I was admitted to his sickroom, and had prayers with him. 

18th. I left for Rugby, Morgan conuty. The Rev. Joseph H. Blacklock 
joined me at Chattanooga. Reaching Rugby in due course, we enjoyed the un- 
bounded hospitality of Mr. N. H. Tucker. 

20th — Twenty-third Sunday after Trinity^ In the morning Mr. Blacklock said 
the Litany. I preached on ''The Uses of Adversity," and celebrated the Blessed 
Sacrament. At night I read Evening Prayer, and Mr. Blacklock preached. 

21st I baptized Eleanor Armstrong, infant daughter of Charles E. and Annie 
H. Armstrong, at Christ Church. Leaving Rugby at 3 p. m. I reached Chatta- 
n4»oga at 10 o'clock at night ; spent the night at the Read House, and was called 
by the porter at 4:30 a. m., and took the train for Winchester at 4:30 a. m. to 
visit Judge Tumey. 

27th— First Sunday in Advent. I visited S. John's Church, Enoxville, and 
officiated at the opening of the very beautiful new Church. The Rev. Thos. F. 
Gailor, Vioe-Chancellor of the University of the South, preached the opening 
sermon, taking for his text : *' Now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be, bnt we know that when He shall appear we shall be 
like Him, for we shall see Him as He is." I celebrated the Holy Eucharist. At

made an address.

1st Accompanied by Dr. Ringgold I visited the Mission at Johnson City. 
Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. F. C. Berry, Missiiinary, assisted by Dr. 
Ringgold, after which I preached. 

2nd. In company with Rev. F. C. Berry I visited the town of Elisabeth t<»n. 
At night services were held in the Presbyterian Church. I said Evening Prayer, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Berry, and preached. 

3rd. I visited S. James Parish, Greenville. 

4th — Second Sunday in Advent. S. James Chorch, Greenville, has been en- 
tirely restored and greatly improved. A recess-chancel has been erected, and 
the incumbent, the Rev. Mr. Eillheffer, deserves the greatest possible credit for 
the energy and taste he has displayed in the restoration of tl^e Chnrch. In the 
morning I re-consecrated the Church, preached, and celebrated the Holy Commu- 
nion. Taking the train in the afternoon I returned to Johnson City, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Eillheffer. At night Evening Prayer was said by Mr. KiUhnfTtsr and 
Mr. Berry. I preached, and confirmed three candidates. Taking the trnin iit 
midnight I went to Atlanta, Ga. 

5th. I baptized Henry Monell, infant son of Henry Monell and Mary Peters 
Atkinson. The sponsors were T. Jefferson Coolidge, Harvey Johnson, and Ma- 
rion Phelps. After the baptism I received a telegram fn>m the Hon. Joseph B. 
Washington, requesting me to officiate at the funeral of his father at Cedar Hill, 
Tenn. Mr. Washington was a man of very exalted character, known far and 
wide. 

6th. I arrived at Cedar Hill at 8 a. m. The funeral of Mr. WashingUm took 
place at 12 o'clock. It was very largely attended by the people fn^m the sur- 
rounding country, from Springfield, and from Nashville. There was a large gath- 
ering of the old family negroes. After the committal of the body to the ground 
upwards of a hundred of the former slaves of Mr. Washington gathered an»nnd 
the grave and sung one of the peculiar hymns which, while very weird, was 
very impressive. I was assisted in the service by the Rev. J. R. Winchester, 
Rector of Christ Church, Nashville. Leaving Cedar Hill on a special train, I ar- 
rived at Chattanooga next morning. 

7th. I reached Cleveland, and attended the opening services of the Convoca- 
tion of Enoxville. In the morning I preached, confirmed one person, and C4)Ie- 
brated the Blessed Sacrament, at S. Luke's Church. 

8th. I read Morning Prayer, assisted by the ReV; Dr. Pettirt. Dr. Ringgold 
preached. At night a most interesting Missionary service was held. Addresses 
were made by the Rev. Drs. Pettis and Ringgold, and the Rev. Messrs. Berry 
and Eillheffer. 

9th. At night I preached, and confirmed three candidates presented by the 
Rector, the Rev. Mr. Blacklock. 

11th — Third Sunday in Advent. In the morning I presided at the services in 
S. Augustine's Chapel, at Sewanee ; and at 4 p. m. I confirmed nine candidates, 
all of whom were students of the University. I delivered an address. 
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18th — Fourth Sunday io Advent. 

25th — Christmas Day. Received the Blessed Sacrament at S. Panrs-on-tbe- 
Moantain, at the early service. At 1 p. m. I officiated at the faneral of Ben. 
Bn>wn, an old negro. 

27th. Feast of 8. John Evangelist. I went to Nashville as the guest of Mrs. 
John C. Burch. 

28th — Feast of Holy Innocents. This was the day for the gathering of all the 
teacbtirs and scholars of the Church Sunday-schools in Nashville* The service 
was held at the Church of the Advent. The Bishop of Kentucky had been ex- 
pected to address the children, but as he did not arrive in time it lell to my lot 
to deliver the address. 

29th. This was the day set aside for the consecration of the Rey. ITilliam C. 
Gray, D.D., as Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Southern Florida. The 
services were held in the Church of the Advent, Nashville. There Was a distin- 
guished gathering of the Clergy in honor of the occasion. Five Bishops were 
present, to-wit : The Right Rev. Thomas U. Dudley, D.D., Bishoj[> of Kentuoky, 
tbe Right Rev. Edwin Gardiner Weed, D.D., Bishop of Florida, the Right Rev 
Glelaud Einloch Nelson, D.D., Bishop of Georgia, the Right Rev. Charles Hale, 
D.D., Assistant Bishop of Springfield, and myself as consecrator. A large num- 
ber of Clergy preFdnt from this and other Dioceses. The procession of Bishops 
and Clergy, headed by forty vested choristers, formed at the Rectory of Christ 
Church, and entered tbe Church at 10 i/clook, singing the processional : "Tbe 
Church's One Foundation.'' When the Clergy were seated, that great Missiona- 
ry Hymn, written by Bishop Huber,* ''Fr<»m Greenland's Icy Mountains, From 
India's Coral Strands," was snng with great fervor. Morning Prayer wa^ 
said by the Rev. Dudley Powers, of Kentucky, the Rev. John Feamley 
reading the Lessons. The Anthem, " How Beautiful Upon the Mountains," 
was sung by the choir at this part of the service. The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of 
Kentucky celebrated the Blessed Sacrament, Bishop Hale reading the Epistle, 
and Bishop Nelson the Gospel. The sermon— a most eloquent setting forth of 
tbe doctrines that concern the niinietry of the Church — was preached by the 
Bishop oi Florida. Alter the sermon, the Bishops of Kentucky and Georgia 
presented the Bisfat^p-elect to Bishop Quintard, the Bishop presiding, seated in 
hie Chair. The Bishop presiding then demanded the testimonials, and caused 
them to be read. The Rev. Thomas F. Gailor, S.T.D., read the certificate of 
•lection by tbe Hi»use of Bishops and the House (»f Clerical and Lay Deputies. 
The Rev. F. A. Shoup, D.D., read the letter of authority from the presiding 
Bishop t(» consecrate. The Bishop-elect then made the promise of conformity. 
The Litany was snug by the Rev. Thos. F. Gailor. After this all the Bishops 
present united in tbe laying on of hands. The Communion service was then pro- 
ceeded with, and, at the close, the recessional hymn, '' Pleasant are Thy Courts 
Above," was snng, and the congregation waited until the choir and Clergy bad 
retired. The Ordinal used by Bishop Gray was printed in 1703, by Hugh Gaine, 
in New York. It was tbe property of the Right Rev. Jv«hn Croes, first Bishop of 
New Jersey, and a great- uncle of Bishop Gray. While in attendance at the 
General C<»nvontion, iu October, Bishop Gray was presented with the Episcopal 
robes of his grent-Hncle. They are fall three-quarters of a century (»ld, and were 
worn by me while officiating at the baptism of little Nannie King Peck, infant 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wil iuni II. Peck. Tbe robes worn by the Bisbop-eleot 
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at big ooDsecratioD were preHented to him by the Clergy and Laity of the City (»f' 
Nashville. They were carried into the Church by young Campbell Gray, a turn 
of the Bishop-elect, who wan subsequeutly vested by the Rev. Charles M. Gray 
and the Rev. J. R. Winchester. 

Aocompanied by the Rev. Mr. Ramage, I went to Murireesbons and at mid- 
night held a service at the residence of George M. Darrow, Esq.

let — Feast of Circumcision. At 11 o'clock I preached and celebrated the Uo- 
ly Communion, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Ramage. In the afterncHtn Evening 
Prayer wan Raid by Mr. Ramage, and I preached.

3rd. I visited Gallatin, where, after Evening Prayer by the Rev. W. J. Page, 
I preached. 

5th. I visited Dickson. The Southern Methodist Church was kindly lent to 
us for service. The night was bitterly cold, and the building was insufficiently 
heated. Evening Prayer was said by Rev. Mr. Page, and I preached. 

8th— First Sunday aft4»r Epiphany. I visited S. James Mission, Cumberland 
Furnace ; celebrated the Hdly Connnunion in the morning, confirmed throe can- 
didates at night, and preached at both services, Rev. Mr. Page assisting. 

llth. 1 visited S. Paul's Church, Franklin, accompanied by the Rev B. B. 
Ramage, who said Evening Prayer, and I pfeached. 

12th. . I celebrated the Holy Communion at 11 o'clock in the morning, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Ramage. At night service was said by Mr. Ramage at Grace 
Church, Spring Hill, after which I preached. 

15th — Second Sunday after Epiphany. I visited S. Peter's Church, Columbia. 
In the morning I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion. 

16th-— Monday. Chief Justice Turuey was inaugurated Governor of the State 
(►f Tennessee. The oath was administered by Judge Suodgrass, in the presence 
of a very distinguished conipany, coi sisting of the Judges of the Supreme Court 
and represejitatives of both branches ol the Legislature. After his inauguration 
I said a religious service, all persons uniting in repeating the Lord's Prayer, af- 
which I gave the Governor the Benediction. 

17lh — Tuesday. I offiiiaied at the funeral of Ciipt. Thomas Perkins, of Frank- 
lin, a-^sisted by the Rev. P. A. Rodriguez. 

18th — Wednesday. I visited tlie Church at Pulaski, but the weather being so 
extremely inclement, it was found impossible to hold the service. I went from 
Pulaski to Winchester, to visit Trinity Church, but, in consequence of the state 
of the weather, no services could bo held. 

22nd — Third Sunday after Epiphany. I visited S. Mary Magdalene Parish. 
Fayetteville. In the morning I celebrated the Holy Communion and preached. 
At night I read Evening Prayer and preached. 

23rd — Monday. I visited the sick in Decherd. 

25th — Conversion (»fS. Paul. Accompanied by the Rev. Elvin S. Taylor, I 
visited Christ Church, Tracy City. This Mi.<si(m has been in charge of Mr. Har- 
ry Easter, a Lay- Header, who has been doing good service. I preached, con- 
lirmed twelve candidates, and addressed them. 
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29th — Septaagesima Sunday. I visited tho Parishes in Chattanooga. In the 
knorning I preached in S. Paul's Church, confirmed a class of twenty candidates 
presented by the Rector, the Rev. Dr. Pettis, aud delivered an address. At night 
I visited Grace Memoiial Church, of which the Rev. J. A. Armstrong is Rector. 
I preached, confirmed four candidates, and addressed them. 

Fbbruary. 

5jLh — Sexagosima Sunday. In the morning I visited S. Ann's C!mrch, East 
Nashville. I preached, and confirmed a class of seventeen, presented by the 
Rector, the Rev. T. F. Martin. At night I visited Holy Trinity, where I 
preached and confirmed seven candidates presented by the Rector, the Rev. J'no. 
J. Scully. On both occasions I addressed the newly confirmed. 

8th — Wednesday. . In S. Peter's Church, Columbia, I united in the bonds of 
Holy Matrimony Mary Eloise Gordon and Hunter McDonald. 

9th — Thursday. I went to Murfreesboro to inspect the lot selected for the 
Church. 

10th — Friday. I visited Christ Church Mission of the Epiphany, in Nashville. 
Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. J. R. Winchester I preached, confirmed 
ten candidates, and delivered an address. 

12th — Q^inquagesima Sunday. I risiti'd S. P»-tiM 's Pari ii in the morning. 
At this service I received into the Churcli the Rev. Albert Sohalfter, D.D., wh<i 
had been for many years a minister of the Helvetic Church. Th^ Doctor is 
shortly to receive Anglican Orders. At night I visited Christ Church, confirmed 
a class of fifteen candidates, and addressed them. 

14th — Tuesday. At 7 o'clock in the morning I baptized an adult. At night, 
in S. Andrew's Mission after Evening Prayer by the Rev. B. B. Ramage, I 
preached and confirmed two candidates. 

15th — Ash Wednesday. I said Morning Prayer and preached in the Church of 
the Advent During the day I held two confirmations in private, and confirmed 
three persons presented by the Rev. J. R. Winchester. One of these candidates 
was a patient in the Hospital of the Good Shepherd. 

19th — First Sunday in Lent. I visited Trinity Church, Olarksville, and 
preached both morning and night, the services being said by the Rev. R. E. L. 
Craig, Rector of the Parish. At the evening service I confirmed seven candi- 
dates and addressed them. 

20th — Monday. At 4 p. m. I preached in Trinity Church to a good congrega- 
tion. 

Leaving Clarksville, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Craig, I visited the Mission 
at Paris. The Rev. Mr. Craig read Morning and Evening Prayer, and I preached. 
In the afternoon I baptized three children. At night I confirmed two candi- 
dates. The Methodist Church was kindly loaned to us for our services. 

23rd. I visited the Church of tho Redeemer, Shelbyville. Evening Prayer 
was said by the Rev. Dr. Howard. I preached, confirmed three candidates and 
addressed them. 

24th — S. Matthias Day. I visited S. Barnabas Parish, TuUahoma. Evening 
Prayer was said by the Rector. I preached ; after which I confirmed nine can- 
didates and addressed them. 

25th — Saturday. At 7 o'clock in the morning I celebrated the Holy Commu- 
nion in S. Barnabas Church, and at 9 o'clock I read Morning Prayer.

26th — Second Sunday in Lent. In the morning I preached in the Otey Me- 
morial Church, Sowauee, and celebrated the Holy Communion. 

March. 

5th — Third Sunday in Lent. I visited the MiAKion at Murfroesboro. Morning 
and Evening Prayer were 8aid by the Missionary, the Rev. R. B. Ramage, and 
I preached at both services. It affords me great pleasure to say that this Mis- 
sion, under the charge of the Rev. Mr. Ramage, is in a most hopeful condition, 
arrangements having already been made for the erection of a Chnrch. 

8th — Wednesday. I received a telegram from Mrs. Russell, announcing the 
death of her husband, the Rqv. A. B. Russell, of Clarksville. Mr. Russell was 
(»rdained Deaoim by Bishop Otey, on the 10th of June, 1847. In his address to 
the Convention in 1840 the Bishop says : " The Rev. A. B. Russell, Deaotm, has 
been employed as a Professor in the new College at Clarksville. f<ir the last year, 
and he has officiated, as opportunity served, under the Rector, the Rev. Dr. 
Crane, of Trinity Church.'' The last Priestly services of Mr. Russell in this Dio- 
cese were at Cumberland Furnace. He was a man of great gentleness and love- 
ly spirit, and his departure out of this world was full of peace. 

12th — Fourth Sunday in Lent. I visited S. Thomas's Parish, Somerville. In 
the morning I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted by the 
Rector, the Rev. Mr. McGlohon. At night I preached and confirmed one can- 
didate. 

13th — Monday. I visited the Parish at Collierville. Evening Prayer was said 
by the Missionary, Rev. Mr. McGlohon, and I preached at night. 

14th — ^Tuesday. I celebrated the Holy Communion at 10 o'clock in the mom 
ing in S. Andrew's Church. Leaving Collierville, immediately afler the service. 
I proceeded to LaGrange, where Evening Pra.v<*r wan naid by Kov. Mr. MoGlo- 
hon, and I preached. 

15th — Wiulnosdrt}'. T wont to B»Iivar and preached at n:glit at S. James 
Church. 

16th — Thursday. The Rev. Mr. McGlohon wont out into the country to give 
the Most Comfortable Sacrament to a sick person. At 9 o'clock I preached and 
confirmed two candidates at S. Philip's Church. At 10:30 I preached and cele- 
brated the Holy Communion at S. James Church. Subsequently I presided at a 
Parish meeting, after which I gave the Blessed Sacrament to a persim in private. 
Returning to the Chnrch I baptized an infant, James Coates. In the afternoon I 
drove twelvQ miles to TVhiteville, and took the train for Memphis, where I spent 
the night. 

17th — Friday. Covington. I was assisted in the morning services by the 
Rev. D. Troy Beatty, Missionary in charge. I preached, ocnifirmed seven can- 
didates, and celebrated tho Blessed Eucharist. In tho afternoon I drove twelve 
miles to the residence of Mr. Alfred Boyd, where I spent the night. 

lOth—Passion Sunday. I drove six miles to Trinity Church, Mason, where, 
in the morning, I preached, confirmed seven candidates, and celebrated the Ho- 
ly Communion, assisted by Mr. Beatty. 

2lHt. I vinitod Ravenscroft Mission, where I drove from Atoka, some six or 
eight niilcK, and at 3:30 p. m I preached, confirmed six candidates, and deliv- 
ered an address. Immediately after the service I started for the Colored Mis- 
sion at Hawkins. After being "hauled" through the Indian Croek botUim I 
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l*eaohed ttie Oharoh in Ume for evening semce. I preached, confirmed three 
candidates, and delivered an address. 

22nd. I visited the Mission at Riplej, where I preached at night to a crowded 
oongregation. 

23rd — ^Thursday. I cel^rated the Holj Gommonion in Immannel Chnroh, 
Ripley. After the'servioe I was driven twenty miles to Brownsville. 

24th. In Zion Church in the morning I preached, celebrated the Holy Com* 
mnnion, being very unwell and utterly unfitted for any service. 

26th — Palm Sunday. Calvary Church, Memphis. In the morning the services 
were said by the Rector, and I confirmed fifty-two candidates. At Grace 
Ghnrch at night I confirmed thirty-two candidates, presented by the Rector, Dr» 
Patterstm. 

27th — Monday before Easter. I confirmed two candidates in private, presented 
by Dr. Davenport. I was so unwell that I was obliged to withdraw my appoint- 
ment at Jactson. 

30th — Maunday Thursday. I left Memphis to attend the funeral of my dear 
friend and neighbor. Gen. E. Kirby-Smith, who had entered into God's eternal 
peace on the Tuesday previous. 

Gen. B. Eirby-Smitb was bom in St. Augustine, Florida, May 16th., 1824. 
He entered West Point at the age of seventeen, and graduated in 1845. 

On his graduation from West Point in 1845, he was appointed Second Lieuten- 
ant 1st. Infantry, and in the Mexican war for gallantry at Cerro Gordo and Oon* 
tresas was twice brevet ted. From 1849 to 1852 he acted as assistant Professor* 
of Mathematics at West Point. In 1855 he was appointed Captain in the second 
Cavalry. In May, 1859, he was twice wounded in an engagement with the 
Comanche Indians, for bis services against whom he received the thanks of the 
Legislature of Texas. During the war between the States his promotion was 
very rapid. He was, on October 9th, 1862, promoted Lieutenant General, and 
oh February 19th, 1864, full General. In 1863, he was assigned to the Trana- 
Miitaisftippi Department, where he organised a government. Gen. Kirby-Smth 
waa a most remarkable character. He was kindly, big hearted, and no man waa 
a better friend. He was a very devoted Christian communicant of the Church. 
Daring the late war, whenever opportunity offered, he himself held services 
and officiated as a Layman. He entered upon his duties in the ITniversity of the 
Scmth as Professor of Mathematics in 1875, and died on March 28th, 1893. His 
6nd was very peaceful. He died as he had lived— bright, strong in his Chris^ 
tian faith and hope. One of his very last connected utterances was a verse from 
the 23rd Psalm: 

''Though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil, 
for ^Dbon art with me.'' 

3l8t— Good Friday. The funeral of Gen. Kirby-Smith took place at noon. 
Hia Excellency, the Governor of the State, had sent his Adjutant General and 
a regiment of soldiers, besides several officers of State. The funeral services 
were conducted at S. Augustine's Chapel. Everything connected with it waa 
Teiy bright and profoundly impressive. I read the opening sentences. The en* 
tire service was choral. The Lesson was read by the Rev. Dr. Shoup, and the 
prayers by the Rev. M. M. Benton, of Kentucky. The Yice-Chancelloif of the 
University of the South, delivered the following address: 
" There are times when the reverent silence with which the Church h^s her 
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dead to rest may be fitly broken, and this is snob a time. There an liree which 
Btand forth conspicaoas above their fellows, occupying a lofty station or gifted 
with heroic qualities of soul, or illastrions with great achieyement, and in the 
best way of all these ways — ^in essential worth, this was snch a life. At the last 
Inll General of that Ctmfederacy, which is becoming more and more a tender 
and distant memory, oar dear friend in his death closed another genoraUon 
of men. As cme by one the leaders have passed over to the silent shore, some of 
ns have felt that the glory and ^adness, the hopes, the memories, the regrets of 
that sublime but fmitless struggle were concentrated in him, lent new interest 
to his life, and crowned him with a crown of honor. Surely all that was best 
and tmest and most worthy in that cause which we call ''lost" was imaged 
forth in this pure and manful and unselfish life. And when the recording angel 
shall unroll the scroll on which are blasoned the names of those whose lives have 
been lives of sacrifice for conscience' sake, there will be none that shine with 
purer lustre than that of Eirby-Smith. For these qualities of a great soldier were 
pro-eniiueut in him: courage, magnanimity, humility, unselfishness, and the foar 
of God. All the records of chivalry can disclose no truer, nor higher attributes 
of DoblenoKR than those. His strength was gentle, his gentleness was strong. 
Yaliant iu fight, a stranger to fear, a hero in many a conflict, he ^as yet a little 
child in the genuineness of his simplicity — the reality of that humanity which he 
learned at th^ feet of Jesus Christ. The magnanimity of great, mi^estic souls 
was his. When he surrendered, the war for him was over. No bitter accnsa- 
•tionn, no vengeful reproach passed his lips, though it were the very furnace of 
afiliction, the dread anguish of shattered hopes, and a career cut short, no dark 
nesA of those dark days could dim the cheeif ulness of his hope, the constancy of 
his faith, no temptation of public fame, no attraction of worldly advantage, no 
opportunity of self-praise ever wrung from him one harsh or angry word in poor 
and pitiful contention of reviews. Yes ! over all, and through all, and in all the 
impulses of his nature were that love and fear of God, which made his home a 
Christian hohie, and made his life a Christian life. No stress of financial em- 
harraSRinont, no privation of those comforts which men hold dear, tempted him 
for a moment to forget his honor. To toil even in his age, to sufi^er and to sub- 
mit, thexe v^ero small things to him compared with the sting of conscience. From 
th^ day when ho deliberately spurned the wealth which his command of the 
trans Mississippi department placed within his hands to the day— only a few 
weeks ago — when he refused a princely income as the price of principle he was 
always (and God help ns if we fail to say it) inflexibly and grandly true to 
what he believed was his honor as a soldier, his duty as a citiscn, his faith as a 
follower of Josns Christ— thus was he brave. Thus was he faithful. Thus was 
he a good soldier, tried and steadfast, amid the smoke and din and tumult of the 
blood-stained field. Thus was ho a greater soldier on that harder battle-field of 
life, whore those whom we expect to be the bravest too often flinch and fail. 

To-day, therefore, those of ns who are too young to have known him in the stir- 
ring scenes of his military career, but .who have learned to love and reverence 
his character in tho peaceful occupation and enjoyment of this place, come with 
sad hearts and glad devotion to pay our tribute to the bounty and the strength 
of hi^ unique personality. His faith was strong, hib hope was buoyant But 
above both of these and shining through them, was a great and tender hnman 
love, of which the Apostle speaks when ho says: "Now abidoth Faith, H«ipe, 
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Charity, these three, but the greatest of these is charity/' To us here this was*, 
perbapH, the iii(»8t oonspioaoos quality of his nature. The most devoted of bus ' 
bands, the most affectionate of fathers. To the trees, flowers, thei rock-ribbed 
inountaina and the starlit sky; to the creatures that crawl and fly and run and 
leap aronnd us in the living world, to man and brute, nature in ' all her moods^ 
and to Nature's God, this man's heart went out in sweet unselfish joy. Gk>d is 
Love. 

What nobler tribute to His servant can there be than this t What crown of 
glory so unfailing f He loved much. He was much loved. And,. /'whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be tongues, they shall cease. 
Whether there be knowledge it shall vanish away, but love never faileth.'' 

" He prayeth well who loveth well, 
Both man and bird and beast; 
He prayeth best who loveth best 
All things, both great and shiall. 
For the dear God who laveth us. 
He made and loveth all. " 

It was my high privilege to say the committal service at the grave. 

April. 

I reached Memphis on Easter Sunday morning at 5:30, and at 7 a. m. of the 
blessed Easter Day, at Grace Church, I confirmed one person, blessed the beauti- 
ful Altar Cross, and celebrated the Holy Communion. At 11 o'clock, in S. 
Mary's Cathedral, under great difficulty, I preached, confirmed fifty candidates 
and addressed them, and celebrated the Blessed Sacran^ent. . At 5 o'clock p. m., 
in Immanuel Colored Church, I confirmed eighteen candidates and addressed 
them. At 8 p. m. I preached at the Church of the Good Shepherd, confirmed 
twenty-four candidates presented by the Rev. Howard Dumbell, the Rector, and 
addressed tl^m.. 

3rd — ^Monday in Easter Week. I visited S. Luke's Jackson. At night I 
preached, confirmed twenty-four candidates presented by the Rector, the Rev. 
Joseph B. Martin. Mr. Martin, although recently entered upcm this work, has 
greatly wpn the hearts of his people. 

5th — Wednesday. — I visited Christ Church, where at night after services by the 
Bev. Mr. Wright, I preached, confirmed nine candidates and addressed them^ 
After this I returned to my home at Sewanee, where I was confined to Che house, 
being utterly broken down. 

i7tli — ^Monday. I visited S. Ann's Church, Nashville. In the evening I con- 
iimied nine candidates. 

18tb — ^Tuesday. At night I visited Christ Church, Nashville, where I con- 
firmed twenty-five candidates and delivered an address. 

Since our last meeting, the Bishop of California — the Right Rev. William Eip, 
P.D.,IiL.D. — has entered into God's eternal peace. In many respects he was a 
▼ery remarkable man. Springing from some of the very bedt English and Dutch 
etcxjk of the old Colonial families of New York, he was bom to wealth, gentle 
breeding, Christian nature, and scholarly attainment. For myself, I felt that 
bis appointment to the Missionary jurisdiction of California in 1853, was a mid- 
take. But man proposes and God disposes, and the churchmen of California 
have great cause to honor and cberit^b the memory of their first Bishop— a foun- 
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datioo which fimn^ three or foitr PSMriahae and Miaiicms hse gnvwo into a grpat 
Dkieeee of man ttuun one hmidred Ghorohes, with eohooia and hoispitals and 
orphaDages, besides thesettiog off a territoiy ibrajariadiotion in the North. 

Ho was, indeed, a prinoely and apostolical man in the highest and truest iienxe 
of those terms. He served the Master well and we may not donbt that the groat 
Shepherd and Bishop of sonls will bless the work he has left nnfininhed. 

The Right Bev., the Bishop of If assachnsetts, has also entered into his re»(t , 
since onr last Convention. He was a man of illnstrions character, eminent an a 
preacher, and a great and good man. 

On motion of the Bev. F. A. Shoap, D^D., it was 

Resolved (4), That a Committee of fonr Clergymen and three Laymen be ap« 
pointed to consider that portion of the Bishop's address relating to additional 
Episcopal supervision. 

On motioHi the Gonvention adjourned.

St. Ann's Church, 
Nashville, Tennessee, 
Thursday, April 20th, 1893. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Bishop of the Diocese 
and the Bev. Dr. Shoup, at 9 o'clock a. m. 

The following gentlemen appeared and took their seats : 
Messrs. A. S. Thomas, J. K. Williams, E. G. Bichmond, 
Theodore Bichmond, A. C. Grant, S. H. Lamb, C. B. Coate, 
Bruce Douglass, J. L. Dismukes, and J. J. Camp. 

The roll was called by the Assistant Secretary, and the 
Minutes of yesterday's proceedings were read and ap- 
proved. 

The Bishop announced as the Committee on the subject 
of additional Episcopal supervision : The Bev. Doctors Pet- 
tis, Shoup and Davenport, the Bev. Mr. Winchester, of the 
Clergy, and Messrs. Charles T. Dobb, H. M. Aiken and A. 
S. Thomas, of the Laity. 

The special order of the day coming up, the resolution 
relating to the Episcopate Endowment Fund was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Dobb, again postponed until after the report of 
the Committee on the question of additional Episcopal su- 
pervision.

RBPORT of the HiSTORlOGRAPHBB. 

Rev. Tho8. W, Humes, D.D., LL.D, and the Church at Knoxville. 

Ill 1826 the. Protestant Missionary Society sent Rev. John Daris to Tennos- 
8ee. He was in Knoxville lor a few months, and left no record of his work. 

Binhop Ivex, who came to Tennessee to preside over the Diocesan Convention 
of 1832, in passing Knoxville, preached and confirmed two persons. 

In 1833 Kev. John H. Norment, a Deaotm, started a Charch organization, pro- 
cured a Hall, and fitted it np as a place of worship. The popnlaUon of the oity 
was abont 2,000, with no other Episcopal Charch nearer than 200 miles. A Ves- 
try was elected, and a congregation of 50 members assembled — not enough to 
support. a Clergyman. In 1834 Mr. Norment moved to Athens, to take charge of 
the Female Academy there. Soon after he left Knoxville the Bishop sent Rev. 
Mr. Forbes to take charge. He held services until April, 1836. When he left 
the congregation numbered 150 persons, bnt there were only four communicants. 
With the exception of some visits by the Bishop nothing was done until May, 
1838, when Rev. Edward Reed held services here and at Athens, on alternate 
Sundays, for about a year. ^ 

In 1844 Mr. T. W. Humes, a candidate tor Orders, began Lay reading. On 
March 3, 1845. he was ordained Deacon, and, on the 3l8t of July following, 
Priest. • 

In June, 1844, the Bishop sent Rov. Charles Tomes to Knoxville, to re-estab- 
lish the Church there, and this appears to have been the point of commencement 
for work of a permanent character. A temporary frame building was placed at 
the disposal of Mr. Tumes by Mr. Andrew Humes,- and neatly fitted up. An or- 
li^an and a silver communion service were procured. In this building services 
were held until the new Church was erected, the corner-stone of which was laid 
July 22, 1845, by Bishop Otey. In August, 1846, the first service was held, and 
on July 20, 1848, the Church was consecrated. 

Rev. Chas. Tomes resigned in September, 1846, and left. Rev. Thos. W. 
Humes was at once called to the Rectorship. The congregation rapidly in- 
orea^ed, and in 1860 he reported 170 parishioners, 70 communicants, and salary 
of the Rector $800 per annum. 

In 1861 the war broke out, when, because of his inability to harmonise exist- 
ing oonditionsnn relation to the strife between the States, Dr. Humes resigned. 
Kev. N. N. Yaux, in charge at Loudon, took charge at Knoxville, and held ser- 
Tioes at S. John's for two years. 

On the arrival of the Federal forces at Knoxville, in 1863, Oen. Burnsides re- 
quested Dr. Homes to rei^umo services. Tbis arrangement lasted until March, 
1865, when Dr. Humes was unanimously elected President of the University of 
Tennessee. 

In consequence ol the war very few of the Charch members of 1861 were still 
resident oi the U*wn in 1863. The congregations, for various reasons, were gen- 
eralfy large, but miscellaneous, and subject to frequent changes. The people 
were reverent and attentive. Public worship was never interrupted, and the 
property not materially injured. 

Dr. Humes continued services in the Church until 1869. The work of both 
University and Church was too much fo man, and Dr. Wm. Graham was

oallod U) S. John's. Ho resigned Sopt. 1, 1870, and left. In 1871 Rev. J. How- 
ard-Smith took charge ; he left Fehraary 5, 1875. Rev. Mr. Dancaa sacoeeded 
him, and left in 1881. In 1883 Rev. Mr. Morrell took charge, aod left March 1, 
1887. Rev. Mr. Ringgold, the preaent incamhent, took charge on the 15th of 
April following. The Church of S. John's has been enlarged and improved od 
several occasions, t(» meet the requirements of a ccmstantly increasing member- 
ship. In 1887, when Dr. Ringgold took charge, there were 211 commanioants. 
In 1891 he reported 383, with $3,500 on hand to build a new Ohnrob. The S. 
John's Orphanage, established ten or twelve years ago, is doing a qniet and no- 
ble work. Each year the income U increased, and better aocommudatiuns pro- 
vided for the children. 

Dr. HumoM wan horn in Kuozville on April 22, 1815; lived there all hi* life. 
He died January 16, 1892, aged 77 years. Dnring his miiiflMry be was actively 
engiiged in ihe Wiirk of establishing Missions in different points in Baat Tennes- 
see. For nearly fifty years he labored incessantly as a Clergyman for the people 
he lived amongst, and finally laid down and died in their midst. He bad* acted 
as minister i>ro tern, at S. John's quite a number of times between the snooes- 
sions of different Rectors. A parallel case could hardly be fonnd. He saw the 
Church erected. He saw it taken down, after nearly fifty years' service, to make 
room for a new Church edifice more adaptai to the requirements of the age.

W(* have (nittM'cd upon a building era in which manyof the Churches erected 
for y or fifr}' years Mgo are likely to be superseded by more elaborate buildings. 
Ill most cHs(>8 ChunheB built to meet the needs of congregatiuns ip their primi- 
tiv(* periods are found to be inadequate for present purposes. A Pariah U>-daj 
in an aetivH oonimniiity finds itself in need of a place of meeting for itsSnndaj- 
school and Bible classes, Society Guilds, Halls, and other branches of Parochial 
organization, and large sums of money are being spent by individuals and Yes- 
tries to meet the demand for such accommodations. 

Information has been received that the new S. John's Church is completed 
(1893), and the congregation worship in it. 

In 18G7 Dr. Unmos invited the Rev. Mr. Mowbray — then in l^ew York City — 
to return to Kuoxville to assist him in a MisMon in North Enozville. Mr. Mdw- 
bray had been a Missionary in East Tennessee for eight or ten years previously. 
This movement was made in October, 1867. Mr. Mowbray held a service at 
Grey Cemetery. Dr. Humes, his family, and a few neighbors, were present 
The next Sunday, services were held in a mill on Broad street owned by Col. 
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MoGbee, and were oontinned in this mill regalarly nntil a small boose of wor- 
ship oonld be erected. The Episcopal service was entirely nnknown to the peo- 
ple of this neigbburbood. At the first service there was bu^one lady an Epis- 
copalian, and bnt on^ Prayer Book. A Snnday-school was commenced at the 
mill. On week days lectures were given explanatory of the Prayer Book. Messrs. 
B. J. Einsel, Henry Hickman, Stephen Dodge, Samnel Simcox, L. G. Shepherd, 
and D. H. Lord, co-operated with Rev. Mr. Mowbray in the movement 

When they were ready to build, Gol. MoGbee gave a lot of grt)und, and on 
March 28, 1868, the comer-stone of the Church was laid. In June the building 
was completed, and named the Church of the Epiphany. The house was not 
Tery chursbly in appearance, bnt it was a beginning. By January 1, 1869, there 
were 45 regular communicants. Bnt Mr. Mowbray accepted a call to S. Panrs, 
Chattanooga, which had a damaging effect. He was at Chattanitoga two and 
one-half years. When he was recalled to the Epiphany only 20 communicants 
remained. Dnnng his absence Dr. Humes assumed the Rectorship, with Messrs. 
Beckwith, Aves, Watkins and Ruth, Lay Readers. Rev. Mr. Mowbray re- 
signed in 1873, and'.retnrned to New York, where he died in 1875. Rev. Edward 
Meade sncceeded him, and remained nntil October, 1876. Rev. Mr. McDonoagh 
. wan called in 1877. He lound he hod a hard field to labor in, lor varionH causes 
— the greatest want being a suitable edifice. Plans wore dniwii imd money col- 
lected for a new church. In December 1877. the brick tonnUatioti was laid and 
a superstructure of wood 65x35 feet put on it. It wan consecrated May 22, 1881, 
baa a seating capacity for 300 persons, and cost about $2,500. Mr. McDonough 
left June 14, 1885. In April, 1886, Rev. Mr. Buchanan was called ; he left in 
1889. There were at this time 97 communicants. The present incumbent, Dr. 
N. Graham was next called ; it will be remembered that Rev. Dr. Graham was 
Rector of S. John's, Enoxville, over twenty years ago— in 1869. 

Dr. Humes has also been Rector of the Church of Epiphany several times be- 
tween the successions of several Rectors. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Morrison, Perry and Black- 
locky as the Committee on Assessments. 

Mr. B. L. Gregory read the following resolntion, which 
vrasj on motion, referred to the Committee on Education : 

Whbrbas, «this Convention views with regret the fact that here in the city of 
KaahTllle, which is Justly termed the Athens of the South, and where there are 
mo many thriving schools conducted under the influence of the different denomi- 
viations, yet there are none that are under the fostering care of this Church, 
therefore, be it 

Besolved, That a Committee of five be selected from the Convocation of Nash- 
ville, to take into consideration the establishment of an Academic School for 
lj<iys, and a Seminary for young ladies, in the city of Nanhville, to be conducted 
Under the auspices of the Protestant Episcopal Church of this Diocese, ai-d that 
Raid Committee nvike report to the next annual meeting of this Convention. 

Be it further resolved, That we earnestly recommend to the Clergy of Tennessee 
to encourage in oyery way possible the establishment and maintenance of Pann 
ohial Schools in every Parish, or at least in every Convctoation, in the State.

Report of the Gommittbb on Finance. 

To ihe Diocesan Convention: n 

Your Finance Committee respectfully report that they have examined the 
loans made by the Trastees of the Episcopate Endowment Fund, and find that 
there has been loaned by them the sum of |12.300, of which $9,800 is loaned 
upon collateral and $2,500 on real estate mortgage. Your Committee regard the 
loans as entirely good and solvent, but do not think there is sufficient margin 
between the market value of the collateral and the amount of the loans, and 
recommend that the amount of the collateral be increased. Your Committee, 
looking to a wise, proper and safe management of this fund, recommend as 
follows: 

1st. That the notes and collateral connected with the present loans be placed 
as a special deposit with the Fourth National Bank at Nashville, and the certifi'^ 
cate of the deposit be given the Rev. W. M. Pettis, Chairman of the Standing 
Finance Committee, and the collateral remain subject to his order until said loans 
are repaid. 

2nd. That no loans for the present be made longer than twelve months at a 
time, subject to renewal at the option of the Trustees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. 

3rd. That no loan be made to any member of the Board of Trustees* 

4tb. That no loans be made upon personal security alone, but upon stocks^ 
bonds or other collateral of approved and recognised value. 

5th. Until it shall be determined what part or all of said fund is to be a per* 
manent fund, subject to no conditions whatever and the absolute property of the 
Convention, it is recommended that the interest arising from said fund, and pay 
able annually to the treasurer, as per Sec. 5, Canon II., shall be kept and treated 
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as a separate fand by him, and if used by him for ourrent expenses it shall be re- 
fanded pro-rata with the principal, if demanded by the subscribers ; said re- 
iuudroeut to be provided for by the C<mvention by special assessment or other- 
wise, as may bo hereafter determined.

sent out asking for information as to onr educational condition. 

THE university OP THE SOUTH. 

The University of the South of course, interests all the Dioceses to which it be- 
longs. There has been received no formal statement as to its condition in gen 
eral this year. But this, beyond the establishment of the Law Department— 
now in successful operation — ^is practically not different from that of the pasL 
year. The following scholarships and donations have been received since our 
last Convention by the Theological Department, viz :

But it should be remembered that these scholarships do not help the present 
support of this School, ^hey add nothing to the daily bread of the Professors. 
They support students for the ministry, upon whom the future of this Seminary 
will largely depend; but Just now the support of the School is looked for from its 
Diocesan contributions. In this regard it is important for the Professors of this 
School, and it will be interesting, and, we pray, profitable, for the Diocese of 
Tennessee to know that its assessment was $500.00 for the fiscal year ending 
August 1st, 1892, and th^t its contributions were $199.00. 

A gentleman of Ke^ York, who, desiring his name to be withheld from pub- 
lication, upon the principle of not sounding a trumpet before he did his alms, 
has, during the past winter, contributed a fund of twenty thousand dollars to 
the domestic economy of S. Luke's Hall. The interest of this fund is to be used 
first for insurance and repairs upon the building, and attention to the grounds, 
and the residue for additional instruction in the department, and this by the 
written instruction of the donor. 

8. JAMES' HALL, BOLIVAR. 

S. James's Hall is now in charge of Miss Nannie Warder as Principal. She 
has an efficient corps of assistants. It is reported as an excellent School, and 
is, and has always been, well sustained by local patronage. As yet it has not 
been successful in building up its boarding Department, although it has full ac- 
commodations lor a large number of boarders.

This school, the oldest and most venerable in the Soath, has enjoyed daring 
the past year, a large degree of prosperity and sneoeas — both as regards the 
amonnt of patronage and the thorough work accomplished. The pnpila, nnder a 
devoted and nntiring Faculty, have manifested an nnnsnal inspiration and vigor 
in every department of learning, and we feel assured that in fntore as in p&tt 
years their edncational influence will be felt throughout the land. Never was 
there a time that called more imperatively upon the members of the Church to 
the support of their own educational institutions. Many of our children are 
placed under alien influences, to the great injury of their spiritual and eternal in- 
terests, and wo would earnestly invoke the efforts of our people in favor of their 
own schools, and of a " thorough education " upon soond, religious principles. 

We claim for the Institute educational advantages and facilities equal to any 
school in the land — with equipments in the Arts, Science and Literature un- 
equaled in the South. I would again remind the members of this body, that 
the Institute is not a private Institutioa, but that the land, buildings, museum, 
etc., are the property of the Diocese, and that they cannot be alienated to any 
other than their present use. 

Your committee has met, and discussed the resolution brought before the Con- 
vention relative to the formation of Parochial and High Schools in the several 
Convocations of Tennessee. 

The Committee resolved, in the spirit of the resolution presented to them, t4> 

refer it to the Convocation of Nashville, for their consideration, and report either 

to the Bishop or to the next Convention, and that we heartily concur in the por 

tion of the resolution referring to the establishment of Parochial Schools whenever 

possible.

He, therefore, again asks, that the Convention give him 
the authority to pay this amount to the party in New York City or Phila* 
delphia, having the charge of this fund, and that the receipt received be a 
voucher to the Convention of the disposal of same, and that the Treasurer of 
Missionary Enrollment Fund of the Diocese, be discharged.

Report prom Hoffman Hall, Nashvillb. 

The past year has been the most snocessful of any in the history of this insti- 
tation. The number of students enrolled in all departments has been eleveD, an 
increase of three over that of the preceding year. By means of spedal appeals 
the balance of $1,006.10, has been raised to make the last payment on the ad- 
ditional acre of land recently parchased by the Bishop. A nnmbr of needed im- 
provements have been made on the premises and bnildings, which add greatly 
to their appearance and comfort. 

Daring tlie past year instruction has been given in the Theological Depart- 
ment by the Rev. James R. Winchester, Rector of Christ Church, the Rev. John 
L. Scully, Rector of the the Church ot the Holy Trinity, and by Dr. Scaffter, 
Superintendent of the Hall. In addition, the Rev. A. A. Benton, D.D , of the 
University of the South, Sewanee, has been in residence at the Hall for m3verr| 
weeks, and delivered a special course of lectures, besides conducting a " Retreat > 
liuring Holy Week, and rendering most helpfbl ast^istance in pastoral work and 
oversight. Other special lectures were delivered in course by the following : 
the Rev. J. B. Massiah, of Cairo, 111. ; the Rev. A. C. Brown, of Louisville, Ey. • 
and Mr. A. C. Y. Cartier, Proctor of the Hall. 

The great work undertaken by Hoffman Hall in preparing colored Priests for 
the oolorod people, is gradually assuming more definite shape, and showing 
hopeful signs of accomplishment. It would be of vast help if the Clery and Laity 
of the Diocese could be induced to take an active interest in the work. The 
support of the Hall comes from sources outside of the Diocese. Not a 
single donation of any discription has been made during the past year by any 
person living in this Diocese. Surely there is some responsibility resting on the 
church in Tennessee in this most important work.

Since onr report to the Dlooesift Convention of 1893, only a small portion of 
the amonnt promised to this Fnnd, and that became dae the past year, has been 
p^d. This is dne in a great measure to the refusal of the General Con- 
▼entlon to consent to a division of the Diopese. Indeed, on the failure to 
obtain a division becoming known, many who had paid, wrote io the Trustees, 
requesting that the amount paid by them be refunded. We took legal advice as 
to what onr^duty in the premises waf^ and sent to each subscriber to the Fund, 
the result in the form of a letter, of which the following is a copy :

Messrs. Wm. F, Orr, D, B, Johnson and Wm, Simmons, Drustees, 

6B2rrLBMBN:-*-In reply to your inquiry as to what effect the recent action of 
of the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, in declining to divide the Diocese of Tennessee into two or more Dio^ 
oeses, has on the Episcopte Endowment Fund now in your hands, and your duty 
and liability in the premises : 

Our information is that this Fund was subscribed through the efforts of a com^ 
missioner appointed by, and Acting under, the authority of the Convention of the 
Diocese of Tennee»ee, held in 1890, (see pages 61, 71 and 78 of the Journal of 
the 58th Convention of the Diocese of Tennessee). We can find no other of 
farther authority in the Journals of this or subsequent Conventions under which 
subscriptions to this Fund could be received. Such being the case, the fhnd in 
its entirety must have been subscribed under the conditions (if any there were) 
and received by the authority above stated. That portion of the Journal which 
conveys this authority is the third and fourth sections of the "Report of Com. 
mittee on Assistant Bishop,'' which reads as follows : 

Besolved unanimously, That in the meantime an attempt should be made to 
endow the Episcopate ; and that in case of a division of the Diocese, the amount 
raised in the Diocese set off from the old, be given to it 

Besolved unanimously, That the Committee further recommed that a suitable 
person be employed to raise such endowment, and that the Rev. W« C. Gray, 
D.D., be prevailed upon, if possible, to assume this position.'* (See page 61 and 
62, Journal of the Convention of 1890. 

This language is very plain and leaves no room for doubts The fhnd is derly 
subscribed to the endowment of the Episcopate of the Diocese of Tennessee, re« 
gardless of whether the Diocese is divided or not If any particular subscrip- 
tion was made conditional upon the division, and so expressed, that particular 
BubMcripUon would fail ; but that is a question of fact in each particular case, 
and cannot be gone into here. If such were the case, however, it would not 
effect your duty or that of Dr. Gray. Both Dr. Gray's duty and responsibility 
ceased when, by authority of the Convention of the Diocese of Tennessee for 
1891, (see page 31, 57 and 58 of the Journal for that year,) he turned the sub- 
scription over to you ; and it is now clearly your duty to hold and manage the 
nnd as formerly, regardless of the action of the General Convention, and only 
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sabjeot to the aotion of the Oonventioii of the Diooeee of Tennessee, which alone 
has anthority to release snhsoriptlons, or consider requests of this character.

Mt Dear Sir :— In compliance with the request in your letter of 24th of March 
I beg leave to render the foUoWing report of my Mission work at Dyersburg, 
Teoii. 

I reached Dyersburg on Septuagesima Sunday, having been summoned by the 
ladies oi S. Mary's Guild, the only Church organisation in the place. There was 
no Church building, and there had been no Episcopal services for 18 months. I 
found the sects all with substantial, and some handsome. Churches, and an ap- 
palling tendency on all sides to rank me with the Romanists* This prejudice, 
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however, I feel that I overcame to a certain extent— in fa/fii, to aaabstantiaLex' 

t3Ilt. 

I remained through three Sandays, holding a dosen or more servioety all of 
which were well attended. There being no Ohnroh bnilding, the OampbeUitee 
kindly lent me theirs. 

My friend, the Rev. D. Troy Beatty, of Mason, Tenn., oame over for two days 
and administered the Sacraments. He baptised three— two adnlts (Miss CokBT, 
a convert from Gampbellism, and 8. J. Slaney, whose parents were Mormons, 
and he was brought up in accordance with their belief and practice. The third 
candidate was an infant. 

A confirmation class of six awaits the Bishop. 

The S. M&ry's Guild, referred to above, has bonght a lot, and collected ^me 
$800.00 toward building a Church, which, I am convinced, will be erected soon. 

When I left the Mission I understood that Rev. Mr. Beatty was to hold services 
at Dyersburg once a month on a week day, if he oonld possibly make the ar- 
rangement. 

The outlook I consider flattering indeed. There are already fifteen com- 
municants and many sympathisers, and I am convinced that the Chnroh can 
grow in the town even with only an occasional service. Dyersbnrg is a live 
town of some 3,500 people, and is of a religions turn. The people can at present 
allow $5.00 for each service.

I took charge of the Missions at Greenville and Morristown on Jnly l7, 1892. 
Had service at Greenville for the first time on the 5th Sunday after Trinity, and 
at Morristown on the following Sunday. Both services were well attended. Af * 
ter this I arranged for evening service at Morristown, and morning at Oreenvillci 
every Sunday. This arrangement continued in effect until Christmas, 1892^ 
when it was thought best to give one Sunday a month at Morristown and three 
at Groouville, At Morristown I had made arrangemegts for building a Chapel. 
A lot was oil'erod for that purpose, and some lumber donated, but the people 
have decided to buy a lot and build a brick bdilding. Subscription lists are now 
being prepared and circulars have been sent. 

There liavo been twenty-six services at Morristown since I took charge. At 
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Greenrille more has been done. The Ohoroh was in very bad repair and very 
mndh ran down in every way. The Chancel and other interior arrangements 
were yeiy inoonvenient and a change necessary. I have added a recess Chancel, 
8x15, and a vestry and stndy of the same site. 

No work having been done here for so long a time, this was rather more of an 
undertaking than should have been tried at this time ; all the people seemed , 
willing and We have sncceded in having the work finished and the Charch con • 
seorated. 
The money to do this work was obtained a follows.

MUBFREESBORO. 

This Mission was started on the 18th Sunday after Trinity, October 16, 1803 ; 
the first service being held on that day in a Hall which has ever since then served 
as a Chapel. Eight communicants are in the town, which has a population of 
about 4,000. Regular services are held as follows : First Sunday in each 
month, Holy Communion, and in the afternoon. Evening Prayer ; third Sunday, 
Morning and Evening Frayer; second and fourth Fridays, Evening Prayer and 
instruction. Most of the Communicants have rendered vexy hearty co-operation, 
and the citizens of the town have shown great interest in the woik, and contri- 
buted liberally toward a Churoh building. Over $2,500 have been raised to erect 
a Churoh building. A lot has been purchased at a cost of $900, and paid for out 
of the amount raised, and work on the building will shortly begin.

This I have Jest placed nnder the oare of Rev. J. H. Williams, and believe he 
oan devek^it into large proportions. A corps of faithful women have assisted 
me in this work, and It has cost the Church of liTashyiUe absolutely nothing. We 
tmst Rev. Mr. WilU^fins may be able to secure a lot and build a Church edifice 
in the course of theaext year. The other Mission, on North Market street— 
known as " The Redeemery^-^-is among the poor, and has accomplished mooh 
good in refining andeleva^g the people. Services are held in "a hired hoose." 

I sImU continue this Mission, with the Sunday-school, until such time as assist- 
anoe oan be flamished me. 

I visited Paris, Teon., during the past year— held services two days— finding

The suooass of tbiH Miimion in largely duo to the kindness of the Rev. 
Dm. llaokott and Motcalf, and the greatent present need is that of funds to se* 
oure a pormantnt bomo^ for which wo sound aloud again the Macedonian ory, 
Oomo over and help us. I have not yet visited East Tennessee, but hope to do 
so In tbo near luture. At Memphis, in West Tennessee, where I have resided, 
there ban for iiometlmo, been a vacancy in the Rectorship of Immannel Chnroh) 
wbioh 1 have tried to fill ho far as poKsiblo with the little assistance at my 00m- 
nmnd. A numt flouriHhing TariKh-Hchool, with an actual attendance of 30 pupils 
hasbct^n umintainod bore. (luildH and other holpful agencies have been in mobt 
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stiocessfnl operatioD. This Church, the largest and most flourishing among the 
colored people in the Diocese, has suffered greatly in the last nine months from 
emmigration and the stringency of the times, hut now seems to be taking on 
new life. Seventeen persops were confirmed by the Bishop on Easter Sunday. 
S. Mail's School, under the Bey. G. W, Honesty in the Canfield Memorial 
Building here, has been doing very well, with an enrollment of sixteen pupils, 
and many needed improvements have been made, both upon the buildings and 
the grounds, and it is hoped with the change of thmgs, which admits boys 
and girls alike, that next year will be more successful than the past has been. 
S. Paul's Church at Mason, under the charge of Dr. Honesty, is doing well, and 
has paid off her entire indebtedness incurred in the erection of a new Church 
last year. I have visited this Church and administered the Blessed Sacrament 
to a large number of persons. S. Phillip's Church, Bolivar, under the charge of 
the Rev. W. W. Cheshire, is greatly in need of help. I have visited them 
several times and administered the Blessed Sacrament. The Bishop has recently 
confirmed two persons there. The Parish-school, which was opened there, last 
December, is doing well, with a daily attendance of forty-eight pupils. I have 
recently had a box of clothing forwarded to the school from Trinity Churchy 
Newark, K. J. S. Stephen's Church, Burlison, under the charge of the Rev. 0. 
P. Allston, is doing as well as could be expected of a Church in the country, and 
surrounded by powerful sectarian bodies. A Parish^school has recently been 
started here with an attendance of sixteen pupils and is already proving to be a 
very great help in bringing souls to Christ. Mr. Allston is himself a typical 
Tennesseeap, and one of the most Godly men that I have ever met, and 
while visiting him and his Mission to give the bread of life and spiritual com- 
fort I am myself refreshed and comforted. There are at present eight organized 
congregations among the colored people in the Diocese and four hundred and 
sixty-eight communicants in the following order:

The Archdeacon has preached eighty-one sermons, held 129 services, 129 other 
than Sunday, made sixty-one addresses, celebrated the Holy Communion fifty- 
one times, baptized nine persons, oflaeiated at one wedding and one funeral^ 
and made 526 house to honse visits. I fear to prolong thin report, and have as 
far as poBsiblo, confined myself to nctual facts, and can only in conclusion say 
that the want of the Church to-day for this work, is men and women filled with 
the Missionary Bpirit. and willing to devote themselves to the Master's work. A 
large increase is needed in the Diocesan funds in addition to the grant from the 
commission to encourage the work, and above all is needed the prayers of the 
Church, that God may bless every agency used for instruction amongst us, and 
that He will give wisdom and guidance to those who have this work in charge.

7. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
received, unless to lay it on the table, to postpone it to a certain 
time, to postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to 
divide it ; and motions for any of these purposes shall have prece- 
dence in the order herein named. The motion to lay upon the ta- 
ble and to acUoum shall be decided without debate. The motion 
to adjourn shall always be in order.

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS. 



Saint Petek's Church, 
Columbia, I^'enn., Wednesday, May 9, 1894. 

This being the time and place appointed for the Sixty- 
second Annual Convention of the Church in the Diocese 
of Tennessee, the clerical and lay delegates assembled at 
Columbia, in S. Peter's Church. 

The Holy Eucharist was celebrated at 1 1 A. m. by Bishop 
Qiiintard, assisted by Hishop Gailor. 

The Reverend li. B. Ramage preached the Convention 
Sermon. 

Immediately after the service the Convention was called 
to order by the Bishop. 

The roll of the Clergy was called, and a quorum was 
found to be present. 

The Chair appointed the Reverend P. A. Rodriguez and 
the Reverend J. L. Scully Committee on Credentials. 

After the report of this committee, the roll of the lay 
delegates was called, and a quorum was found to be 
present. 

On motion of the Reverend F. A. Shoup, U. D., the 
ballot was dispensed with, and the Reverend Charles T. 
Wright was unanimously elected Secretary of the Conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Wright appointed Mr. S. 1). Wilcox Assistant Sec- 
retary. 

On motion of the Reverend II. R. Howard, S. T. D., 
Convention adjourned to meet at 3 o'clock i». m. 
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Wednesday, 3 p. m. 

The Bishop Coadjutor called the Convention to order, 
and read the Annual Address of the Bishop. 

THE BISHOPS ADDRESS. 

Dear Brethren of the Clergy and of the Laity i 

Day unto day uttereth speech, and day by day I have offered up to the 
dear God my unworthy prayers in your behalf, praying Him that you may 
abound more and more in all grace and knowledge and good works, and 
hold fast and firm to the Faith once for all delivered to the Saints. 

Our last Convention, which met in S. Ann's Church, Nashville, ad' 
Journed on Friday, the twenty ^ first of April. One who was of us for a 
number of years has been suddenly called to his reward — the Reverend E. 
Spruille Burford, of the Diocese and city of New York. His name appears 
on our Clergy list at the Convention of 1887. He was a man of great sin- 
gleness and sincerity of purpose^ of great earnestness and devotion of 
life; he was instrumental in largely increasing the list of the communicants 
in the Parish. No man has ever been more helpful to his fellow-laborers 
than was Mr. Burford. 

Three Bishops of the Church have entered into their rest since our last 
Convention — the Right Reverend Alexander Gregg, D. D., Bishop of 
Texas, Chancellor of the University of the South ; and one of them a mem- 
ber of our Board of Trustees of the University of the South — the Right 
Reverend Theodore Benedict Lyman, D. D., LL. D., D. C. L. 

In 1873, when Bishop Lyman was consecrated, there were 3*742 commu- 
nicants in the entire State. There are reported in the last Journal of the 
Convention of North Carolina 5.180, and in East Carolina 3,874 — making a 
total of 9,054. Bishop Lyman was a man of godly and good learning — 
entirely devoted to the interest of the Church in his Diocese, fully pos- 
sessed with the true missionary spirit. 

John Adams Paddock, D. D., and Missionary Bishop of the Jurisdiction 
of Olympia, peacefully entered into that rest that remaineth for the people 
of God on the P'ourth Sunday in Lent. As a man he was strong in all that 
enters into the make-up of the best manhood of our day. Clear in convic- 
tion, patient in execution, tolerant in administration, gentle in opposition, 
and walking "without fear and without reproach ' in the midst of his gen- 
eration. 

Our ranks have not been unbroken by death. The Reverend Telfair 
Hodgson, D. D., LL. D., the Reverend Reuben E. Metcalf, Rector of S. 
Peter's Church, Columbia, and the Reverend Charles .Stewart, of Buntyn, 
Shelby County, Tennessee, have all been called to their rest. 

Mr. Metcalf came to Tennessee as the General Missionary of the Con- 
vocation of Nashville. He continued in this position for a considerable 
length of time, when his high character as a Priest of the Church led to 
his being invited to the Rectorship of S. Peter's Church, Columbia. He 
had formerly been a Methodist minister, but when he entered the Church 
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he did so understandinglj and with all his heart and soul. He was a man 
of ^reat purity of character, earnest devotion, and during his long sickness 
he manifested a degree of patience and sublime faith which bore him up 
through all his suffering. 

The Reverend Charles Stewart came to us from the Diocese of Louis- 
isana. and was engaged in mission work at Buntjn. He was a man of great 
•iimplicitv of character, goJly, and of good learning. During his illness 
the Reverend George Patterson, D. D., attended his sick-bed, and finally 
t>flRciated at his funeral. His people were greatly attached to him, and it 
will he a difficult matter to find a man to fill his place. 

Candidates for Holy Orders. 

We have but a small number to report this year. It is a matter of very 
grave importance to the Church in this Diocese. If you could visit, as your 
Bishops are constantly called upon to do, some of the out-of-the-way Mis- 
sion stations, and see how the people are famishing for the Bread of Life, 
that Bread which is stored up in the Churches* granaries, I am sure you 
would **look ye out among you men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost 
and of wisdom,'' who would bear the glad message of salvation and break 
the Bread of Life to the hungering and the thirsting. 

The world holds out its alluring prizes, and our young men are gone 
away from the service of the altar, not for a moment realizing the infinite 
advantages of the Ministry of the Church. I think we all must feel that, 
no matter whatsoever measure of self-denial or hardness we may be called 
upon to endure, there can be no vocation which promises greater happiness, 
fven in this life, than that of the Ministry of Reconciliation. 

I therefore verv urgently ask of the Clergy of the Diocese that they 
will not only pray the Lord of the Harvest that He will send forth more 
laborers into lli«i vinevard, but that they will present this subject to their 
people from the pulpit and in their vi'<it<< frofn house to house. Place be- 
fore the inind^ of the young men of your congregation the simple fact that 
his life must he the happiest which is mo<t useful, and that in the Ministry 
they do most for their own sonl, most for their fellow-men, and most for 
(rod's glorv, 

Thk Mission in China. 

I have received a series of resolutions adopted at the First General 
Conference of the Cliina Mission. Tlie resolutions call loudly for not less 
than ten additional workers — not to enable the Bishop to enlarge the present 
work, but simplv to carrv on e^Vieientlv work which has been already inau- 
guntted. 

The Right Reverend F. R.Graves, Missionary Bisliop of Shanghai, most 
cordially endorses everv word of the resolutions, and savs it is impossible 
to do the work of the mission with tlie present force. 

For myself, I urgently plead in behalf of this particular mission in 
China. T know and f<'el all the wants of our Diocesan and domestic mis- 
sions, but, if any contributions are to he made for foreign work, I beg the 
Clergy to consider the appeal of Bishop Graves. 
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The Missionary Conference ii* London. 

His Grace, the Archbishop of Canterbury, has addressed a letter to the 
Presiding Bishop of the American Church, informing him that there will 
be a Missionary Conference held in London from May 29th to June ist. The 
proceedings will begin on the 28th of May with a service in S. Paul's 
Cathedral at 4 o'clock. The Lord Mayor will attend in state this service. 
From S. Paul's the members of the Conference will proceed to the Man- 
sion House, where they will be received by the Lord Mayor, and short 
missionary addresses will be delivered. On Tuesday there will be early 
celebration in very many of the London churches. The Conference will 
be held in the large hall in S. James, Piccadilly, and there will be three 
sessions each day. The Bishops of the American Church who may be pres- 
ent will be Vice-Presidents of the Conference. It is the earnest desire of 
the Conference Committee that the Bishops of the Church in the United 
States, and any representative Clergy and laity, should take part in the Con- 
ference — the first set on foot by the Church of England. 

The Prayer Book Distribution Society. 

I have received a communication from the Reverend Arthur Lawrence, 
Secretary of the Society, calling my attention to the action of the Prayer 
Book Distribution Society held on the thirteenth of March. 1 can best 
express the wishes of Mr. Lawrence by quoting two resolutions: 

^^Resolveii^ That, whereas the reduction of the Prayer Book to fifteen 
cents affords substantial encouragement to Prayer Book distribution, the 
Clergy and laity be, and they are hereby-, urged so adopt measures for put- 
ting the Prayer Book into the hands of all people who are strangers to it. 

^^ Resolved^ That the Clergy be, and they are hereby, requested on the 
coming Whit Sunday, the anniversary of the introduction of the first book 
of Edward VI., to preach sermons upon the Prayer Book, and to take offer- 
ings in their congregations to aid in Prayer Book distribution." 

A report on this subject of Prayer Book distribution is to be made to 
the Missionary Council of the Church. This report is required by canon. 
It is required that a proper person be appointed to forward to the Secretary 
of the Prayer Book Distribution Society the statistics of such distribution 
in the Diocese, and I hereby appoint the Secretary of this Convention to 
forward the desired information to the Reverend Arthur Lawrence, Stock- 
bridge, Mass., by the first of September next. 

The Assistant Bishop. 

Our last Convention was the most important held for many years, inas- 
much as the Reverend Thomas F. Gailor, S. T. I)., Vice-Cliancellor of the 
University of the South, was unanimously electt-d Assistant Bishop of the 
Diocese. This election took place none too soon. The Bishop of the 
Diocese was consecrated in October, 186;, and this vear rounds out his three- 
score years and ten. It was the joy and delight of my life that Doctor 
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Gailor, my own son in the gospel, should have been elected as my successor. 
Bishop Gailor was consecrated in S. Augustine^s Chapel, at the Univer- 
sity of the South, Sewanee. The Commission of Bishops appointed by the 
Presiding Bishop were the Right Reverend C. T. Quintard, D. D., LL. D., 
Bishop Presiding; Bishops Dudley, of Kentucky, and Nelson, of Georgia. 
The presenters were Bishop Sessums, of Louisiana, and Bishop Gray, of 
Southern Florida. The preacher was the Right Reverend George F. Sey- 
mour, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of Springfield, who took for his text: ** Let a 
man so account of us as of the ministers of Christ and stewards of the mys- 
teries of God." It was a brave, outspoken, and eloquent discourse. So it 
has happened in my ministry t]^t in 1865 I buried my predecessor in the 
beautiful church -yard at Ashwood, and have now, by the mercy of God, 
been permitted to consecrate my successor. 

Detailed Account of Visitations and Acts. 

After the adjournment of the Convention, I returned to Sewanee, and 
was confined to my house and to my room during the remainder of the 
month of April. 

1S93. — May S, Wednesday. — Though quite unfit for the journey, I went 
to Fayetteville, and "at high noon" I officiated at the marriage of Mr. 
William T. Wells and Miss Lizzie I^mb, daughter of the Hon. James B. 

Lamb. 

Alay 17y Wednesday. — In St. Luke's oratory, I confirmed Nellie Gotten, 
granddaughter of Major George R. Fairbanks. The candidate was pre- 
sented by Doctor Gailor. 

^fay Jl, Whit Sunday. — In the morning I visited S. Peter's Church, 
Nashville, and ordained to the Diaconate Dr. Albert Antoine Amadeus 
Schafter and Mr. Alexander Patterson. The candidates were presented 
and the sermon was preached by the Reverend Bartow B. Ramage. D<x*tor 
Schafter was born in Berne, Switzerland, in 1823. His father was the dis- 
tinguished Professor Ferdinand Augiiste Schafter, for many years the faith- 
ful pastor of the French Huguenot Church at Berne. He was ordained to 
the ministry of the National Church of Switzerland on the 26th of August, 
1846. After his return from jerusaleni, he was for many years a Professor 
in tile University of Berne. He came to the United States in 1K75, and in 
the year 18H0 he taught modern languages in the University of the South. 
He was railed to Europe the following year to protect what could be saved 
from a financial catastrophe. He is now in charge as Principal of HoflTman 
Hall. 

May JS, Trinity Sunday. — I celebrated the Holy Communion in S. 
Augustine's Chapel, Sewanee. 

yunr .i. Friday. — I attended the Commencement exercises of the 
Columbia Institute. 

yunr 4, First Sunday after Trinity. — At S. Peter's Church, Colum- 
bia, the Reverend Doctor Howard preached the Commencement Sermon in 
the morning. At night, Fvening Prayer was said by the Rector, after which 
I preached, contirmed thirtv candidate^, ami addressed them. 
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yuttc 7, Wednesday. — I delivered the diplomas to the graduating class 
and made an address. 

June lU S Barnabas Day. — In the morning I visited the Church of 
the Epiphany, Knoxville, where 1 preached, confirmed twenty candidates, 
addressed them, and celebrated the Holy Communion. An incident oc- 
curred at this service which I think sufficiently important to be mentioned. 
Just before entering the chancel, the then incumbent of the Parish informed 
me that it was customary in the Epiphany Parish to use in the administra- 
tion of the Lord's Supper the unfermented juice of the grape. 1 asked 
him if he had it in the chancel for the present service. He informed me 
that he had. 1 required him to bring it to me. I immediately poured it on 
the ground, and requested him to provide wine for the celebration of the 
Blessed Sacrament. He did this very cheerfully, and requested me to speak 
to his congregation on the subject, which I proceeded to do in words which 
I think they undoubtedly understood. There is no knowing where these 
religionists who are perpetually making new sins would likely carry us. It 
occurred to me on one occasion to visit a mission of the Church, where I 
w«s kindly offered the use of a sectarian edifice. 1 was to celebrate the Holy 
Communion, and the minister very kindly asked me if I would like to use 
his Eucharist vessels. I accepted his kind offer; but when he told me that 
I could get no wine, I asked him in utter astonishment what he used in the 
celebration of the Holy Communion, and he informed me that never in his 
life had he used anything but water. 

I propose that the Hishop and Clergy of this Diocese shall obey the 
rubric which requires the Priest at the proper time to place upon the table 
so much bread and wine as he shall think sufficient. This Blessed Sacra- 
ment is too solemn to be trifled with in any direction. 

At night I visited S. John's Church. Evening Prayer was said by the 
Rector, Doctor Ringgold. I preached, confirmed twenty-seven candidates, 
and addressed them. 

June la^- Monday. — I visited S. James Church, Greenville, where Even- 
ing Prayer was said by the Reverend Mr. Killheffer, after which 1 preached, 
confirmed ten candidates, and addressed them. 

June IS, Tuesday. — In the morning I celebrated the Holy Communion 
at S. James Church, Greenville. Taking the train at i o'clock, I reached 
Cleveland in time for evening service. At night I preached in S. Luke's 
Church, Cleveland, confirmed seven candidates, and addressed them. 

June IS, Third Sunday after Trinity. — I assisted in the service in S. 
Aujgustine's Chapel, Sewanee. 

June 21^ Wednesday. — I united in the bonds of holy matrimony Mr. 
George E. Washington and Miss Queenie Woods. 

June 24. Nativity of S. John Baptist. — In the morning, in Otey 
Memorial Church, Sewanee, I advanced to the Priesthood the Reverend 
Elvin Smith Taylor. The candidate was presented by the Reverend Doctor 
Gailor; the sermon was preached by the Reverend John Fearnley, M. A. 
The Reverend Doctor Benton assisted me in the administration of the Holy 
Communion, and all the Clergy present united with me in the imposition 
of hands.

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yufie 25, Fourth Sunday after Trinity, — I said Morning Prayer in 
Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee. 

yune 21, Tuesday. — I went to Franklin to attend the meeting of the 
Convocation of Nashville. Being detained in Nashville several hours, I 
confirmed William Gardner Spencer, a surgeon in the United States Army, 
the candidate being presented by the Reverend Doctor Winchester. We left 
at 3 p. M. for Franklin, and at night the Reverend John Fearnley, M. A., 
preached the Convocation Sermon in S. Paul's Church from the text : 
" What think ye of Christ?" It was an admirable discourse. It produced 
a profound impression. It occupied one hour in delivery, but I could have 
listened another hour with great gratification. 

June 2S. Wednesday. — I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion. 
At night I stood sponsor for the son of the late Charles Todd Quintard 
Cliffe, and confirmed his elder brother. 

yune 29, Thursday. — I confirmed an old couple in the country. The 
man had reached fourscore years of age, and his wife yv-as not much younger. 

yune SO, Friday. — I returned to Sewanee. • 

yuiy 2y Fifth Sunday after Trinity. — In the morning I preached and 
celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in the Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee. 

yuly 4, Tuesday. — Appropriate religious services were said in S. Augus- 
tine's Chapel, at which I read the Declaration of Independence. Doctor 
Gailor went to Chattanooga to deliver the Fourth of July oration. 

yuly 5, Wednesday. — I gave canonical consent to the consecration of 
Bishops-elect Gailor, of Tennessee; Lawrence, of Massachusetts; and 
Capers, of South Carolina. 

yuiy fy. Sixth Sunday aftt^r Trinity. — I read Morning Prayer in Otey 
Memorial Church, assisted by the Reverend E. S. Taylor. 

ytfiy 1 L Tuesday. — The death of my dear friend, the Right Reverend 
Alexander Gregg, I). I)., Bishop of Texas, Chancellor of the University 
of the South, was announced to me by telegraph. His death was not unex- 
I)ected. He died at his home in Austin, Texas, but his body was buried in 
South Carolina, his native State, and laid beside his beloved wife. Bishop 
Gre^jyj was consecrated in 1859 in Richmond, Va. It was that year that the 
John Brown raid into that State sounded the first mutterings of the war 
l)etween the States. He was an out-and-out Southern man in all his sympa- 
thies and convictions. The war closed, and the South was desolated. In 
September, 1S65, I was elected Bishop of Tennessee. I was consecrated in 
S. Luke's Church, Philadelphia, by Bishop Hopkins' and eight co-conse- 
crators. The day I entered the HoAise of Bishops, I wrote a letter to the 
late John Austin Merrick, D. D., a man of godly and good learning, to join 
nie at Winchester, Term., and go with me to Sewanee to see what might be 
clone toward establishinj; the University of the South. He met me as per 
appointment at Winchester, and, accompanied by the Reverend William 
Morris, the then incuini)ent at Winchester, and by Major George R. Fair- 
baukv, >vho chanced to he present, we ascended the mountain. We found 
shelter and a most cordial hospitality in a log-cai)in occupied by Mr. Will- 
iam Tomlinson. At 10 t)\lock the next day, I had a cross made of a tree 
about twelve inches in diameter and about twelve feet in height. This I 
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had erected in the exact spot where the oratory of S. Luke's Hall now stands. 
We gathered around the cross, recited the Nicene Creed, knelt down and 
prayed Almighty God to give us grace both to perceive and know the 
things we ought to do, and strength faithfully to fulfill the same. Mr. 
Tomlimson*s family, a few mountaineers, and three or four negroes, were 
present. We sang the Gloria in Excelsis, and I gave the benediction, and 
thus was begun the post-bellum history of the University of the South, 
This was in March, 1866. I made some efforts to collect funds. Among 
the donors was Mrs. Barnum, of Baltimore, who gave me $1,000 in cash 
and a costly communion service. On February 13, 1867, the Board of 
Trustees met at the residence of Mr. Charles T. Pollard, Montgomery, Ala. 
There were present at this meeting: the Bishops of Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Tennessee ; the Reverend Doctors Curtis, of North Carolina ; Williams, of 
Georgia; Scott, of Florida; Crane, of Mississippi, and Leacock, of Louis- 
iana; and Messrs. Whittle, Pollard, and Fairbanks. Later, Bishop Lay, of 
Arkansas, joined us. Bishop Green, the Chancellor, called the Board to 
order, and offered prayer. On Thursday, February 14, I was elected V ice- 
Chancellor of the University of the South. Little did I think of the trials 
and antagonism I was to meet with in my work. One man, dear Bishop 
Gregg, stood by me through all my labors and anxieties. He worked with 
me with both hands, earnestly. He was always ready. We never had a 
Bishop on the Board of Trustees who was so untiring and so devoted. The 
printed reports of the Board will bear full testimony to all this. And with 
it all he was so cordial, so affectionate, so full of sunshine, that my heart 
warmed to him and clung to him. Just before he left Sewanee for the last 
time, it was my high privilege to give him the Most Comfortable Sacra- 
ment of the Body and Blood of Christ. I felt the service very deeply. I 
felt that it was the last time that I should ever join with him in that sacred 
feast. No one could know what his labors were as a Bishop of his immense 
jurisdiction. God grant to him eternal rest, and may perpetual light shine 
upon him. 

July 16n Seventh Sunday after Trinity. — In the morning I assisted at 
the services at S. Augustine's Chapel, and appointed a committee, consisting 
of the Vice-Chancellor; the Reverend William P. DuBose, (»f the Theolog- 
ical Faculty, and the Reverend Doctor Hodgson, Dean of the Theological 
School; Doctor Cain, Dean of the Medical School; and Doctor Ramage, 
Dean of the Law School, to draw up a preamble and resolutions in refer- 
ence to the death of the Chancellor, the Right Reverend Alexander Gregg, 
D. D. 

July 2St Eighth Sunday after Trinity. — I assisted at the services in 
S. Augustine's Chapel, and the Reverend Doctor Gailor preached his last 
sermon as Chaplain. 

July 25y S. James the Apostle. — This has been a most notable day in 
the history of the Church and in the Diocese of Tennessee, inasmuch as the 
Reverend Thomas Frank Gailor is consecrated Bishop of the Holy Catholic 
Church. 

July SO^ Ninth Sunday after Trinity. — The Commencement .Sermon 
was preached by the Right Rey^^rend William .Stevens Perry, LL. D. 
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An account written by a Bishop of the Church, not a member of 
the Board of Trustees, sums up the exercises of Commencement week as 
follows : 

" The quarter-century anniversary of the refounding of the University of 
the South, at Sewanee,Tenn., had a special observance. Ushered in by the con- 
secration of the Vice-Chancellor, Doctor Gailor, to the Coadjutor Bishopric 
of Tennessee, the literary exercises were continued for over a week, while 
the Trustees met day by day and night after night for nearly ten days. There 
were momentous problems to be discussed, there were vital decisions to be 
made, the Chancellorship and Vice-Chancellorship of the University were 
to be filled. Professors were to be chosen, the mastership of the Grammar 
School was to be assigned — in short, never in the history of the University 
was there more to be done, and that, too, of the highest moment. Nearly 
a score of Bishops were attracted to the Consecration and the Commem- 
oration. The various Dioceses were represented by theif best clergA*men 
and laymen. A visitor could not but lie impressed by the careful attendance 
of the lay members of the Board, representing, as they did, the leading 
judges, lawyers, and business-men of our Communion in the South. These 
gentlemen came to work, and their efforts for the good and advancement of 
tlie University were rewarded. A remarkable unanimity prevailed in the 
determination of everv question, but it was secured only after the fullest 
and most painstaking discussion of every point involved. 

"The choice of the Chancellor was most happy. On the nomination of 
tlu' Bisliop of Tennessee, the Bishop of Kentucky, the Right Reverend 
Tliomas Underwood Dudley, D. D., LL. D., D. C. L., received every vote for 
tliis hi<;]i position. A like unanimity attended the choice of Professor Benja- 
min Lawton Wiggins, M. A., to the Vice-Chancellorship. A graduate of 
the LMiiversity, tlistinguished for exact and profound classical learning, an 
acHuiiiplisheci and experienced educator — a man of affairs, young, energetic, 
and deservedly popular with the Trustees, the Faculty, and the students, 
widely known througliout the South, this appointment presages well for 
Sewanee. It is largely, if not wholly, thie to Professor Wiggins that the 
representation of the Alkestis was most successfully performed, and was a 
niarkeil feature of the exercises of the week. The building of Walsh Hall, 
one of the new l)uiUiings of th»' University, was elTected under the over- 
>ight of the new Vice-Uhaneellor, and the present prosperity and the bright 
future of Sewanee are greatly due to his devotion and intelligent zeal. 

'"The formal installation of the Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor in S. 
Augustine'> Chapel wa> a noteworthy function. Sewanee, from the first, has 
followetl the ancient univer-^ities of the mother-land in a reverent and dig- 
nified mode of proiedure in all I'niversity functions — hoods, gowns, the 
()xford cap, the robes, and the insignia of otiice, are all worn, and a Univer- 
sity exercise, in its beauty and care for details, bears one back in mind and 
memory to the world across the sea, and very correctly represents, and even 
reproduces, the dignitv and beauty of an Oxford " Conmiem.", or a degree 
dav at Cambritlge. The oath of olVice administered to Chancellor Dudlev 
ami \'icc-Chancellor Wigjrins by the venerable Bislu)p of Tennessee, bim- 
selt the second founder of the University, was most etfective and solemn. 
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"The memorial service commemorative of the late Chancellor, Bishop 
Gregg, of Texas, was equally impressive and fitting. The eulogiums pro- 
nounced on the deceased Chancellor hy Bishops Quintard and Kinsolving, 
the singing of the late Bishop's favorite hymns, and the Church's prayers, 
most reverently and touchingly said, made up a service that could not easily 
he forgotten. 

"At the Commencement proper the son of the founder of the Univer- 
sity, Bishop Leonidas Polk, delivered the address. 

"The hospitality of Sewanee is proverbial. The society of this lovely 
resort among the Tennessee mountains is of itself an attraction. Walks 
and drives and views of surpassing beauty abound. The air is invigorating; 
the very atmosphere of the place tends to careful scholarship and gentle 
ways. Marvels have been accomplished here in the development of a real 
university with but little cost to the Church at large. Sewanee*, though in 
the South, is not sectional. It deserves, and should receive, the support — 
full, liberal, abundant — of the whole American Church, of which it already 
possesses the distinction of being its sole university. One has but to visit 
its classic shades to love and appreciate its many attractions. The possi- 
bilities of Sewanee for the advancement of sound learning and Christian, 
churchly culture are unlimited. It needs only to be known to receive from 
every intelligent Churchman the sympathy and support it needs. In the 
days to come one and all who have contributed to its development and 
added to its means of usefulness will be more than glad. The work done 
for Sewanee is a work pro hominnm salute, pro Ecriesia et Deiy 

August 0, Trausfiffuration. — Accompanied by the Right Reverend 
Thomas Frank Gailor, I made a visitation to the Parish at Fayetteville. 
Bishop Gailor preached both moi'ning and night, and held his first con- 
firmation. 

August ISs Eleventfi Sum day after Triuity — I officiated both morning 
and night at the Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee. 

August W, Tiveflth Suutlay ajter Trinity, — The Rector being absent, 
1 officiated at Christ Church, Nashville, both morning and night. 

August i^Hy Saturday. — The Commencement of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of the South was held, on which occasion I deliv- 
ered the address, 

August J7, Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity, — This was the first Sun- 
day on which officiated the new Chaplain of the University of the South, 
the Reverend William A. Guerry, B. D. 

August SOy Wednesday.— \ baptized Elizabeth Henry, infant-daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mumford, in Trinity Church, Clarksville. 

August SU Thursday, — 1 united in the bonds of holy matrimony the 
Reverend P. A. Rodriguez and Miss Drane, of Clarksville, in Trinity 
Church, Clarksville, and gave the Blessed Sacrament. 

September ;?, Saturday. — I officiated at the funeral of Major Campbell 
Brown. After private service with the family at Hamilton Place, the body 
was taken to S. John's Church, Ashwood, and the service of the Church 
was said by the Reverend T. F. Martin and the Reverend J. H. Williams. 
I took the service at the grave. Major Brown was a gentleman of very 
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exalted character — a man who stood among the first of the citizens of the 
State of Tennessee. He was a very model in his home-life, and a devoted 
member of the Church. He did very much to adx-ance the agricultural 
interests of the State. 

September S^ Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity, — I officiated both 
morning and night in Christ Chapel, Spring Hill. 

September 4, Mondav. — On my return trip to Sewanee, I learned of 
death by drowning in Lake Michigan of James Wilder, a graduate of last 
year of the University of the South. He was one of the noblest young 
men we ever had at the University. He had gone to Chicago to attend the 
World's Fair, and was drowned while bathing in the lake with his brother- 
in-law, the Reverend Charles Craik, Rector of Christ Church, Louisville. 
Accompanied by Bishop Gailor, I went to Louisville to attend the funeral, 
which was held on Thursday, the 7th, in Christ Church. The ser^'ice was 
most impressive. Bishop Gailor made an admirable address, and I said the 
service at the grave. The Bishop of Kentucky was absent in New York. 

September 10, Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity. — I visited Christ Church, 
South Pittsburg. In the morning I confirmed four persons and preached, 
and at night, after Evening Prayer by the Rector, the Reverend C. T. 
Wright, I preached. 

September 11, Monday. — I reached Cowan at 5 p. m., and learned o| the 
sudden death of the Reverend Doctor Hodgson. Doctor Hodgson came to 
Sewanee in 1878 as Dean of the Theological Faculty. In 1879, he was 
elected Vice-Chancellor of the University of the South, and continued to 
serve in that high office until 1S91, when he resigned, and was succeeded by 
the Reverend Thomas Frank Gailor, S. T. D. Doctor Hodgson was greatly 
devoted to the interests of the University. He was a man of deep and sin- 
cere piety, active in the discharge of all his duties as a Priest of the Church. 
He came to the University at a time of considerable financial depression, 
and by his earnest zeal and skill as a financier he carried the University 
through a critical period of its history On the day of his burial the Most 
Comfortable Sacrament was administered at 7 o'clock in the morning by 
the Right Reverend Thomas Frank Gailor, immediately after which Bishop 
Gailor left with the family for Richmond, Va., where the Doctor's body was 
buried. 

Scptrmhcr 77, Sixtcvnth Sunday after Trinity. — I visited S. Peter's 
Churcli, Nashville, in the morning, where I preached and celebrated the 
Holy Communion. At night I visited the Parish of the Holy Trinity, the 
Rector of which being absent. Evening Prayer was .said by the Reverend 
Bartow B. Raniage, and I preached.

1). D., to the Priesthood of the Church in S. Peter's Church, Nashville. 
There were present, of the Clergy, Doctor Winchester and the Reverend 
Mr. Ramage. I preached the sermon. 

September 21. Thur.^day, S. Matthvtv\'i Day. — I opened the Trinity 
term of Hoffman Hall, celebrated the Blessed Sacrament, and made an 
address. 

September £4* Seventeenth Sunday after Trinity. — In the morning I 
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preached, confirmed three men, and made an address in Christ Church 
Chapel, Nashville. At night 1 preached in the Church of the Advent, and 
confirmed five candidates presented by the Rector, Reverend Mr. Degen. 

September 25, Monday. — In the morning I attended the opening serv- 
ices of Vanderbilt University, on invitation of the Faculty, In the after- 
noon I confirmed in private a sick member of the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, 

September 26^ Tuesday. — I attended a meeting of the Woman*s Aux- 
iliary in Christ Church chapel, and made an address.

October 22, Tiventy-first Sunday after Trinity, — I celebrated the Holy 
Communion at Trinity Church, Asheville, at 7:30 A. m. At the 11 o'clock 
service I preached. At 4 p. m. I preached in Trinity Chapel for the col- 
ored congregation, of which the Reverend Mr. McDulfy is Rector. Mr. 
McDuffy is doing a most admirable work for the people of his race. 

October 29, Twenty -second Sunday after Trinity. — In the morning I 
preached in S, Paul's Church, Chattanooga, and confirmed twenty candi- 
dates. At night I preached in Grace Church, and confirmed two can- 
didates. 
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October SO, Monday, — At ii A. m., in S. Paul's Church, Chattanoog:a. I 
baptized two children of Mr. William Harris. 

October SU Tuesday.— \ii Atlanta, Ga., I united in the bonds of holy 
matrimony Mr. William Henry Harrington and Miss Janie Orme.

Bowers was born in Charles City County, Virginia, on the fourth of June, 
1806, and was baptized by Bishop James Madison, the first Bishop of Vir- 
ginia. Her mother was a daughter of Judge Bartholomew Dandridge, a 
brother of Martha Washington. Mrs. Bowers was a typical representative 
of the old Virginia aristocracy, gifted with rare personal attractions. She 
married early in life Mr. William H. Bowers, of Petersburg, Va. Among 
her treasures was a Prayer Book bearing the date 1766, and an old Bible, 
printed in 1525, with the coat-of-arms of the family and the motto, "True to 
the end.*' The last prayer she uttered was, " I have done those things 1 ought 
not to have done, and have left undone those things I ought to have done."

— Having received notice from the Reverend Doc- 
tor Beckett that he desired to transfer his lease of the Columbia Institute 
to the Reverend F. A. Shoup, D. D., I visited Columbia, and called a meet- 
ing of the Trustees. They acted favorably, and the Institute is now in the 
hands of the Reverend Doctor Shoup, as Rector. My dear Brother, Doctor 
Beckett, has been in charge of the Institute for eight and twenty years, and 
during all this time he has never faltered in devotion to the Church or 
loyalty to his Bishop. At the request of the Trustees, I addressed the fol- 
lowing communication to Doctor Beckett, expressive of the high regard in 
which he was held by the Board, their appreciation of his successful labors, 
and the regret they felt that age and infirmity made it necessary for him to 
withdraw :

is alike the envy and despair of its less fortunate competitors. Religious 
education is the only education in the true sense of the word, and your 
stainless record anti blameless life as a Priest of the Church, joined to your 
administrative ability, has contributed so much to the development of Chris- 
tian education in the South that, retiring, as you are now, from the field in 
which for so nuiny years you have labored with unfaltering earnestness and

relief the admirable and lasting character of the work which you have done

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The Reverend H. R. Howard, S. T. D., Dean of the 
Convocation of Nashville, made his Annual Report. 

OF THE DEAN OF THE NASHVILLE CONVOCATION. 

To the Bishop of Tennessee : 

Reverend Father in GOD — As Dean of the Convocation of Nash- 
ville, I report to you as follows: 

Two meetings have been held during the past Conventional year. 

The first meeting was held at Franklin, June 27-29. The Bishop of 
the Diocese, nine of the Clergy, and two I^y delegates were present. The 
Convention Sermon was preached by the Reverend John Fearnley, M. A. 
The Reverend R. E. Lee Craig gave an exegesis of Romans v., i — subject* 
** Justification" ; and the Reverend R. E. Metcalf (since called to his reward) 
presented for discussion the all-important question, " How Shall We Best 
Instruct Our Sunday-schools?" He illustrated his address by a full expla- 
nation of the Caswall method of teaching the Church catechism by charts. 
This method has since been adopted by a large proportion of the Clergy of 
this Convocation. On the last night of the session a missionary meeting 
was held, with addresses by several of the Clergy. 

The second meeting was held at Clarksville, December 6 and 7. The 
Bishop of the Diocese, seven of the Clergy, and two Lay delegates were 
present. The Convocation Sermon was preached by the Reverend George 
F. Degen. An essay was read by the Reverend W. J. Page on "The Church 
and Her Claims Upon the American People." The Reverend H. R. How- 
ard, S. T. D., gave an exege*<is of S. Matthew xii., 31, 32; subject, "The 
Unpardonable Sin." A missionary meeting closed this session of the Con- 
Vijcation. 

These meetings were well attended, harmonious, and productive of 
^reat good. In each instance the regret was expressed that circumstances 
were such that the meeting could not \w prolonged. 

Your presence at both of these meetings, Right Reverend Father, from 
the opening to the close, was of the greatest help to us. Your valued coun- 
sels and instructions were listened to with the greatest interest, and will be 
long remembered by us all. It is needless to add that, both at Franklin and 
Clarksville, the Rector and people contril>fited by their generous hospitality 
to the pleasure of all in attendance. 

nes])ite the "hard times," the missionary work of the Convocation has 
'-teadily advanced, as the reports of the Clergy to yourself will fully indi- 
cate. Much of this success was due to the faithful labors of the Reverend 
\V. j. Page, wlu>se report at each of the above meetings was a feature of 
the greatest interest to us all. I greatly regret having to place on record 
the fact that the Reverend Mr. Page has resigned his position as General 
Missionary of this Convocation, his resignation taking effect December 31, 
1893. Our best wishes and earnc'^t prayers accompany him to his new field 
0/ labor. 
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There are two points where the outlook is most encouraging. The first, 
Murfreesboro : The mission here was started in the fall of 1893 by the Rev- 
erend Bartow B. Ramage, who removed to this place the last of January of 
the present year. The new church has been recently completed, at a cost 
of about $3,500, and was formally opened and blessed on Quinquagesima 
Sunday by the Bishop of the Diocese, who confirmed a good class on what 
was a glad occasion to all concerned. With a devoted Priest at the helm, 
and a band of twelve zealous communicants to back him up, the Church is 
bound to grow in a community whose people have proved themselves so 
kind and cordial, and so ready to lend a helping hand in the hour of need. 
The second, Winchester : The good work which has been done here during 
the past Conventional year is well worthy of record. Since October i, 
1893, continuous services have been held in Trinity Church by the Reverend 
F. H. Burrill, who is pursuing his studies at the University of the South. A 
large part of this time he has been able to reside at Winchester, and thus 
to give to his little flock there the benefit of his pastoral ministrations. The 
people are united, the services well attended, and there seems to be a bright 
prospect ahead. It is to be hoped there will be no interruption to a work 
so happily and so successfully inaugurated. 

It is with the greatest sorrow that I have to record one event which has 
overshadowed us all — the death of the Reverend R. E. Metcalf, late Rec- 
tor of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, and the first General Missionary em- 
ployed by this Convocation. It is hard for us to eliminate what is strictly 
personal in speaking of him, for the relations between this dear brother and 
myself were of the closest and most intimate character from the first to the 
last of his stay in this Diocese. To know him was to love him. His name 
is held in grateful remembrance among all who knew him. His labors dur- 
ing the two years of his service as General Missionary were abundantly 
blessed. He was preeminently a missionary, loving the work, pursuing it 
unweariedly himself, and stirring up wherever he went a missionary interest 
through the Diocese. While Rector of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, he 
built up a mission-work among the white and colored people. His last 
service was rendered to his colored congregation, when he was too ill to be 
out. Faithful unto death, he has entered into the paradise of God. 

» For all Thy Hal n is at rest. 
To Thee, O Blessed Jesu, all praises be addressed." 

On October 12, at your reqpest, I issued a circular-letter to the Laity of 
Middle Tennessee, in which, after setting forth the wants of the Convocation, 
I urged that to meet them, there ought to be, first, more workmen; second, 
more money in hand to support them; third, more interest in the work, if 
there is to be more money. Copies of this letter were widely distributed 
throughout the Convt)cation, eliciting responses which gave me the glad 
assurance that my words of reminder were not uttered in vain. 

The work of this Convocation grows upon us year by year. It con- 
fronts us now as never before. At this writing there is no General Mis- 
.sionary in the field. There should be one at once, whose duty it shall be to 
go forth and plant the Church of Christ in the weak and waste places oC 
6 
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this Con\'ocation. God forbid that we should suffer this work to languish 
or fail to be accomplished for want of the necessary means! This whole- 
matter should appeal forcibly to every lover of the Church within our lx)r- 
ders, end cause an active and liberal response to the frequent and necessary 
demands made upon us for the furtherance of the great and blessed work 
entrusted to our hands.

Rvsolvfd, That the annual meeting of the Diocesan Convention be 
held on the Wednesday after the first Sunday in May. 

Minutes of the first day were read and adopted. 

Mr. E. E. Barthell presented the Report of the Trustees 
of the Episcopate Endowment Fund. 

OF THK TRTSTEES OF THE EPISCOPATE ENDOWMENT 

FUND. 
To ihv Convvntiou: 

Your Trustees of the Episcopate P2iidowment Fund report as follows : 

On account of inaccuracies in the minutes of the last Convention, 

your Trustees did not assume their trust until July 13, 1893. In accordance 

with the instructions of the Convention, on July 17, 1893, we sent to each 

subscriber to the Episcopate Endowment Fund a circular-letter (a copy of 

which is hereto attached, marked "Exhibit A"). In response to that letter. 
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numerous requests were made for the return both of cash paid in and notes 
held bj the Committee. A more inopportune time to have issued such a 
circular-letter has never been known in this Diocese, owing to the general 
financial panic; and owing to this panic your Trustees were unable to re- 
fund cash demanded until October lo, although a considerable proportion 
of it was demanded before that time. We had the assets, and our invest* 
ments were well secured, but during that time every bank in Nashville 
Huspended payment, and if we had thrown our collateral on the market 
we would not have realized ten cents on the dollar for it, besides probably 
provoking law-suits with the borrowers. It would, at any rate, have been 
an unjustifiable and inexcusable sacrifice of property, and we consequently 
waited until we could reasonably call on the loans in order to pay subscrip- 
tions demanded refunded. 

The comprehensive terms of the resolution adopted by the last Con- 
vention also gave your Trustees some trouble, as no limit of time was pre- 
scribed within which subscribers might demand the return of their money, 
and it is rather a difficult thing to do to keep money loaned out at interest 
and at the same time in bank subject to check. 

But our construction of another clause of that resolution, we used what 
interest we collected in paying refunded subscriptions; but within the past 
two weeks Mr. Dobb, the Diocesan Treasurer, hak convinced us that our 
construction of the resolution was a mistaken one, and we have therefore 
called on the principal in order to pay him the net of income collected. 

Your Committee found it absolutely impracticable to comply with the 
instructions of the Convention contained in section one of the Report of 
the Finance Committee (Journal of last Convention, page 41), and so, 
upon the advice of several members of that Committee, made no attempt 
to do so. 

As you will see from the appended figures, there was a balance of $12,- 
892.98 on hand at the last Convention. We have collected from subscrip- 
tions (Exhibit B) $463.08; from interest on investments, $864.42 ; and re- 
ceived as a special deposit (Canon XI., Section 4) from S. Ann's Parish, 
Nashville. $586*39, the same being withdrawn from the general fund — 
making a total of $17,806*89. Our expenditures have been $41.85, of which 
$10 was a bill contracted by our predecessors. We have refunded $2,173.90 
(Exhibit C) to subscribers, and have paid the Diocesan Treasurer $1,391.16 
as the net income arising from the fund, which leaves a balance of $11,199.96 
in our hands. 

We present the following assets : Notes secured by collateral, $8,575 ; 
note secured by mortgage, $2,500; cash in bank, $i24.96^making amounts 
to balance $11,199.96. 

We append Exhibits D and E, being, respectively, the list of notes can- 
celled and refunded to subscribers, which amount to $4,506.50, and the list 
of subscription notes now on hand, amounting to $19,445.96,

Copy of Circular- Letter Seut to Subscribers to the Endowment Fund. 

Nashville, Trnn^ Julj 17, 1893. 
To all Subscribers to the Episcopate Endowment Fund: 

As you well know, the Convention of the Diocese of Tennessee, which 
met at S. Ann's Church, Nashville, on the nineteenth day of April last, in 
view of the failure of the General Convention of 1892 to grant the prayer 
of this Diocese for division, elected a Bishop Coadjutor to assist our present 
Diocesan in the great and increasing duties with which he is burdened. 
Upon the Reverend Doctor Thomas F. Gailor,.\ it'^-Chancellor of the Uni- 
sity of the South, fell the unanimous call of the Convention. After prayer- 
ful deliberation, Doctor Gailor acceded to the wish of the whole body of 
the Church in the Diocese, accepted the call,*and is now upon the point of 
consecration to that holy office. 

Additional Episcopal supervision meant an increase in the amount of 
the fund for the support of the Episcopate, and simultaneously with the 
passage of the resolution to elect an Avssistant Bishop, resolutions were 
adopted with regard to his support. These resolutions in full were as 
follow : 

*' Your Committee would rcpectfully report that, in view of the present 
great need of Episcopal supervision, they would recommend the election 
by the present Convention of a Bishop Coadjutor to the present Diocesan. 
Therefore, be it 

"/i*r.\v>/T7v/ hy this Convention, That we proceed, at such time as may be 
Mgroed upon, to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor. 

" Your Committee would also recommend that the Convention pa?is 
the following resolution. Be it 

''"Resolved hy this (on-'ention^ That we, the Bishop and each member 
of this Convention herein assembled, pledge ourselves to work for the 
division of the Diocese, along the line proposed in 1892, before the General 
C<)nv<Mition of 1895. 

" We would also recommend that this Convention pass the following 
resolution : 

"•Resolved. That the Trustees of the Episcopate Endowment Fund be 
directed to write to each contributor to this fund, asking if he or she wishes 
the return of the contribution, or will consent that the contribution stand 
for division in 1895, and in the meanwhile the net income arising from this 
fund be devoted to the payment of the salaries of the Episcopate; and that 
in the meantime no effort be made to collect the unpaid notes and subscrip- 
tions; and that if any contributor does not consent to have his contribu- 
tion so retained, the Trustees are directed to return the said contributor's 
money." 

In accordance with the above resolutions. Doctor Gailor was elected 
Assistant Bishop, and now provision must be made for his support. The

Convention expressly recognized that many of the subscriptions to the 
Episcopate Endowment Fund were made under the expectation, and some on 
condition, that the movement for division of the Diocese should be success- 
ful. That movement has not yet failed. Its success has been postponed, 
and we are all pledged to try to secure its success in 1895. In the mean- 
time the Episcopate in the Diocese, strengthened so greatly as it is, must 
be supported, and, in accordance with the direction of the Convention, we 
write you this letter, hoping and trusting that you will accord to the earnest 
prayer of the Convention and permit your subscription to the fund to stand. 
It is but a small amount from each subscriber^ but it means a great deal to 
the Church in Tennessee. We sincerely hope that you will not withdraw 
any funds which you may have already paid in, or ask to be relieved from 
any further amount which you may have promised for the purpose. If, 
however, under the circumstances, you resolve to demand the cancellation 
of your subscription, it will be returned without unreasonable delay. 

Please advise our Secreta^' at your earliest convenience of your deter* 
mination in reply hereto, as our action on each individual subscription must 
be somewhat influenced by the general tenor of all the replies.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE PROTESTANT EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH. 

Concord, Mass.. February 14, A. I). 1894. 
To the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of Teumessee: 

Right Reverend Sir — In compliance with the requirements of Title 
IIL, Canon i. Section 3, of the Digest, I would Tiereby give particular notice 
that the following alterations of the Constitution of the Church are pro- 
posed — to wit, those comprised in the two resolutions subjoined, said reso- 
tions having been constitutionally adopted by a General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the city of Baltimore, Maryland, in 
October, A. I). 1892, to wit : 

First. — It wa«i bv concurrent action of the two Houses of the Conven- 
tion ividf Journal, pages 338, 118) 

"Resolved. That Article VIIL of the Constitution be amended by 
striking out the clause " No alteration," etc., and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: ** No alteration or addition shall be made in the Book of 
Common Prayer or other Offices of the Church, or the Articles of Religion. 
unless the same shall be first proposed in one General Convention by the 
vole of a majority of the whole nutnber of Bishops entitled to seats in the 
House of Bishops, and by the vote of a majority of all the Dioceses entitled 
to representation in the House of Deputies, and by a resolve of the General 
Convention made known to the Convention t)f every Diocese, and adopted 
at the subsequent General Convention in the same manner in which it wa*^ 
])ropo»;ed," so that the article as thus amended shall read as follows : 

•Article 8. 

'A Book of Common Prayer, Administration of the Sacraments and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, Articles of Religion, and a 
Form and Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Consecrating Bishops, Priests, 
and Deacons, when established by this or a future General Convention, shall 
be used in the Protestant Episcopal Church \\\ those Dioceses which shall 
have adopted this Constitution. No alteration or addition shall be made in 
the Book of Common Prayer or other Offices of the Church, or the Articles 
of Religion, unless the same shall be first proposed in one General Conven- 
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tion by the vote of a majority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to 
seats in the House of Bishops, and by the vote of a majority of all the 
Dioceses entitled to representation in the House of Deputies, and by a re- 
solve of the General Convention made known to the Convention of every 
Diocese, and adopted at the subsequent General Convention in the same 
manner in which it was proposed ; frovidedy howex^er, that the General 
Convention shall have power from time to time to amend the Lectionary ; 
but no act for this purpose shall be valid which is not voted for by a 
majority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House of 
Bishops, and by a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to representation in 
the House of Deputies.'" 

Second. — It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of the Con- 
vention {vide Journal, pages 394, 395, 152) 

''''RfsWlved^ That the following changes be made in the Constitution, 
and that the proposed changes be made known to the several Diocesan Con- 
ventions in order that they may be adopted in the ensuing General Con- 
vention, in accordance with provisions of Article IX. of the Contitution: 
Strike out the words * Assistant Bishop' wherever they occur, and insert 
in their place the words * Bishop Coadjutor.'"

Columbia, Tenn., May 10, 1894. 
To the Convention: 

Meeting of the* Finance Committee. Present: The Reverend Doctor 
J. R. Winchester, the Reverend Doctor F. P. Davenport, Mr. A. T. Mc- 
Neal, Mr. Walter Goodman, Mr. Charles T. Dobb, Mr. J. W. Jackson. 

The Annual Report of Mr. Charles T. Dobb, Diocesan Treasurer, was 
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8iibinittecl to the Committee, and read in detail. The vouchers were dulv 
examined, and found correct. 

The Report of the Trustees of the Endowment Fund was submitted by 
the Secretary, Mr. E. E. Barthell, and duly examined, and found correct. 
The moneys are mostly loaned on demand to solvent parties, with bank 
stocks as collateral. 

The Committee would recommend to the Trustees that the collaterals 
to each note should be named in the note and attached thereto. 

Twenty-five hundred dollars is loaned on realty, due July i, 1894. Cow- 
ing to the general depreciation in real estate, this Committee would suggest 
that this loan be carefully looked into when due ; and the judgment of the 
Trustees is particularly asked as to the expediency of renewal, if desired. 

The Committee thinks the Trustees are entitled to the thanks of the 
Convention for the satisfactory management of the interests in their hands. 

Under the resolution of the last Convention, the Trustees, pending the 
division of the Diocese in 1895, were prohibited from collecting, or making 
any effort to collect, any unpaid subscriptions or notes. Your Committee 
would recommend that this resolution be modified so as to allow such pay- 
ments, if made, to be held by the Trustees in all respects on like conditions 
as the funds now in their hands. The Trustees, after the issuance of a cir- 
cular-letter to each subscriber, explaining the position of the Convention 
as to the Endowment Fund and contemplated division of the Diocese in 
1895, '<* present to each subscriber for payment his due or past-due notes, 
but not to endeavor to force their collection. Such payments, if made, to 
be held by the Trustees, in all respects, on like conditions as the funds now 
in their hands. 

The Finance Committee beg to report to the Convention, and through 
them to the Assessment Committee, that, with the present salaries of Dioc- 
esans, it will require a minimum of $6,000 for current expenses. Last year's 
assessments aggregated $4,633, and the estimated interest of the Endow- 
ment Fund in the hands of the Trustees is $600, making a total of $5,233, 
which, if every assessment is paid, would leave a deficit for the year of $767. 
The intelligent action of the Convention is earnestly asked to this state of 
affairs. 

The Diocesan Treasurer reported in his hands, due June 17, 1894, the 
sum of $642.48, being interest on the old Endowment Fund of $2,727. Your 
Committee would recommend that the interest on this fund be used by the 
Treasurer in paying current expenses if it becomes necessary, and therefore 
offer the following resolution : 

*•'' Rrsolvvd , That this Convention hereby authorizes the Treasurer to 
use the interest on said fund for the payment of arrearages or salaries if 
necessary." 

Your Committee would also report that whereas the Rector of Grace 
Church, Memphis, has presented to the Finance Committee a written prop- 
osition, with reference to the payment of the arrearages due to this Conven- 
tion from his parish. Therefore, be it 

Rcsoit'i'fi, That this Convention authorizes the Treasurer of the Dio- 
cese to accept from Grace Church the tender in cash of $362.50, in lieu of 
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$562.50, the amount now due this Convention from Grace Church, Mem- 
phis, in full settlement to date.

The report for the year just past, notwithstanding the serious depres- 
sion which is so universal, and has limited the resources of so many, proves 
that churchmen and churchwomen have not permitted the work of God to 
suffer for want of support. The Communion Alms and Weekly Offerings 
show a decided increase. The extraordinary efforts in church building and 
improvements of last year could scarcely be continued as in past years. 
Naturally, therefore, these sources of income may be expected to show a 
slight decrease. The decrease in baptisms, confirmations, and communi- 
cants is, the committee hope, more apparent than actual, and may be ex- 
plained by the insufficiency of the statistics at the command of the com- 
mittee. Once more the committee urges thai all parishes and missions re- 
fort^ as the Canon provides^ and in ex^ery case the proper forms shall he 
used and accurately filled in, otherwise it is impossible that the real 
^tate of the Church can be placed before the Convention.

That the Trustees of the Episcopate Endowment F*und be 
instructed to ask all persons who have withdrawn their notes and money to 
renew such notes for division in 1895, and where money has been returned, 
to j^ive notes for the orififinal amount for division in 1R95. 

The resolution contained in which, on motion of the 
the Reverend Doctor Davenport, was adopted. 

Mr. P. M. Radford, the Historiographer, read'his report : 
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Report 

OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

Columbia was settled in 1806 by Presbyterians. James Walker came in 
1810, and, if not a Presbyterian at that time, he united with them and be- 
came a very active member. It was not till the year 1829 that a movement 
was set on foot in Tennessee to organize the Episcopal Church. 

Bishop Ravenscroft, of North Carolina, was invited to preside at the 
first convention. Rev. Daniel Stephens came with him. The latter located 
at Columbia and established a ladies' school, which in later years has devel- 
oped into that flourishing academy, the Columbia Female Institute. 

The Diocese was organized. Doctor Stephens began church services 
in the Masonic Hall. In May, 1831, a lot was bought on Garden street, 
and on the visitation of Bishop Meade, on the second day of July follow- 
ing, the corner-stone for a church edifice was laid by the Bishop. As parish 
was organized, and J. C. Wormley, Peter R. Booker, Ed B. Littlefield, Geo. 
G. Skipwith, Gerard T. Greenfield, James H. Hitchcock, Lorenzo Hitch- 
cock, and Hillary Langtry were elected vestry men. Doctor Stephens be- 
came Rector. 

The church building went on slowly for want of funds, and it was not 
till April 17, 1835, that it was consecrated, by Bishop Otey. This was the 
second church consecrated in Tennessee. It contained sixty-two pews, 
some of which were rented and some were left free. Doctor Stephens re- 
signed January i, 1834, and was sent as a missionary to Bolivar, West Ten- 
nessee. 

The Reverend Leonidas Polk came to Columbia in the fall of 1833. He 
at once took up the work begun by Doctor Stephens. In December, 1835, 
Bishop Otey resigned the rectorship of S. Paul's, Franklin, and moved to 
Columbia, with the hope of establishing a school for boys and a preparatory 
institution for students for the ministry. In consequence of feeble health 
of the Reverend Mr. Polk, the Bishop and visiting brethren assisted in 
keeping the church sers'ices going. In 1838, the Reverend Mr. Polk was 
elected Missionary Bishop of Arkansas, and resigned the charge at S. 
Peter's. There were then twenty-two families and thirty-seven communi- 
cants. Collections that year for missions $331.25, and for the episcopate 
$260. 

Bishop Otey succeeded Mr. Polk, and with intermissions, was virtually in 
charge of the parish until 1852, when he left Columbia to reside in Mem- 
phis. In 1842 he was elected Missionary Bishop of Arkansas and Louisiana, 
and little or nothing was done at S. Peter's that year. 

In January, 1843, the Reverend Stephen Patterson took charge for a few 
months. He left in June following, and took charge at S. John's, Ashwood. 

On January i, 1848, Doctor Wheat was sent to Columbia to take charge 
of Ravenscroft College and the rectorship of S. Peter's. As the college 
failed to materialize, after two years' effort, it became extinct. Doctor 
Wheat resigned and left the Diocese. 

In 1851, the Bishop being in bad health, went to Europe and remained 

9 
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a year. The services of the church were carried on by the students living 
at the Bishop's house at Mercer Hall. 

In March, 1852, the Reverend Mr. Good, from Greenville, East Tennes- 
see, was called and held the rectorship for two years, when he was deposed 
from the ministry. (A good man, but a victim of intemperance.) 

There were no records kept up to 1850. 

In the summer of 1854, the Reverend David Pise was called. He came 
from New York, and was a clergyman in the Diocese of Tennessee for 
eighteen years. His report in 1857, shows thirty-eight families, fifty-five 
communicants, and rector's salary $800 per annum, which was increased to 
^1,000 in i860. 

On September 5, i860, Hillary Langtry sold the Church lot on Garden 
street to the V^estry of S. Peter's, James Walker, John Baird, James Trotter, 
\V. H. Hardin, and J. H. Devereux. It is difficult to understand how this 
sale was consummated. It appears that the original vestry held the title 
and H. Langtry, the only surviving trustee, sold out to the latter named, 
who in turn sold the property again in order to get funds with which to 
purchase a lot elsewhere on which to erect a new church. The new lot 
<ielected was situated at the corner of Walker and West Seventh streets, 
and was purchased of James K. Walker. 

The corner-stone of the new edifice was laid by the Reverend Doctor 
Pise September 5, i860. The Bishop being absent, the Reverend Doctor C. 
T. C^iintard delivered the address. 

In March, 1861, the old church edifice was sold and given up. The 
papers and materials placed under the corner-stone thirty years previously, 
wtTf removed and carefully preserved. 

In June, 1861, the new church was so far completed as to be occupied for 
public worship. There were subscriptions to pay for the new edifice to 
within $300 of the amount required. But the disasters of the country ren- 
dertti it im[)ossible to collect iiKHiey, and the consequence was a debt oc- 
curred of al)out $2,000 on the parish. 

The Church ser\ices were kept going until December, 1863, when a 
military order closed the Church Un eighteen months. The damage to the 
buiUlini:: WHS considerable; the organ was totally destroyed. It was esti- 
mated that .$2,000 would l)e required to make the repairs. 

The Reverend I)oct(^r Pise, in 1866, reported one hundred and thirty 
communicants, the debt still unpaid. In 1S68 he resigned and left the Dio- 
cese. 

The Reverend Doctor Beckett, the Principal of the Columbia P'emale 
Institute (since July, 1S66), was called to the rectorship in 1868, which he 
held until the tali of 1S90 — over twenty-two years. When he resigned, the 
Reverend R. E. Metcalf, late Archdeacon and General Missionary of the 
Convocation of Naslnille, became tlie incumbent. The communicants now 
nuuibt^r about two hundretl and fifty. 

During the rectorship of the Reverend Doctor Beckett the Church 
debt was soon paid and C(;nsiderable changes and improvements made in 
the interior of the Church. 

On April 3, 1887, Palm Sunday, tlie Bishop consecrated the beautiful

altar erected by the Senior Warden, Mr. George L. Thomas, to the mem- 
ory of his mother, Mrs. Catherine Ronald Thomas. By a well arranged 
special service the altar and reredos were formally presented to the glory of 
God and in memory of his mother. 

At various times memorial windows have been put in : Two by the 
Orr family, one for Virginia Morgan, one for Rebecca Polk, one for Lucy 
J. Quarles, one for Frank Dunnington, and one for General Ewell. In the 
chancel window is a memorial of James Walker, the first Senior Warden, 
and for thirty years an active member of the Vestry. 

It has been noted that the pews in the original Church were some 
rented and some free. In 1850 a controversy arose about seats for the 
young ladies from the Institute. Rector Smith raised the question about 
charging for seats so occupied. Some of the vestry took issue. Doctor 
Will Polk, one of the vestry and also a trustees of the Institute, resigned 
both his offices, saying that life was too short for such disagreements as 
were then prevailing. 

On June 14, 187 1, the new S. Peter's Church was consecrated, many of 
the clergy of the Diocese participating in the services. 

In 1885 the pew rents were abolished. It is understood that these were 
appropriated to pay the rector's salary. If that was so, it was very uncer- 
tain, ranging any way from $252.50, in 1882, to $729.75, in 1877. In 1887 the 
rector was promised $1,000 a year. That year he was paid $625; in 1888, 
$650; in 1889, $800. 

In 1869 the Bishop appointed a Committee of Enquiry to examine into 
the causes that led to the reduced size of the Church lot. They found that 
in the past there had been no uniformity in taking titles to Church prop- 
erty in this Diocese. That the validity of the sales made were surrounded 
with legal difficulties, and recommended that an attorney should be em- 
ployed to investigate further. 

This committee was discharged. 

In 1873 an old deed was sent to the Diocesan Registrar, executed by 
John Baird and others, wardens and vestrymen. This deed conveyed to 
David Pise a tract or parcel of land in the town of Columbia. Later, in 
1886, some mention is made in regard to a part of the lot sold off. It ap- 
pears that Dr. Pise, at a Sheriff's sale, bought the rear half of the next lot 
adjoining, now owned and occupied by Dr. Dorsett. He also bought forty 
feet oflF the rear of the church lot from the vestry, as above stated. 

On April 11, 1889, a deed was made to the Convention of the Diocese of 
what remained. Hence the lot stands, shorn of its proportions, with just 
ground enough for the church to stand on. 

Among the meinbers of S. Peter's who have held prominent positions 
for many years, devoting time, money, and faithful service, the first to be 
noticed is James Walker. He was horn in Kentucky in 1792, came to Co- 
lumbia in 1810, and became the editor and publisher of a newspaper. He 
married Miss Maria Polk, the eldest sister of President Polk. On arriving 
at Columbia he became an elder in the Presbyterian Church. His .leaving 
that society was brought about in a singular way. It seems that a dancing- 
master opened a school in Columbia. Mrs. Walker, unknown to her bus- 
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band, sent their little boy to learn how to dance. The wise men heard of it 
and summoned the father before them to answer the charge of encouraging 
immoral amusements. When Mr. Walker heard the charge he was as- 
tounded. It was all new to him. Whatever he might have thought or 
done had he known of the dancing-school, which he did not, he was so 
struck by the meanness of his accusers that he scored them unmercifully 
and left their society forever. He allied himself with the little band of 
Episcopalians and proved a very valuable aid. On the organization of the 
parish he was elected Senior Warden, and year by year held important 
offices during his life. He went as a lay delegate to the conventions of 
1841, 1845, 1847, 1850, 1855, and i860. He died in 1864, aged 72 years. The 
memorial chancel window commemorates over thirty-five years of faithful 
service. 

Adlai O. Harris was born in Washington County, Georgia, in the year 
1800. He came to Tennessee in 1812 or 1813 and located at Columbia. On 
organization of the Episcopal Church in Tennessee he was not a member. 
At the visitation of Bishop Ives, in 1832, Mr. Harris was baptized by the 
Reverend George Weller, confirmed two days after, and received his first 
communion. Being elected lay delegate, took his seat in the convention 
with E. B. Littlefield and Geo. G. Skipwith, also delegates. Up to the day 
of his death he was faithful in all things that pertained to the duties of a 
truly christian nt^n. He married Miss Naomi Polk, a daughter of Col Sam 
Polk, in August, 1825. She died August 4, 1836. Two years after, in 1838, 
he married a second time. Miss Mary Wormley, who survived him twenty- 
three years. In 1839 he went to Randolph to live. Randolph was a town on 
the Mississippi River some miles above Memphis, and was a competitor for 
trade and population with Memphis. Here he joined a little band of 
christian people who were struggling to build up a parish and to erect a 
church. In 1S40, 1841, and 1842 he represented Randolph as a lay delegate. 
In 1842 or 1843 he moved to Memphis, became a member of Calvary Church. 
He dieii March iS, 1862. Bishop Otey, in noticing his death, said: " My 
excellent, lonj^^-tried, and faithful friend, Adlai O. Harris, died yesterday. 
He was one of the best men I have ever known. He was a prominent lay- 
man in this diocese for thirtv vears. He was liberal of his means and ever 
prompt in the performance of good and charitable deeds. He was a man 
of exemplary piety and a well-informed and sound churchman. He was a 
loving husband and an atTectionate father, and the only member of the 
church in Tennessee who, to my knowledge, remembered the poor in his 
will." Bishop C^uintard, in speaking of him and his wife, said: "When 1 
took up my residence in Memphis as a young physician in 1852, no one re- 
ceived ine more cordially than Mr. A. O. Harris. Subsequently, when I 
took orders in the church and became Rector of Calvary Church, Mr. Har- 
ris was one of my wardens. Until his death he was my unswerving friend, 
and his widow and children have always been very dear to me." Mr. Har- 
ris was Treasurer of the Diocese from 1852 to 1S57 inclusive. 

John Baird was born in Nashville on Nov. 12. 1820. On Nov. 12, 1844, 
he married Miss Julia Young, of Columbia. In 1846 he and his wife were 
confirmed, and they became uiembersof Christ Church, Nashville. In 1847 
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he moved to Culumbia, where he lived until his death, July 24, 1871. The 
present church and his work for S. Peter's are a monument to his fidelity 
and zeal. When Dr. Wm. Polk, Junior Warden and Trustee of the Co- 
lumbia Female Institute, resigned in 1850, Mr. Baird was elected to succeed 
him, and he remained a trustee as long as he lived. On the death of Mr. 
James Walker, he succeeded him as Senior Warden. He was instru- 
mental in securing Doctor Pise for the Rectorship in 1854. T^^ Rector 
held him in high esteem and was warmly attached to him. Whilst 
the military held the church during the war, Mr. Baird stood sentinel, and 
probably prevented damage that would have led to destruction. He was a 
warm-hearted man and a devoted friend of Bishop Otey, and his house was 
always a second home of the Bishop. His library contained many church 
works, wherein he studied the doctrines and precepts of the church, and it 
delighted him to enter into a friendly argument about the same. He 
entered into the rest of Paradise, quietly passing away of consumption at 
his home in Columbia, his wife having died three months previously.

The Reverend Doctor Telfair 
Hodgson graduated from Princeton College in 1859, and from there went 
to the (ieneral Theological Seminary, in New York. He served as a chap- 
lain in the Confederate army on General Wheeler's staff, and distinguished 
himself for the faithful ]>erformance of his duties. He was one of the only 
two deacon> in the South who were advanced to the priesthood during 
the war. For several year>i he was a Professor at the University of Ala- 
bama, where he commanded the respect alike of faculty and students. He 
left the <ai(.l institution and accej)ted a call to a parish in the Diocese of New 
Jersey where he ^-t'rved with great zeal and no little success. He was called 
to the I'niversity of the South as Dean of the Theological Seminary. Later 
on he was elected \'ice-Chancellor, in which capacity he rendered most im- 
portant services to the glorv of (tocI antl the good of the University. He 
resigned the \'ice-Chancellorshi ji and remained as Dean of the Theological 
faculty, thus taking an important part in the preparation of young men for 
the sicred ministry. In his jirivate intercourse he showed a kind, christian 
spirit, and was. therefore, beloved bv all who knew him. On the date above 
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mentioned he passed away suddenly and entered Paradise. For his vir* 
tues and services as a good soldier of the cross, we feel profoundly thank- 
ful. 

Whereas, Almighty God, the giver of life and death, on December 
15, 1893, summoned to his eternal rest our beloved brother, the Reverend 
R. E. Metcalf; be it 

Resolved, That in his faithfulness as a priest in the Church of God, his 
earnestness and zeal as a missionary for two years in our Diocese, in his de* 
votion to his flock as the rector of S. Peter's Church, Columbia, in his 
meekness and resignation to the will of God during his long illness, he 
proved himself to be a chosen vessel of the divine grace.

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Report 

OF THE ARCHDEACON OF WORK AMONG THE COLOREI> 
PEOPLE IN THE DIOCESE OF TENNESSEE. 

7V> tAe Rifrht Reverends the Bishop of Tennessee: 

Right Reverend Sir: — In making my second annual report on the 
work among the colored people in the Diocese of Tennessee, I do not think 
it needful for me to repeat the views I expressed in my last report, nor of 
the plans and methods adopted with your sanction and most kind and fath- 
erly cooperation. The pressure of the times, felt by all classes throughout 
the land, has brought about many local hindrances, which have greatly im- 
peded the progress of this work so largely among the laboring classes, and 
yet there is much self-sacrifice and earnest endeavor for the Master's work. 
The Sunday and parochial schools are accomplishing a great deal for the 
future of the race, and much needed improvement is now being made in 
the little chapels over the diocese by the people themselves. 

Hoffman Hall, at Nashville, a training school for young men looking 
towards the ministry of the church, is doing a noble work under that most 
Godly and learned Priest, Dr. Albert Schafter, who is assisted by the Rev- 
erend A. C. V. Cartier, who, after laboring most faithfully as proctor and 
teacher, was advanced to the diaconate in Hanington Chapel, on Maunday 
'I'hursday, March 22. It was pleasing to those who were present at this ser- 
vice to see the venerable President of Fisk University in his appointed 
stall, and other members of the faculty present. There was also a large 
number of colored people present. 

S. Augustine's Chapel, in Nashville, has been closed for a few months, 
awaiting much needed repairs, and as the congregation is very small and 
poor, very little can be done in these hard times without outside and sub- 
stantial aid. 

S. Cyprian's Mission, at Gallatin, has in the past year received what- 
ever services the Archdeacon was able to give them. Substantial improve- 
ments have been made here during the year upon the building and grounds 
by the congregation. 

S. Mark's Mission, at Sewanee, has this year, as in many former years, 
been tninistered to bv the students of the University of the South, who 
seem to take great delight in doing this work for the Master. 

I have twice visited Knoxville and Chattanooga with the view of start- 
ing work, but thus far have received little encouragement. 

The Advent Mission, at Columbia, is doing all that could be expected 
of a voung mission. There are over one hundred children under instruction 
in the Sunday-school, and fair congregations are usually in attendance at the 
services. I have held regular Sunday-services here, when at home, and 
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have now ready a class of nine persons, who were confirmed on May 7, by 
Bishop Quintard. The good feeling entertained by the white parishioners 
towards this mission has been to me a source of great encouragement. 

Our largest work in West Tennessee is at Memphis. The Reverend G. 
W. Honesty has been in charge of Immanuel Church for several months, 
and also in charge of S, Mark*s school, at the Canfield Asylum. This 
school was intended as a boarding school for boys only, but has in the past 
year admitted boys and girls alike. I think the day not far distant when an 
agricultural scho6l for colored people will be opened near this city. S. 
Paul's Church, at Mason, is also in charge of the Reverend G. W. Honesty, 
who is able to hold occasional services there. The congregation are trying 
to ceil and otherwise beautify their church during the present summer. 

S. Philip's Church, Bolivar, in charge of the Reverend W. W. 
Cheshire, seems to have taken on new life» A parish school, with an attend^ 
ance of fifty pupils, has been in successful operation for two years, which 
has also increased the attendance at the services of the Church. Many im- 
provements have been nfade upon the Church building and grounds by the 
congregation. 

S. Stephen's Church, Burlison, in charge of the Reverend O. P. Alston, 
has recently been ceiled and otherwise beautified, and shows signs of re- 
newed life. There is also a parish school here. Mr. Alston has recently 
been sorely bereaved in the death of his wife, who was a most earnest 
christian woman and a most valuable assistant in the work of his mission. 
May the good Lord comfort him in this time of sorrow and prepare him for 
that future rest which awaits His faithful people in heaven. 

The Archdeacon has visited these missions regularly, spending several 
days at each place, and has thus become personally acquainted with the 
people in their home life. Has sometimes held a mission with the hope of 
arousing greater spirituality among them. Has celebrated the Holy Com* 
munion as often as possible and catechised the children in the Sunday- 
schools. There are now eight mission stations among the colored people 
in the diocese, five hundred communicants, and two hundred and forty 
children under instruction in the Sunday-schools. The offerings from the 
missions has nearly reached $700, and has been chiefly devoted to mainte- 
nance and improvements. The children's Lenten offering, though small, 
has been given for the general missions of the Church. I have, during 
the year, preached eighty-seven sermons, held ninety-three services other 
than Sunday, made eighty-five addresses, celebrated the Holy Communion 
in public fifty-two times and among the sick five times ; baptised twenty- 
seven persons, oflSciated at two funerals and made nine hundred and ninety 
one visits from house to house.

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Report 

OF HOFFMAN HALL. 

To the Right Rei'ercndy the Bishop of Tennessee: 

Right Reverend and Dear Sir: — Since my last report oi Hoff- 
man Hall several changes then under consideration have gone into effect 
with very encouraging results. The interior of Hannington Chapel has 
heen beautified and the Hall and grounds much improved. The rules and 
requirements of the Hall have been printed and placed in each student's 
room. The standard of scholarship has been raised, but the lack of prepa- 
ration of the students for entering upon a systematic and thorough course 
of study for the Holy Ministry continues a great drawback in making the 
standard just what it should be in every respect. It gives me great pleasure 
to say, however, that the Hall is under excellent discipline, and the work 
accomplished the past year has been more encouraging than that of any 
year since its establishment. 

The Reverend Doctor Schaffter, Principal of the Hall, has been ad- 
vanced to the Priesthood since my last report, and has been in active charge 
of the Hall and Chapel, In addition to his instruction in the ordinary 
branches, he has given a systematic course of lectures, extending through- 
out the year, on the "Introduction to the Bible,'' "Christian Doctrine," and 
the " Life of our Lord." The Reverend George F. Degen, Rector of the 
Church of the Advent, held a two days' pre-Lenten Retreat, February 5 and 
6, and lectured on " The Seven Churches." During Holy Week the Bishop 
of the Diocese gave a course of three lectures on "Temptation/' "Purity,*' 
and " Personal Consecration." 

On Maunday Thursday Mr. A. C. V. Cartier, Proctor of the Hall, was 
ordered Deacon by the Bishop of Tennessee, in Hannington Chapel. Thi^ 
is the tifth student of Hoffman who has been made a Deacon of the Church. 

More applications were received the past year for admission to the 
Hall than ever before — about twenty-five altogether Only five were ad- 
tnitted ; two from the Diocese of Tennessee, and one each from the follow- 
ing; Dioceses: Cape Palmas, Georgia, and Mississippi. 

It continues to be a source of keen regret to the authorities of the Hall 
that the Church in the Diocese gives no assistance whatever to its support. 
If it were not for the help which comes from other Dioceses the Hall would 
have been closed long ago. As soon as sufficient means are forthcoming, it 
is intended to add another story and thus complete the Hall building, and to 
erect a Chapel. The work of the Hall will then be greatly extended and in- 
creased and a larger number of students may be accommodated.

RULES OF ORDER. 



1. Morning Prayer shall be said every day during the session of the 
Convention. 

2. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the house unless he have 
leave, or be unable to attend. 

4. Every member speaking in debate shall rise from his seat, and, 
without advancing, shall respectfully address the President, confining him- 
self strictly to the point in debate. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the house, and no more than fifteen minutes at a time. 

6. A question once determined shall not again be brought before the 
house unless on a motion of reconsideration made by one of the majority. 

7. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
(unless to lay it on the table) to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone 
it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it. or to divide it; and motions for 
any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. 
The motion to lay upon the table and to adjourn shall be decided without 
debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

H. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
inovetl, or a substitute may he received. 

9. If the question under debate contains several distinct propositions, 
the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
>ieparately, except that a motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

10. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair, without de- 
hate, but any member may appeal from such decision. 

II No motion shall he considered as before the house unless it be sec- 
onded, and when required, reduced to writing. 

12. The names of movers of resolutions shall appear upon the Minutes 
of the house. 

13. The reports of all Committers shall he in writing, and shall be re- 
ceived, of course, without motion of acceptance, unless recommitted by a 
vote of the house. All reports recommending or requiring any action, or 
expressif)!! of opinion of the house, shall he accompanied by a resolution for 
the action of the house thereon. 

Order f)F Business. 

I. On the FIRST day, after daily Morning Prayer, the Convention shall 
he calK'd to order hy the President, or, in his absence, by the Secretary of 
tlu' last Convention.
